HIS 1/land of Great Pritain (con- 
raining at preſent Three Na- 
tions or People, of different 
>. - Languages ) 1s the largeit in 
= £-'roe; and inferiour to none 
Fg> in the orher parts af the World, 
> tor Fertility, Power, good Govern-. 
ment, and Glory of it's Greaf 
Aditons. It is Situated in a 


W healthful Climate, between 51 and 53 Degrees of 


North Latitude. Bounded on the Eaſt with Germany 
and Denmark ; on the Welt with Ireland and the Atlan- 
tick Ocean; on the North with the Ducalidonian Seas ; 


. and on the South with France and IVormanay. 


A 2 ENGLAND 
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ENG LAN D (the nobleſt and largeſt __ of it, 
and a diſtinct Kingdom of-it ſelf, though- at preſent all 
under One bappy Monarch )- formerly fuſtained many 


Kings at once, all of them commanding great Powers, 
as will appear in the Series of Hiſtory. For in ſpaci-

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As for tlie Name of this JSand, being call'd Britain, 
it is held to come from the word Brith, which, ſignifies 
Painting, or Staining their Skins; and alſo going Naked, 
(which was the Cuſtom of the Antient Britains.) They 
Raced their Skins, drawing on them the Figures of Birds, 


Beaſts, Flowers, Suns, Stars, &c, to diſtinguiſh their | 


Dignity; which, like the {lic'd Bark of a Tree, grow- 
ing wider as they grew up, made them appear Ter- 
Tible to their Enemies; and indeed they were, for the 
moſt part, Fierce and Cruel, (eſpecially thoſe in the 
Northern parts, who Traded not with the Civilized 
Gauls) infomnch that they Sacrificed.every Tenth Captive 
(taken in the Wars among themſelves) to their 7dols, 
of which they had a great number, called by -the 
Names of Planets, and in the form of divers living 
Creatures. And to theſe ſenfeleſs Stocks their Druid's, 
or Magi (whom they accounted their Wiſe Men, and 
& ſerved in ſtead of Flamins and Prieſts) compelled theng 
= to pay their Adoration; Worſhiping in Groves, ac- 
4 counting Fortified Woods their Towns and Cities, 

They wore about their Middles Iren Chains, anq 
to them, both Men and Women had ſhort Swords 
girded; bearing in their Hands a Spear with a Braſs 
Knob or Bell at the end of it, to make a greate noiſe 
of Terrour in Combates; the Women uſually going 
to War with them, and not only Fighting Couragiouſ- 
ly by their Husbands fides, Animating them by their 
Courage, but often Commanding Battalions and Armys, 
as the Romans too fatally found, when they ftrugled, 
with much Slaughter, 123 Years for this 1/land. 
The Britains appear by all Authors to have been 
very ſparing in their Diet; and not much given to 
Venery : Though they had many Wives in Common, - 
amongſt Brothers and Kindred, yet the Children 
redounded xo his credit who firſt Cropt the Mothers | 
'- A 3 | Virgig 
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Virgin Roſe. And by this m Plutarch (a very 
judicious Author) affirms, the y were of ſo Healthful 


and Lively a Conſtitution, That many, if not moſt, 


in the warm Southern parts, according to the Term of 
a Natural Life, exceeded 139 Years. Yet they much 
delighted in Ornaments, as Bracelets, Beads, Iron 


Rings, &c. And preferred their Paint'd and Carvd | 


Skins before the moſt gaudy Cloathing, | 
Their Agriculture was but little, though the Earth 


much invited them to it, by its promiſing Fruitfulneſs. 


They had not the uſe of Ploughs, and only Sowed 


their Grain-on the Melloweſt Land after Rain; then 


In the nature of Harrowing. Yet they had found our 


' *the way of making their Drink with ſodden Barly, 


which (though perhaps in a higher Improvement ) 
continues to. this day,-to the great Advantage and 


Health of the Muderate People of the Nation. As | 
for the fleſh of Fowl! and Wild Creatures, they declin'd 


It; as they did likewiſe Fy/h and ilk, Then Hares 
were found in ſach abundance, That they Flock'd to- 
eether like Sh:ep, fearleſs of the Hunter or his Hounds. 

Their Opigions in Theology were, Thbat the Souls of 
AMen Dyed nott but ( according to Pythagoras ) hed a 
Tranſmigration from one Body to another. And on their 
Solemn Days their Druid's and Bards Sung the Praiſes 


. of Renowned Feroes, fuch as had Dyed im War, or been 


Famous for any Rzre Invention; and this they did to 
Incourage and ſtir up others to Imitation. 

Their Coin was cither Kings, or Iren, Imboſſed Shield- 
wiſe, with the Device outward, on the Imboſſment ; 
yalucd at a rate proper to anſwer the price of ſuch 
things as they Traded for at Home or Abroad, which 
was but little, eſpecially Abroad, for want of Shipping, 
Ceſar gbſcrying at his coming, that their Yeſſels were

Nor did they carry any Proviſi 


: . ons With them when

# And moſt of their Buſineſs was to carry Grain and 
# Metals,with the latter of which the 1/and did then,and 
= ſtill abounds: And ſome are apt to think, for that 
# cauſe, the Greeks Coaſting in theſe Seas, and figding the 
/4 any abounding with Metals, Named it Britania, 
= from Prutania, Metal, or the Metal-Iſand. 

As for ENG L AN D ( that now fo called, Ex- 
empt from Wales and Scotland ) it had its Denomina- 
tion from the Eaſt Angloens, who ſeated themſelves 
in the Eaſt Angle Kingdom, to the Eaſtern Sea, in the 
time of the Saxon Heptarchie, or Seven Kingdoms ; and 
that Name (throygh all Revolutions and Changes) it 
has retained for above 906 Years. This Land has 
been taken for the Fortunate I/lad, ſet forth with 
many Praiſes and Encomiums by the Greek Poets; and 
S Charles. the Great (rightly) termed it, The Gramary 
| and Store- Houſe of the Weſtern World. . 
| Thus having given you a Brief Account of the 
Antient Inhabitants of this Country, I proceed to ſhew 
how it was divided amongſt their ſeveral Tribes ; and 
ſo come cloſer to the more ſollid Body of Hiſtory.

"chem, in reconciling their Differences, puting an End 
fo many Bloody Wars that fell out amoneſt them ; and 
civilizing their Manners, conſtituting ſundry wholſom 
Laws, thereby making them lay aſide many of their 
Barbarous Cuſtoms. He held a free correſpondence 
with the Gauls, and was much Honoured by them ;

hither with a great power; and in cuting down Woods, 
building Bridges, and draining Fens, Bogs, and Moors, 
to follow thoſe retiring Britains, and their Confede- 
rates, he loſt above 5000e of his Men ; yet at laſt he 
brought them under ſubjection: But upon his depar- 
ture, they again betook them to Arms; which canſed 
him to make a ſecond Expedition, reſolving utterly to 
deſtroy them from Sea to Sea; but Death prevented 
him, he Dying at York, when he had Reigned 18 Years, 
begining it Anno Dom. 195. After his Death, 
Baſſianus Caracalla was Proclaimed Co-Emperour with 
his Brother Geta, but he quickly Slew him, and took 
the Government upon himſelf: He had no War with 
Britain, but liv'd a Lewd Life, lying with his Mother- 
in-Law, being very Proud and Cruel to his Subjeqs 
during his Reign, which began: Auno Dom, 218; and

Heliogebilus, or The Prieſt of the Sup, being taken from 
his Prieſtly Office, and Crowned Emperour, became 
ſo Debauch'd, and great a Glutton, that he was abhor'd 
of all Men ; his wiſhes were, That bis Ncck might be ag 
long a5 @ Crane's, that he might the longer taſte the ſweet- 
neſs of Food in its paſſage to bs Stomach; and That the 
whole People of Rome had but one Neck, jo that be might 
gain him a laſting Memory by ſtriking it off : He lay with 
his own Mother, and divers of his near Kinſwomen ; {a 
that his not minding Publick Aﬀeairs, gave the Britams 
Peace, and Religion time to Encreaſe and flouriſh. He 
began his Reign Anno 219, and Continued it about 
Four Years. The next was 

Alexander Severus. This Man proved a good friend 
to the Chriſtians ;, ſuffered the Britains to live 1n Peace, 
and cauſed Arts and Sciences to be Taught them. In 
his time Armies of Footmen and Horſemen were ſcen 
in the Air over London and divers other places, Fightr 
ing ; together with great Blaſts, Thunders and Ligh- 
tening, followed by mighty Storms of Hail and Tem- 
peſts, that did much Dammage. He had no Wars with 
T the Britaims.

pened in London, conſuming moſt of the Zaſtern part | 
of it; but it was ſoon Re-built, and much inlarged by 
this Kings Encouragement; and the Michaelmas fol- 
lowing a number of Poypoiſes came up the River ; 
whereupon preat Storms followed, and the Thames 
overflowing lay'd many Huridreds of Acres under 
\Warer 1 Kent and Surry, He Reigned Twenty 
Three Years. 
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Sigobert, the Sixth King of the Eaſt Saxons, began his 


Reign Arno Dom. 643. He Reſtored again the True 
Worſhip in that Kingdom, being perſwaded by Ofſwy. 


King of the Northumbers to be Baptized by Biſhop 
Finnan, giving, Large Gifts to the Churches and Mone- 


feeries, earneſtly labouring to ſettle Peace among his 


Neighbours ; but being of a very wild temper, and” 
ſoft by Nature, his two Brothers took the advantage 
of his weakneſs, Conſpired againſt him, and Murther- 
ed him, when he had Reigned Fifteen Years. 


Smithelm, the Seventh King of the Eaſt Saxons, be- 
gan his Reign Amo Dom. 658; upon the enterance 
on it he became a Chriſtian, and was Baptized by Biſhop 
Cedda, Ethelwald King of the Eaſt Angles being his God- 
father. In his time London began ro flouriſh very much 
in Trade, the Merchants and Traders having large 
Priviledges granted them. A little before his Death,

North, with the German Ocean; on the Weſt, with 
the Iriſh Sea, and part of Scotland on the South, with 
Cheſhire, Derbyſhire, Notinghamſhire, and Lincolaſhive > 
abounding with Sea-Coale, Mineralls, Quarries of $ tone,

Ida and Ela, two Gaxo8 Dukes, firſt Modelled it 


1 into a Kingdom, Anno Dom. 5 97, cauſing divers Towns 
to be Built that had been ruined in the Wars, keep- 
| ing ſtrong Guards on their Borders, to defend them 
* againſt Encroachmients; yet after they had Reigned 
! Fifteen Years, finding themſelves too weak to bandy 


againlt the Britains, Pics, and Eaſt Angles, who _-_

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Ethelfrid, the Eighth King of Northumberland, be- 
gan his Reign Arno Dom. 593, being a mortal Enemy 
to the poor Britains, making Inroads into their Terri- | 
tories, and deſtroying all before him ; whet coming to 
the Monaſtery of Banger in Carnarvanſhire, the Monks 
came out with Preſents to meet him, Singing 4 Hymn, 
as a demonſtration of his Welcom; but this, and 
thair Innocence (which they too much truſted in) little 
availed to Skreen them from his Fury, tor being of a 
Bloody temper, Eleven Hundred of thetn im that Monas 
ſtry, and others Adjacient, wcre miſerably XMaſſacred at bis 
Command, 2 little while after the meeting of Argriſtih 
Biſhop of Canterbury, with the Br:ti/þ Biſhops, at 
Auſtin*s-Oak in Worceſterſhire, to ſettle matters of Reli- 
gion according as it was practiced at Rome ; but thoſe 
Biſhops in many Points Diſſenting from him, the 
Aſſembly abruptly broke up ; and for this he is hardly 
cenſured (and not without ground) to be the Initigater 
of Ethelfrids Cruelty. This Ethelfrid Fought with 
Cadwan King of the Britains near Weſt-Cheſter, and 
overthrew him with great ſlaughter ; and after a Peace 
concluded, which laſted during their Lives,he Wrred 
on the Scots, and defeated Fdanaden their King, at 
Degſaxton on the Marches of Scotland, and Baniſhed 
Edwin his Kinſman, and Heir Apparent to the Crown ; 
who flying for prote&tion to Redwald King of the Eaſt 
Angles, they raiſed an Army; and joyning Battel, many 
of Ethelfrids Souldiers, who bore good-will to Egmnin, 
ſeeing his Standard in the Field, Revolted; where- 
upon Ethelfrid labouring to reſtore the declining Bat- 
tel, threw himſelfe like a deſperate Man among the 
thickeſt of the Enemies, and was ſlain when he had 
Reigned Thirty Two Years.

By Edwin's 
Example encouraging and promoting, the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, In his time,a Little Stream of the Colour of. Bloog 
burſt from a Rock near York, and foon aiter entering, on 
a War againſt Cadwello King of the Britains he was 
Slain, when he had Reigned about a Year. 

Oſwald, the Eleventh Xing of Northumberland, began 
his Reign Anno Dom. 634, he followed the {teps of 
his Two Predeceſlors, in promoting the Chriſti, Re- 
lizion ſending tor Adian, a Scotch Pillop of great note, 
to aſliſt him in ſo good a Work; who Preaciing in 
Landesfeorn, or Holy Iſland, in Scotland, and tlie King 
Interpreting it to the People, many oi them were 
Converted and Baptized. He had great Wars with 
the Britazns, and 1n a ſet Battcl flew Cadwals, the laſt 
but one of the race of the Britiſh Kings, and the great- 
eſt part of his Army, at Deniſcburn, 1o that he had 


Peace on that fide; but thinking to gain the like ad-- 


vantage over Pcnda the Mereian King, inſtead of rc- 
venging the Death of Fw, he underwent the ſame 
fate, being ſlain in Battcl after he had Fought courapi- 
oully fix Hours, and hemmed himiclf in with Dead 
Bodies. This great Battel was Fought at Oſwaltree 1n 
Shropfhere. Nor did the Aercians Cruelty ceaſe ajter 
he was ſlain, for he Inhumanly cauſed his Body to be 
torn in pieces, when he had Reigned Nane Years. 


_ Oſwye, the Twelfth King of Northumberland, began 


tus Reign Anno Dom. 643. And though he laboured 
for Peace, yet the greatneſs of his encroaching Neigh- 
bours ſuftered lym to enjoy little quiet; however, he 
Encouraged Religzon and Trade, and made many whol- 
lome Laws, and one in particular for the Relief of the 
Poor, and to prevent Robberics and Aſurthers on the Nor- 
thern borders ;, and continued his Reign 28 Years. 
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Fefrice, the Thirteenth Amg of Northumberland, 
began his Reign Anno Dom, 671; but long he had 
not enjoyed the Throne, before a | fierce War broke 
out hetween him and Ethelred King of Mercia, he firſt 
drawing it on his Kingdom, whereby his People great- 
ly ſuffered ; yet not content with ſeveral Defeats, or 
ſeeing the weakneſs his Subjects were reduced to, he 

made War on the Iriſh, becauſe ſome of that Nation 
had Pirated on his Coaſt ; but purſuing them too far 
among the Mountains and Faftneſſes of craggy Rocks, 
he was there fjain, and moſt of his Souldiers that 
eſcaped thc overthr ow , periſhed for want of Proviſion, 
when he had Relig oned Fifteen Years. 

Ailfrif, the bonrcocach Ki::g of Northumberland, be- 
gan his Reipn Amo Dom. 686. finding the Kingdom 
= [mpaire1 1n jts People and Treaſure, ſo that he 

1ade it his firſt endeavour to reſtore the face of Trade, 
Wetins Fairs and 7/arts, alowing them great Pri- 
Viledpes ” [nvite the Borderers to Trade with him ; 
and gave Liberty for as many as would, with their 
Families, to fetle in his Domintons ; which cauſed him 
ro” te Envyed by the Saxon Kings his Neighbours; 
yet. he pacitie them with fair Words and Friendly 


Offices, making, a Law, That diftreſſed Strangers, Tra- 


Ut lis SUM the Cr Law) of Occaſions, thould be Adeintained 
& the Pub!ick Charge: So that his Reign continued 
for the moſt part Peaceable, Religion flouriſhing under 
it Twenty Years. 

Ofred, the Fifteenth King of Northumberland, began 
his Reign 4:0 Dom. 506 but led a Life very contrary 
to his PredeceTor, giving himſelf; up toall manner of 
Debanchery, making it* his Bulineſs to viſit the Vn: 
1nc75es, that he-: aight tingle vut the faireſt for his Luſt, 
which he Cominanded to his Bed with' great rigour ; 
nicmuch that { ome ; of thoſe Virgins preferring their 
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Chaſtity before Life, ſuffered Afartyrdom rather than 
they would yeild to his delires; fo that whilſt he held 
on this courſe, the Kingdom was much diſtracted with 
Inteſtine Broyles, his Nobles grew unruly, and the 
poorer ſort were Oppreſlcd; ſo that to free the King- 
dom from impending Ruine, Xenred and Oſwick, two 
of his near Kinſmen, Conſpired againſt him, and Slew 
him, when he had Reigned Nine Years, and then Suc- 
ceſſively Governed the Relm. 

Kenred, the Sixteenth King of Northumberland, hav- 
ing Conſpired with Oſwick, and Slain Oſred, cauſed the 
Crown to be placed on his Head Anna Dom. 716; yet 
found a very troubleſome Reign, his Co-partner inthe 
Conſpiracy labouring to ſupplant him; and indeed his 
Reign was very ſhort, continuing only two Years. 

Oſwick having, made his way to the Throne, Anna 
Dom. 718, ladoured to ſettle himſelf in the AﬀeCtions 
and good liking of the People, by giving large Gifts 
to the Nobles, and in diſtributing Corn to the Poor 
out of his Granaries, in his Second Year when a great 
Scarcity happened; 1o that in his Eleven Years Reign, 
he kept his People quiet at home, and tor the mol? part 
free from Wars abroad. 

Cealnulf, the Eighteenth King ofthe Northumberian 
Kingdom, began his Reign Anno Dom. 722, devoting 
himſelf ſoon after his coming to the Crown to a Religious 

Life.cauling many Abbies and Monaſteries to be Builded, 
Endowing them with competent Annuities, tor theMain= 
tenance of Men and Women qualified to enter into Re- 
l:z:0us Orders ; ſo that a great many reſorted to him from 
beyond the Seas, whom he kindly entertained ; and 
being much taken with their manner of Living, when 
he had Reigned Eight Years, growing weary of an 
Earthly Diadem, he lay'd the weight of Government 
alzde, and ihoramigg BO to Holy 1/land, __ 
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hirp the Habit of a Monk ; where In a little Monaſtery | | 


he had caufed to be Built, he ſpent the remainder of 
his Days. In the laft Year of his Reign, Two Blazing

' Luxury, his Subjects grew weary of his Government, 


and by General Conſent, Expelled him the Kingdom, 
when he had Reigned Nine Years. 

Ethelred, upon the Expulſion of Alured, was admit- 
red to the Throne, Anno Dom. 774, But his Govern- 
ment being diſtaſted by the Nobles, becauſe he ad- 
vanced mean Perſons to great Dignities, and made 
them his Favourites, two of them, Viz. Fdibald and 
Herbert, made a Faction, and Baniſhed him the King- 
dom, in the Fifth Year of his Reign; but he was 
afterwards Re-called, upon promiſe of Amendment ; 
yet not keeping of his Word, in many nice particulars, 
his Subjects roſe up in Arms, and Slew him, after his 
Seven Years Second Reign ; whereupon much Mifery 
enſued to the Kingdom by Uſurpers, who Tyrannized 
over the People, and Slew whom they pleaſed at their 
pleaſure: Till 

Alfwald, a Prince of the Royal Blood, took the Go- 
vernment upon him, putting ſome of the Uſurpers to 
Death, and Bamiſhed others ; but he was Murthered by 
the Conſpiracy of one $Siza, when he had Reigned 
Eleven Years. During theſe Diſturbances and Mur-- 
thers of Kings, many terrible Sights appeared in the” 
Air, hollow Groaniggs, and, as it were, Laments, 
were heard in the Earth, in divers places; and at-

Egbert, the Seventeenth and Laſt Petty King of the 
Weſt Saxons, began his Reign. Anno 'Dom, 800; and 
whilſt he continued in this Station, before he came to 
de Crowned Sole Monarch, of the Saxons, Uniting the 
Hept.xchy or Seven Kingdoms, he had great Wars with 
the Britains, who were affifted by the Corniſh-men ; 
which from the beginning of his Wars with them, tq 
the time he brought them to acknowledge him their 


Superiour, laſted aboutFourteen Years; in which time 


he took We/icheſter, and made a ftrict Law, That no 
Britain or Welſhman ſhould paſs Offa's Ditch, without 
teave, Then Warring on the Afercians, he flew Ber- 


= nulf” .

aulf their King ; ſubdued Xent, and compelled'the Eaſt 


Angles, the South and Eaſt Saxons, to ſubmit to him ; 
and In a great meaſure having brought the Mercians 
and NVorthumbrians under, graſping, at the Sole Monar- 
chy, which he concluded Fortune had, or ſoon would, 
chain to his Sword ; he cauſed himſelf with great Pomp 
ſolemnly to be Crowned Soled Monarch of the Saxons; 
that had been, for the moſt part, till now, diſtinatly 
Governed by their reſpective Kings; as appears in the 
foregoing account of the Succeſſion of them. This was 
performed at IWincheſter, (with many of the Ceremonies 
uſed at preſent in the Coronation of our Kings) when he 
had Retgned over the Weſt Saxons Nineteen Years. 
But becauſe I am obliged to Trace the remainder of 
his Reign, viz. Seventeen Years, as Sole Monarch, in 
che next Chapter ; I here omit to mentzon any more 
of his Actions. 

And now to clear ſome difficulties that may ariſe 
as far as Hiſtory gives light into the Truth, 

Note, That although Egbert cauſed himſelf to be 
Crowned Sole Monarch, and abſolutely polleſied him- 
ſelf of thoſe Kingdoms whoſe Succeſſion of Kings 
ceaſed before, or when he Reigned, as that of Kent, 
the Eaſt Saxons and South Saxon Kingdoms, &c. yet 
others were of a longer continuance, and can be ſup- 
poſed only-as "I ributary to him; for we find Burgred 
the laſt of the AMercian Kings, ended his Reign An;:s 
Dom. 874. viz. Thirty Eight Years after Fgberts 
Death. And to the ſame purpole, it is to be conlider- 
ed further, viz. where Authors make mention of a 
longer continuance of the Petty Kingdoms than there 
is any Succeſſion of Kings Recorded, the Judicious 
Obſervers and Comparers of Hiſtory, have looked ou 
it as a Miſtake in them, by taking the Lieutcnants, or 
Vice-Roys, placed by 'the Sole Monarchs, to Goveru 
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under them, for petty Kings ; which Error the Antient| wi

Monarch of England. 


HEN the contending Petty Kings of the 
Saxons had for many Years Elbowed each 
other, and ( difcontented with a Part )

we find Fortune (or rather Providence) gave this ad- - 


4 vantage to Egbert, the Seventeenth Ring of the Weſt 


Saxons; though to attain 1t, he waded (as I may term 


jt) through a Sea of Blood in his Wars with the Welſh 


(for fo I mult henceforth ſtile the poor remainders of 

the Antient Britiſh Race, as taking upon them that Epr- 

thite, and calling their Principality Wales, after the 

Name the Saxons had many Years before given it ) alſo 
with the Corni/hmen who Rebelled againſt him, aud 

were aſſiſted with Supplies from Armorica, or Britany 
in France ; in his Wars againſt Bernulf King of Mercia, 

and his ſubduing the Kingdom of Kent, and compelling 
the Eaſt, Souts, and Avgle Saxons to ſubmit to him. 
In theſe Enterprizes, which took him up for the moſt 
part the Nineteen Years he Reigned as Petty Monarch 
over the Weſt Saxons, about one Hundred Thouſand 
are held to be Slain on all ſides; fo that the Crown, 
purchaſed at ſo large an expence of Lives, being ſet on 
his Head (as has been ſaid) at Wincheſter, he commanded 
the Name of SAarans to be changed into that of 
Engitſhmen ; correſponding with the Name given 
to the Country they Inhabited, 'T hat by this change 


- they by degrees might forget the Diſtinctions they be- 


fore were under, and ſo firmly Unite as one Kingdom 
and People, not tending to diiferent, but one and the 
ſame Intereſt, This Ephert, faining, through many 
difficulties, what he long betore alpired to, made divers 
good Laws for the better Eſtabliſhment” of his news 
acquired Soveratgnty ; ſo that the Welſh (though taey 
put not themſelves under his Protection, yer deſirous 
to be at Peace) ſent him many Preſents out of their 
divided Dominions, of North and Souti Hales, whirl: 
Provincees (for no more mult I call them Ringdom:) 
were Governed by Petty Princes. After this, Fgbere 
made a Progreſs through the greateſt part ot Engl a, 
4 APPOINLNG 
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appointing Judges and other Magiſtrates, to ſee the 
Laws put in Execution againſt Offenders, and to re- | 
dreſs the Wrongs and Grievances of ſuch as were * 
preſſed, being received every where with great reſpeQ 
and then thinking to lead a quiet Life, he found by {ad 
experience the Inconſtancy of Fortune. 

The Danes having been formerly worſted and driven 
out of this part of the Iiland, again took Courage to 
Invade it, Landing from 33. big Ships, and divers 
{ſmaller Tranſport Veſſels, an Army of 2 3000 of their 
beſt Souldiers; and before Egbert could raiſe his 
Forces to oppolic them, they Ravaged the Country, 
Burning and Deſtroying all in their way, not ſparing 
the Men trom their Swords, nor the Women from 
thetr inordinare Luits, deſtroying in a more dreadful 
manner the Religious Houtes, and thoſe that Inhabited 
them; Raviihing the NVuzs, and Ripping open ſome 
Women with Child for Paſtime. This made the 
erieved King, haſten tawards them, with ſuch Forces . 
as he could readily get together, to prevent the further 
aciclation of his Gountry ; commanding his Lieutenants 
20 ralie what Forces thcy could, and haſt to joyn him ; 
but ere they could do ir, bc fought the Danes, and was 
overthrown by theni in a bloody Battel, lool:ing 5000 
common Souldiecrs, two of his Dukes cominanding 
nnder him, and two Bltjiops; by his Valour hardly 
wWindtz himſelt out of the prefs of his Enemies, and 
eſcaping. Flowever, the Danes finding the Covrage 
of the Eto be beyond what they expected, loing 
a great many Nen, and percciving the Country in 
Arms ag:inlt them, thought 1t the ſafeſt way to depart 
wWiththe RICh Booty they had got in the ſpoile of the 
Counties i Suff.iy, Norfuin, Eſflex, Aliddleſex, Oc. 
bet the ſecond Yer after they Landed with greater

Perſwaſion, the Welſh were prevailed on to joyn with 
them; but Fortune turning on the Engliſh ſide, Egbert 
gave their United Forces a great Overthrow, on the 
Marches of South Wales; yet having taſted the ſweet- 
neſs of the Riches and Plenty this Kingdom afforded, 
They made another Invaſion in the laſt year of this 
Kings Reign; Sacking the Iſle of Sheppy by Kent, and 
with much difficulty were expeltied it: This Egbert 
was the Firſt Sole Monarch of the Engliſh Saxons, he 
began his Reign as ſuch Anno Dom. 819, and Reigned 
Seventeen Years, and was Buried at I/rncheſter.

Thelwolf, the Eldeſt Son of Egbert, upon his Fathers 
deceaſe declined the Crown, as being then Biſhop 

of Wincheſter ;, rather afe&ing a Religious Peaceable 
Life, than to Incumber himſelf with the weighty Af- 
fairs of Government. But the Nobles perceiving 
Troubles would ariſe, it they altered the Succeſſion, 
uſed many cogent Arguments to perſwade him to lay 
alide his Pall tor a Crows, but their Reaſons prevailed 
not, till they had dealt with his Clergy in a manner to 
conſtrain him to a compliance; whereupon beſtowing 


 Ihis Biboprick on Swithin his Tutor, he was ſolemnly 


Crowned at Wrncheſter, and ſettling the Civil Afﬀairs 


as the times allowed, finding part of his Dominions 


Oppreſſed by the Danes, he raiſed great Forces and 
Encountered them in divers Battels, and in a Bloody 
one at Ockly in Surry deſtroyed the greater pazt of

Scots, in the utter extirpating this Nation ( which

People that fell into their hands, they ſlew their Cattel, 
and ſuffered them to Rot on the Ground ; rooted up 
their Corn, and layed their Towns and Villages level 
with the Ground; not ſparing Churches, nor any 
Religious Houſes, purſuing the Flyers to their laſt 
Refuge, viz. 1 he ſtrong Caſtle of Maidens, now called

ed from a Fleet on the Southern Coaſt, they waſted

ſ14in, and the reſt compelled to retire to their Ships, 
ſeveral of which were Burnt by Wild-Fire thrown a- 
monegſt them before they conld get to Sea, and divers 
of the Danes periſhed in the Flames and involving 
Waves.

A 74, by ſome called Elfride, Fourth Son of Fthel- 

wolf, being at Rome when his Brother Dyed, was 
fetched/from thence to ſuccour and ſupport his Bleed- 
ing Country, at the point to be loſt to a. Mercileſs 
Enemy ; he had the Crown placed on his Head Anno 
Dom. 872, and finding a greater neceſlity to be in the 
Field than the Pallace, he cauſed Forces to be raiſed in 
all his Dominions free from the Danyh Subjection ;

over them, rather than Gueſts, who conſtrained the 
poor Inhabitants to feed them with what ſhould ſiſtain 
' the wants of themſelves, and their neceſſitous Children; 


as alſo to ſupply them with Money, or elſe their Lives 


were liable at every diſtaſte taken by their Lord Danes, 
to pay for the DefeQa. 


Such treatment as this being the uſual Rewards of all 
perfidionſneſs

The King, finding he was in great ſtraights, and 
much grievedar the miſery his Subjects groaned under, 
at laſt bethought him oi a Stratagem to Redrels it; viz. 
He pnt himſelf into the Habit of a Bard or Harper, and 
went into the Daz:i/h Camp, playing on his Harp un- 
ſuipeted, and by that means taking notice of their 
Luxurious manner of living, and ſluggiſh ſecurity, he 
went thence and collected his ſcattered Forces, and 
falling upon them near Abingdon in the Night time, 
when they liftle expected the danger ſo near, he made 
an incredible {laughter of the un-prepared Danes, {0 
that nothing but Crys and claſhing of Swords were 
heard throughout the Valleys; and here H«bba, one of 
their great Captains, was Slain, and their Banner Rafen 
taken, being the Danes chief Standard, having on it 
the figure of a Ravendone in Nedlework, Imbrodered 
by the Daughters of Lodbroke, Siſters to Hungar andl 
Hubba, which was in high Eftimation, becuaſe they 
had Prophefied Victory ſhould ever attend the Daxes 
wherever it was Diſplayed in the Field, And ſoon 
after the Batrel was over, Hubba was Buryed, and a 
mighty Hill of Stones caſt on him as a Monument, which 


gave Name to the place of his Burial, which is called 


Hubbleſtow, or Stone, to this day. 

The King, purſuing this advantage, and for the En- 
couragement of his Souldiers having ſhared the Spolles 
eaken trom the Dares amopelt rhsw, followed the Re-

treating Enemy, and within a while gave them two 
other great Defeats, one at Ethan-Dun, the other at 
Rhoaf-ceaſter, now Rocheſter, raiſing the Siege they had 
layed before it. 

After this, they Recruited and brought another 
Raven Standard, to the Field, in hopes of better ſucceſs, 
But near Alesford in Rent, they received another great 
Overthrow, ſo that the Waters in the Ditches, Ponds, 
and Rivers adjacent, were coloured with Blood ; and 
from thence he chaced them into Eſſex, through the 
Thames, in paſling which River, purſu'd by the Enemy, 
and their'own fears, many (tor haſte) miſſing the Fords, 
were ſmothered in the Deeps. 

This however ſufliced not the King, whoſe main 
Aime was to drive them out of the Kingdom, and fo 
give Peace and Relt to his tired and diſtreiſed Subjects; 
wherefore he Marched to a place then called Beaufleet,” 
where Haſimpges a Dane,who newly arrived with Eighty 
Ships, had fortified and received his flying Country- 
men; and here likewiſe Fortune was on his {ide, he 
Eiving them the Rout; and laſtly they were quite 
diſcomfited at Boultington by Severn, and at the J/le of 
HMeſig, or Merſey in Fjjex, at the River Ligea or Ley, 
Which goeth to Ware, and carryed up their Ships, but 
Alfred Trenching and Drying it, they could not bring 
them back ;* whereupon they tied 1nco Northumberland, 
and then to Denmark. 

The King, now art lexſure, made many gocd Laws; 
one for the Ban'ſhing of Theives, inſomuch that few 
Robberies were committed tor:many Years after. He di- 
vided the Kingdom into Shires, Hunareds, and Tythings, 
and made them Reſponlible to the party that ſhould be 
Robbed, if they neglected co Guard or ſecure the Roads, 
which was ſo effectuaily done, that it is ſaid by ſome 
Hiſtorians, That Gold-bracelets, and other thungs of 
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value, were faſtned to Poſts in Croſs Ways, and none 
were ſo adventurous as to take them away. This King 
is reported to divide the Natural Day into three parts, 
_ Eight Hours he ſpent in Prayers and Contemplations, 
Eight in Publick Afﬀaires, and the remainder in Neceſ\- 
{iries and Recreations ; he is eſteemed as a great lover 
ot Learniny, and Founded the firſt common School 19 
Oxford, now called Univerſity Colledge; he Founded 
likewiſe the Monaſtcries of Etheiingſey, Shaftsbury, and 
Wincheſter ; he was very Liberal to the Poor ; he turned 
the Laws, and divers other Books into Engliſh; and 
Dying, he left all his Treaſure to Pious Uſes: He be- 


gan his Relgn Arno Dom. 872, and Reigned Twenty 
Six Years. He was the Sixth Sole Monarch of England.

Dward, Sirnamed the Elder, Eldeſt Son to Alfred or 
Elfride, began his Reign Anno Dom. 901. But not 
long had he been 18 the Throne, ere his Brother Adel- 
gold, envying his advancement to the Regal Dignity, 
- conſpired to ſupplant him ; and in order to it, raiſed a 
Rebellion : But finding he was woo weak to maintain his 
Pretenſions, he fled with part of his Forces to the Danes, 
who were by this time returned, and had gotten ſome 
ſtrong holds in the North; and they tor to colour their 
deſign made him King in Title, tho' not in Effet, and 
| with them joyned the Welſh, Northumbers, and thoſe 
Scots that bordered on the River Tweed: Againſt theſe 
joynt Forces the King Marched, and at St. Edmund's 
Ditch, be gave them Batte], but loſt the day, tho' the 
Danes gained a bloody Victory ; for in the Fight twa 
of their Kings were ſlain, viz. Chrochricbus and Ethel= 
wald: However, to put a ſtop to their further advan- 
cing, he built the Caſtle of Hartford, and many other 
{trong places, and then having recruited his broken 
Troops with the whole power of the Weſtern and South- 
ern Counttes, that remained entirly under his obedience, 


he again advanced his Standard, and gave the Danes . 


and their Corjederates Battel at Wodens-field, ncar 
Wolverhampton in Staffordſhire; where the chance of 
War turning on his ſide, brought hum a great Victory ; 
There his Rebellious Brother Adelwold, with two Ki::g5s 


or Chief Leaders of the Danes, viz. Covilfus and Heal- + 


den, were ſlain, This Battel was Fought Anno $10. 
Upon this Edward ſettled his Northern Territort:, 
as far as Northumberland; and upon the Death of F!-/ 
7%, who had Marrycd oh Ki bis Siiter, lis Eſtabli:: 
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her in thoſe Countics that were formerly in the poſſeſſion 
of the Mercian Kings before ſpoken of, and Anno Dey, 
915, he gave the Panes and their Conte crates another 
great Overthrow, killing Turzt:/us, a reputed King, 
with two Earls FVirutes and Scurfa, the Dukes of Bedford, 
Buckingham, Q&'c. allo Duke Fadrich, whom the Danes 
had ade King of the Eaſt Angles, being Vanquiſhed, 
was Slain by his Subjects. And then appointing his 
Siſter, a true Fnzli/h Heroin, (who having endured the 
ſharp pangs of Child-Birth, ha forſook her Husbands 
Bed, ſaying The Pleaſure was not worth the Pain ſhe fuf- 
fered, reſolving never more to run the like hazzard) 
as it were in ſome degree his Partner in the Kingaom, 
ſhe ſoon made it known that her delight was more in 
the rough Ficlds of Batrtel, than in the dow ney Bcd of 
Love ; for attired like an Amazonian Queen, ſhe ac- 
companied her Brother in his Wars, and mainly aſliſted 
him by her Prowelſs and Counſells; being a Lady of freat 
Politicks in Martial Aﬀairs. In a Battel at gal;rlt the 
Welſh, ſhe took their Standard, flew their General, and 


took his Lady Priſoner, whom ſhe uſed very courte- 


ouſly: She divers times chaſed the Danes, and 1n Per- 
fon Stormed the Town of Derby, (Garriſoned ſtrongly 
by the Enemy ) ſhe alſo heat them out of Tamworth, 
Litchfield, Watersbury, Elderiary, and Leiceſter, which 
ſhe Repaired and Fortified ; alſo the Town and Caſtle 
of Rizicorne : She Builded Brimsbury, and lay'd a Bridge 
over the Sewerns and in a ſet Battel Overthrew the 
Tors{k;re Forces that were in Rebellion againſt the King 
and fo having manifeſted her ſelf ro the World as the 
\Wonder of her Sex tor Heroick Vertues, and ſet an 
Tivftrions Pattorn for their Imitation, She Dyed, when 
ſh> may be iid to have Reigned Eight Years, as Co- 
Fartcr with the.

to overcome him; but on the contrary, to have the 
City delivered to them; whereupon 1t 1s ſaid that the 


famous Gry Earl of Warwick being returned from 


Forraign Lands in the Habit of a poor Pilgrim, like 
another David, offered the King his ſervice; when all 
his Nobjes and Men at Armes declined it, as being 
ſcared at the mighty Stature and Bulk of this ſecond 
Pagan Goliah, which the King at firſt refufed, ſuppoſing 
him to be a Madman ; yet in a Viſion being admoniſhed 
to it, he conſented ; and the combate was Fought be- 
tween them in tide Acad, wherein, after a fierce En- 
counter of two Hours, Gty became Victor ; where- 
epon the Danes raiſed their Siege and fled, but ig the

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Otho the Emperour ſent him.a Lands&ip richly ſet with 
Pretious Stones; and the King of Norway a larg Ship 
with rich Guilded Decks and Purple Sails. 

This Ethelſtane cauicd the Bible to be Tranſlated in- 
to Engliſh; whach 1s accqunted the firſt time it ever 
was in our:Langndge: And when he had Reigned 
' Fifteen Years, he Dyed, and was Buryed with much 
folemnity-at Malmsbury. where his Tomb remained 
fome Hundreds of Years with an Epitaph in his praiſe, 
as a good Prince, and a great lover of Juſtice. 


Reitiarks on Derbythire, | &c: 


T: HE - County of Derby, tho' ſomewhat Hilly in divers 
parts, yet it ts a very pleaſant County, watered with 
the River Derwent, and other Rivers abounding with Fiſh : 
It has in tt a'great number of. Forreſts and Parks ſtored with 
Deer ;, It breeds an excellent ſort of Large Cattle and abun- 
dance of Sheep: It abounds alſo with various ſorts of Stones, 
as Free-Stone, or durable. Greet-Stone; and in ſome 
places Lime-Stone, which" is uſeful both in Building and 
Husbandry, for the Manuring of the Land. Flere 1s alſo 
Alabaſter | Cryſtal, Black þ.# Grey Marble, which 1s not 
only very durable, but Poliſhes well, And for Mill-Stones 
and Wher-Stones, here are ſeveral Quarrics of them, in the 
working whereof many Perſons are Employed. But the 
chiefeſk Commodity of this County 15: Lead ;, which for the 
Goodneſs and Plemy thereof, yields to no Place in the World: 
And famous for this, 15 the Peak of Derby-ſhire, commonly 
called the Devil's Arſe: which 45 indeed the moſt rematk- 
able thing in this County. Thus Peak or Cave called the 
Devil's Arſe, 5 a great Rock or Caſtle upon an high Hill, 
under which there is a Cave in the ground of a vaſt bigneſs: 
the Name ſeemes to be taken from its having two Buttoc ks 
Picking out mm form like a Mans, bending to the Ground - 
' The ch of the Rock 1s extream Iigh, and through it ny 
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of Water are continually falling : Thoſe that are minded to 
enter into it muſt have good ſtore of Lights, for going between 


two Rocks near together, they looſe the ſight of Day ; which 
makes the place look dreadful and affrighting ; and perbays | 


gave Yiſe to all thoſe fabulous ſtories of Spirits and Phamtoms 
which are reported of it ; the recital whereof, 15 neither ws 
ay Pains, nor the Readers. > 693y -- 
Eldenhole vs another remarkabls place, and one of the 
Wonders of the Peak ;, It is diſtant two miles from Caſtle- 
ton, 4 Town in the High-Peak.

ſcending dire@ly down into the Earth, which is much ſtrait 
wed when it cometh 49 Yards deep: The Waters which

But the greateſt Wonder of the Peak is that of Buxton- 
Wells, where nine Springs ariſe out of a Rock, within the 
compaſs of eight or nine Yards, eight of which are Warm, aud 
the ninth very Cold: Theſe Springs run from under a Square 


— Building of Free-Stone; and about 60 paces off, receive 


another hot Spring, from a Well incloſed with four flat Stones, 
called St, Ann; near unto which another cold Spring bub- 
leth up. Theſe Springs have been found by daily Experience 
Very good for the Stomach and Sinnews ;, and very pleaſant 
to bathe the Body m. The wonderous Pertues whereof, are

This County contains 106 Pariſhes, and 1s divided into 


ſix Hunareas. It bas eight Market Towns, and 1 3 Rivers. 


It is Rich in Paſture, and Memora'le for many great At:- 
ons that bave happened in it. It ſends Members to Parlia- 
ment four, viz. Derby two, and two Knights of the Shire. 
It is Bounded with Yorkſhire, Notinghamſhire, ——c 
Staffordſhire, and Leiceſterſhire. 

Derby, the chief Town, 15 commodzouſly [3 ſituate ou the 
Weſtern Bank of the River Derwent, and in the North- Eaſt 
cud of it ſtands @ Bridge of Free-Stone, and upon the Bridge 
a fair Chappel, called St, Mary's Chappel. But be/1des 
Derwent, which empties 1t ſelf ſax Miles lower into the 
Trent, this Town bas the conveniency of a Brook riſing 
Weſtward, and running through it under nine ſeveral Bridges. 
The Town 1s large and populous, contaming five Pariſh 
Churches, of which that of All Saints is the faireſt, whoſe 
Tower-Steeple, (in which are eight 1 uncable Bells) was 
built at the only charge of the Young- Men and Maids, about 
the Reign of Qugen Mary the Firſt; and 15 equal for 
Height and Beauty, by few in the Nation. In ſhort, tis a 
Town of goed Trade ;, and very famous for its Ale, which is 
accounted the beſt and pb 'n the Kingdom. 

Ripton (the 4ytzent Ripandunum) ts a pleaſant place ; 
here Ethelbald, the ninth King of the Mercians, flam at 
Egelwald, was by bis Subjetts Interred ;, and from hence 
Burdred the laſt King of Mercia was exp. led by the Danes, 
together with his QueemEthelwith. At Melburn, John 
D* Bourbon, taken at the Battel of Agincourt im France 
by our Henry the 5th, was kept Priſoner : Little Derby 
was an Antient Collouy of the Romans, as appears by their 
Coms and Medals ns up there at ſundry times. The

This King made St. Germans in Cornwal a Biſhops 
See, which was afterwards tranſlated to Cridington by 
Canute King of the Danes, Reigning Sole Monarch in 
Fngland ; and at laſt it was ſettled at Exeter by Edward 
the Confeſſor, where it now remaines. He began his 
Reign Anno Dom. 946, and continued it Nine Years, 
and was Buryed at Wincheſter, and is accounted the 
Tenth Sole Monarch of Enzland. In his time a violent 
Earthquake happened, throwing down many ſtately 
Buildings, eſpecially in the Northern parts:

renounced their Allegiance to him, and choſe his Bro- 
ther Edgar King, a young Prince of an ative Spirit, 
who had aſſiſted them in the War; to which with 


little oppolition the whole Nation conſented, and here- 
' upon Edwye being Depoſed, Nyed of Grief, and was 


Buryed at Wincheſter, In his time there was a great 
contention between the Monks and Marryed Prieſts ;, 
the former oppoling the latter, as not capable of Oſfi- 
ciating in holy Orders, according to the Cannons of 
the Church of Rome ;, and they again alledging thoſe 
Cannons were contradictory to the Holy Scriptures ;, ſo the 
Controverſy was put to the King to determine, and in 
this indeed he gave a right Judgment, declaring for the 
Atarried Prieſts ; whuch is the only commendable thing 
noted 1n his Reign. He Reigned four Years, and was 
the Eleventh Sole Monarch of England. 


Remarks on the Biſhopzick of 
- Durham, &c. 


HE Biſhoprick of Durham, tho* ſmall in circumfer - 
ence, abounds in plenty of all things, as Cattel, Corn, 
Paſtures, Fruit-Trees, Woods, Foreſis and Parks; and 1s 
Watereg with divers pleaſtant Streams ſtored with Fiſh. It 
has to the North and Weſt many. pleaſant Hills, and is 
Bounded with Northumberland, Weſtmorland, York- 
ſhire, and the German Ocean. It has m it the City of 
Durham, which is a Biſhops Sce, and is a Palatine, baving 
divers Priviledges above many Counties. It Contains 118 
Pariſhes, 6 Market Towns, and 11 Rivers: It ſends 
Members to Parliament 4. v1z. Durham 2, and 2 Kniybts 

of the Shire. 
It gained the Title and Priwiledge by the great Fame and 


' Renown of $8. Cuthberd, for the Interment of whom, the 


2 K 3 Cathedral 
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Cathedral was firſt Bulded by Biſhop Aldwin, and much 
etlarged by Biſhop Cora: His fob was with much 
Devotion Viſzted by Edward, Ethelſtane, and divers otber 
Saxon Kings; and by William the Conqueror this Biſhop- 
rick was made a C oanty Palatine: There 4s a place le 
Gallile in the Weſt End of the Church, where 1s to be ſecn the 
Tomb of venerable Beda. Bincheſter (the Benovium of 
the Romans | was famed for their chief. 4 gp m the North, 
and many of their Coins have been found in Earthen Urns, 
upon Digging up old foundations. 

Cheſter in the Street (the Condercum of the Romans) 
is a Place of great Antiquity, pleaſantly ſituate, and well 
Tnbabites. 

At Nevis Croſs near Durham, the Scots were defeated, 
and David their Kimg made Priſoner by one Copeland, 
and carry'd Prijoner to the Tower; for which ſervice 
Copeland egkived of the King five Hundred Pownds per

ir Vows of Celibacy en encouragement to Sodomy, and 
ther Untleaneneſs, He made very ſtria Laws againſt 
drunkenneſs, which was very rite in his time, cauſing 
ups to be made with certain Pins or Marks, and a 
penalty to ſuch as ſhould exceed the allowed Draught : : 
And England being then peſtered with Wolves, who 
deſtroyed much {mall Cattle, and ſome People, he mad 
a Law, That thoſe who beld Lands of the Crown Rrould 
Yearly bring 5 n a cerrain number of Wolves Heads, under a 
Penalty of forfeiting therr Tenures, And Ludwal, the 
Prince of Wales, was alloted to bring i in three Hundred 
olves Heads Yearly i in conſideration of the Lands he 
eld in ſubje&ion to the Crown of England : . Where- 
pon ſuch dilligent ſearch was every where made, that 
na few years there was not one to be tound in England, 
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except ſuch as were kept tame, nor ever ſince has there 


been Gtherways any of the breed in this Country, tho? 


Neizhbouring Jreland not long fince abounded with 
them. 


This Edzar Yearly rid the Garcuit, to take notice of 
the abuſes and corruptions of his Judges, and ſeverely 
Puniſhed their remiſneſs in the Adminiſtration of the 
Laws: But notwithſtanding all theſe good Qualities, | 
he was very much þlemiſh'd with Incontinency, not { 
ſparing Wives or Daughters, where his delires lead 
him to purſue the enjoyment of his unlawful Pleaſures: | 
He begat a Daughter, whom he named Eaith, on Wolfe- | 
child a veiled Nun, who was afterward for a  conſider- | 
avle ſum of Money Cannonized by the Pope, and attemp- , 
ting to gaine the polleſiion of Odwina, a Weſtern Dukes 
Daughter, her Mother whom he ſolicited to glve her * | 
into his Arms, preferring the preſervation of her Cha- | 
ffity to the Kings Anger, and all his Golden Promiſes, | 
contrived a Stratzgem to defeat him, which ſhe effected, 

| by laying her waiting, Maid in her Daughters Bed, 
with whoſe wanton toying in the Dark he was ſo | 
pleaſed, that tho he diſcovered the Fraud the next 
Morning, he not only commended the Dutcheſs, but 
gave his R:dicllow the Reward he had promiſed the 
Yong Lady, and kept her as his Concubrne, 

Soon after this, hearing by Fame of the great Beauty 
of Duke Orgarius's Daughter, that ſhe was even a 
Phenix 11 nature, for incomparable Features, being by 
this time a Widower, he reſolved if what was repor- 
ted proved true, to take her to Wites and 1n order to 
be better ccr ited, he ſent Earl Ethelwold, one of his 
Courticrs, to view her, who falling in Love with the 
] ady, wooed her for himſelf, and Married her, excu- |

ever this did not ſo well ſatisfy him, but he reſolved to 
ſee her, and ſo Invited himſelf to the Earls Houſe. 

Ethelwold, miſtruſting to what intent he had done ir, 
being conſcious his Wives Beauty would enflame him, 
Jaboured to excuſe his unpreparedneſs, but in vain, 
whereupon he acquainted his Wife with it, and in- 
treated her to deforme herſelf, by appearing, in a 
homely Dreſs, and by diſcolouring her Face, if ſhe had 
any regard to his Zife, or her own Chaſtity ;, telling her 
how her prevailing Charms had made him betray his 
Troft. 

But this Ambitions Woman (proud of her Peauty) 
gathering from his diſcourſe ſhe might have been a 
Queen, and not now altogether out of hopes to be ſo, 
promiſed the Earl (for the better hiding her Anger) to 
obey tum ; but on the contrary, when the King was 
ſet at Dinner, ſhe came before hin Adorncd with 
Jewells, and all her coſtly Ornaments, having much 
added by Art to her Natural Beauties, ſo that ſhe ap- 
peared in his Eyes like a glittering Angel ; yet he diſ- 
{embled his Anger with Ethelwold for the preſenr, till 
that Afternoon going a Hunting with the Earl in his 
Forreſt, he angled him our, and afrer many reproaches, 
{truck him through with his Javelin, as he was about 
to fall on his Knees and begg Pardon; and in a little 
time after took the Lady to Wife, by whom he had 
Ethelred afterward King of England. For this and his 
Other wicked practices, Dunſtan whome he had made 
a Biſhop, and his great Favorite, Enjoyned him as a 
Penance, Not to wear his Crown for ſeven Years, 
which InjunQtion he ſubmitted to, but left not his La- 
{civious courſes. 

This Edgar brought the Kingdom to a Flouriſhing 
condition, and is accounted the greateſt of the Sax0 
Monarchs, being once at Weſtcheſter he had eight _ 
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and Princes to Row his Barge on the River Dec, as we 
have already noted, in our Remarks on Cheſhire. He 

15 ſaid to compals the Ifland with almoſt an incredible 
Navy of Ships, v:z. 3600, ſettling and ſtrengthening 
the Sea-Ports, leaving Guard-Ships to defend them a- 
gainſt the Landing of Pirates or other Enemies; by 
which Undertaking he brought ſuch a Terror on Scot- 
land, that their King ſued for Peace, and payed an An- 
nual Tribute to have it confirmed. 

He Reſtored and Founded 47 Monaſteries: Andin 
the preſence of his Nobility, on Chriſtmas Day, Anno 
Dom. 974, he Confirmed the Abby of Ramſey, which 
Is Couſin Aiwin had Founded, and made the Abby 
which Biſhop Oſwald had Builded, a Cathedral Church; 
He brought the Welſh under an intire Subjection to 
Fngzland, aloting their Princes Penſions, as his Servants, 
clearing, the Seas of Rovers, and intended to War on 
France, to compel that King to a reparation of the 
Damages his Merchants had ſnſtained on the French 
Coaſts, by Embargoes and Seiſures of their Goods. . 
But winlft great things were in his mind, his Debauch- 
cries having much waſted his Natural Strength, he 
Dyed when he had Reigned Sixteen Years, and was 
honourably Entombed at Glaſtenbury; which as yet 
boalts ſome remains of his Monument. 

In the ſixth Year of his Reign, the Heavens ſeemed

975 ; he was 
Crowned at Kingſton on Thames by Dunſtan, who had 
been promored to the Biſhoprick of Canterbury by his 
Father. Art his Acceſſion to the Throne, a terrible 
Blazing Star appeared, which riſing Eaſt by South, 
continued vitble twenty Nights; uſhering in a griev. 
ous Famin ; fo that the poorer ſort were compelled to 
Eat Graſs, Leavcs, and Bark of Trees, whereupon

according, to Scripture and Cannons ; and a place for 
that purpoſe was prepared in a large upper Room 
where Dunſtan (as chief Orator for the Monks) had 
cunningly placed his Chair on a Poſt or Beam ſtrongly 
fixed; and as fome Authors believe had contrived a 
Device, by taking out ſome Pins, to let the Floor fal, 
upon a ſignal given; fo the preſs being very great, 
after a hot Debate had been held for a while, and no- 
thing Agreed on, Dunſtan ſtamping, and ſaying, They 
ſhall fall before us, ©&c. The Floor firſt trembled, as 
with the motion of an Earthquake, and then fell down, 
leaving nothing but Dunſtan's Chair that had been ſure- 
ly ſeated alotr,, which being looked upon as, and cryed 
up for a Miracle, in the behalfe of the Monks, they 
thereupon carried the day: And the Married Prieſts 
were left at liberty to Enjoy their Wives, but outed of 
their Benefices. 

This 1s that Dyſtan of whom a ſtory goes, That 
to prevent [dlenels, he was working at the Goldſmiths 
Trade in a Cell near Glaſſenbury, and whilſt he was 
framing a Chalice of Gold, the Devil 1n the ſhape of a 
Beautiful Woman appeared to him, cndeavouring to 
Tempt him to Lewdneſs ; bur he by Inſpiration know- 
Ing 1t to be a Fiend Transformed, on a ſuddain, as It 
was peeping over his Shoulder, he catched it by the 
Noſe with red hot Tongs, and made the Dewil rore ſo 
loud, that all the People in the Village were Afﬀright- 
ed at the horrid Noiſe, and thereupon the ſeeming 
Lady Vaniſhed. 

And now the Danes, hoping for great advantages 
from theſe diſturbances, prepared a conſiderable Fleet ;

ſtay in an unfrequented place, made to the Caſtle to 
| pay his Step-Mother and Brother-in-law a vilit, as alſo 
I to get ſome Refreſhment, the weather being exceeding 
| hot, when knocking, at the Gate, ſhe (who had ſeen 
= him out of the Window) came down and welcomed 
iff him in, with all the Blandiſhments and Flatteries im- 
maginable, Intreating bis Highneſs to alight and accept of 
| whatever her mean Fabitation would afford : But he Re- 
| ply'd,” He came not to pay a ſet Viſit, but came that way 
| after b1s Game, and had oſt his Company, and therefore at . 
| this time would fat 61 Florſeback, and take a glaſs of Wine 
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| | till ſome of them might chance to come up with him. 
[| 8 Herevpon ſhe haſting to f2tch ſome Wine, gave the 
| Sign to a deſperat Ruthan, who was her Servant, that 
{| when the Glaſs was at his Mouth he ſhould ſtrike him 
in with a Dagger, which he performed ; at Which un- 
j _ expected Wound, the Young Kang perceiving the 
| Treachery, let Syurs to his Horſe; but through loſs .

\ giving a groan or tio, he Dyed, Thus was no ſooner

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noiſed abroad, but the common ſort were immediatly 
for Revenging it on the Queen and all her Adherents, 
that ſhould be fonund any ways concerned in it; bur 
finding the Nobles, who for the moſt parr were of her 
Faction, cold in the matter ; and ſhe proteſting not to 
be conſenting to the Murther,but that her wicked Ser- 
yant had done it ſurpriſingly and unexpected to her, in 
revenge of his Kinſman whom the King had cauſed to 
be Hanged ſome time before, for reproaching him in 
giving his conſent to the turning out of the Martied 
Prieſts, and had upon perpetrating ſo horrid a wicked- 
neſs fled beyond the Seas, the bulineſs by degrees was 
huſhed up, and ſhe laboured to have her Son Ethclred 
Crowned : But Arch Biſhop Dunſtan ſtrongly oppoſed 
it, ſaying, That at his Baptiſm having befouled the Font, 
it was Orninous to the Church ;, that he would be « Contem- 
ner, if not an Aboliſher of its Religion; and a long while 
it was conteſted, fill Dunſtan found the Queens Faction 
ſo ſtrong that he durſt no longer refuſe it. 

King Edward being, thus made away, was in a man- 
ner privately Butryed at Waltham, and afterward his 
Body removed into the oneſtery at Shaftzbury, He 
Reigned 4 Years, and was the 13 th Sole Monarch of 
England.

The Reign of Ethelred, Fourteenth Sole Monarch 
of England. 


PT belred began his Reign Anno Dom. 979; he was 


the third Son of Edgar, and came very Young to 
the Crown, for I find that being informed of the manuer 
of his Brother Edwards Death to make way for him to 
the Crown, when he was but ten Years old, he not only 
deteſted the crime, and refuſed to be made King, but 
wept and complained fo abundantly for the deceaſed, 
that the Queen in a great paſſion ſnatched a Wax 
Taper from the Alter (nothing elſe being at hand) and 
beat him ſo ſorely with it, that it gave him an Anti- 
pathy againſt Wax Tapers all his lite time, he never 
enduring any to be in his ſight; ſo that he may be re- 
puted to be between Ten and Eleven Years Old when 


{ he came to the Throne; ſo that the Danes promiling 
" themſelves great advantages by reaſon of his Minority, 


Landed in great numbers. 
This Kang Ethelred, by ſome called Eldred, was 
Crowned at Kingſton upon Thames by Arch Biſhop Dun- 


| ſtan, not (as is {aid) by his good will, but he was com- 
# pelled to. perform that Office; yet inſtead of a B-ne- 


dition, he Bann'd . him as one that Swam to the 7 brone

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ſpeaking alſo as it were Prophetically,of the great loſſes 
England would ſuſtain in this Kings Reign ; and in.

the People, built two Monafteries of Auns at Amesbury, 
where ſhe lived a ſolitary Life. till:ſhe Dyed. 

The King being but flow in his preparations, by 
which means he got himſelf the nickname of the Un- 
ready, Swane, King or chief Leader of the Danes, and 
Olaf King of Norway, who aſſiſted him, got ſtrong poſ- 
ſeſſion of divers of the moſt fertil Countres, (being 
ſecretly encouraged by Duke Eartck, a Treacherous Cour- 
tier, who diſcovered to them all the Kings Counſels) 
and Fortified the Towns and Caſtles, caſting up works 
to ſecure what they gained, as they made their En- 
croachments. However. at length the King gave them 
Battel, and tho” he cannot be ſaid to loſe it, the parting 
being ſomewhat doubtful on either fide, yet he loft ſo 
many of his People that he could not get together a 
ſufficient Army to oppoſe them ; ſo that to fave the 
reſt of his Country trom Spoil, he was con{trained to 
comply with the- Enemies exorbitant demands, com- 
pounding for his Quiet at 10000 1, Then they raiſed 


' himto 16, 20, 30, and 40000 Pounds ; compelling the 


People to find them Provittons in their Houſes where 


they were Quartered, and to ſee in many places their 


Wives and Davghters Raviſhed before their Faces, not 
daring on pain of their Lives to gainſay it; The Peo- 
ple calling them Lord Danes,corruptly now Lurdane, a 
by-wor1d for a L azy Fellow. 

But Eifrick Earl of Mercia, and Algarius his Son, Þ 
being found contriburers and abertors to the Miſery of # 
their Country, the King cauſed their Eyes to be put out, ® 


and they contig'd to certain Limits during Life. 
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And now the King plainly perceiving what a miſe- 
rable condition the Kingdom was in, between private 
Traitors and profeiſed Enemies, he reſolved to take a 
violent and fpeedy courſe (as he thought, to end the 
War at once) and thereupon ſent ſecret Meſſages 
throughout the Kinzdom, T hat upon the Ringing the 
Allerm- Bell, on St. Prices Day, the 13th of November, 
Anno Dom. 1002, the People in all Cities and Towns 
ſhould fall on the Daxes as they lay ſcattered, and had 
no time to get to their Arms, or in any great Body, 
and Maſſacre them; and accordingly it was put in execu- 


tion; ſo that many places flowed with Daves Blood, 


the injured and inraged People not ſparing either Sex 
of that Nation; fo that Guni-Child, King Swane's Siſter, 
was ſlain at Dorcheſter. This Honour (if I may right- 
Iy term it one) the Women, by I know not what 'Tra- 


dition, totally aſcribe to their Sex, tho' no doubt both 


Sexes were Attors 1in the Daniſh Tragedy ; which had 
been more Bloody, had not Duke Edrick given Swane 
notice, tho' ſomewhat too late in the main, of the De- 
ſign; by which means he ſaved himſelf, and a great 
many of his followers: and —— at his Loſs, Re- 
paired it with all ſpeed, ſending for Recruits from 
Norway and Denmark : It was ſuppoſed in this Slaughter 
about 24000 fell ; but to Revenge it, being Recruited, 
the Danes grievouſly oppreſſed the Country, Burning 


| _ and Deſtroying in all places where they came; ſo 


that although the King to the Impoveriſhing himſelf, 
gave them 30000 Pounds for Peace, they obſerved ir 


but a few Days; for having wreſted a great Sum of 


Money from Alphegus, who Succeeded Dunſtan in the 
Arch Biſhoprick of Canterbury, and ſlain 900 Monks and 
Men in Religioug Orders, They Stoned the good Biſhop 
toDeath at Greenwich 1n Kent. 
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The King ſecigg theſe proccedings, ſent Emma his 
Oueen with his two Sons, to her Brother Ricbard Duke 
of Normandy, and ſhortly after, not able to endure the 
Deſtruttion the Enemy madc. followed them. But at 
length Swane was Murthered by his own Men, for de- 
nying them their ſhare of Plunder, or reſtraining them 
from their Inſolencies over the Fngliſh: However 
they choſe Canvte his Son King. of which change, 
Fthelred thinking to make advantage, at the ſolicitation 
of his Friends returned ; but perceiving ſeveral] rea- 
ſons hatching againſt him ; That his Councells were 
betrayed by ſome he confided i 19, and that he was too 
weak to withſtand the Enemies tury, he fell into a 
Melancholly and Dyed, as is ſuppoſed of Griet, and he 
was Bury'd in St. PauFs London. He Reigned 37 Years, 
unleſs we exclude the time he was abſent in Normandy, 
which by ſome 1s accounted between two and three 
Years. He was the Fourteenth Sole Monarch of England,

As for cheſter, the only City, it was the Antient 
Venta-Belzarum cf the Romans, it 15 held to have been 
Founded by Rud'uidibras an Antient Britiſh King, and 
was the Royal Seat and Place of Crowning the Weſt Sax0n 
Kings for many Reigns. The Cathedral was Built by King 
Kenwolfe, and made the Burying-Place of the Kings. 
Heory the Third was Born in this City, and many Men of 

great fame. 

Southampton w.15 Puzlt out of the Ruins of the Antient 
Clautentium, and after many Devaſtations Re- Edified in 
King Richard the Seconds time. It's ſaid to take this latter 
Name from Hamo a Roman /lain there, viz, Hamo's 
Haven, or Southampton. 

At Balingſtoke w.15 Born John of Baſingſtoke, the firſt 
Engliſh Author of « Greek Grammar ; and at Odiam, 
William Lilly, firſt aſter of St. Pauls School : Other 
Places in this County arc Famons for the Birth of worthy 
Perſons . and memorable Tranſattions, as Andover, 
Warblington, Hide, lilcheſter, Wickham, Okely, &c. 
Beſtdes the ſtrength of Portſmouth and the Citadel to ſecure 
the Coaſt, bere are Hurt-Calſtle and Calſhot-Caltle ſtand- 
ing as it were in the Sea; and many otber advantages for 
the protection of Shipp ping. The Rocks afford Saxmapbire and 
the White Cliffs abundance of Wild Thyme, Marjorum, and 
Koſemary. 

The Seats of the Nobility are Baling-Houſe, Abbſtone 
and Hackwood, ſeats of the Duxe of Boulton; Farn- 
borough Place, a ſcat of the Earl of Angleſey; Rockborn, 
a ſeat of the Earl of Shaftsburys ; 
the Lord La Warrs; Motteſſant, a ſeat of 'the Lord 
Sandys ; Breamore, a 2 ſeat of the Lord Brooks ; Wolve- 
ſey-Houſe, the ſeat of the Lord Biſhop of ye. Dioceſs. 
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The Reign of Edmund, who from his Valour and 
Hardineſs was Sirnamed Ironſide, Fifteenth 
Sole Monarch of England. 


F Dmund Ironſzie began his Reign in a very trouble. 
— ſome time, Anno Dom, 1016, when the Danes had 
poſſeſſed the greater part of the Kingdom ; taking on 
him the Crows rather out of pity to his bleeding Coun- 
try, than deſire of Soveraignty ; and indeed did more 
than could be reaſonably expected from him, with 
ſuch ſlender Forces and little 'I reaſure; for immedi- 
atly ſeting up his Standard to recover a great part of 
the Kingdom at a point to be loſt, he gave Canute 
Battel at Penbam near Gilim;ham, where he Overthrew 
him with much {laughter on both ſides ; then he Fought 
him again with the like ſucceſs at Shereſtane 1n Worce- 
feerſhire; and likewiſe 1n a third Battel near that place, 
notwithſtanding Ederick the Traiterous Duke, though 
ſeemingly ſiding with the King, gave out in the mideſt 
of the Battel that the King was Slain ; upon which 
Defeat, the Danes fled to London, and were purſued by 


Edmund who d: ove them thence. He diſcomfited them - 


at Oteford in ent, and had clear'd the Kingdom of 


them but for F4rict's Treachery, who in a tixth Battel 


the King, Fought at, Aſſendune near Roachfor in Eſſeoc, 
commanding « part of the Kings Army, he purpoſely 
fled, upon which the Souldiers fell into Rout and 
Diſorder, ſo that the King was compelled for his ſafety 
to Retreat towards Giwceſicr, whither his ſcattered 
Forces reſorted to him; and aſter a little Refreſhment 
he cauſed other Troops to be raiſed, and again dif- 
played his Standard in the Field, often Skirmiſhing 
with the Dares, and ſlaying great numbers of them, 
ending likewiie a Challenge to Canute their King, tay 
| end 
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end the War by ſingle Combate ; who accepting ir, l 
the two Kings in the fight of both Armies prepared on 
the day appointed, viz. the 15th of Fuly, in a little 
[fland called Olway, made ſo by the winding of the Se- 
vern; and about ten in the Morning the Combate be- 
can, both of them having ſtrong and large Swords : 
They had nor long continued it, and given to each 0- 
ther mighty Blows, but the Blood flowed plentifully 
from their Wounds, and Edmund being a Prince of 
exceeding ſtrength, preſſed fo hard upon Canute, that 
driving him to the Brink of the River. he cryed out 
(tho almoft Breathleſs and Faint, by eftution of Blood) 
What need 15 there for us, Noble King, thus to endanger 
qur Lives? The Kingdom 15 large enough for us both - 
If you will then conſent to divide it between us, our hands 
will be ſtrengthened againſt our Enemmes, and we ſhall Live 
together in Peace and Unity, a5 Brothers. 

King Edmund pauling herenpon a while, conſidered 
That if he flew Canute, the Danes might not ſtand to 
the Award of leaving the Land, as having experienced 
their breach of Truce, and that being moſtly Pagans, 

they held ir but a {mall matter to break their Word or 
 Oaths with Chriſtzans,” and that other Commanders 
might come .over with freſh Forces to work new 
Troubles, the Country being already very much waſt- 
ed; he ar laſt concluded (mpon Canute's. dropping his 
Sword, in token he Submnitred) to ſhake Hands with 
him, and embrace the offer: Whereupon King Ed- 
mund having the firſt Lor, choſe the Southern, Eaſtern, 
and Weſtern Counties, as far as the Borders of Yorkſhire ; 
and Canute then ſeemed to be contented with the Nor- 
thern Counties, as far as the Borders of Scotland ; Mu- 
tually Swearing to aſliſt each other againſt all Invaders; 
and for a time they lived Peaceably in Co-Partnerſhip. 
But Ederick, the Traytorous Duke, perceiving the 

Danes 
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Des by reaſon of the ſwarms that came frequently 
from Denmark to be the ſtronger, laboured to ingrati- 
ate himſelf with Canute,(tho? he held fair with Edmund, 
who. wonld not be nerſwaded by his faithful Counſel. 
lors to take him out of the way, tho' his Treafons were 
apparent: ) And thinking he ſhould merit much of 
the Dane by deſtroying King Edmund ; at leaſt, That 
he ſhould have ſome part of the Kingdom aligned him, 
hz one day, as the King was disburthening Nature at 
the lower cnd of his Garden, conveyed himſelt by a 
back' way under the Vault, and with Impious Hands 
Thrufs a ſhort Spear 1n at bis Fundament and up bis Body 
till it peirced his Heart, fo that giving an extraordinary 
Groan, he inſtantly Dyed. 

The T raytor not ſatisfied with this, but defirous to 
carry {ome Teſtimonial of the Regicide with him, 
crept 17 at. the hole, and with his Sword cut off the 
Kinzs Head, and ſo privately made his Eſcape to Canute; 
and art his appro: iching him, cryed out, #Hatl,. Sole Me 
narch of England ! Behold the Head of thy Go-Partner : 
Canute inwardly deteſting io baſe a Treachery, yet 
outwardly deſſembling his Reſentment, recerved ir as a 
Grateful Preſcnr, promiſing the Bringer to: Advance 
him above all: the Nobles of the Engliſh Nation ; and in- 
deed in one {ence he did it, as he deſerved ; for whilſt 
he was expecting high Promotion, he canſed him to be 
Arreſted, and his Head bang ſtricken oft, was placed 
on the higheſt part of the:Tower ; tor by this time 
he was advanced with an Army to London, and the 
Fugliſh (upon the conſternation they were in at the 
ſurprizing News of the Kings Death.) not oppoſing 
him, in a ſhort time the whole Kingdom ſubmitted to 
him: ſo that being Crowned Sole Monarch, he put a 
Period to the S.x0n Reign, about 566 Years from the 
Eſtabliſhment of the Heptarchy, 
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This Edmund was the Fifteenth Sole Monarch of 
England - He began his Reign Anno Dom. 1016, and 
continued 1t about one Year, He was a Prince aboun® 
ding with Courage, Courteſie, and Strength; a lover of 
Humanity; and very Mercitul to thoſe that Submitted 
to him; and ſo Good-natured, T hat he hardly could be 
induced to believe any Treachery againſt him.

It is Bounded with Cambridgſhire, Eſſex, Middleſex, 
Bedfordſhire and Buckinghamſhire ; and divided into 
Eight Hundreds, viz. Odiſey, Edwinltree, Hitching, 
Broadwater, Broughing, Hartfort, Dacor, and Caiſho 


Hunareds ;, and theſe again into 120 Pariſhes : It bas 18 


Market Towns and one River of note, viz. WareRiverz 
tbough it us Watered with many ſmall Streams. 

It ſends Members to Parliament Six, viz. St Albans 
two, Hartford, the Shire T own, two: and two Knights of 
the Shire. In this County are divers Places worthy of note, as 

St. Albans, raiſed out of the Ruins of old Verulam, ary 
Antient Roman ſtation : . 1t is Memorable for the Death of 
5 Alban, the Britiſh Prots Nartyr, who ſuffered there 
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in the Tenth Perſecution, raiſed by Diocleſian the Roman 
Emperour, who being Buryed bere, and a ſtately Monu- 
ment raiſed 12 bis Grave by Offa the great King of the 
Mercians, ſeems to have given it its Name. Thwts Place 
1s alſo famous for two Battels fought here ; The firſt between 
—_” rd Duke of York and King Henry the ſaxth, the 

23d of May Anno Don. 1455. JIn which the XK: ng Was 
defeated with the ſlaughter of the Duke of Summerſer, Ear] 
of Northumberland, Lord Clifford, and 5005 of leſſer 
mote: The ſecond on the 17th of February Anno Dom. 
1450, where King Henry the fixth and his Oucen Mar- 


garet gained the TVittory over the Dnkes of Norfolk and 


Suffolk, and the Farls of Arundel and Warwick. 

Barnet is famed for its Market and Medicinal Waters, 
and for the great Vifory gained by Edw. the: 4th on the 
14th of April Anno Dom. 1471 againſt the Earls of 
Warwick and Oxford, in whoſe Field that great Far] 
was lain, ſince called The Battel of Barnet-Field. Here 
was Born John Barnet Biſhop of Worceſter, then of Bath 
and Wells, lay of Ely, Lord Treaſurer in the Reign of 
Edward toe Third. 

Ware, Hatfheld, and Hodſdon, are all three ſeated on 
the River [ca ; and near unto Ware is Amwel-S ring, 
famous for h*ins the Head of 'the New-River, which ſo 
plentifully fur niſhes the City of London with Water. 

Langly, commonly called Kings Langly, gave Brrth to 
Edmond of Lanely. fifth Son to Edward the Third, and 
the firſt Buridl-place of Richard the Second, afterward re- 
moved to Weſtminſter. Abbots Langly was the Birth- 
place of Nicholas Break-ſpear, advanced to Pope of Rome, 
by the Name of Pope A rian the Fourth who made the 
Emperour Freder ick of Germany bold his Stirrop.

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Some Obſervations on the Original of the Danes. 
Brief Deſcription of the Country from whence they 


came : Thew manner of War, Religion, Cuſtoms, &C. 


different in Nation from the former, it will nor 

be improper to give an account briefly of the 

Original of the Nation that gave birth to the firſt of 
them, @c. 

The Original of the Danes is concluded (by ſome 


B come to ſpeak of a Succeſſion of Kings 


Authors) to have been from Scythia; That a Famine 
extreamly raging in that Country, divers Colonies had 


left it, and ranging to ſeek Food, found out an Ifland 


called Scandia iituate Nortbward, not far from the 


Continent 


ntortunate Duke of Monmouth: Caiſho- - 
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continent of Denmark; and in time growing too nu- 


merous for that ſcanty place, they Warred on the 
Danij, and fo long continued it, that they graſped the 
Kingdom with ſo hard a hand, as to this day it is: not 
wrelſted from the Race of them ; and from thence they 
called the Country Danes-AAark, or portion of Land, 
now corruptly Denmark. 

This Peninſule, ſo called by reaſon 1t 1s almoſt an 
Ifland, as it is 29w held by the Danyh King, that is 
properly called Denmark, 1s 1n Length Eighty Miles, 
and 7 wenty in Breadth ; having but little firm Land ; 
being, divided into many Iilands; whereof Jutland, for 
Its bigncls, 1s the chict: It borders upon Germany and 
1s 2 ncar Neighbour to the lower Fri/1a; 1t is difficult 
to determine whether it receives greater Beneft than 
Pamazge from the Sea; for often by the violent Tem- 
peſts the Banks and Fences being forced by the Waves, 
the Water not only covers the Fields tor a long time, 
but by the ſuddainneſs of the Deluge deſtroys many 


\ Cattle and People, and as well Stately Buildings as Low- 


ly Cottages: And the Country 1s full of Woods con- 
taining itore of Dcer. "Lhe lifland of Frunen 1s ſepa- 
rated from the main Land by a narrow Arm of the 
Sea: To the Weltward of it heth Jute, to the Eaſt 
Slayland, which, for the Beauty and Fertility of 1t, is to 
be preferred beforc all the other lilands belonging to 
the Daniſh King. In it 1s ſituate Copenhagen the 
principal relidence of the King, alſo Roſchilt the place 
of their Burial ; near unto which is the Iſland of Scandza, 
the firſt Habiration of the Dares 1n thoſe parts, as moſt 
conclude. But now to the King of Denmark belongs 
Norway, formerly a diſtinct Kingdom, and ſome other 
Countries, which render his Territories much larger 
than when the Dares firit polleſſed it, 

As for their Religion, when they. firſt Invaded 
England, 
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England, and long after, it-was Paganiſ;n. Their Idols 
were many, out-numbering thole of the Pagan Saxons ; 
ro ſome they Offered Horſes, to others Humane Sacri- 


fice, Fruits, Flowers, Water, Bread, Wine, Fiſh, &c. 


They were a Pcople very Bloody and Cruel to thoſe 
they prevailed over, and extreamly Luſtful and Trea- 
cherous. Their Habit was cloſe girted Coats, their 
Arms Spears of a moderate length, Battel-Axes, and 
Faulchions, their Diet many times the Fleſh of their 
ſlain Enemies, Roſt or Sodden; it was about 2309 years 
from their firſt Invading Fngland, betore Canute got 
The Sole Monarchy, of whoſe Reign I am next to treat. 


The Reign of Canute, Sixteenth Sole Monarch of 
England, and firſt of the Danes, that Rergned here, 


Anute, Son to Swane (who as you have heard was 
Murthered by his Souldiers )begaa his Reign as Sole 
Monarch Anno Dom. 1017. He was Crowned at 
London by 11vin; us. Arch Biſhop of Canterbury ; and at 
his firſt coming to the Crown kept the Engliſh under 
v-itha very ftrict Hand, every where diſarming them, 
and making 1t a capital Crime for above a certain num- 
ber of them to meet togerher, unleſs called by his Au- 
thority ; ſo that Farres and Marts were In a manner 
{aid alide: He Depoſed and Baniſhed the Popular 
Nobles, conferring their Titles of Honour and Eſtates 
on his Danes, and yet not thinking he was ſufficiently 
ſecured whillt Edward and Edmund.the Sons of Edmund 
Ironſide, remained in -the Kingdom; and yet thought 
That if he ſhould:dip his Hands 1n their Innocent Blood, 
he muſt of neceſlity incur the perpetual hatred of the 
Engliſh, he concluded to take away their Lives private- 
ly, ſo that he might excuſe ir, and lay the blame on o- 
thers; whereupon he ſeat the Young Princes to his 
C Brother 
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Brother, King of Sweden, with private Inſtru&tions to 
make them away ; but he deteſting ſo baſe a crime, 
Transferred them to the King of Hungary, where Ed: 
mond Dyed; but Edward getting favour at Court and 
being a Prince endowed with much manly Beauty, and 
extyllent Parts, Agatha Siſter to the Empreſs of Ger. 
many fell in Love with him, to whom he was Married, 
and [by her had Edgar Sirnamed Etheling, who Dyed 
witheut We; Aargaret, who Married Aalcolm King 
of Scots; ſhe had hue Chriſtian a Veiled Nun, Edgar, 
David, and Alexander, all three Kings of Scotland pro- 
ceeded from this 1 ine, as allo Maud wife to King 
Henry the firſt King of Eng lang, who had Iſſue Maud 
the Empreſs, Mother to King "Henry the Second ; ſo 
that the delign of making away theſe Princes abroad, 
by a wonderful Providence turned 1n the end to the 
Advantage of both Kingdoms, in reſtoring the Saxon 
Line atter the Norman "Conquelt to England, in the 
perſon of Fenry the Second, and producing many 
worthy Kings in Scotland 

Canute, to ſtrengthen his Intereſt, Marryed Emme 
Siſter to Richard Duke of N ormandy, and widow to 
King Ethelred, and ſoon got poſſeſſion of the Kingdom 
of Norway, which has ever ſince been annexed to the 
Crown of Denmark; then Warring on the Scots, he 
made them Tributari ies, ſo that ſome reckon him to be 
the poſſeſſor of Four Kingdoms: he made a ſtrict League 
with the Normans, and ſet out a huge Navy to Sea, 
bringing thereby a ['Ferror on all the Neighbouring 
Sea Coalts, laying a Tax of 820920 Pounds on his Eng- 
liſh Subjects ; with which Money, at the perſwaſion of 
Queen Emma, he pay'd off and fent away the greater | 
part of the Lazy Dares to their Native Country, whickt | 
won him much favour with the Engliſh; Then he ſet 7 
himſelf to the contriving and eſtabliſhing ell b 
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| Laws for the better ſettlement of his Kingdom; and for 
the more firmly founding them, he called a Parliament 
at Oxford.

The Seats of the Nobility are Rimbolton-Caſtle, a ſeat 
of the Earl of Mancheſter ; Hinchingbrook, new a ſeat of 
the Earl of Sandwich, but formerly the ſeat of Sir Oliver 
Cromwel, Uncle to the late Oliver Cromwel, called 
Prote&or of England, who was a Native f this County.

Months, and Twenty Seven Days, Dying the Fourth 
of January of a lingering Fever, and was Buried in 
Weſtminſicr Abby, where in the ſecond Year of the 
Reign of the Latc King James, one of the Choriſas

W Hen William the Firſt Dyed, his Eldeſt Son Robert 
was in Germany, Negotiating his Fathers Afﬀeairs, 

to draw in thoſe Princes to aſſiſt him in making a Vi- 
gorous War on the French, who were now become 
ſomewhat Formidable to their Neighbours; ſo that by 
the favour of his Abſence, the Conquerers Laſt Will, 
the furtherance of Lanfrank and Wolſtane, two Learn-

Faltnefles, and climbing the craggy Clitts, like Goats, 
many of the Engliſh were waſted in purſuing them; 
but at length Starving them out, they were con{train- 
ed to come to a Battel, wherein Fees was Slain with

Theſe Troubles were ſcarce over, when another F 
Storm threatned from Normandy: The Duke ſpurred Þ 
on by Philip of France, who promiſed ro Aid him, a 
ſecond time prepared tor England ; but the King hav- | 
ing an Army on toot, concluded it better to ſeat the 


« War in another Country than in his own; and there- 


fore to prevent the Dukes making his Voyage, Salled 
to Normandy, whoſe ſurprifing Landing, brought great 
fear on the Country ; however, the King finding him- 
ſelf able with the Army he had to do no great matters, 
and being deſtitute of Money to raiſe Forces Abroad, 
bethought him of a Stratagem to do it, viz. He ſent 
to England many chief Officers to Levy ſuch tor the 
Wars as were of Ability, and having Liſted C:t1zens 
of London and others to the number of 30000, when 
they came to the Sea Shoar, and moſt of them ſhewed 
an unwillingneſs to Embark, as looking back » 
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Wives and Children, from which many of them had 
been forced, upon a pretended preffing urgency, it was 
Proclaimed, That ſachas would lay down Ten Shillings 
ſhould be Diſcharged trom the Service, which moſt of 
them did with great Alacrity; ſo that very few of 


them went : With this Money King Will:;am under- 
hand bought off Philip the French King fram the Duke 
of Normandy's Intereſt ; which he perceiving, agreed 
with his Brother by Ratifying again the former Con- 
ditions ; and the Chri/t;an Armies being on toot in moſt 
parts of Europe to reſcue the Chriſtians in the Holy Land 
from the Tyrany of the Turks and Sarazens, Duke 
Robert (to raiſe Forces and accompany them) Pawned 
his Dutchey of Normandy to King William for 10500 
Pounds; and there did many Valiant Exploits, inſo- 
much that at the taking of Jeruſalem he was firſt prot- 
fered to be made K117 of it, and all the Country lying, 
about it, larger than what either David or Solomon 
poſſeſſed; bnt he retuſed it, in hopes of the Kingdom 
of England after his Brothers Death, tho' he was diſ- 
appointed of it and Dyed a deplorable Death, which 
ſome have accounted as a Judgment for his having re- 
fuſed the prefered Scepter of Feruſalem. However 
on his refuſal, the Princes choſe Godfry of Bulloin, Earl 
of Flanders, with which Choice he Joytfully complied, 
but would not be Crowned, as he ſaid, with a Crown of 
Gold, where our Bleſſed Saviour for the Sins of Man, and 
to procure his Redemption, had ſome time worn a Crown of 
Thorns. But nearer to My Purpoſe. 

The King was no ſooner returned out of Normandy, 
but News was brought him the Welſh were again in 
Rehellion ; whereupon he Marched to Subdue them, 
but returned without effecting it, by reaſon of the 
violent Torrents occaſioned by the Rain, and their 
keeping among the Rocks and Faſtneſles, till his Army 
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was tircd out with Famine ard other inconveniencies; 
yet ſoon after they grew Quiet of themſelves. But 
icaice had he time to take breath, ere a Rebellion 
broke out in the North, whither he haſted with his 
Army, gave the Rebells a great Overthrow, and take. 
ing ſome of the Ringleaders cauſed them to be pur to 
Death, but extendcd his Pardon to the common ſort, 
and Aowbray, who encouraged them, was committed 
to Windſor Caſile, where he continued a long while 
Priſoner. 

And the Welſh growing again troubleſom, by waſt. 
ing the Engliſh Borders, and carrying away great ſpoils, 
the King ſent the Earls of Shrewsbury and Cheſier againſt 
them with a ſtrong Fower, where after ſome Search, 
and as ſecret Marchings as they could, they found them 
making Metry in the Iſle of Angleſey with the Plunder 
they had got from the Engliſh; and falling upon them 
when they expected ncthing leſs, their Feaſting was 
turned into Mourning; for the greater part of them 
was Slain, and thoſe that were taken Priſoners moſtly 
loſt Feet, Hands, or Eyes, or were put to worſe Tor- 
ments, as a Terror to the reſt, that they ſhould keep 
Quiet within their appointed limits. 

The King thinking all would now be Quiet, reſolved 
to take his Eaſe; and then forgeting how the Engliſh 
had faithfully ſtood by him and aſliſted him in his moſt 
dangerous undertakings, he caſt many of them out of 
Favour, Office, and Truſt; laying grievous Taxes 
on the Commonalty, Selling for ready Money the beſt 
Promotions in Fc'le/7ai ical and Civil Aﬀeairs, Prohibit- 
ing -nſelm Arch Biſhop of Canterbury to Aſlemble any 
Convocations or S$3796s{(tor the well ordering the Clergy, 
or for the Correcting ſuch as did Offend) without his 
Leave or Licenſe; by which means he ſecretly filled 
his Coffers with Treſire; and tho' the Good Arch

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The Reign of HENRY the Firſt, Sir- 
named, for his great Learning, Beau- 


Clark, cr Fine Schollar. 


WW Hen King William the Second was unfortunately 
Slain, Robert his Eldeſt Brother, Fortunate in all 


Crown of England, was Victoriouſly Watring in the 
Holy Land againſt the Turks and Sarazens ; but hear- 
ing of his Brothers Death, he declined the Kingdom of 
Jeruſalem, to which the Chriſtian Princes had Elected 
him, and haſted home; yet left moſt of his Troops 
behind him. 

But by means of his Abſence, Henry, his Youngeſt 
Brother, {o cunningly dealt with the Enzli/h and NVor- 
mans, that he got much 1ato their Favour; and the 
more, becauſe he was Born in Fngland after his Father 
was Crowned King, and for as much as he was of a 
mild diſpoſition, many Princely Virtues making it 
apparent that his Government would be accompanied 
with many Honourable Atchierements, Grattu], Safe 
and Profitable to the Church and Commonweal ; fo that 
1] things working to his Advancement, 

He was Crowned at IVeſtmmſter by Maurice Biſhop 
of Lona'n (Anſelm Arch Biſhop of Canterbury being 
Abſent) on Sunday the 5th of Arguft, Anno Dom. 1100; 
Þut before his Coryyation, the Nobles conſtrained him 
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| his proceedings, ſave only in his Succeſſion to the | 
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to Swear he would Eaſe the People of the oppreſling 
Taxes and other Grievances, and Reſtore to the 
Fngliſh the uſe of Zights and Fire in their Houſes, which 
_ had been denied, for the moſt part, after the 
Kinging the Evening Bell, tor the ſpace of 33 Years. 

Aiter his Coronation, to make him more Eafie in the 
Throne, he cauſed the Great Seal to paſs on ſeveral 
wholſom Laws, Subſcribing them with his Name, and 
commanded divers of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral to do the like; and cauſed Copies of them to be 
{cnt-into every C ounty, to be kept in the Coum'y Courts. 
The Heads of the Laws were in theſe Branchg. 


1. That the Church ſhould be free from Opprejſions, and 
Reſervation of their Poſſeſſions upon vacancy. 

2, That the Heirs of the Nobility ſhould Poſſeſs the 
Lavds of their Fathers without Redemption from the King ; 
which Favour likewiſe ſhould be Granted by the Nobles to. 
their T ennants. 

3. That the Gentry might give m Matriage their 
Daughters and Kinſwomen, without the Kings Licenſe, (1 
it were not to the Kings Enemies. 

4. That the Widow ſhould have the Jointure, and not 
againſt her Conſent be compelled to a ſecond Marriage. 

That the Mother, or the next of Km, ſhould be 
G uardian of the Lands of their Chilaren. 

6. That Comers of Falſe and Counterfeit Money ſhould 
be Capitally Puniſhed, and a Meaſure, to the Length of the 
Kings Arm, (houl4 be a Standard of Commerce amzong the 
People. And 

7. That all Debts to the Crown, before his coming to it, 
ſhould be forgiven, and all Murthers before the day of bis 
Coronation to be Pardoned,. 

With other ſuch like Indulgences : He allo at this 
time Confirmed King Edward the Confeſſor's _ 

- ow. 
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Now, tho” this went a great way with the People, 
who found thetnſelves eaſie in theſe Conceſſions, he yet 
ufed other Policies, as expecting a ſtorm from the Nor- 
man Coaſt, as bon as Duke Robert ſhould Arrive, 
whom he had notice by his Eſpialls, was on his way: 
for having Seized 0a the vlentifol heaps of the laſt 
ings Treaſure, he Liderally diſpoſed of it among {ach 
of his Subjedts as he knew would ſtand him 1a the 

greateſt ſtead, it things ihould come to Extremity. 
T hen he placed the more Popular Novlecs in the chief 
Offices of#Srate, and fſarisfied the Leading Gentry with 
Titics Ohy Honr vr. and Places of a lower ſtation, abſo- 
Jarely acquittin? the Pcople forever froin the Tax of 
Dane Gel! (it having been much lefſened in the former 
Rcezn) and from 41} other Demands and unjuſt Pay- 
ments bed on them by the two former Kings, 
U17ing leave t5 the Nobles and Gentlemen, for their 
Recreation, to Incloſe Parks for their Deer, and tree 
Warress for their Contes, Hares, and {uch like Game. 
And, as Ti m to his" Virtnes, State, and Kingly Govern- 


ment, he Exiled from his Preſence and Court Syco- 


phnts, Paraſites, Flatterers, Niceneſs m Bebawiour, Laſ- 
CrU1c wed C'0;17)C Wo at 00, Sumptuouſneſs in Apparel, Superfly 


ity in Diet, &c. He made tt Death for any to Robb on. 


the Hihw. ys, and with Indefatigable Endeavours he 
Correttctl and Reformed the Monſtrous Pride, Into]- 
lterabls Covetouſneſs, Secure Negligence and SJoath of 
the Clergy. Yet the better to pleaſe them, he Recalled 
Anſgn"tr om Baniſhment, and Reſtored him to his 
Arch Biſhoprick of Ca! cr bury, giving him full Power 
to Aſſemble Convocations and -Synods at his pleaſure; 
and for the amendment of ſuch Irregularities as were 
:n{uffcrable mm the Church, he left it wholly to the Pope, 
as alſo to Inveſt Biſhops, by g1ving them the Ring, Croſs, 
and Paſtoral Staff. All ſuch Eccleſeſtical Promotions and 
Dignities 
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Dignitres as by the Lewd Advice and-Councel of Rey- 
1ulph Biſhopof Durham, his Predeceffor had Seized in 
his hands, and converted ro his uſe, he voluntarily re- 
ſtored and conferred on honeſt and grave learned Men, 
and Committed the Biſhop of Dy#ham a Priſoner to 
the Tower of London, from whence he Eſcaped; and 
going for Normandy, earneſtly Incited Duke Robert by 
many moving, Orations to Invade England: who prone 
enough of himſelf, ſo harkened to him, and relying on 
the Aids he had promiſed him here on his Landling, 
raiſed a great Army ; of which Henry having timely 
pony” thought fit yet to ſtrengthen himſelf more by 
Marriage, and in order to it he took to Wite aud, 
Siſter to Ed: zar King of Scets, who was Daughter to 
Malcolm by Margaret Siſter to.

Wo. The King, who was not anaconaiaced with his hu- 
mour, rightly gueſſed at what was intended, and there- 
fore followed him with an Army, and much Treaſure 
"0 and atter many Battels overpowering his ſmall number, 
{1 he was taken, brought Priſoner to England, and cloſe- 
ly confined ; when endeavouring to make his Eſcape, 
the King (to whome 1n Wilam Rufus his Reign he had 
| done many good offices) ungratfully cauſed his Eyes to 
be put out with Burning Glaſſes; yet in this Captivity 
| he lived abont the ſpace of 20 Years: and then, as 15 
ſaid, the King ſending him a Suit of his Old Cloaths, 
| he took the Indignity io 1mpatiently, that reſolving to 
live no longer 1in that Miſery and Diſgrace, ſome 
vi Hiſtorians have it that he voluntarily Starved h1mſelf , 
1 others, that he Beat out his Braines againſt the Stones of

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the Priſon-Wall;, however, certain it is that in his con- 
finement Dyed the Valliant, well Accompliſhed, and 
F much Lamented Robert, Eighth Duke of Normandy, a 
{ xrince in whom all Heroick Virtues ſhined. 

The King ſeeming now to be rid of all kis Fears, be- 
'F gan to conlider, the Clergy by his concefſions were 

| 4rown exceeding Rich, and Ingroſſed many Tempo- 
' 1alities; ſothat reſolving to come in with them for a 
ſhare of what they had Accumulated by his Bounty, he 
1ajd Taxes on ſome, and reaſſumed his power of Cre- 
ating Diſhops z which ſo highly diſguſted Arch Biſhop 
Aa,clm, That he not only bitterly inveighed againlt 
h!s Proceedings, contrary to his former Promiſes, but 
abſclutely refuſed to Conſecrate ſuch Biſhops as the 
King Appointed. However, to curry favour with 
the King, Gera!d Arch Biſhop of York, performed that 
Ceremony ; and Axſelm, ſoon after being Banifſhed, fled 
to Kome, and made grievous complaints to Pope Paſchal 
the Sccond, of the wrongs, as he pretended, that had 
been done h1m ; and upon the Fopes Interceſlion, abour:

In the 27th Year of chis Kings Reign, Dycd the 
Emperour Hcy the Fifth of Germany, not leaving any 
Iſſue by. aud his Empreſs ; whereupon the King, to 
ſtrengthen his Intereſt againſt France, Married her to 
Geoffrey Flantagenet, Son and Heir Apparent to Foulk 
then Eail of "Adj ou, by whom ſhe had Iſſne Henry, 
afterward King of England, Ceoffery and William. This 
fair Otspring enriched the King with the trucſt en- 
dowment of Content, for that as he conceived he ſaw 
In them the long, continuance of his Line, in pollefling 
the Crown of this Realm - and tO make it the more 
certain and ſure to them, he took three ſollemn Oaths 
in the ſpace of five Years of all the Nobility and chief 
Men of the Kingdom, Th.t with their beſt Advice, and 
with the hazzard of their Goods, Lands, Lives and For tunes, 
they {/ ould Support and Maintain the Succeſſi on of bis 
Daughter and her Heirs. And ſo growing in Years, 
he went over ro Nor mandy to do the like there, and 
ſettle his Affaires; but Eating Lamprys at the Town 
of St. Dennis he Surfeited on them, and after a ſhort 
Sickneſs Dyed. 

This King was accounted Wiſe, Learned, Mild and 
Tuſt, beyond molt of his ! Tedecellors ; more enclined 


to Peace than War; extcnding lus Bounty to ſuch ; 
mcrite 
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merited it by Publick Service, confining his Gifts with- 
in the limits of Thrift and Meaſure » He was a gen- 
tle Friend, but a ſtuborn Enemy. He had ſeveral 


{ Children by his Concubins, which he promoted to Ho- | 
nours and Places of Truſt. He Ereqted the two 


Biſhopricks Ely«and Carliſle, and Founded the Mona- 
{tries of Shirbourn, Circeſter, the Priory at Dunſtable, 
ind the Abby of Reading in Barkſhire, where he was 
Intered in a ſtately Tomb. 

He began lis Reign Wedneſday the Firſt of Auguſt, 
Anno Dom.

ſundry Noblemen, and Dignified many others with 
the Honour of Knighthood ; which made him find 
many faſt Friends; and becauſe benefits received are 
more frequently pleaſing to the Vulgar, than Right or 
Reaſon.to ingratiate with the Common Sorr, he remit- 
ted ſeveral Taxes, of hoſe Grievance they had com- 
plained in the latter end of the laſt Reign, but could 
have no Redreſs; cauſing, the better to confirm this 
Conceſlion, a Charter to be made to the People under 
the Great. Scal, for an Aſſurance of his not Revoking 
what he had conſented to; he alſo made a Mitiga- 
tion of the Severeties and Penalties of divers Laws ; 
and by Solemn Oath Bound himſelf to Obſerve and 
Kezp the ſame; he likewiſe Renounced the future 
Seifures of all Eccleliaſtical Dignities and Promotions, 
when they ſhould become Vacant, the better to Endear 
the Cler,,y to him; giving to the Church and Church- 
men ſuch Graceful and Profitable Priviledges and Im- 
munities as they would demand, exempting them (a- 
mong other things) from the Authority of the Tem- 
poral Magiſtrate, for all Offence whatſoever, unleſs the 
Ordinary conſent to give them up to the Secular Power, 
And to prevent ſuddain Diſturbances that might ariſe 
he Builded many Forts, Fortreſſes, Bullwarks and 
Caſtles, Licenſing the Nobles, Gentry and Clergy to 
do the like, for their Security : And to keep fair with 
David King of Scots, who was Unkle to Maud the 
Empreſs, he gave him the County of Cumberland, to 
hold it in Fee of the Crown of England, and do Homage

cline to Geoffery, Husband to the Empreſs ; but chan- 
Fed their Minds, when they heard the King was at 
Liberty, and had ſtrongly Belteged the EmprelS in Ox- 


ford, wither ſhe was Fled, upon notice the Londoners 


conſulted to fſeiz her, and deliver her Priſoner to the 
Kinz, becauſe ſhe had refuſed to confirm to them King 
Edward's Laws, with all their Charters and Priveledges. 
And withdrawing privately from London, for fear of 
a Surprize, ſhe poſted to Oxford, where ſhe had nor 
been ſcarce five Days, ere the King Beleagured the 
City, and preſſed 1t with continual Aſſaults, tho' in the 
depth of Winter; ſo that the Empreſs fearing to be 
Taken, dreſſed herſelf in White, and paſſing the Thames 
on the Ice, went through the Snow, which lay then 
thick on the Ground, to Abingdon, where taking Horſe, 
ihe paſſed to Wallingford-Caſtle, kept with a ſtrong 
Garilon by her Friends; and by this time her Brother 
and Son Henry were Landed at Warram Haven, and 
from thence came to her with ſome Forces; but ſhe 
wearicd with the various turns and chances.of War, 
ſoon after left England, and returned to her Husband 
who was in Normandy, having ſent Prince Henry before; 
and ſo Oxford being Surrendered to the King, he wenr 

to 
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to Lincoln, and Summoned the Barons, who there 
Swore Allegiance to Euſtace his Son, whom he Cre. 
atcd Duke of Normandy ; and Theobald Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury, refnſing to C:nſecrate him, was obliged, for 
his contempt of. the Kings commands, to leave the 
Land, and fly to Normandy ; whereupon the Eing ſeiz- 
ed on his Temporalitics, but did not diſpoſe of the 
Arch Biſhoprick. It is Remarkable that the Kings of 
England, before Stephen, refrained going into Lincoln, 
npon the account of a fatal Prophecy pronounced by 
Aerlim, 1%.

The Kings Treaſure betng much waſted in the arg 
he Fought, he demanded a Sublidy of the Clersy ; it 
they refuſing it, he was extream angry with tie gre- 
lates, demanding of the Biſhops of 'Salrsbury, Lincoln, 
and Ely the Keys of their Caſtles, and exactcd great 
Sums of Money trom them, pretending they were In- 
debted to the Crown for the Tenures of their 'l empo- 
Talities, 

And now Prince Henry, being grown nÞ gathered an 
Army, and Invaded England; nor was the King ſlow 
to Oppoſe him, but was ſomewhat retarded by the 
Todi>oſition of his Son, who fell into a Frenzy, of 
which he ſhortly Dyed, greatly lamented of the King, 
who had no more Children; þut Sorrow giving place 
to Anger, he cauſed the Trumpets to ſound a Charge 
againſt the Enemy ; but as the twe Armies were about 
to joyn, ſuch a Storm of Rain and Hail fell, and con- 
tinued fo long that they were forced out of the Field 
to ſeck ſhelter ; which gave a time for Parly ; and the 
King weary of the War, and pittying the Sufferin 85 of

p the Wars Abroad, King Stephen fell Sick of rhe 
Iiiack Paſſion, and Dy vcd inthe Monaſtery of Monks at 
Dover, 

This Stephen was King of England and Duke of Nor- 
mandy, the third Son of Stephen Earl of Bloyce by Adilicia, 
or Alice, He began his Reign on Monday the Second 
of D:-cember, Anno Dom. 11235, and Reigned 18 Years, 
19 Months, 'and 20 Days; being the 24th Sole Mo- 
narch of England. He was Buried at Feverſham in Kent, 
i2 an Abby of his own Founding. = 

In his Reign, 44"no 1136, a Fire began at London- 
Stone, and conſumed all before it thence Faſtward, as 
far as Aldgate, and Weſtward to St. Paul's Church, and 
the next Year Kocheſter was deſtroyed by Fire: "And 
in the Third Year of his Reign St. Martin's Church 
without the Walls, and the Hoſpital, with Thirty 
Nine Houſes, and much Riches, were Burnt. In the 
Laſt Year of his Reign, a little before his Death, 
appeared a plain hgn of a Croſs in the Moon.

It ſuffered much in the Conquerers time, for ſiding with Earl 
Randdulph. The Cathedral was Founded by one Herbert, 
who Tranſlated the Bifhoprick from Thetford to Norwich, 
and was the firſt Biſhop of Norwich. This City Imploys 
Thouſan!s of People in the Woollen ManufaGure, in ma- 
king Stuffs, Bays, Says, Serges, Stockings, &C.

AT the time when King Stephen Dyed, Henry was 
in Normandy, Beſieging a ſtrong Caſtle the French 
had a little before taken by Surprize; and being ad- 
viſed by ſome Nobles about him, to paſs over for Eng- 
laid, and leave the Siege, leaſt another in his Abſence 
m1git ſtep into the Throne, as before had happened ; 
he made a Reply tuH]l of Diſcretion and true Valour, to 
this effect: The Kingdom of England ſhall henceforth 
be at my Command, in deſpight of thoſe that dare to croſs 
me moſt ;, and ſo ſhall theſe Intruding Frenchmen, ere 1 
raiſe the Siege. 
This 
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This reſolution redoubled his honour among hig 
Friends, and brought fear on the Enemy; for when 
they knew it, they ſurrendered the Caſtle, and ſub. 
mitted themſelves to his Mercy ; and ſo having ſettled 
Affairs in that Dukedom, with a Noble Train of Lords 
and Gentlemen he came for England, where he was 
Crowned three times, viz, By Thecba!d, Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury, at Weſtminſter, Then at Linceln, and laſtly 
at Worceſter: He choſe his Council of the Oraveſt, 
Whiſeſt, and moſt Learned Peers, and made Thomas of 
Becket Chancelour, and appointed ſuch Judges ©: 
Learned Men 1in the Laws, by Induſtry and Labour. 9 
Refine them ; That the Common Laws were g1-atly 
Mended and Improved, being rendred more tolcra'le 
and profitable to the People; and after this, he divided 
the Kingdom into ſix Circuits; and for the better ad- 
miniſtration of Juſtice, and Trying of Cauſes between 
Subject and Subject, he appointed his Judges to go thoſe 
Circuits twice a Year; which Order yet continues, 
He Baniſhed the greateſt part of Strangers, who in 
thoſe days by multitudes flocked hither; and by their 
extraordinary Sparing, and painful Induftry, procured 
much Wealth, and Bcggecr'd the Natives. 

He Exiled many of the Nobles, who contrary to 
their Duties had adhered to King Stephen ; and differ- 
ing much from the Opinion of his Predeceſlor, he af- 
firmed that ſtrong, Caitles and Forts, maintained in the 
heart of the Kingdom, did rather Animate Great Men, 
upon any diſpleature to Revolr, than Fear them into 
Obedience; whereupon he cauted moſt of them to be 
 Razed to the Ground, and Seized fuch Mannors, Lord- 
ſhips, Poſſeſſions, as is Predeceilors had either Sold 
or Given from the Crown, holding it to be the Duty 
of every Subject to rctuſe the Gitr or Purchace of ſuch 
things as do imincuiatcly concern the Honour and 

Main- 
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Maintcinance of a King. And the like he did in the 
Northe/n Parts, where many Great Men Commanding 
as they liſt, had wrought themſelves and their Poſte- 
d F rity into many Honours, Caſtles, Mannors, which pro- 
Ss # perly appertai»:4 ro the Crown. He likewiſe took 
$ Þ into his hands the Provinces of Cumberland, Northum- 
f Þ bln, and the Earldom of Huntingdon, which David 
/ Þ King of Scots, and Henry his Son, had received as a 
Gitt from King Stephen, to favour his Wars againft the 
" # Empreſs. However the King entered into Amity with 
| B 77:icoim King of Scots, upon the ſame Conditions as 
© were Aprecd on in Henry the Firſts time; and in 
Token of his Su':j.Ction, the Scot Offered his Bonner 
and Saddle upon Sr. Peter's Altar at York: And about 
this time, 7 hcobald Dying, Becket was made Arch Biſhop 
of Canterbury. 

This King, even in time of Peace, had generally an 
Army on foot, and rarely kept them Idle; but would 
often Tranſport them to Normandy, and there having 
Exerciſed them, would bring them back again, ſo that 
on all occaſions they were found ready and expert 
Souldiers. And now an advantage opened a way to 
the Engliſh for the Conqueſt of Ireland : For the Eaſtern 
part along the Sea being poſſeſſed by Dormat- Mac- 
Aabur King of Leinſter, his Cruelties had highly in- 
cenſed his Subjects againſt him, eſpecially upon taking

Diſagreement, the Pope ſent two Legates to Interdict 
the Kingdom, till Ecckct ſhould be reſtored to his Dig- 
nity. This 1 far tranſported the King with Anger, 
(being then in NNormendy) That he let ſome words fall 
in his Paſſion, which being taken hold on by ſome of 
his Courtiers, who mif{- conſtrued the Kings meaning, 
it proved the deſtruction of Becket: For ſoon after 
having leave to return, and beginning new Troubles 
in Church Matters, tour of them Slew him at the High 
Altar in the Cathedral Church of Canter bury, and with 
him two or three Monks that endeavoured his Reicue. 
'Thus fell this troubleſom Prelate, who riling from a 
low degree, his Father being a Londoner, and his Mo- 
ther a Sarazcn, in his Pride contended many Ycars 
with a Potent King, and brought many miſeries on 
the Kingdom. Afterward he was Sainted, and many 
Superſtitions People went on Pilgrimage to his T > 
The Pope no ſooner knew his Champion was falle 

but he Threatned, Curſed and Fulminated, yet with 
little Terrour. However, to make himſeli Ealie, the 
King admitted two Cardinals to tare we Pury a 190, 
who allotted his Penance, when he hid Geiied 115 con 
ſenting to the Murther upon Oath, to War tiree 
Years in the Holy Land; (which be Redeemed, by 
Erecting three Religious Houſes) That he ſhould « as 
from London to Canter bury bare Footed to viiit Bee: 
Shrine, which he performed, and ſulicred himivii £0 
be Scourged By the Monks with Rods on his Naked 
Back; after which, upon his ſending Preients to the 
Pope, he was Abſol red. 2 DUre 
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During the Kings being thus Abroad his Queen had 
cauſed Roſamond his fair Concubine to be Polſoned 
which ſo inraged him, that he caſt her into Priſon, 
and would be Drevailed on by no Intreaty nor Sub- 
miſſion to releaſe her during his Life, tho' ſhe endured 
many Miſeries and Hardſhips in her confinement ; till 
at length ſhe was ſet at Liberty by her Son Richard's 
comming, to the Crown, as will more at large appear 
in his Reign. 

Doctor Gilbert Folliott of Oxford, however hardly 
the- Pope had uſed the King, nevertheleſs erfera 
him to regulate abuſes in the Clergy, and curb their 
Pride; ſhewing him a warrant for it from the Word 
of God. and the Writings of Eminent Fathers of the 
Church, and other Good and Learned Men, That for 
38 much as Kings are {tiled The Nur/ang Fathers of the 
Church: It is their Duty to God to ſee 1t well Ordered 
and Governed, and like a careful Husbandman ſup- 
preſs and xecp under thoſe rank Weeds of Error that 
would over-top and choak the Corn of Truth: He 
uſed many other Reaſons and Arguments. ſo that 
King began to aſſume his Power and look more nar- 
rowly into their Covetouſneſs, Pride, and the Op- 


preſſions tkey laid on ſech as their Juriſdiction exten- 


ded over 11 F cmporalities3 wherein he abridged and 
Cut them ſhort, which made them gretvoully complain 
that the King hearkened to Perſons evilly affected to 
the Church; and the Pope having notice, who had 
adviſed the King, ſent many Threats and Menaces of 
what Miſchief he would do in England, 11 he did nor 
put him our of his PForeceion 5 which he had no ſooner 
done, but the Clergy, lixe 10 many Harptes, grievoully 
Perſccvred hi IM, ti; } they made him Abjure the Land; 

but this being Con trary to the Kings picaſure, he _ 
afterward rec2ed, ard. had leave to live a private 
Lite. 
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Life. However the King neglected to pay the Tribute 
called Peter-Pence to Kome, and Garriſfoned his Towns 
in Normandy very ſtrongly, beating out the encroach- 
ing Frexch, and Enlarging his Boxders, tho? his Sons 
proved itil] troubleſom to him, in under-hand ang. 


* with the French, and ſome diſcontented Normans an 


Engliſh; However he ſurmounted all Difficulties, till 
in Normandy he fell Sick, of a Feaver and Dycd at Chi- 
non, on the Sixth of July, Anno Dom, 1189, when he 
had Reigned 34 Years, 8 Months, and 11 Days. He 
was Eldelt Son to Geoffery Plantagenet, Earl of Anjou, 
Son to Foulk King of Jeruſalem, by Maud the Empreſs, 
Eldeſt Daughter to Henry the Firit. He began his 
Reign O@ober 25, Anno 1154; and Dying (as 1s ſaid) 
was Buried at Font- Ewverard 1n Normandy. 

He is accounted a Wiſe, Juſt, Learned and Valliang 
Prince ; and tho' he little burthened his Subjects with 
Taxes, conſidering the Wars he had, yet he left in his 
Treaſury 900200 Pounds in Coin and Plate, beſides 
Jewels and other things of great value, which furniſhed 
out his Son Richard for the Holy War. As for his fair 
Concubine, whom he entirely doted on, he cauſed her 
to be Buried at Godſtow, near Oxford, and on her ſtately 
Monument placed this Epitaph.

But theſe great Favours and Donations anſwered not 
the Kings expectations, for when he had ſhowered on

when need required it: It being a Policy of theirs to 
divert King Richard, (whom all Hiſtorians allow to be 
a Valiant and Warlike Prince) from Warring on 
France, in Reparation of the many Injuries his Subjects 
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in Nsrmandy had Suſtained by the Inroads they had 
frequently made. How ever, the King mildly reprov. 
ins his Brother, and ſhewing him his Ingratitude, to 
nurture ſuch Deſigns, alſo the Guilt and Danzer he 
would incur, he made many Excuſes and Proteſtations 
he had no ſuch Deſigns as had hcen ſuggeſted of him, 
and they were both his and the Elags Enemies who had

City Jeruſalem trom the Infidels; yer to raiſe Money 
he retaſed ro Lev y any Taxes on his Subjects, but Sold 
his Caltles of Zarwice and Roxborough to the King of 
Scots, tor 10000 Ponds; the Lordſhip and Ear 1dom 
of Durham tn FHlucn, then Biſhop of the See, for 16000 
Pounds , as ilſo Ht ONOurs, Lordſhips, Mannors, Privi- 
ledges, Koaltics and Crown-Lands upon other Grants 
and 
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and Tenurcs, to divers of his Subjedts tor mach Money ; 
{o that having, as he ſuppoſed, a ſufficient 'I rea{ure, he . 

repared things In a readineſs; but contrary to his 
expectation, it falling ſhort, he borrowed Suns of ſach 
as he had formerly Liberally beſtowed his Bounties on, 
proteſting that for the performing ſo great and Ho- 
nonrable a ſervice, he was not unwilling to Sell his City 
of Londen, 1f he could find any body of Ability to Pur- 
chaſe it, rather than by "Taxes he would Oppreſs his 
SUNJEcts. 

In this Undertaking, at the Inſtance and earneſt In- 
citemerit of the Pote, were alio Engaged Frederick the 
Emperer, Phi/ip the Second, Sirnamed Auguſtus, King 
of France, Leopoid Arch Duke of Auſiria, and many 0- 
ther Princes ; ſo that a gallant Army was prepared, 
and great ſtore of Treaſure. With theſe King Richard 
entered into an Acreement that their General Ren- 
dezvous ſhonld be in the Iſland of Sicily the following 
Spring, and That ſuch Wealth and Booty as God and good 
Fortune fboul:! put into their Poſſeſſion ſhould be equally di- 
vided between them and ther Forces; and thus every 
thing being in a readineſs, King Richard appointed 
pÞ/illtam Langchamy Biſhop of Ely, Regent, in his Ab- 
ſence; and+{o0n attcr, the better to Eſtabliſh the Bi- 
ſhops Authority among the Nobles, who little approv- 
ed him, the Pope appointed him his Legate in England ; 
and fo early 1n the Spring, the King with about 30000 
Men at Arms, with divers Nobles and Gentlemen, ſet 
Sall and ſafely arrived in the Port of Aeſſina in Stcily, 
whither the King of- France, and ſome other Princes 
whoſe Territories lay near, were got before him ;, and 
there they renewed their Reſolves not to Return till 


_ they had won Jeruſalem; but this fair Sunſhine held 


not long on the French Kings part, for his Army being 


exceeded by the Gallantry of the Englh, he _ 
; they 
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they would win from him the Glory of the Under. 
taking, which his Flatterers had told him would re. 
dound totally to his Honour, and the laſting Fame of 
the French Nation ; ſo that clouds of diſcontent ap. 
peared on his Brows, and in a little time he gave free 
Reins to the former Diſpleaſure, that had been huſhed, 
for that King Richard had rejected his Siſter, and Mar- 
ried the Daughter of the King of Navar; yet as well 
as he could he diſſembled his diſpleaſure, ſeeing the 
Eycs of all Chriſtendom were fixed on this Underta- 
king; and without the apparentloſs of his Honour, he 
could not preſently draw back when he was ſo far En- 
gaged ; and fo wayhing Anchor, they ſet forward 
with a fair Gale; but at length a Storm ariſing, the 
Engliſh Flect was ſeparated from the reſt, and driven 
on the Coaſt of the plcaſant Ifland of Cyprus, where 
ſome of his Ships putting in to Repair the Dammage 
they had received ar Sea, divers of their Marriners up- 
on Landing were Slain by the King of the Iſland's com- 
mand, who profeſſed himſelf a Chriſtian and well- 
wiſher to this Undertaking; this ſo much tranſported 
King Richard with a deſire of chaſtizing ſuch Inhofpi- 
tality and Outrage, that he Tack'd with his whole 
Fleet, Landed his Army on the Iſland, and ealily Ovyer- 
threw the King and took him Priſoner, carrying him 
along with him Manacled in Silver Chaines to Syria ; 
and having ſecured the iland to his Intereſt, by leaving 
a Governour and Gariſons in the {trong Forts, he Sail- 
ed to Ptolomatrs, which place he had News the Chriſtians 
had Beſieged, and there was Joyfully received by many 
of the Princes in Leagre; and having a day or two 
refreſhed and comforted his Forces, it was agreed that 
a general Aſſault ſhould be given at the places where 
the Battering Rams and other forcible Engins had 
made Breaches in the Walls ; wich was ſo hotly m

ried on, that all their Out-works were won in a few 
Hours 3 Whereupon the Garifon, not expecting pre- 
nt Relief, and fearing to be put to the Sword, if the 
Town was taken by Storm, Surrendered upon Condi- 
tion they might ſafely depart thence : This was agreed 
co upon their leaving 5000 Hoſtages till a great Sum 
of Money ſhould be Paid, and that Saladine the Turkiſh 
Sultan, ſhould deliver up ſuch Priſoners as he had taken 
being Chriſtians ; and ſo about 50000 Marched out, 
many of them almoſt Starved, the Famine having been 
extream among, them. 

No ſooner they had vacated the City, but the Duke 
of Auſtria's Standardbearer haſted to plant his Maſters 
Colours on the Battelment, as if by the ſole Valour of 
the Auſtrian Arms the Place had been Taken; which in- 
deed had the leaſt fhare in the Danger : This ſo high- 
ly diſpleaſcd King Richard, that not ſtaying to Com- 
mand any other to do it, he ftept on the Wall, and 
plucking down thoſe Proud Colours, trampled them 
under his Feet : This put the Duke into a great chafe, 
which made him afterward Confederate with Lewis 
the Second, to hinder the progreſs of Afairs in the 
Holy Land, that King Richard might not carry from 
them the Glory: Yet he little regarded their Anger, 
but purſuing this ſucceſs, gave Saladine Battel not far 
trom this City, and Overthrew him with incredible 
Slaughter, having the execution of the Enemy for 
many Miles, ſo that the Fields and Lanes were covered 
with their dead Bodies; and thereupon he Marched 
his Army towards Jeruſalem, being choſen General by 
the Knights Templars and moſt of the Princes. But in 
the midelt of theſe great Deligns, Mallice thruſt in to 
hinder the progreſs of the Chriſtian Arms, as to what 
was Intended to be done, for the Diſcontents of Lewis

Impriſcament, the King was ſet at Liberty ; of which

After this, as the King was at Dinner, in his Palace 
of Heftminjier, News came to him that the French had 
Beſiegcd Nerville in Normandy, upon which, in a great 
paſſion he Swore He would never turn bis back till he had 


got thither with his Army ;, and to fave his Oath, a place 


by order was immediatly broken in the Wall through 
which he palled,the breach heing left open above a hun- 
dred Years afterward, in Remembrance of it ; and his 
Arrival fo terrified the French, That they no ſooner 
heard of his Landing, bur they raiſed the Siege: Yet 
purſuing this Advantage, he gave a mighty Army of 
them Battel near Gyſors, ſlaying great numbers, and 
putring the reſt to Flight, he not having half their num- 
her: Whereupon ſaid he, Not we, but Dieu Et Mondroit, 
that is, God and our Right, hath obtamed this ViGovy. 
After which, the Kings of England made it their Motto 
under their Arms; and fo he proſecuting this Victory 

took many Towns. But in the mideſt of his Succeſs, 
Pope Innocent the "Third Interceding, a Peace was cone 
cluded between the two Crowns; but it held not long, 
for the French giving new provocations, he paſſed the 
Seas again with a powerful Army, when cloſely Be- 
ſieging the Caſtle of Challoas near to Lymors, as he took 
a private view, he was deſcried and known by a com- 
mon Soldier, who Shooting at him with a ſquare im- 
poiſoned Arrow out of a Steel Bow, grievouſly Woun» 
ded him in the Arm; yet he took the Caſtle by Storm, 
and cauſed all he found therein to be Slain, except the 
Perſon who wounded him, who being brought before 
him, and demanded how be durſt ſhoot a Poiſoned Arrow 
at the King * The Fellow (who expetted he was re- 
ſerved for Death by Cruel Torments) ſeemed not at 
21] daunted, but boldly reply'd, That in the War he had 
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I: bis Father and his Brother, and was exceeding glad 
Fortune bad ſo well aſſiſted him, 1m Revenging their Deaths, 
Upon this relolyte Anſwer, the King (much contrary 
to the expectation not only 'of the Priſoner, but all the 
relt) freely Pardoned ie. and cauſed him to be led 
out of the Army, to avoid the violence of the Soldiers 
towards a Perſon who had Slain their King; for in- 
deed he Dyed within three days afcer, viz. the 6th of 
April Anno Dome.. 1199. 

This King Richard began his Rexgn Anno Dom. 1 1 8, 
and Reigned 9 Years and 9 Months, Dying in the 42 
Year of his Age, and was Buried at Font-Evcrard in 
Normandy, at his Fathers Feer, as himſelf had Cirected, 
He-was, for his {urpaſling Valour, called Cur de Leon, 
Or-1, ions- Heart, Fearing no danger, where the attempt 
was Honovr zble. .

This County was the Antient Northumbrian Kingdom 
of the Saxons, and ſuffered much by lying ſo near the bor- 
ders of Scotland ; "eſpecially when the Scots utterly deſtroy'd 
the Pitiſh Kingdom, that had for ſome time ſcreened thent 
from the Incroachment of that Northern Nation. At 4 
Place called Otterburn, a great Battle was Fought between 
the Engliſh and Scots. 

Alnwick ts of note for the mighty ViGories the Engliſh 
gained over the Scots, and being the uſual Seat of the Nor- 
thumbrian Kings ; and lately of many of the Noble Earls of 
Northumberland.

| Arthur, with divers of the French Nobility, taken Pri- 
ſoners, and: ſent to the Caſtle of Roan; where, as It was | 
| given out, leaping trom the Walls to make lus Eſcape, | 
he leaped: ſhoyt;. fell into 'the Moat, and there was 
Drowned: - :;/Fho' Hiſtorians who have made Remarks 
What a few Steps there are between the Priſons and Graves 
of Princes, tho” they do not charge the King with the 
knowledg of it, are apt.to conjecture that. this Prince 
came to be Drowned ,by: other means than his own 
attempt. - And indeed the King had all his Lite after- 
ward a very troubleſome and turbulent Reign. For 
now the Prince was Dead, the French Kmg began ta 
pull off his Vizor, laying' claim to Normandy in his 
own Right, and poured -1n-;ſuch a number of Forces; 
that King Jobn's Treaſure being ſpent, he could not 
Levy in any reaſonabletime.Soldiers ſufficient to oppoſe 
their torrent ; ſo that wining many Towns and Caſtles, 
the whole Dntchy (to prevent the Ruin and Deſola- 
tion threatened it) Subjetted-1t-ſelt to the French King, 
after it had been disbranched from France about 319 
Years. And /that the King ſhould nor be at leaſure to 
Regain. it, the French Xing underhand found him work 
at home, by making Pope Innocent the Third his Enemy. 
For about. this time, JL 

Hubert-Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, Dying, the _ 
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of the Order of St. Auguſtin met in the Cathedry 
Church about Midnight without the Kings knowledy 
or Licenſe, and choſe one Reynold, a Brother of their 
own, to Succeed in the Archiepiſcopal'See, taking of 
him an Oath to travel to Rome, and procure "his Inveſ. 
titure and receive the Pall from the Pope. 

The Eing hearing of theſe unwarantanle Proceed. 
ings, was mach diſpleaſed ; which fo afirighted the 
Monks, that to regain his Favour they proceeded to a 
ſecond Eletion, and choſe Fohn Grey, a Perſon whom 
the King had nominated to them, who was then Biſhop 
of Norwich : and fo the Kings Anger being appeaſcd, he 
ſent Amhalſidors with his Letters to the Pope, to En- 
treat him to Ratify the ſecond Choice But in the 
mean time a new Schiſm or Fa&tion appeared; tor the 
Suffragan (becanſe he was not made acquainted, nor an 
Ar in cither of the ſaid two Elections) made ſuitto 
the Pope to diſplace them both.) But he, imitating the 
proud Example of many of his Predeceſſors, who covet- 
ed to ſwim againſt the ſtream, and ſeldom or never 

ranted any Kings requelt, leaſt in ſome ſort they 
ſhould be thought to be yeilding, neglected both their 
ſuits. and confirmed Raynold who was firſt choſen ; But 
the King growing angry hereat, the Monks to pleaſe 
him, rather out of fear than complacency, refuſed to 
recelve into their Quire, or own the Arch Biſhop the 
Pope had Confirmed, tho” he was of their own chuſing ; 
giving this Reaſon tor i It, 2iz, "That it was done Clan- 
deſtinly, and at an unſeaſonable Time, for as much as 
the choice was made in the Night, when as it ſhould 
have been done in the open Day; and fothey concluded 
it void, and 1n it ſelf a Nulity, yet remained good, till 
by Judicial Proceedings, and a Sentence, it were pro- 
nounced void; ſo that this matter was Controverted 
at Rome, where the Pope made ſpecious ſhews and pre- 
tences 
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rences of accomodating the matter to heal the Schiſme, 
{ that it ſhould be to the ſatisfaction of the King and 
Monks ; but his aim was otherwiſe, for he deſigned to 

refer. a creature of | his own, viz, Stephen Langton, 
2 Man that would always move by his dictates, having 
before been made Cardinal of Chriſogone, and privatly 
he Wrote to the Monks-to Chooſe him; yet not ſo 
cunningly but the King had Notice of it, and ſtrialy 
charged them not to proceed to any other EleQion 
but the Popes Threats and Promiſes of Rewards, diſ- 
penſed with their Obedience to the Kings Commands, 
{o that they did Elect him their Arch Biſhop. 

This ſo exaſperated the King, that he commanded, 
on ſevere Penalties, no Appeals ſhould be made to 
Rome, and that from thence forth he would take a ftrict 
account of ſuch of his Subjects that for any matter of 
Right or Juſtice ſhould go to Rome to require it, ſeeing 
he had Prelates, Noblemen, and Judges ſufticient to de- 
termine any Controverſies within his Kingdom, that 
ſhould ariſe, either in Church or Common-IWeal; and 
added, That he would rather expoſe himſclt tro Ten 
Thouſand Deaths, than baſely (as he was required ) 
make himſelf and his Kingdom Servil to the Popes In- 


Jolency and Peremptory Commands. But on the other 


{ide, the Pope threatened what he would do it he was 
not Obey'd in the Election of Langton, and the calling 
home ſuch Monks as had Fled through fear of the Kings 
diſpleaſure, on this laſt EleCtion ; and becauſe this was 
not ſpeedily done, he ſent his Apoſtolical Command to 
the Prelates of London, Ely, Worceſter, @c. to Interdi& 
the Kingdom, if the King continued in his obſtinacy 
(as he termed it.) This Commiſſion was put in Execu- 
tion, and the Church-Doors were ſhut up for ſeveral 
Years: Some Authors ſay Six ; there being neither 
Prayers, Sermons, Chriſtenings, nor Service ar the 4s 
nera

nerals of the Nead, ſaid or performed piblickly _ 
that time; ſo that. the People diſtingutſhed not the 
Sabbath from other days, but followed their Work and 
Sports on it, living More like '/nfidels than Chriſtians; 
ſuch power over the Minds of beſotted Men, had the 
Popes Uſurpation in thoſe dark and 1znorant Times, 
For this Aﬀront the King Baniſhed divers Biſhops 
and others of the Clergy, whom he found moſt forward 
in complying with the Popes Intereſt, ſeizing on their 
Tempor alities, reſolving to rake rhe like courſe with 
all ſuch as conſented to receive Promotions, Inveſti. 
tures, or Eccleſiaſtical Degrees from the Pope Or new 


| Arch Biſhop; or that went to Rome upon any occaſion 


withour his Licenſe, or did attempr to put in Execution 
any Command from the Pope within his Kingdom. 

The Pope no ſooner heard of this, but reſolving not 
to cool on it, he ſent into England two Legates, viz, 
Panaulph ard Durant, to perſwade the King to be Re- 
conciled to Langton, and the other Biſhops and Clergy 
that were under his Diſpleaſure in England, or in 
Baniſhment, to reſtore them to their Lands, Places, and 
Goods; that a good underſtanding might be renewed 
between the Pepe and him. 

This did bur little pleaſe the King; yet howerer, 
fearing to be Accurſed, and Embroyl himſelt in new 
Troubles (for in thoſe days the Popes Leaden Sword 
did more miſchief in Kingdoms than many of Stect, 
People being for rhe moſt part infatuated to believe 
what he did he did by the immediate Wil and Com- 
mand of God, whoſe Vicegerent he aſſumed to himſelf 
to be) He promiſed to perform all, but allowing the 
Election of Cardinal Lanoton  protetting that if another 
might be choſen he would yet prefer him to ſome other 
Biſhoprick ; but the lmperious Legares, inſtead of gra- 
tifying the Kings Requelt, pronounced the Popes Cue 
NCT 
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| Arch and Grand Enemy of the Church of God. . 
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not only againſt the King, bnt all Perſons who ſhould 
do'him Service, or give him Attendance, or ſupply him 
with things Neceffary, Abſolving his" Subjects from 
their Allegiance, Duties, and Oaths, requiring all Chri- 
as upon the 


'The Pope alſo publiſhed and pronounced againft him 
Sentence of Deprivation, and gave his Crown and his 
Kingdom to- Philip the French King, it by any ſecret 
Plot of open Violence and Hoſtility he could Expel or 
Mnrther him.” wo wo | 

Theſe were the Fruits of this (pretended Holy) un- 
Holy Father, The Popes Religion 'and Government; 
2:14 this Uſurping Arrogance was a badg of his unſuf- 
ferable Pride, in that he preſumed to-do what no Earth- 
ly Creature, can do, nor what a Chriſtian ovght to at- 
tempt to do againſt a Prince, who 1s Gods Gro ys 
and againſt ſuch a one as the Almighty has placed in 
his Kingdom to Govern and Rule his People. * 

Yet this Fulmination did not much ſtartle King John; 
and being determined to know the minds of his People, - 
how they ſtood affected to him after this thatter, he 
took a ſollemn Oath of them for the defence of his 
Perſon, and the performance of faithful Service to hirh 
and thenraiſing an Army, he went to Scotland, becauſe 
that King (encouraged by the Pope) was praQiicing a- 
gainſt him, ſheltering ſuch as had taken part with the 
Pope and fled out © Pngland: But Ring Alexander 
the Second” perceiving that Fire and Sword began to 
devour apace in his Country, he with much "Humility 
ſent to King John to deſire him to ſpare his People and 
their Subſtance, and what in reaſon he required he 
would accord to, and a Peace was made ſhortly between 
tnem, he conſenting to Baniſh all the Kings Enemies 
out of his Country. © © | "7, 
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This much diſappointed Plate of France, who wx 
preparing to Invade England, and had to that end pro. 
vided a gallant Army; but by the Wiſdom, Valor 
and Circumſpection of King John, and the Providence 


_ of God, 300 of his Ships Laden with Corn and other 


Proviſions and Neceſſaries for the Invaſion, were Sur. 
prized by our Ships, which great PR Reent, put 
an end at that time to the Deſign, and fruſtrated his 


vain hope. But after al] this, the King finding fo many | 


Efforts and Treacheries againlt him, that dil! paring to 
weather every one of them, and pittying the (ufferingg 
of his People under theſe diltrations, he ſuddainly, 
without the Advice of . his Nobles, or of his Privy 
Council, degenerating from his former daring and 


boldneſs of Spirit, fel} on his Knees before the Legate, 


acknowledging his Diſobedience, craving of him the 
Popes Pardon, reſigning (with his Crown) the poſſeſſion 
of his Kingdom to the Sce of Rome ; which Crown the 
proud Prelate took, and to put him into ſome pain in 
conſidering whether he ſhould ever have it reſtored 
again, kept it Four Days, and then returned it to the 
uſe of him and his Heirs, reſerving 1006 Marks Yearly, 
by way of Tribute to the Sce of Rome; which was the 
main thing the Pope had aimed at, and for which he 
had all the while made fuch a prodigious noiſe and 
buſtle. 

Bur this low and Un-Prince-likeSubmiſſion to a paltry 
Prieſt, threw him into another-miichief, which was the 


contempt and diſlike ot his Nobles; 1ſo that for the 


moſt part they Revolted trom him, and entered upon a 
cruel and *unnatural War, which went very near to 
have enſlaved | this flouriſhing Ifland once more to 
Strangers ; for the ng; finding they were too 
weak to oppoſe the King, they leaned on Philip of 
Frrnce, propoſing, it he would aſſiſt them with on 
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of ENGLAND. 84 
Forces and Money, they would ſoon Depoſe King > 


Jobn, and place the Crown upon the Head of Lewis, Son 


ro Philip: This News fired the Young Ambitioiis 
French Prince, who had alſo ſomething of a Martial 
Spirit, that he never left urging his Father, till he had 
farniſhed him out with an Army. But the Pope having 
now cloſed with King Jobn, on his complaining of this 
to him, he ſent his ſtrict command under many Threats, 


| to the French Keng not to ſuffer his Son to paſs the Seas, 


or in the leaſt to moleſt a Kingdom under the Pro- 
teftion of the Holy See ; tho” as you have heard, a little 
before himſelf had given it to them. But Popes uſually 
blow hot or cold, as their Intereſt Ebbs or Flows; and 
therefore it was no wonder he ſhould {ſo ſoon change 
his ſide. But Philip refuſed to Obey his Mandate, re- 
turning Anſwer, That no King without the conſent of his 
Nobles, Prelates, and Common People, can Subjed# his 
Kingdom to the See of Rome, or put it under its Protettton ;, 
it bemg Committed to them by God, and conſequently this 
Kingdom was not holden of the See of Rome, nor ought to 

be Defended or ProtedFed by ber. 'M 
This Aoſwer ſomewhat ſtartled the Pope, yet uſing, 
his old way, he ſent Guallo his Legate, Cardinal of Sr. 
Martins, to Curſe Philip and Lewts his Son, and ſuch of 
the Engliſh Nobility as took part with them, as alſo 
all their other Adherents and Accomplices 3 and tho? 
the wiſer ſort little minded this, yet the ordinary de- 
grees of Soldiers, whoſe Devotion more directly de- 
pended on Fear, than Knowledge, or Judgmenr, to 
apprehend any danger that could enſue from ſuch 
threats, were ſo amazed and daunted, that they left 
their Leaders in the Field, and returned home to their 
Wives and Children, &c. And the Raſcally fort in 
England, hearing divers Noblemen were under this: 
Curſe, entered into their Houfes, Fields and Parks, 
T Robbing, 
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Robbing, Spoiling, and bearing away whatever they 


- could find of value, being {6 tar from doubring or dif. 


puting with their own Conſciences whether they dig 
well in it or not, that ({uch was the blindneſs of thoſ 
Times) they ſuppoſcd their {o doing tended: to the 
Glory of God Almighty, and that their .Rapin ang 
Violence was well plcating 'in his Sight; yet thi; | 
haſtened many of the Lords;who had little lett ro ſyb. 
{iſt on, to ſubmit to the King, and proſtrate ar his Feet 


confeſs their undntiful Revolt, and crave his Pardog, 


Upon this they were received into Favour, with pen- 
tle reproofs for their former failures, and were teſtor- 
ed to their Eſtates and Honours; fo that the Diſor. 
ders that had happencd were by. this means ſettled, 
and a Peace for a time enſued, to the great retreſhing 
of a Nation wearted out with Inteſtine, Broyls. 

The Pope intending to make his Proceedings with 
King John a Preſident to other Princes, Aſſembled a 
General Council at La'eruz, where he cauſod to be 
pvbliſhed, at large, the Aflignment of the Kingdom of 
Englan1 to the Sec of Rome; and there Otho' the Em- 
perour, Pcter Ring of Arragon, Raymond Earl of T inlouſe, 
were Excomunicartcd, tor no other material reaſon, 
than nor ſubmitting themſelves and Principalities to 
the Popes Pride and Infolency, to be diſpoſed of at his 
pleafure: Alſo the Empire, Kingdom, and Principa- 
lity appertaining to then, were Interditted, on preten- 


ded Herelie. In this Council Auricular Confe/ſton and 


Tranſubſtantiatioa were Decreed, the Cup taken from 
the Laity in the Communion, &'c. And it was made no 
leſs than Erernal Damnation to ſuch as ſhould ſpeak 
evil of the Pope; and that they who were guilty of it, 
ſhould immediarly when they Dyed d-icend into Hell, 


without being admitted by the way to call in at Purga- 


cory, t9 take leave of any of their Acquaintance :; And} 
that 
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that no Man ſhould preſume to take on him the Impe- 


rial Diadem, £111 he was Sworn the Popes Vaſſal, paid 
him Homage, and received that Crown at his Hands, 
But theſe Princes deſpiſed him and his idle Menaces z 
yet he ſecretly wrought them many Troubles, and put 
their Subjeas into Rebellion ; but in time the Stornx 
blew over, with the end of his reſtleſs Life. 

During theſe ſtirs, the 1ri/b fell into Rebellion, but 
were ſoon Quieted on the Kings going over; for at: 
Dublin he was met by Twenty of their petty Kings, 
who ſubmitted, and promiſed him their future Obe- 
dience. And one Gualter Maxes Arch Deacon of Ox- 
ford, Preached againſt the Pride of the Pope, and wrote 
a Book, Entituled, The Revelation of the Romiſh Goliah 
for which the Biſhops greatly Perſecuted him. And 
the Clergy not being heartily reconciled to the King, 
becauſe he had controuled them in many things, as he 
was in his Progreſs to ſettle the Kingdom, fo long dif- 
quieted and out of order, Dining at Swinſtead- Abby, 
not far from Lincoln, one Simon, a Villanous Monk, who 
ſerved at the Table, being of the Order of St. Bernard, 
Poiſored him, by delivering into his hand a Bowl of 
Intoxicated Wine, and Poiſoned himſelf alſo for com= 
pany; the King compelling him, (upon ſuſpecting (by 
a ſuddain pain in his Stomach) ſome Treachery) to 
Prink part ofit: Too eaſy a Death for ſuch a Mon- 
ſter in wickedneſs; who conſidered not that Kings are 
God's Anointed, and that the Afﬀront is put upon 
Heaven when they are Injured, 

Thus fell King Fobn, after a troubleſom Reign for 
the moſt part, when he had Reigned 17 Years, 6 


| Months, and 13 Days. He Dyed on the 19th of October 


Anno Dom. 1216. and was Buricd at Wincheſter. 
To palliate this execrable Murther, it was given out 
Fhat he ſhould fay, holding a Halfpeny Loaf in bis hand, 
HS Thas 
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That if he lived a Twelve-month, he would make it at thy 
Rate of Twelve Pence; and that he ſhould have Ridi- 

culed the Maſs, when the Pope had Accurſed him, pon 
cuming to the Quarry of a Buck that was Slain in Hun. 
ting, viz. Sec how fair and fat this Buck 1s, that neyer 
beard Maſs in all its Life : That when he was vexed with 
the Rebellious Bar ons, he ſhould ſend to Mira Mala, a 
prevaling King in Africa, for Aſſiſtance ; promiſing 
him to turn Mabometan, and hold. his Kingdom Tri 
butary of him, if by his help he prevailed over his Ene- 
mies. But theſe ſeem to be Monkiſh Stories, raiſed to 
poiſon his Fame as well as Body, and are Rejected by 
Authentic Hiſtorians. 

In the Ninth Year of his Reign, by a New Charter, 


he enabled the Citizens of London, for their g00d Ser- 


vice done him.,to make their Annual Choice of a Mayor 


and two Sherifs, for the better Government of the 
City. 
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In his Reign Lendon- Bridge was Built with Stone- | 
Arches, as {till it remains, being before only of Tim- Þ 


ber ; and a dreadful Fire happening on it, taking both 
Ends, by the vehemency of the Wind carrying the 
Flame in ſheets from the one to the other, the People Þ 
that came to Quench it were caught in the middle of the 
danger, and Boats coming. to receive them by Water, 
they thronged in a hurry io fait into them, that divers 
Sunk ; 
pured to periſh. 

In his time two terrible Blazing

Remarks on Drfo2dſhire, &c. 


()Xfordthire abounds 1m rich Paſtures, fore of Cattle, 

Corn, Fruits, Fiſh, Fowle, Coneys, Hares, Deer, and 
other things, to render t Pleaſant and Acceptable; being a 
pleaſant Inland County, bounded with Gloceſterſhire, 
Warwickſhire, Northamptonſhire, Buckinghamſhire 
and Barkſhire; J[t contains one City, which ss a Biſhops 
See, andinits 14 Hundreds has 280 Pariſhes, 12 7Aarket 
Towns, and 5 Rivers: Ilis, which. gives an additional 
name to the 'T hames, into which it falls, is very much Celi- 
brated in Antient Story. It ſends Members to Parliament 
9, viz. Oxford City 2, the Univerſity 2, Banbury 1, 
New Woodſtock 2, and 2 Knights of the Shire, 

The Antient City of Oxford, is renowned for many re- 
markable things, as being the Place of Meeting of divers 
Pariiaments, and holding eu; many Sieges. Here Maud 
the Empreſs was Beſieged by King Stephen, and all in 
White got by Night over the Thames on the Ice. This 
Place King Charles the Firſt made his chief Head- Quarters, 
| during the Civil War, till it was taken by Sr, Thomas 
| Farfaix, King Richard the Firſt was Born here. Its Chur- 
hes are 13, beſides the Cathedral, moſs of them very Stately, 
l: is Watered almoſt round, and is ſupplyed within the City 
by many Conduit, on one of which is the Figure of a Queen, 
Kidig 0n an Ox, in Braſs. But the greateſt Ornament 
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of Ox'ord is its being a Univerſity, and for the ftatelineſ, 
of its Colledzes, their Liberal Endowments, and the Numher 
of Scholers contained in them, it 1s not (except by its Siſter 
Cambridge) to be parallelled in the whole Chriſtian World. 
Of the Number of its Colledges, the time of their Foundation, 
and their Founders, take the following Account. 

An Account of the Colledges in Oxford. 

1, Univerlity Colledge, was founded by King Alfred, 
Anno 872, for 12. Fellows, beſides other Students. 

2. Baliol Colledge was founded Anno 1262. by John 
Baliol aud Devorgilla his Wife, Parents of John Baliol 
King of Scots, for 12. Fellows, &C. 

3. Merton Colledge was founded Anno 1 274. by Wal. 
ter de Merton Lord High Chancellour of England and 
Biſhop of Rocheſter. This has 1 9 Fellows, 1 4 Scholars, &c, 

4. Exeter Colledge was founded Anno 1216, by Wal- 
ter Stapleton, Brſhop of Exeter, for 23. Fellows, &Cc. 

5- Oriel Colledge was founded Anno 1337. by King 
Edward 1I, for 1 8. Fellows, 12 Scholars, &c. 

6, Queens Colledge was founded Anno 1 340. by Ro- 
bert Faglesfield B. D. for 15 Fellows, beſides other Stu- 
dents of the Found ation. | 

7. New Colledge was ſounded Anno 1 375. by William 
of Wickham, Biſhop of Wincheſter and Lord High Chan-

| After the untimely Death of King Joby, Henry his 


Eldeſt Son being but Nine Years of Age, was 
Crowned at Glouceſter in the preſence of Wallo the Popes 
Legate, and divers Nobles; and by reaſon of his Non- 
age, was put under the Gaurdianſhip of Pembrook, who 
was by the conſent of the Peers made Prote&or of the 
Realm during his Minority ; who prudently mannag- 
ed Affairs, adminiſtring the Laws and Juſtice upright- 
ly to the People : Yet long he had not been Crowned, 
before Philip the French King, thinking to take advan- 
tage of this change, dealt underhand with ſome diſ- 
contented Noblemen, and ſuppoſing by this means he 
nad made a ſtrong Party in England, Invaded the King- 
dom ; yet the Proteftor was not idle in his Charge, but 
Learned a conſiderable Army ; and though the Welſh, 
under ZieweBin their Prince, Rebelled, to favour the 
proceedings 
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procecdings of the French, he made head againſt them 
and-ſtopt their Ravages, before a ſuſficient Force could 
come to his Camp trom other parts, and flew many of 
them in ſeveral Skirmiſhes, tho" as yet they came tg 
no con!:derable Battel. | 

And now Pope Innocent being Dead, and Honoring 
ſeatcd 1n the Pontifical Chair taking part with King 


Henry,not only confirmed the power of his Predeceſſors | 


Apoltolical Legate in Enzland, but by him Curſed 
Prince Lewis who came over with the French Forces to 
take polleſſion of this Realm, and all his Adherents, 
Excommunicating and Depriving them of all the Pri- 
viledges of Chriilians; which puta ſtop to their car- 
reer: So that Lewis made ſhew as 1t he only waited 
fora fir opportunity to depart, yet in the mean time 
King Philip his Father, with great care and coſt, pre- 
pared Reinforcements, and Shiped them for England: 
But Hugh d Burg, Maſter of the Cinque Ports, Manned 
out a Flcet, upon notice they were putting to Sea; and 
after a ſharp Engagement, Sunk, Burnt, and Took the 
greateſt part of the Enemys Ships, which conſiſted of 
150 Sail. This Exploit got him a good eſteem among 
the People, which he after loſt by his Covetouſnels, as 
will appear, and much daunted the French that were 
already in England, making Prince Lewts 1ntreat the 
Popes Legate ro Abſolve him; and for ſo much Money 
as wonlddefray the charges of his Return, he promiſed 
to deliver up all the Caſtles and Places he had in hls 
ſeſſion ; which being done and agreed to, he Sailed 
or France, and left his Friends in England to ſhift for 
themſelves; many of which were forced into Baniſh- 
ment, and {ome of the more forward taken and Exe- 

cuted, but the greater Number Pardoned.

Twelve Peers. giving them abſolute Power and Autho- 
rity to Maintain and Support thoſe Laws; of whom 
the Earls of Leiceſter and -Glouceſter were chief; and for 
this they had their Pattent, and took a ſolemn Oath, 
which was Sealed and Ratified by the King, although 
he did it nnwillingly ; ſo that the Parliament being 
ended, the Commiſſioners began by ſtrict Execution to 
give Lite unto thoſe Laws and Ordinances, thruſting 
out of their Places and Offices many of the Kings Me- 
nial Servants, and Attendants, placing others in their 
ſtezd,which very much troubled him; for by theſe pro- 
ceedings he perceived thole that waited on his Perſon, 
were rather to be] ruſted by others than by hunſelt; 
and that. he ſhould be furtheſt from chuſing thoſe that 


| were to benearelt to him; this made him grow Me- 


lancholy, and vex himſelt exceedingly; yet thinking 
to mend what he ſuppoſed amiſs, he called another 


| Parliament, which contrary to his expeQation Ratified 


and Confirmed more ſtrongly all that the former had 
done, tho” he at the opening of the Seflions had com- 
plained of the hard Uſage he had received from the 
Twelve Peers; and by the Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, 
and Nine other Biſhops of the Kingdom, a ſolemn 
Curſe was denounced againſt all ſuch as either by Di- 
rection, Council, Arms, or otherwiſe, withſtood or 
hindered the Execution of thoſe Laws, or the Autho- 
rity of the Twelve Peers. This made the King more 
Melancholy than before; when, to divert himſelf he 
Salled to France, and had an Enterview with King 
£45, Who highly welcomed him, Lodged him in his 
own Palace, Feaſted him, and uſed him with all Gen- 
tleneſs, Curtelie, and Honour; proteſting in his Par- 
lament of Eſtates, That he was much diſſatisfied in his 
Conſcience for detaining from King Henry his Dutchy 
of Normandy and ſuch other Territories in France as 
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in Right he ought to Enjoy ; and on the otherhany 
King Henry intending to conclude an 1nviolable Peagy 
freely ſurrendered to him Normandy, Anjou, PoiGiny 
and Mayn, and in the ſame Parliament with grex 
Solemnity and Honour, he received them again to hin. 
ſelf and his Heirs. | 
Whilſt things thus proceeded in France, a Quarrg 
happened between Prince Edward the Kings Son, an 
the Duke of Gloceſter, about the Laws being put to 
ſeverely in Execution ; which made the King haſte 
home, to prevent the Danger or Miſchief that might 
happen thereby, and with ſome difficulty he reconciled 


them; and hoping to remove the curb the Peers had 


laid on him, with much Expence, he procured Bulls of 
Pope Alexander the Third, by virtue of which himſelf 
and all others who had Sworn to maintain thoſe ney 
Laws and Ordinances, and to ſupport the proceedings 
of the Peers and their Authority, were freely Abſol- 
ved from their Oaths; yet they took no notice of it, 
but proceeded to diſplace ſuch Judges, Juſtices, and 
Sheriffs, as the King had appointed, for not following 
their Orders, and put ſuch 1 their Places and Offices s 
they thought fit : So that the King being no longer 
able to endure theſe Indigniries, cauſed the Popes Bulls 
to be Read and Proclaimed in the chief Towns and 
Cities of England and Wales, ſtraightly Commanding 
all Perſons, of what Eſtate, Condition or Degree 0- 
ever, That from thence forth did by Word or Decd 
Support or Maintain the ſaid Laws and Ordinances, 
or the Authority of the Twelve Peers, that they ſhould 
be committed to Priſon, and not delivered thence 
without the Kings conſent: And hereupon he Swore 
the Londoners from twelve Years Old, and upwards, t0 
be True and Faithful to him, and to be Aiding to jun 


and his Heirs againit all Oppoiers. -In the mean m_ 
the 
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the Barons met, and entered into a Reſolution among 
themſelves, rather to loſe their Lives than decline the 
upholding the Laws; and fancying the King had ſome 
deſperate deſign upon them, their Jealouſie ſo encreaſedy 
that retiring to the Marches of Wales, they raiſed a 
ſtrong Army, and furniſhed it with all things neceſſary 
for the War they intended; yet pretended to abſtain 
from any Hoſtility or Violence, unleſs the King com- 

led them to 1t. Then they ſent their Letters in a 


| moſt ſubmiſlive and humble manner to the King, pro= 


teſting their Duty, Service,and true Allegiance to him

| God, for the health of his own Soul, and for the wel- 
| fareand happineſs of his People and Kingdom, utterly 


to dehe (except his Queen and Children) all ſuch as 
Councelled him, or did themſelves intend to ſuppreſs 
the Laws and Ordmances eſtabliſhed in the Parliament 


| at Oxford, or the Authority and Power, which fer the 


advantage of the common good, was Granted to the 
Twelve Peers. But the King diſpleaſed at theſe Let- 


| ters, returned not any Anſwer ; which made them diſ- 


play their Banners, and march towards London; and 
as they paſled by the Houſes of ſuch as favoured the 
Kings proceedings, on the account of the Popes Bulls, 
they Plundered and Spoiled them, and laid many in 
Ruins by Fire, Proclaiming ſuch Perſons Enemies to the 
King and Government. 

Approaching London, they ſent their Letters to the 
Mayor and Citizens, to know whether they were re- 
ſolved to ſupport the Laws and Ordinances or not, and 
the Authority of the Twelve Peers; proteſting before 


| God, that themſelves meant nor, nor intended any 0- 


ther thing; and if they were found defective in any 
point, a ſpeedy Reformation ſhould be made. 

Theſe Letters were no ſooner received and _ 
u vs 
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but they were ſent to the King, who demanded of the 
Mayor and Citizens whether they would ſupport thoſe 
Laws and the Twelve Peers, or renounce them ; but 
fearing their Pluader when ſuch an Army was at their 
Gates, they A{ſcmbled in Common-Hall, and agreed tg 
ſend the King Anſwer, That they would ſtand by the 
Laws and Peers, tho' a little before they had Sworn to 
the King: to tand by him againſt all oppolers. "This | 
greatly diſpleaſed the King ; bur they ſetting light by YN 
his Anger, received the Barons with their Army into 
the City, with many expreſſions of Joy ; and from hence 
they Marched to Windſor Caſtle, and diſplaced all Stran- 
vers, rifling them of what they had gotten by their 
Places and Offices, eſpecially ſuch as the Prince had put 
into Truſt; this yet more offended the King : Et 
his Privy Council laboured to pacitfy him, by ſending 
to the Barons to reſtore the Goods taken trom the 
Aliens, and telling him that from thenceforth none 
but himſelf ſhould place Perſons in 'Iruſt ; but to 
neither of theſe the Barons would accord ; but at laſt 
concluded to put the deſcition of the Controverhie to 
Lewis the French King, and inviolably ſtand to us 
Award; and King Henry agreeing to it, Peace for a 
time enſued; and the Swords on both {ides were 
Sacathed ; and the matter Stated on either part being 
controverted before the French King, it was by him 
Decreed, That 3!l the ſaid Ordinances and Laws ſhould be 
Annibilated, and from thenceforth no Aut bority or Power 
ſhould be left in the Twelve Peers. But this Sentence was 
ſo diſtaſteful to the Barons, that they publickly accuſed

Summoned to do Homage for the Principality he helg 
But he taking diſguſt, becauſe Elhanor Daughter tothe 
deceaſed Earl of Leiceſier was taken by the Engliſh on 
the Seas, as ſhe was coming from France in order ty 
Marry him, not only refuſed to come. but becauſe the 
Lady was detained from him, raiſed a conſiderable 
Army of Welfhmen, and Borderers, and fell into Re. 
bellion, entering England and doing great Miſchief 
But the King reſolving to make his firſt Expedition 
Terrible to that Languyhing Nation, raiſed ſuch ; 
Power as Llewellin tound himſelf in no capacity to op- 
poſe; wheretore leaving his Men, he came private 
to the King, and proſtrating himſelf begged Pardon; 
proteſting that his Love was ſo exceeding great to the 
Captive Lady, that nothing but the hopes of Redeem 


Ing her, and entering on thoſe Nuptials that had bez 


Agreed on at the Court of France, could have mat: 
him draw his Sword ; ſo that if ſhe might be givent 
his Arms, he would from thenceforth live 1n Peaceat 
Obedience, be always ready to uie his Sword at tit 
Service of King Edward againſt the French King, 0 
any other, when he ſhould Command it. 

King Edward upon this, conlidering his Governmett 
not to be very well ſettled, and that the French Kin 
much relied on the Diſturbances the Welſh could git 
when he deligoed any thing againſt England, free! 
conſented to what he demanded ; and upon Llewelin 
Swearing Fealty, the Lady was put into his poſleſio 
with many Rich Preſents beſtowed on her at herd 
parture by the Qucen and Court-Ladies ; and the Nu 
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tials were Solemnized to their mutual Satisfadtion, 
co0n after this King Edward, in Monumental Honour 
to his Queen, for the great 1.ove ſhe had ſhewed in 
Sucking his Envenomed Wound, .and accompanying 
him in the Holy Land, where ſhe endured many hard» 
ſhips, raiſed Croſles in the moſt Remarkable Crolſs- 
ways in England, with the Arms of Spain Quartered 
with thoſe of England, and the Queens Statue in Mar- 
hle on the moſt Remarkable of them ; and remember- 
ing the Treacherors Practices of the Jews againſt him 
Abroad, and their always taking part with the /nfidels 
againſt the Chriſtians, he Baniſhed them out of England, 
to the Number of 15009 Perſons, Confiſcating their 
Goods; by which means, and Fining corrupt Judges 
and Officers, hc repleniſhed his Treaſury with 236000 
Marks. And about this time Dr. Scotus, called Sublzlis, 
Preached againſt the Popes laying clatm to St. Peter's 
Keys, his abuſing the Epiſcopal Authority, as alſo that 
Tranſubſtantiation ( which wild Notion had been In- 
troduced not long before) was contradictory to Scrip- 
ture and common Reaſon; but the Popiſh Clergy ſoon 
Perſecuted him into ſilence. 

Long had not the Peace continued between England 
and Wales, ere Llewelling by the raſh Perſwaſions and 
Incitement of his Brother David (a Man more conten- 
tious than Provident, and leſs Valiant than Mutinous, 
and yet one whom the King did extraordinarily love 
and favour) fell into Rebellion again, forgetting his 
Oath, which made him little proſper in his Enter- 
prize to enlarge his Borders; for after many ſharp 
Encounters with Sr. Roger Mortimer, the Kings Lieu- 
tenant on the Weſtern Marches, he and his Brother 
were taken, their Heads ſtruck off, and placed on the 
Tower of Zondon: Yet their followers gave not over, 
but kept in Parties, Ravaging and Spoiling by _ 
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tions within the Fngi1ſh Pale, and then with their Booty ? 
retired 2gain to their Woods and Faſtneſſes, w a 
they h2d Buviided Hvrs, as if they conceived this Trad, p 
would be of a long continuance, without ſhifting, . 
But the King, not longer able to bear the Cries ang þ 
Complaints of his ſuffering Subjccts, Marched a ax. 
ficieat Army thither, but not finding the Enemy in th NU, 
Field, to Ferret them out he canſed the Woods to he : 
cur down and conſumed with Fire; whereupon ſore Y, 


ſubmitted, others dycd of Cold and Hunger in their 1 
Retreatments, znd many of the Ringleacers were put 
co Death by ſurdry manner of Executions ; by which iſ 
means they were reduced to a more ſociable kind of 
life, and bc7.an to practice divers commendable Orc. 
pations, Arts and Sciences, and took ſome pleaſure =, 
from rhencetorth to live ike Honeſt Men. 

After this, Alcxander King of Scots, by a fall from 
his Horſe oft a Cliff by the Seaſide (whither, upon ſome 
{uddain Frichf, he carried him furiouſly) breaking his 
Neck, and leaving no Male or Female Iſſue, his three 
Siſters, (the Eldeſt of which was Married to John Bai 
Earl of Galloway, the Sccond to Robert Le Bruce, Lord 
of Yall-y Androw, and the T hard to John Haſtings, Lord 
of Aberoavennie, an Engliſh Peer) laid claim to tie 
Crown by their moſt powerful Friends; many Dil- 
putes paſſed, and Reafonings about it ; but theſe little 
availing. it came at laſt to the Sword, which for many 
Years made miſerable Havock in that Kingdom, each 
of the Competitors laying claim to the Crown in Right 
of their \Vives, refering the Deciſion of their Cauſeto 
King Edward, under whoſe Ward they agreed to pul 
the Government till matters could be determined;

There had been a Statute Enacted in the Fourth 
Year of his Reign, ſtrictly Prohibiting the giving and 
conveying Lands or Tenements to any Corporation 
whatſoever, called, The Statute agamp Mortmain, unlek 
with the Kings conſent; and this ſtood in the wy, 
eſpecially to hinder Perſons in their Wills, to bequeatl

$ Chimera ſtrange Commotions, many People believing 


by King Edwards proceedings, ſo diſagreeable to thoſe 
of the preceding King, that there was ſome ground of 
truth init. He alſo offered divers colourable Proofs 
jor what he ſaid, and among others he ſtrongly inſiſted 
on the unworthy and ſordid conditions of the King. 
WW orting to none fo fitly as to one of obſcure and com- 
3 70n Birth; fo that a great rxany of the Commons in 
Whole parts unadviſedly flocked to him, and owned 
him for their True King, looking on Edward as. a 
Changling ; but they in a hot Skirmiſh being Defeated, 
A the 
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the Impoſtor was taken Priſoner, and confeſſed his 
Treaſon and Folly, but not any one that ſet him G& 
work, and encouragcd him to it; fo that being con. 
victed by his Confeſſion, he was Condemned and Exe. 
cuted, and the reſt Fardoned 5 which at this time put 
ancnd tothe Weſtern Troubles. 

But in the North, the Scots purſuing theis Succeſs, 
taking many Places Gariſoncd with Engliſh, by force, | 
and had the itrong Caſtle of Berwick betrayed into |} 
their hands by the Deputy-Governor, who let them in, 
in the dusk of the Evening, at a Saliy-Port he had pur. 
poſely lets open; yet in the dark ſcuffle he had his Re- 
ward, for going with the appointed Signal of fafety, 
and in the dark, it not being diſcerned by the Scots, 
they Slew him. 

Nor was this all the miſery at this time the Nor- 
thern County ſuffercd, their Cattle Dyed of a grievous 
Murrain, and Famine was exceeding amonglt them, 
Moreover divers notorious Thieves and Robbers (to 
the number of 200) taking the advantage of theſe ſtirs, 
put themſelves into Friars Weeds, and Robbed, Ravi- 
ſhed, Burned, and laid Waſte where they came, Mur- 
thering divers who. Reſiſted them; but in a few 
Months moſt of them were taken and put to Death by 
ſundry Torments. The Famine was likewiſe ſucceeded 
by a Plague ; fo that the Living were ſcarce able to 
Bury the Dead. 

Theſe Calamities and daily cries of his People made 
the King advance Northward with an Army ; yet bad 
ſucceſs attended him, for giving the Scots Battel, he 
was Overthrown, and a great part of his Army Slaln; 
and ſo in much vexation returned home. This made 
the Nobles grievoully complain of the Spencers, and 
others, the Kings Favourites, by whoſe bad Mannage- 
ment of Affaires the Realm was at a point to be over- 

whelmed 
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#helmed in Miſery, laying before the Ring their Miſ- 
Jemeanours and ll treatment of his Subjets ; how 
many T houſands ſuffered by the Male- Adminiſtration 
of Government, and the great Callamities approach- 
ing, if ſpeedy Redreſs was not had, even to the ſub- 
verlion of the State; and then became Importunate 


' cyitors to him, that he would be pleaſed to put thoſe 
' from him that had cauſed ſo many Grievances, and 


made him careleſs of thoſe Duties which by Almighty 
God were required at his hands. They, told him 
likewiſe, As Subjection belonged to the People, fo the 
King was Bound to Protect them; and that moſt diſ- 
honourably he had left his Commons in the North a 
Prey to the Scots, and grievoully oppreſſed with Wants 
and Extremities; and that. if he pleaſed not (upon 
their humble Entreaty and Requeſt) to diſmiſs the 
Spencers from their Places and Service, They muſt and 
would preſum e to do it, tho' with the hazard and per- 
ril of their ow n Lives. 

At this, thc” the King in Conſcience could not but 
hearken to it, being an apparent Truth, yet it ſo highly 
liſpleaſed him (who preferred his Favourites before 
the Good of all his People) That he bit his Lip, and 
with an auſtere Countenance turned at firſt from them, 
without ſpeaking; ; but conſidering the ill conſequences 
that might atterid his lighting them in a buſineſs 
wherein all his go'0d Subjects were concerned, he tur- 
ned agazn, and gave them a pleaſing Anſwer, viz. 
That ſince things were come to ſuch extremity, there could 
be no ſuitable Redrefs but in a Parliament, which be ſpeedily 
mtended to call, and would ſubmit to what that Aſſembly 

Md determine moſÞ Neceſſary for the good and wellfare 
of the Kingdom.

muſt part with the Spencers,, whom in the Extaſie of

Baniſhed during their Lives, the King being bound not 
to Recal them upon any pretence whatever. But this 
cauſed a hatred in him againſt the Barons, ſo that he

though the Younger Spencer, geting a Squadron of 
Ships turned Pirate, Robbing the Enghſh Merchanis 
and Strangers, The King would not conſent to their 
Intreaties that a Fleet might be ſent out to ſurpreſs 
thoſe apparent Injuries and Diſgraces, bnt Laughed at 
them when they propoſed it, as inwardly pleaſed at 
the News they had brought him ; and ſoon after, con- 
trary to the expectation of all Men, Recalled them 
trom Baniſhment, reſtoring them to their Honours and 
Offices, wherein they became more Infolent than ever. 

The Barons grieved at theſe Proceedings, and Ex- 
pectigg no Redreſs from the King, 1immediatly took 
up Arms, and the King did the like; fo that after 
many ſharp Bickerings and Encounters, both Armtes 
joyned in Batrel, and Fought cruelly ; Kindred againft 
Kindred, making no diſtinction of Relations, in the

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formed. But as it is a true ſaying, There are but a few 
Steps between the Prijons aid Graves of Princes, ſo here it 
fel] out; for the King being taken from Fene!worth by 
Sr. John Matravers and Thomas Gourney, and carried 
to Bracklay Caltle, he was in a moſt Inhumane manner 
Murthered, by running a Red-hot Spit through a hllow 
Horn they had placed in his Fundament, up into his Body ; 
for which they afterwards fled, and dyed miſerably in 
Baniſhment. Thus fell the Depoſed King, whoſe Reign 
is accounted but 19 Years, 6 Months, and 18 Days, 
tho he Lived ſome time longer; being 40 Years of 
Aze, and was Buried at Glouceſter. 

[n this Rings Reign, Anno Dom. 1311, The Order 
of the Knights T emplers that Fought ſo long in the 
Haly Land, was Aboiiſhcd in all Nations. Amuno 1318, 
happened fuch a grievous Famine, That the Poorer ſort 
Eat Dogs, Cats, Rats, and other Unclean things. The 
Priſoners in Goals Murthered divers freſh commers, 
and Eat them, and yet many Thouſands Dyed for want 
of this Nauſeous Food. This was ſucceeded by a Peſti- 
lence, and Rot of Cattle, Breaking in of the Sea, Huge 
Land-Floods, Ficry Armies Fighting in the Air, and a 
Terrible Blazing Star.

And now he had leafure to conjtider how to poſſk 
himſelt of the French Diadem ; and the firmer to bing 
the Earl of Arth715 to his Intereſt, he created him Duke 
of Richmond ;, and to carry on the thing ſecretly till i 
ſhould be ripe for execution, The King by private 
Meſſages craved the Advice of the Earl of Hantzalt hi 
Wives Father, the Lord Beaumont, and others, why 
Had creat Intereſt in Germany and the Netherlands, who 
all approved it, promiling their belt aſſiſtance; and 
that he might have power to command the'Nobles and 
Common People of thoſe Countries when occationre- 
quired ir, "They procured him to be created Vic 
General of the Emprre. | | 

All this while the French King was Ignorant of their 
Proceedings, being extreamly buſy in providing Ne- 
cellaries for an Army of 620009 Men, with which he 
intended- to paſs into the Holy Land, making his Bro- 
ther John Duke of Normandy and Regent of all hi 
Dominions till his return; bur ar kengrth having ſecret 
Notice of King Edwards Pretenſions from ſome Trez 
cherous Connſellors in £n9!and,'who under-hand were 
his Pentioners, he laid alide his intended Eaſtern Expe- 
dition, to defend his own Country ; yet this Diſcover 
ſooner than was wiſhed, did not atall amate King Ez- 
ward, nor ilacken him in what he Deligned ; bnt know- 
ing Money is the Sinnew and main ſupport of War, by 
many Politick Devices he got vaſt Sams trom his Sub- 
jects, and Treaſured it in his Coffers, till his a 
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ould require it, ſo that for a time Money became fo 
ſcarce among, the Trading People, That a fat Ox was 
ſold for a Noble, a fat Sheep for Twelve Pence, a 
Quarter of W heat for Two Shillings, and other Pro- 
vitions proportionable.

Swords, by procuring a Twelvemonths Truce; where- 
upon the French King diſſolved his Army, and King 
Edward with his returned to England: Yet he gave not 
over his Deſign, for going to Bruſſels after the expira- 
tion of the Truce, the German Princes firmly Engaged 
themſelves to his Intereſt, and ſolicited the Flemmgs to 
Confederate ig the League ; but they excuſed it, unlefs 
the King would ſtile himſelt King of France,and quarter 
the Arms of that Kingdom with his own, That ſo he 
might be impowered to releaſe unto them a Bond of 
Two Millions of Florins wherein they ſtood obliged 
not to wage War againſt the King of France, Theſe 
things he actually did; and then they conſorted with 
the German Princes who Signed and Sealed an Inſtru- 
ment to be True to King Edwards Intereſt ; and there- 
upon he returned to England, to make ſpeedy prepa- 
rations for the War; and found that in his Abſence the 
French Squadrons had Burnt Southampton, and Ravaged 
Hamjſhire and part of Suſſex, carrying away much 
Booty ; but not doubting they ſhould one day pay _ 
or 
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for it, he called a Parliament, who Granted him a Fikh 
part of Moveable Goods,and a Third Part of Corn lp 
 agrear Tax on Wool], which lay heavy on the Meaner 
Sort. He Borrowed morover of his Rich SubjeRts, and 
the City of London, furniſhed him with 20000 Marks: 
| he Coined much Gold and Silver with the French Arms 
Quartered with the Lions; and ſo early in the Spring 
Sayled to the Slyce, which he found Blocked up by ; 
Fleet of French, Genots, Picards, and other Nations, x 
bout 250 Sail, and on Board them an Army of 40009 
Men, theſe he Encountered and utterly Defeated, 
Deſtroying, all that he ſerzed not to his uſe, ſending a 
Mulricude of Priſoners into England; which Vit 
obtained by much an inferiour Number of Ships and 
Men, gained him a large Reputation among the Princes 
his Confedcrates, and greatly diſmayed the Frend; 
and Marching into Flanders, he joyned the Forces of 
Yacob Dartwell, General of the Flemings; with thoſe of 
the Duke of Guelders, the Marqueſs of Muſe, Earls of 
Mons, Suvians and Hainalt, the Lord Tralquemont, and 
many Thouſand Germans, &c. and laid Stege to the 
City of Tourzay, which the French King prepared to 
Relieve, but as before, by the inceſſant Mediation of 
the Counteſs of Hainalt when the Place was at point of 
Yielding, another Truce was made, and the Armies 
Diſſolved to the great perplexity of moſt that had 
Engaged. 
Whilſt King Edward was imployed abroad, the 
Scots by the Encouragement of the French King De- 
poſed Edward Baylivl, and Renounced their Homage t0 
the Crown of Englan-'; but upon his Marching thither 
with 6000 Horſe and 40000 Foor, he Regained what 
had been 1 oſt, and made them Submit : Yet he was 10 
ſooner retired, but David coming, out of France witl 
ſome Forces, raiſed an Army and Invaded Ent

waſting all before him, till he came to Newcaſtle on 
Tyne, which he cloſely Beſieged ; when 40 reſolute 
Men of the Gariſon, reſolving to ſurpriſe him in his 
Tent, ventured in the Night time into the - midſt of 
the Scots Camp, and though they miſled of him, becauſe 
he had that Evening removed his Tent, yet they ſeiz- 
ed the Earl of Murray, and brought him Priſoner to 


| the Town; which ſo Terrified the Scots, that they ſoon 


raiſed their Siege, and Marched farther into the Coun- 
trey, taking the City of Durham, putting all to the 
Sword they found in it; but as they paſſed by the 
Caftle of Roxbourovgh, that was kept by Sr. Wilkam 
Montague Brother to the Lord Montague Earl of Salis- 
bury, then Priſoner in France, wherein was the Earls 
admirable Beantious and Virtuous Lady, he Sallied 
with Egrty Horſemen, fell in the Rear of the Scots 
Army, kild about 290, and took 20 Horſes Laden 
with the richeſt Spotles they had taken at Durbam : 
\Whereupon the Army faced about, and Beſteged the 
Caſtle, which was manfully Defended for a long time, 
when tearing it would be taken, the Governour, when 
4ll others refuſed it, broke through the Scots Camp 
lingly on a ſwift Courſer, and carried notice to the 
King of the Diſtreſs it was in, who haſted to its Re- 
licf: The terror of whoſe approach, made the Scors 
ralſe their Stege a day before he could arrive there ; yet 
was he entertained by the Counteſs of Saksbury in the 
Caſtle with great Thankfulneſs, Duty, and Reſpect ;

their chief Inhabitants would preſent themſelves he.

Whilſt this Siege laſted, David King of Scots with 
an Army of 50000 Men entered England, and did 
great miſchief ; but the Queen being then at home, 
gave him Battel with an Army of 12000, and gave 
the Scots a fatal Overthrow : King David was there 
taken Priſoner by one John Copeland, who refuſed to 
deliver him to the Queen, as claiming him his Priſoner 
by the Right of War, till going over to the King he 
deſired him to do it, and for his good Service ſettled 
on him 509. pcr Annum in Lancaſkire, and made him 
a Squire of his Body; whereupon King David ws 
committed Priſoner to the Tower of London. 

'The King having appointed Sr. Andrew D* Pavr 1 
Lombard, Governour of Callis, and turned out the 
French Inhabitants, returned to England ; but upon prt- 
vate notice the Governour (for a great Sum) deſigned 
© hetray it to the Lord Cherney Captain of Arrays, 
he went over and was received in the dusk of the 
Evening ; he prevented it by ſurpriſing that Lord and 
Is Soldiers when they had partly entered, and o” 
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reſt waited for admittance. Yet in this Fight the 
King Encountering hand to hand with Euſtace of Ribo- 
mount, Was by him twice ſtooped on his Knees, but 
ſcorning to yicld, he advanced with ſuch fury and re- 
doubled ſtreagrth, that he beat him down and took him 
Priſoner ; bur having, experienced him to be a Valiant 
Knight, he ſoon releaſed him without Ranſom. Abour 
this time King Prilip Dyed, and John his Son was 
Crowned, and the Calicians rook the ſtrong Caſtle of 
Guyens, and the King, upon the obſtinacy of the Flem- 
17s in reivting ro Aid him, removed the Marts to 
Callis, ſettling there the Woollen Manufacture; ſo that 
by the Priviledges and Imunities granted to Artificers, 
happy was he that in a few Years could obtain the 
Kings lcave to go over. 

Soon atter Prince Edward, Sirnamed for his valour- 
ous dcoas the Black Prince, Landed an Army 1n Gaſ- 
coine, 1009 ſabduing the greater part of that Province, 
which made the French King haſten thither with a very 
numerous Army ; and tho' he was fix to one againſt 
the Prince, The Battel was Fought near Peders, Where 
the Fnglſh Archers pur the French Horſe into ſuch 
confulon at the firſt onſet, that they fell into Rour, 
and d1iordered all the Squadrons that were to ſupport 
them; however the Bartel where the French King 
fought valiantly, ſtood manfully to it a conliderable 
Time, but ſuch was the prevailing valour of the Engliſh, 
That King Fobn, and Philip his Younger Son were taken 
Priſoners, many Thouſands Slain, and the reſt pur to 
Flight, The Fight being over, Prince Edward treated 
his Royal Priſoners with all Gentlencſs and Humility, 
Cheering up their drooping Spirits, attending at the 
Kings Table, Lodged him in his own Bed, and pro- 
vided for him Honourable Attendance, inſomuch that 
be confeſſed, He rather fancied bimſelf at bis own Court, 
& 4 than 
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than a Priſoner, by baving met with ſo Courteous an Fn 

From hence he was condudted to Burdeaux, and fo j into 
England, where he was Entertained with the like civi. 
lities and reſpect by the King and Queen; and beſide, 
theſe, and what Noblcs were Slain, there were taken 
17 Earls, 51 Barons, and a great Number of. Knights 
and Gentlemen; the En;liſh Soldiers throughout the 
Army that had tew elt, being poli iefſed of two Priſoners, 
and moreover the rich Spoiles of excecding valve were 
divided amonzſt them; and a I ruce was concluded for 
two Years. In the mean while the King, of Scots, who 
had been Ten Years a Priſoner, was Relcaſcd at the 
Ranſom of 1cooodl. to. be Paid in Five Years, and 
upon taking his Oath not to bear Arms againſt England, 
nor be Aiding to any other in doing, it ; and further, 


he acknowledged Homage and Fealty ſor his Kizgdom 


of Scetland to King Edwari. And propoſing to the 
French King his Ranſom, with Articles to be tigned on 
his Enlargement, he ſent them to Charles his Eldeſt Son, 
who was Regent in his abſence, and to the Nobility of 
France, who utterly difliking the Conditions, Prep- 
red to Invade King Edwards Terretories, to "compel 
him to more caſie Ter ms; but not to be behind hand 
with them, he paſſed to Callis with an Army, taking 
the Black Prince along with him, and fſo waſted the 
Countries with Fire and Sword, raking many ſtrong 
Towns and Caſtles,that they became humble Suitorsto 
him for a Peace, and {ubmitted to his Terms ; ſo that 
after a ſhort Treaty, Articles were Agrecd on, VIZ, 
That the French King, for his Ranſom, ſhould Pay King 
Edward 5009-00l, and net Aid any King of Scots in any 
War or Rebellion againſt England; and That King Ed- 
ward {Fold n0t take part with the Flemings againſt F =_ 
That the Kings id Fngland ſhould be ever quit. of be 
Tomeage for Territories bolden in France ; and That i 
N Col 
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Conh;deration theſe were perfurmed, King Edward, in the 
bebalf of bimfelf and Succeſſors, Kings of England, ſhould 
Ynounce and leave the Name and Titlc to the Kingdom of 
France; and ſo Hoſtages being delivered, the Frezch 
King (after he had remained more than Four Years a 
Priſoner) was ſet at Liberty ; and ſoon after he came 
with the Kings of Cyprus and Scots to vitit King Fdward, 
and pay his reſpets tor the Royal Treatment he had 
during his Impriſonment, but falling Sick at the Savoy, 
he Dyed, and his Body was conveyed to St. Dems in 
Fraxce. 

And now Fortune ſcemcd to turn again!t King Fd- 
pard, that had hitherto ever bcen Favourable to him, 
for Peter the King of Caſtile, being driven out of his 
Kingdom by Henry his Baſtard Brother, came to the 
Prince of Wales (who then lived at Burdeaux) with his 
Family, Imploring his Aſſiſtance to Reſtore him, which 
be did, Overthrowing a Spaniſh and French Army that 
had joyned the Revolred Caſtilrans with great Slaugh- 
ter; yet he was no ſooner retired, ere King Peter was 
again driven out, and being taken in his Flight, was 
by the Uſurper put to [)eath; but leaving two 
Daughters, the Eldeſt Married John of Gaunt Duke of 
Lancaſter, and the Younger T homas of Woodjtcck, King 
Edwards Sons, who laid Claim to the Kingdom of Caſtile 
in their Right, yet an unlucky Accident croſſed all, 
tor the Black Prince (to Pay his Souldiers,) | .c:vying 
a Tax on the Engliſh Subjects beyond th; vcus, they

(commonly called Richard of Bourdeaux.) 


R ICH ARD the Second, Son and Heir to Edward 

the Black Prince, was Crowned Anno 1 377, not 
much exceeding 11 Years in Ape, ſo that Charles the 
| French King taking advantage of his Minority, ſet out 
a great Fleet, Sack't and Burnt the Towns of Dart- 
| mouth, Plymouth, Portſmoutb, Haſtings, Rie, and others 
| 0n the Sea-Coaft of England, bur after they had roamed 
up and down doing great Miſchief tor three Weeks, 
they were beaten off with conſiderable Loſs, by Ed- 
mund Earl of Cambridge the Kings Unkle, and others ; 
nor were the Scots (Incited by the French King) leſs 
troubleſom, Burning Roxborough, and taking by ſur- 
prize the Caſtle of Berwick, but the People breaking 
cown the Draw-Bridge ſhut them out of the Town , 
and being ſtraighrly. Belieged, all the Scots in the Caſtle 
were 
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were put to the Sword, except. Alexander Ramſey who 
was reſerved tor a large Ranſom ; yet the Freng,

That they were Free by the Law of Nature ;, and that Laws 
were made by Crafty People to keep hem Poor and Low, þ 
to Fnſlave them ;, and that by their Pedigree, derived from 
Adam, the good thrngs of the Larth ſrould be equally div 
ded amongſt them ; and nt ſome grow Fat and Rich, whil 
others Pine and Starve : And moreover, no T axes were lt 
on any pretence, but People Free Born in their Libcraliy 
ouzht to be left Free. - 
This and ſuch }!:e Cant being ſatable to their It- 
mor and wiſhes, mainly wrought with them to become 
Levellers, ſo that theſe pernicious Intinuations ſpread 
ſoon into moſt parts of Fn4/and, betore the Magi:trats 
were aware to ſuppreſs it ; and to bring about whit 
was wiſhed by ſome cunning knaves, to inrich = 
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©1yes in the Spoil of others, they raiſed Tumults, and 
nolleſ'd the Country Pcoplc with a belief, That the 
City of London was at their devotion, and only waited 
till they came to take polleſſion of it; whereupon they 
aowed thither ike an outragious Torrent, from Kent, 
Flex, Suſſex, Bedfordſhire, and other places, ſtiling 
themſelves The Kings Jen, and the Sermants of the 
Weale Publick ;, choiing as their chiet Captain one Wat 
Tyler, by proteſſion a Taylor; and as his ſubordinate 
Officers, Jack Straw, Jack Shepherd, and ſome others ; 
and to this Rout, the Incendary of a lewd Prieſt, Jub:x 
Wal, Chaplain; and being Encamped in Kent and 
Eſex, they ſent to the King to come and Treat with 
them; but he was diſſwaded by his Nobles ; Where- 
upon thoſe in Eſſex croſſed the Thames, and joyning 
the Kentiſh Rebels, came to Southwark, which they 
Plundered, and finding Londor- Bridge Fortified againſt 
them, intended to have Burat the Suburbs on the South 
kde, and have Murthered {ſuch as they had notice were 
not pleaſed with their Procecdings : Bur the Citizens, 
to prevent ſo great a Miſchief, let down the Draw- 
Bridge, and admitted them 1nto the City, Feaſting and 
Carreſling them, rather out of fear than good-will; 
however they Burnt the Dnke of Lancaſter's Houſe at 
the Savoy, and Murthered all his Servants they found 
In it. They ranſacked the Inns of Corrt and Law 
Offces, Burning all the Law Books and Records that 
came to their hands, Plundering the Churches and Re- 
ligious Houſes; and Vat Tyler having ſeized Richard 
Lyon his Maſter, with whom he had been Apprentice, 
cauſed his Head to be Cut off, and carry'd betore him 
on a Lance, becauſe in his Service he had ſometimes 
Beat him for his Rogueries : They Plundercd likewiſe 


the Houſes of all Strangers : They likewiſe forced into ' 


the Tower, where the King Lay, Plundered his Mothers 
Lodg ings, 
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down Dead ; and then haiting to raiſe the City M-

Lodgings, and bro'te her Head, becauſe ſhe reprong 
them for their Inſolency. They Murthered Sing 
Tyb:k& Arch Biſhop oi Cantcrb»ry, becauſe he had fone 
time before Impriſoned }{/all tor his Seditions Dy. 
crine; and after ſeveral mcetings, the King {inding 
he could do no good with them, their Behaviour beige 
fo Audacicus, and their Demands ſo Inſolent and Us. 
reaſonable, he Iaboured to make the Citizens his 
frinds, and refolved to repel them by torce. 
Whercupon a Conference being appointed in Smit. 
fieid, the King, beforehand thinking to bring themt» 
better Terms without Extremity, 1t poſitble, ſent them 
ſeveral of his Enfigns and their Pardons, as a token 
that he owned riem for his good Subjects, and freely 
forgave them for what had happened ; and then meet- 
ing them as appointed he periwaded them to defif 
from all Violence, aliuring, them that upon tryal they 
ſhould find him to be their Good Lord and Gracions 
King. Burt Tyler with a frowning countenance, inf. 
lent behaviour, and rough ſpecch, refuſed to accept 
the Kings Grace and Favour, proudly telling him, 
Thar all thoſe Troops, and many more "Thouſands, 
were at his diipoſe, to Exccute whatſoever he would 
command : Then he commanded Sr. John Newton one 
of the Kings Attendants, who bore the Sword, to de- 
liver his Dagger; which by the Kings command he dit: 
Then he Inſolently proceeded to demand the Sword; 
but he ſtoutly Anſwered, 1: was the Kings Sword, 
and ſhould not be given to a Krave; which fo incenſe 
Tyler, That he Swore he ſhould loſe his Head betore 
himſelf would Eat or Drink, commanding the Kingt0 
deliver him up to Execution; which Infolent Behz- 
viour, Sr. William Wallworth, Lord Mayor, not able to

on the Kings behalf for a Tax of four Fittcens, affr. 
ming no leſs could ſupport his Eltate, or maintain 
ſuch Wars as he was likely to undertake, the Lords 
and Commons not only oppoſed the motion, but accuſed

Daughter, Loading him Eight Waggons with Gold, 


and allowing him and his Dutcheſs during their Lives 
10000 Mark a Year. And after having Married Ann, 
his Younger Daughter, to the King of Portugal, he re- 
turned into England, Laden With Riches and Honour, 
And now all Appeals to Rome, and the Popes Autho- 
rity in this Kingdom, was Abrogatcd by Parliament, 


and ſoon after, the Vertuous Lady Queen Ann Dyed; 


whoſe Death ſo exceedingly grieved the King, that 
tor ſome Weeks he would W be comforted, cauſing 
the ſtately Houſe at Sheen in which ſhe Dyed, to be 
atterly Razed; Curling any that ſhould afterward 
Build it; yet this Sorrow waſting by time, to ſtreng- 
then his Alliance he Satled to France, and took the

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Treaſure; this ſo angered the King, that he privately 
Sworeto be Revenged on him and {ach other Noble- 
men as he ſaid uſually checked and controuled him in 
his Proceedings; and accordingly getting a Parlia- 
ment to his mind, Sir John Buſhe one of his Creatures 
being Speaker of the Lower Houſe, This upſtart Spea- 
ker boldly Accuſed Thomas Arundel Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury, who fitting in the Houſe of Peers by the 
King, was ordered not to Anſwer and it ſhould be no 
damage to him, his ſilence nevertheleſs was taken for 
Confeſſion, and he was Baniſhed the Realm; the Earls 
of Arundeland Warwick in this Parliament were Attain- 
ted of High Treaſon, upon which the former loſt his 
Head, and the latter being confined to the lile of Wight, 
through Grief and want of Neceſlaries, ſhortly Dyed. 
But the Duke of Gloceſtey ſtood too high in the Peoples 
Favour to be reached this way ; therefore he was pri- 
vately ſeized at his own Houle, hurried to Callice, and 
there by the command of Thomas Moubray then Earl of 
Notingbham, and for this wicked exploit created Duke 
of Norfolk, the Valiant, Prudent, Virtuous, and Re- 
nowned Dyke, was Smothered to Death; tho' in the 
manner of it Authors diſagree; ſome will have it by 
preſling and keeping him long between Feather-Beds ; 
others, that he was thrown into, and headed up in a 
Butt of Malmſey : However here he was wickedly 
made away, and never ſeen afterward, to the great 
grief of all but the King and his Favourites who hugged 
themſelves with joy, to think they had removed out 
of their way the great Obſtacle that hindered their 
Advances to Arbitrary Power.

Duke of Hartford, Son to the Duke of Lancaſter, of 
Speaking Treaſonable and Scandalous Words of the 
King ; whereupon Hartford Challenged kis Accuſer .

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the ſingle Combate, to try by the Sword the Truth and 
Juſtice of his Accuſation; but when they were both 
entered the Liſts, and prepared for the Encounter, 
the King threw down his Warder, ſtaid the Combare, 
Baniſhed Hartford for ſix Years, and Moubray forever; 
who Travailing to Yenice, there Dyed miſerably, con- 
feſſing his Guilt and trouble for the Death of the No- 
ble Duke of Glefter; but Hartford was honourably 
Entertained by Charles -the French King, who would 
have Married him to a Beautiful Lady, Daughrer to 
the Duke of Berry his Unkle ; but King Rrchard indu- 
{triouily prevented it,as fearing ſuch an Alliance might 
enable him to graſp at his Crown; and when the 
Duke of Lancaſter Dyed, he ſeized on his vaſt Treaſure, 
tho? he had given his Coulin Henry ' leave (on his de- 
parture) to appoint his Attorney to Act for him, and 
take care of his Inheritance. - But theſe Proceedings 
bred much Miſchief : For the King having loſt moſt of 
his old, and getting a new ſet of Counſelors, viz. The 
Earl of Wiltſhire, Sir Jobn Buſhe, Sir James Bagot, and 
Sir John Green; they adviſed him to many things con- 
trary to the Advice of his grave Council and much 
troubled the People; and now the Ir;/h Rebelling, the 
King to Raiſe an Army Farmed the Kingdom, and all 
his Revenues belonging thereunto, for certain Years, 
and Sailed for Ireland, 

The Duke of Hartford who wanted no Intelligence 
how matters went in England, looked on the Peoples 
Ferment, and the Kings Abſence, to give him a very 
favourable advantage to ſhake off his Chains; where: 
fore as privately as he might, he came to England, ac- 
companied by the Baniſhed Arch Biſhop and many 0- 
ther truſty Friends, declaring to the People he only 
came to take quiet Poſſeſſion of his Dutchy of Lancaſter, 
which by the Death of his Father was his pp Trap

The Politick Duke, who well knew-this proceeded 
not cordially from him, but from the eſicas of fear 
and conſtraint, however refuſed it; for tho' he much 
affeted the wearing of a Crown, yet he thought it 
more adviſable to receive it at. this time from the No- 
bility, Gentry, and Commonalty ; and hereupon he 
cauſed the King witha very reſpective and honourable 
Attendance, to be conveyed to the Towerz and a Par- 
liament being called in his. Name, Twenty Four Ar- 
ticles were Exhibited againſt him for Miſmanagement 
and ll Condud 1 in Government, and many henious 
Crimes; which 1n his Reſtraint he ſeemed to confeſs and 
own, and by an Inftrument under his Hand and Seal, 
he Reſigned his Crown and Kingdom to Henry of 
Bullenbrook Duke of Lanoaſter ;, which being ondilekly 
and generally, Ratificd and. Approved by the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons Aſſembled in 


Parliament, Henry ſtood up and made this Challenge to 
the Crown, viz. | In 
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In the Name of God Amen, I Henry of Lancaſter, Claim 
the Realm of England and the Crown, with all the "Appur- 
tinances, as coming by the 'Blood Roy al from Kmg Henry 
the T bird, and the Juſtice which God of his Grace bath ſent 
me by the help of my Friends, for the Recovery of the ſaid 
Realm, which was at the point of Perdition , #irongh default 
of Government, and breach of Laws. 

Theſe words being ſad,” all the Eſtates: acknow- 
ledged him for King ; and Richard was: formally De- 
poſed, in the words and In manner Recited' in'Edward

Caftle; but long he had not been there, ere npon ſome 
Pr: aQices of - his Favourites to Reinſtate him, he was 
villanoully Murthered by Sir Pterce of Exton and Eight 
others, of whom he Valiantly killed Four with a Bill 
he wreſted out of one of their Hands: 

Thus untimely Dyed King Rechard the Second when 
he' had Reigned 22 Years, 3 Months, and B Days : 
Being the 324 Sole Monat of England. After his 
Death, his Body was brought to- Londen, and expoſed 
to the view of the People to ſatisfie them he was Dead, 
and prevent their taking part with Impoſtors ; and 


then Buried at Langley.

2, Sudbury 2, Eye 2, and 2 Knights of the Shire. 

Ipſwich in this County ws , Founded by one Gipſa; it 
has a flouriſhing Eſtate 1n Shiping-Trade by reaſon of the 
Navigable River it ſtands on; it was often haraſſed in anti- 
ent times by the Danes ; and 5 particularly noted for the 
Birth of that great Pagentry.of Fortune, Cardinal Wolſey, 
whoſe Father was a Butcher mm it. St. Edmunds-Bury us 
Alemorable for King Edmund's being Shot to Death by the 
Danes ; for Expiration of which Cruelty, King Canute 
Eredea here a ſtately Monaſtery, once accounted the Richeſt 
:n Europe: And here a Parliament was beld in the Reign 
of King Henry the Sixth: Exning 45 the Birth-place of 
St, Audri, Siſter to King Ina. At Renliſham, Redwald 
(the firſt Chriſtian King of the Eaſt- Angles) kept his Court : 
Lidgate is the Birth-place of John Swnamed Lidgate, 4 
famous Engliſh Poet. 

The Seats of the Nobility -are Busbrook Hall, belonging 
to the Duke of St. Albans ; Ewſton, to tbe Earl of Arling- 
ton; Chriſts Church in Ipſwich, Sudbury — 
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Lodpge, to the Lord Viſcount Hereford ; Denham Hall,

P4115 Henry was Crowned by the conſent of the 

Eſtates, in the life time of Richard the Second, 
and created Henry his Eldeſt Son Prince of Wales, 
Duke of Cornwal, and Earl of Cheſter : Then he called 
a Parliament in his own Name, in which the Biſhop of 
Carliſle, tor ſpeaking in the behalf of King Richard, and 


moving a commiſeration of his wrongs, was commit-- 


ted cloſe Priſoner to the Abby ot St. Albans, and the 
Crown was entailed on Henry and his Heirs forever. 
This Parliament no ſooner ended, but many Lords 
Conſpired the Þeath of the King, entering into Oath 
and Covenant to do it at Oxtord, where they had ap- 
pointed ſollemn Sports for his Entertainment, In ho- 
nour (as they Flatteringly pretended) of his happy 
Acceſſion to the Crown ;, but really with an intent to 
reſtore King Kichard: "And accordingly they met 
Armed, all but Eaward Plantagenet, Duke of Aumarle, 


Son to Edmund of Langley, Duke of York, the Kings 
Unkle; who as he fat at Dinner with his Father, had by 


chance 
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chance: the Label of the Inſtrument. of Combination 
hanging ovt at Ius Boſom, of which the old Duke 
raking hold, drew forth the whole Writing, and 
Reading the Contents of the Conſpiracy, prepared for 
Windſor, to give the King an account of itz which the 
young Duke perceiving, haſtily took Horle, and out- 
ſtript him, himſelt revealing all the Intrigue, for which 
he had his Pardon. 

Upon this Diſcovery, the King put off his Journey 
| toOxford, and haſtened to the Tower of London, ſe- 

curing the City to his Intereſt, and railing an Army ; 
| of which the Lords at Oxford had no ſooner notice, but 
they encreaſed their Forces, cauſing one Magdalen, 
much in likeneſs, to Perſonate King Richard, and ad- 
vanced their Standard to meet the King ; but finding 
they were much inferiour to him in Number, their 
courage failed ; which ſo diſheartened the Souldiers, 
that they diſperſed and left their Leaders to ſhift for. 
themſelves; ſo that moſt of them were Taken and 
Executed In divers _ others fled the Kingdom, 
and reſerved themſelves ro broach new Breoils; and 
this haſtened King Richard's Murther, in the manner 
as has been ſaid : For King Henry complaining that 
ſo long as he Lived he ſhould never be at rcſt, and 
demanding it none loved him ſo well as to rid him of 
that Torment, Pierce of Exton, to curry favour with 
him, poſted away, and with other Ruſhans villainouſly 
performed it; at which the French King was mightily 
diſpleaſed, purpoſing to ſend his Letters of Defiance to 
King Henry, and Invade his Kingdom ; but upon ſecond 
thoughts, tho* he had raiſed a potent Army, he diſ- 
ſolved it, and proceeded no further in the buſineſs. 
Yet ſoon after he Levied another Army to Invade 
Aquitaine, and Guyan; but was ſo ſtoutly withſtood 
by King Henry's Forces, That he retired and —_ 
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ded them. But the King of Fngland doubting the fe. 


curity of his ill-got Title, laboured to make Peace with 
him, the better to ſtrengthen himſelf, offering a Mar- 


_ Tiage between Henry his Son, and the Lady Iſabella, 


Widow to King Richard, and Daughter to Charles the 
Sixth of France; but that King conſidering how unfor- 
tunate Marriages had been between France and England, 
refuſed it 3 whereupon ſhe was ſent over in great State, 
and Married to her Coulin Charl:s, Eldeſt Son of Lewis 
Duke of Orleance, her Unkle. 

Soon after this, Owen Glendour, with his Welſh, Re- 
belled ; Overthrowing the King's Army, and taking 
the Lord Grey of Ruthen and Edmund Afortimer, the 
Kings Couſin, Priſoners; uſing them exceeding hardly, 
the ſooner to oblice the King to Ranſom them; bur 
he neglected it, becauſe Afortimer was nearer Allied 
to the Crown by Right of Deſcent, than himſelf; yet 
tho? he might have had his Liberty, if he would have 
joyned with the IVe!/h, and fome Engliſh Nobles, that 
were fled thither, he rather choſe to endure Extremi- 
ties, than to comply wita them: Whereupon they 


folicited the Scots, who lnvaded the Northern parts of 
the Kingdom, doing much Miſchief ; but the Xing ſoon 


requitcd it, by cntcring, Scotland, and laying all waſte 
betore him: However he no ſooner returned, but the 
Scots re-entered England with 20000 Men, commit- 
ting many Barbarous Cruclties ; but being Encoun- 
tered by Herry Sirnamed Hotſpur, Son to Henry Piercy 
Earl of Northumb:#land, 10000 of them were Slain 
and 500 taken Priſoners; and of note ordacke Earl 
of Fiffe, Archibald Earl of Douglas, Thomas Earl of 
Aturray, and FRovert Earl of Angus. The following 
Year the French ſent 12 Ships with 1 200 Nobles, Gen- 


tlemen and others, to alliſt the Wejh, but moſt of them 


vere Shipwrack'd on the Point of Cornwal, and W 
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reſt with much difficulty returned to France; yet ſoort 
after he Landed 1 2000 Men in Wales to afliſt Glendour 
and his Rebellious Companions, who joyned them with 
10009. But upon the Kings approach with an Army, 
the Welſh fled into the Woods and Mountains, leaving 
the French to ſhift for themſelves; which made them 
haſten to their Ships, and return to France, without do- 
ing any thing Memorable; which made the French 
King become a Jeſt to the Engliſh, viz. That he was 
often Big, but never Brought-forth, Notwithſtanding 
King Henry, to Strengthen his Intereſt Abroad, Mar- 
ried Jane, Widow to John the deceaſed Duke of Bri 
tany, and gave Blanch his Eldeſt Daughter, to :l:am 
Duke of Bavaria, Son and Heir Apparent to the Em- 
perour Lewis of Bavaria ;, and ſome time after Philipps 
his Youngeſt Daughter to the King of Denmark. 

Io the Third Year of his Reign he required Henry 
Piercy Earl of Worceſter, Henry Piercy Earl of Northums 
berland, and Piercy Hotſpur his Son, to deliver up the 
Scots Priſoners taken in the late Batte] on the Northern 
Borders; but was Anſwercd, Thoſe Priſoners were theirs 
by Right of War, and they would not part with them; des 
firing him at the ſame time to Ranſom his Coulin 
Mortimer ; but this he refuſed, alledging, Thar ne had 
voluntarily made himſelf a Priſoner to give Glendourt 
and other his Accomplices a colourable pretence for 
Rebellion, ſeeing he was ſo near Allied to the Crown ; 
and therefore his own Safety, and his good Diſcretion, 
gave him Advice not to hearken to their Motion, but 
to puniſh his offence. 

This much diſpleaſed the Percies, and deſigning to 
Levy War againſt the Kiag, they Ranſomed Afortimey 
at their own charge, ſecretly entering into a League 
and Friendſhip with Glendour, they promijed him great 
Matters when King Henry by their United Strength 
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ſhould be Depoſed; then they Engaged the Scot 
Priſoners to take part with them; alſo the Earl of 
Stafford, Richard Scroop Arch Biſhop of Tork, and many 
others; and as they had done againſt Richard, ſo they 
framed and publiſhed Articles againſt him, as to his 
Miſdemeanours in Government, falſe claim to the 
Crown, charging him with the Murther of King 
Richard his Lawtul and Rightful Soveraign; alſo his 
refuſing to Ranſom his Coultin Mortimer who was taken 
Fighting in his Cauſe, bnr rather wiſhed he might die 
ina loathſome Priſon, becauſe the Crown of Right be- 
Jonged to him, as beinz Son. and Heir to Ph:lippa, 
Daughter and Ficireſs to Lionel Duke of Clarence, Elder 
Brother to John of Gaunt, Father to Henry, whom they 
ftited a Uſurper. 

This made many joyn with them, ſo that their Army 
became very Formidable to the King: And to bind 
the We!/h more firmly to them, Edward Aortimer Earl 
of March, Married Glendour's Daughter ; by which 
means in a little time they flattered themſelves they 
ſhould have a King, of Zgland of the Antient Britiſh 
Blood: And indeed a very great danger about this 
time threatencd the Kine, tor a Calihrop, or Engin with 
three very ſharp "Teeth or Spikes, was placed in his 
Bed, which had certainly procured his Death, had he 
ſuddainly lain down upon it, but it was timely Diico- 
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| vered; yet the Party who placcd it could not be made | 


known, and divers Gray Fryers ſcattering, defamatory 
Lihbels againſt the King, ſeveral of them were taken 
. and Hangel|. 

- The King finding his greateſt advantage now 
lay in Expedition, ſuddainly raifed an Army, and by 
long Marches prevented the Earis joyning with the 
Il, {o that both Armies meeting near Shrewsury, 
Piir:y Hotſpur, a Perſon of undaunted _— no 
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ſooner ſaw the Royal Standard, but he reſolved to 
throw his Fortune on the hazard of a Battel; ſo the 
Charge being Sounded, the Scots gave the firlt onſet, 
and Fought deſperately, but were over-born, and a 
great part of them Slain; yet notwithſtanding the 
Lords renewed the Battel with great tury and obſti- 
nacy, perſwading themſelres of good ſucceſs, until 
the King and the Prince his Son (determining by Ho- 
nourable Death to leave their Bodies 1n the Ficld , 
rather than fall into the hands of their Enemies, or 
betake them to ſhametul flight, and leave their Men a 
Sacrifice behind them) redoubling their Strength and 
Valour, ſet ſuch Examples to the relt, that the de- 
clining Battel was reſtored, and Piercy Hotſpur with 
many of chief Command being Slain, the Lords Army 
fell into ront and confuſion ; ſo that in the Field and 
Purſuit 6000 were ſlain, the Earls of Worceſter, Douglas, 
and many others were taken Priſoners, and a famous 
Victory was obtained; and it 1s faid the King flew in 
this Battel 36 with his own hands; but becauſe the 
Earl Douglas in ſingle Combate had fought with him, 
and approved himſelf a valiant Man, he had his Liberty 
granted without Ranſom ; but. the reſt of the Priſoners 
had not that good luck ; tor the Earl of Worceſter, and 
ſeveral of the chicf, were Beheaded; many of a lower 
degree Hanged and Quartered, and their Heads placed 
on London Bridge, In this Battel the King loſt not 
above 609 Men. 

To follow this lucky Succeſs, the Prince was fent 
into Wales, with part of the Army; where he found 
Owen Glendour forſaken by molt of his Companions, and 
with the reſt for his ſafety he retired into a valt Wood, 
which being encompaſſed and narrowly watched, he 
was therc, with many others, Famiſhed to Dearth ; and 
ſuch as were taken by hunting aad beating that Wood, 
Bb 2 tut- 
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ſuffered by Execution. And hereupan the Prince re. 
turned to the King; and in the mean while the Far] 
of Northumberland came and ſubmitted himſelf to the 
Kings Mercy; and tho' he was excuſed, it was with 
no hearty goodw1il, but rather to prevent the Caſtle 
of Berwick, and other ſtrong Places on the Frontiers, 
from falling into the hands of the Scots, as being held 
by ſuch Officers as the Earl had appointed under him, 

Theſe Troubles were no ſooner over, but Lewis 
Duke of Orlcance ſent the King (in a Bravado) a Chal- 
Jenge to meer him and a Hundred French with a Hun- 
dred Engliſh, to Combate it for Honours ſake in an in- 
different place; whereto the Ring returned Anſwer, 
That his former Ad@ions in Warlike undertakings, could 
clearly acquit him from the 1mputation of Cowardize ; and 
that Kings ouzht not to be ſo careleſs of their Peoples well- 
fare and ſafety, as to meet every Madman woo bad the 
vanity to ſend them a Challenge : But that he would be at 
all times ready to Repel any Violence or Injury which he 
ſhould dare raſhly or unadviſedly to Attempt againſt bim or 
his People, This exceedingly nettled Aſoun/rear; fo 
that in an angry mood, deſigning Revenge, he Belieged 
the Town of Yergie in Guyan; but having waſted his 
Army in almoſt a four Months Siege, he was conſtrain- 
cd to raiſe it, and retire with diſgrace. 

After this the Duke of Burgundy, to mend the mat- 


ter, raiſed an Army to redyce Calls; but upon King. 


Henry's preparations to paſs the Seas with an Army, 
he was Remanded by the French King ; which he look- 


ing on as the Duke of Or{cances doings, to hinder him 
from gathering expected Lawrels, a mortal hatred 
ſprung up between them, and ſeveral Battels were 
Fought; King Henry firſt aſſiſting Burgundy, and then 
Orleance ; aad gained much Money by their Contention, 
Whillt they weakened each other, and the whole En 
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of France; whilſt they drew in Partics to ſide with 
them. Inthe mean while the Marſhal of France laying 
Siege to a Town In Gaſcony with 4000 Men at Arms, 
was beaten off by Sir John Blunt, with 300 Engliſh, 
12 Noblemen, and 120 Gentlemen, taken Priſoners 
and carried into the Town in Triumph. 

And now tho” the King had Pardoned the Earl of 
Ny thumberland, yet he reſenting ſome Hdigrities put 
on him, grew reſtleſs for Revenge, and therefore 
Aſlociating with Richard Scroop Arch Biſhop of York, 
Thomas Moubray, Earl Marſhal, The Lords Haſtings, 
Feulconbridge, Bardolf, and divers others, Forces were 
reſolved to be raiſed, and another hazard of the Ficld 
to bc Enterpriſed: Burt the Earl of Weſtmorcland, whom 
they would have drawn to their Party, revealing their 
Dctizn to the King, he ſecretly Marched with an Army 
into the North, ard ſurprilting /oubray, Scroop, and 
ſome others, cauſed their Heads to be ſtricken oft; but 
Northumberland, Bardolf, &c. Eicaped to France, trom 
whence they afterward came to Scotland, where that 
King promiſed to Aid them; but to prevent the 
threatening Danger, the King raiſed a potent Army, 
and ſent it under the Prince of Wales into Scotland, 
where he Retook Berwick, Alnwick, and other ſtrong 
places, that the Earl had delivered to the Scots, and 
Burnt many Towns in the heart of that Kingdom; 
whereupon the Scots, finding themſelves unable to 
make Reſiſtance, craved a-Truce, which was Granted 

"twelve Months; and thereupon the Prince retur- 
ned home with his Spoils. . 

\W hilſe this was doing, the French (to favour the 
Delign) ſet ovt ſeveral Armed Ships, to Alarum the 
Coalt Towns of England, when the Lord Caſizle, with 
three other Lords, 20 Knights, and a greatmany 
Soldiers, Landing at Dartmouth, were Encountered by 
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21 the Conntry People, who Slew Caſtile, and molt of his 


| Soldiers; and taking the reſt Priſoners, brought them 
| to the Kinz, who very well rewarded the Rulticks for 


El theirCare and Vigilancy,and put the Lords and Knights 


to great Ranſoms; and the King going to ſee them 
on Board at their departure, in his return from the 


's Downs very narrowly ſcaped being taken by a French 


Privatier's ſuppoſedly lying purpoſely in wait for him; 


'8 rrlhereupon the Lord Commors who attended him, be- 


ing a Nerman Nobleman, was ſuſpected of 'I reachery, 
but vpon his Tryal acquitted,and received into Favour, 

The Truce with Scotland Expired, Northumberland 
and Pardolf Animated the Scots to Invade En; land, 
which they did, doing much miſchief in Northumber- 
j lznd, and other Northern parts: Whereupon the 
Kivg Levied an Army and Traveled by long Marches 
to Encounter them, but before his Arrival, they were

till his Death, rhe King Enjoyed a Life free from Hoſti- 
tity, bur found ſuch Inward perplexities of Mind, for 
having Contenred to, or Inftigated, the Murther of 
King & 4rd his firſt Couſin, for the lucre of his Crown, 
thar to make tome Attonement, and quiet his Con- 
Tcience, he Levicd an Army, reſolving ( as he had 
Uoned) to make War againſt the Infidels that Op- 
' the Chriltiazs in the Holy Land; which the 
I Popes 
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Popes of thoſe times declared was a full Atonement, or 
ſufficient Exptation for any Crime, how Notorious ſo 
ever; but whillt things were getting ready, he feli in- 
to an Appoplexy; and finding Death approaching, 
cauſed his Crown to be placed on his Pillow, with an ir - 
tent to deliver it to the Prince when he was ncar De- 
| parting but he, impatient of delay, fappoſing him 

(when fallen into a Drowli.n2fs) to be Dead, removed it 
thence; whereupon the X77 raifed himſelf, and miſ- 
ling it, demanded Who had taken it > And the Prince 
Replying, /t was be: The King fell back, and fetching 
a deep Sigh, ſaid, My Son, wbat Right Thad to this Crown, 
and how 1 have Enioyed it, God knows, and the World 
| bath ſeeaz and thereupon he fetched a deep Groan ; 
bat the Prince not minding that, ſaid, Comfort your 
ſeif in God, Father; The Crown you have, and if you Dye, 
it 1s mine, and 1 will keep it with my Sword as you have 
done; and within a few Hours the King dyed, in the 
46th Year of his Age, when he had Reigned 13 Years, 
5 Months, and 19 Days; and was Buricd at Canter- 
bury, Anno 1 412. "7-7C6 

In this Kings Reign two Blazing Stars appeared be- 
fore the breaking out of the Piercy's Rebellion, and 
many Drops of Blood fell an Peoples Garments in the 
Northern Parts, as from the Clouds. 

Anno x 457 a great Plague happened, that deſtroyed 
in London 30000 Perſons, and multitudes elſe where; 
and the Year after, a violent Froſt held 15 Weeks. 

And by the wicked procurement of Thomas Arunde! 
Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, William Sawtree, William 
Swmderby, and William Thoyp, worthy Divines, ſuffered 
Martyrdome for oppoling the Romiſh Superſtitions 
and Idotatry, Preaching the Goſpel, and much adhear- 
ing to Wickliffe's Doctrine.

The Reien of HENRY the Fifth (com 
monly called Henry of Monmouth.) 


Titi Henry, the greater part of his Fathers Reign, 

was much lead away by evil Company, and was 
not free from committing in his Frolicks Robberies on 
the Highway, eſpecially 9n his own Receivers; and 
one of his Gang being taken, and about to be Sentenced 
in the Court of Kings Bench, he ruſhed in and laboured 
to pull off his Irons, 1n order to ſet him at Liberty; 
but the Lord Chief 5uſlice commanded him to defiſt; 
whereupon in a rage, he went up to the Bench, and 
Struck him on the Face; for which (after he had given 
him ſome mild Reproots, as that the Bench he {aton 
was the Kings, and that himſelt in that place repreſen- 
ted his Perſon, and what Injury was done to him, was 
done to the King ; and it he ſhewed ſuch evil Exam- 
ples, none would Obey him when he came to Retgn) 
he ſent him to the Kings Bench Priſon, till the Kings 
pleaſure ſhould be known 1n the matter. "lhe King 
no ſooner heard of it, but he commended the Judge tor 
his Courage and Impartiality, wiſhing all his Miniſters 
were like him; and though the Prince was Enlarged, 
yet for this he was put from his Prefidentſnip in the 
Council, and his Younger Brother Thomas Duke of 
Clarence placed therein, to his great Grief. 

Theſc and other Irregular Paſſages of his paſt Years, 
(when he was Crowned by Arundel Arch Biſhop of 
Canterbury at Weſtminſter) he wiſely conſidered; and 
tO repair what had bzen amiſs, ſtrictly forbid the Leud 
Companions of Jus Youth to enter his Court, or _ 

where 
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39 AJ 
where come near his Perſon, till he had ſome cauſe to : 
believe they had reformed and mended their Manners; 
yet ordered ſome of them, who had run out their 
Eſtates in puriuing his wild Extravagancics, ſmall Pen- 
ſions to Subſiſt on, till they could better provide for 
themſelves, Electing none for his Councel, nor into 
Places of Juſtice, or publick Government, but ſuch as 
were of known Integrity, Wiſe, Sober, and not to be 
Biaſed through fear or favour; greatly labouring to 
Reform the Abuſes of the Clergy ; and for the better 
ſecurity of the Marches, he cauſed the Caſtles and 
Towns thereabouts to be Repaired and Strongly Ga- 
riſoned, by which means he Awed the Scots and Welſh, 
and kept his People free from their former fears and 
apprehenſions of danger. 

And the better to ſhew he had no hand in, nor was 
conſenting to the Death of King Richard, he cauſed his 
Body to be brought from Langley to Weſtminſter, in 
much Funeral Pomp, and to be Interred by Queen Ann 
his beloved Witc. 

In the Second Year of his Reign he Aſſembled a 
Parliament at Lerceſter, wherein he was Importunately 
Addreſſed to ſupreſs Religious Houſes, where they 
were 11] mannaged, and in ſtead of promoting Godly 
Lives, had been made the Nurſeries of Gluttony, Idle- 
neſs, Pride, and all Uncleannefs; conlidering they 
would yiel1 into his Coffers an Annual Rent of 200001); 
which might be better Employed for the Support of 
the Crown, and Honour and Safety of the Kingdom, 
11 maintaining 15 Earls, 1500 Knights, and more than 
6000 Men at Arms ; beſides a great Number of Almes 
Houſes tor the ſupport and relief of the Poor. 

This much ſtartled the Abbots, Priors, Fryers, Monks, 
Nuzs, &c. as fearing to be Un-Hived, and forced to 
Labour for their Livings ; which they were little able 
tO 
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to do, conſidering they had fo long been inured to x 
habit of Idleneſs; and therefore to turn the Stream 
another way, at their inſtant Entreaties, Henry Chihe. 
fly who Succeeded Thomas Arundel in the Archiepiſ. 
copal See of Canterbury, rook an opportunity in a ver 

Learned Oration to make the King ſenlible of his 
Right to the Crown of France, inciting him to Claim 
It as his proper Inheritance; and in the Clergies he- 


| Half, for the carrying on the Wars, he offered a large 


Sum of Money ; whereupon the other bukneſs was laid 
aſide, and nothing now conſiderably debated or ſpoken 
of, but how the King might Recover France :. The 
People every where ſhewing a willingneſs to Embark 
in the Undertaking: And a Noble Embaſſy was ſent 
to King Charles the Sixth, peremptorily to demand the 
peaceable delivery of the Kingdom, together with the 
Dutchies of Aquitain, Normandy, Anjou, and whatever 
had formerly appertained to the Crown of England; 
and it the French King without Effufion of Blood 
would yicld to his demands, he would take the Lady 
Catherine, the Kings Daughter, to Wie, and Endow 
her with all the Dutchies and Provinces; and be tract- 
able in every thing tending to the French King's Ho- 
nour and Eſtate ; but upon the Refuſal, he would at- 
tempt the gaining it by the Sword, and bring on that 
Kingdom all the Miſerics that are inſeparable atren- 
dants on a cruel War. 

The unexpected ſtrangeneſs of this Meſſage, fo 


amazed the French King and his Nobles, that they 


could make no ready Anſwer, but proni:!e& to ſend 
Ambaſlladors to King Henry, who ſhould endeavour to 
Adjuſt this weighty Aﬀatr; yet the Dauthin of Fran 
had no ſooner notice of the King's Demands, but de- 
ſpiling his Youth, and holding him unfit to atrempt a 
matter of {o high a conſequence, 1n a ſcofling _— 
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Gnt him a Tun of Racket-Balls to ſport with in his 
Tennis-Court: This {9 Angered him that He Yowed 
( by Gods aſſiſtance) «re many AMontbs were over, he 
| would toſs ſo many Iron Balls within the Kingdom of France, 
that their ſtrongeſt Rackets ſhould be too weak to turn them. 
And hereupon he Levied a puiſſant Army ; fo that the 


| Dauphin ſeeing him 1n earneſt, began to repent of his 
Raſhneſs, and governing Afﬀairs under his Father, 
! whoſe Imbecility rendered him not very capable of it, 


| | heſent Ambaſſadors to Inform King Henry, That if he 
| | would deſiſt from his Purpoſe, and Live in Amity with 
that Nation, and take the Lady Catharine his Silter to 
Wife, he ſhould then receive with her a large Sum of 


Money, with ſome ſmall Territories and Polſeſſions in 
that Kingdom. 
d To this King Henry Replied, That unſeſs with the 


- | Lady he might have the Dutchies of Vormandy, Anjou, 

Aquitain, and all the other Signorles, to him and to his 
j Crown juſtly appertaining, he would not wave his 
Title to the Crown of France, but attempt by all Hoſtile 
i means to win it, if he might; and with this Anſwer 
h the Ambaſſadors departed much diſſatisfied : Where- 
. upon King Henry ſettling his Aﬀairs, appointing his 
: Mother Regent, and joyning to her Council many 
r grave Perſons for the Management of the Government, 
k he Marched his Army to the Sea Coalt. 

And now the Daupbin began to play another game; 
for Richard Earl of Cambridge, Henry Lord Scroop, and 
Str Thomas Grey, three approved Captains, Bribed by 
him with vaſt Sums, reſolved to Seize the King, and 
carry him into Fraxce , or if that proved too difficult,to 
Murther him in his Tent before he took Shipping ; but 
this Treaſon being timely Diſcovered, and made out 
by Proof, and their own Confeſſions, they were the 
day after their Tryals Executed in the Camp ; = as 
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ſoon as the Wind ſerved in 140 Ships he Tranſper. 
ted his Army to Normandy; and in 34 Days Took 
Hareflew, on the River Serme; Inriching his Army 
with the Spoiles, and placing the Duke of Exetcr his 
Unkle, as Captain there, and a Garriſon of 1500 Men, 
He reſolved, becauſe the Seaſon advanced apace, to 
March over-[.and to Calls, and Winter there. 

The Dauphin by this time had got a very numerong 
Army 1n the Ficld, and was attended by almoſt all the 
Nobility and Gentry of the French Nation, and having 
notice of King Henry's March, it was Debated whether 
he ſhould be ſuffered to paſs to Callzs, or be Forght 
wit!- by the way ; at lait in the French Kings Council by 
tar the greater Number, it was carried to glve him 
Battel, lince he had paſſed the River Soam, and was In- 
tangled in the Country, his Army conſiſting but of 
2000 Horſe, and 13000 Archers and Men at Armes, 
many of them being Sick, and wanting moſtly Provi- 
fions; whereupon a Herald was jent to him with De- 
fiance, commanding him to prepare within a few days 
for the Battel : To this he preſently Anſwered, That 
his Army being afflicted with Sickneſs and Wants, he was 
bending bis Courſe to Callis to Refreſh his Men, and there- 


fore world not ſeck his Enemy ;, but if they dared to Interrupt 


him in his Paſſage, he was of ſufficient Force to Repel all Vi- 
olence which the French Nation fhorld oppoſe againſt him; 
upon this Anſwer a Proclamation was put ont, That 
all who loved their Country, and were deſirous to 
foaht tor Honour, ſhould ſtraight-wates repair to the 
French Kings Standard ; fo that the Army ſoon encrea- 
ſed to upward of 52000, moſtly Horſe, conſiſting of 
the Flower of the French Nation, King Henry was not 
Ienorant of this, nor of their haſty Marches towards 
him; ſo that pitching his Tents between the Towns 
of Balugic and Agincourt, in the County of 58, my 
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he reſolved to expet them; which was not long, fo 
that in a manner Incompaſling his little Army with 
their Multitudes, they were ſo ſure of Victory, that 
they made great Fires; and held Revels in their Camp, 
whilſt King Henry and his People were in a deep Hu- 
miliation, defiring aſſiſtance of God. 

On the 25th of Ofober, Anno 1.414, The Armies on 
both ſides were ſet in Array, each dividing into three 
Battels; King Henry's Vaunt-Guard was Commanded 
in chief by the Duke of York, the Main-Battel by him- 
ſelf, and the Rear-Guard by Thomas Duke of Exeter ; 
and to prevent any ſuddain breaking in of the French 
Horſe, he cauſed his Archers and Men at Arms to be 
invironed with Stakes fix or ſeven Foot long, headed 
with ſharp Iron, which faſtened at one end in the 
Ground, might eaſily upon occaſion be removed ; on 
the Wing, as the French Horſe were to come on, he 
placed in a Meadow 1500 Archers, having a Ditch 
before them, that could not eaſily be Leaped z and 
when Sir Walter ZHarpington Marſhal of the Field, caſt 
up his Gantlet, the whole Band of Archers were to 
deliver their flights of Arrows with a great ſhout; all 
which was ſo exactly obſerved, That the French Horſe 
of their firſt Battel were no ſooner within the danger 
of the Ambuſh, but they were gauled by the Archers, 
and many of their Riders thrown to the Ground and 


' trampled to Death; Then the Engli/h Vant-guard ler 


fly, dimming the Air with their ſhowers of Arrows, 
working a miſerable DeſtruQion to the French; ſo 
that by the unrulineſs of the wounded Horſes, this 
Battel ſoon fell into diſorder and confuſion, preſſing 
violently upon one another, breaking in upon the Foot 
for Retreat. and doing great miſchief; which the Eng- 


| liſh perceiving, ſlung their Bows and' with Mawls, 


Axes, Swords, Gleves, and Bills, made an incredible 
{laughter 
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ſlavghter among them; and having put theſe to 

Rout, they run fiercely on the middle Battel of the 
French, who for a while Fought with great Courage 
and Reſolution 5 and having done them conſiderahle 
miſchief, they ſeemed Politickly to Faint and Retire 
which was Io train the Enemy on their ſharp Pointed 
Stakes; ard it ſo well ſucceeded, that the French 
Horſe ruſhing, on furioufly, withour ſeeing the danger, 
were miſerably Goarcd, ſtopping one another, and 
making a Barricade for the Fnglſh, whilſt they had 


- Jeaſure to ply them with their flights of Arrows, tillin 
a ſhort time that Battel (as the former) was altogether 
In Rout and Confuſion; and then the Engliſh breaking 


in as before, the King tought hand to hand with the 
Puke of Aianſon, and was fo violently ſtriken by him, 
that it broke the ſmall Crown he wore on his Helmet 
That day. to diſtinguiſh him 1n the Battel; and he had 
nearly taken him Priſoner, but the King recovering 
from the Stund he received from the forcible blow, 
flew two of his Companions, and beat him down; 
whereat he cricd out, 1 am your Couſin Alanſon, ſpare 
my Life; and tho' the King labourcd to do it, his 
Guards were ſo enraged :2ainſt him for endangering 
the Life of their Soveraign, tnat they flev7 him as he 
lay on the Ground. 

This Battel being utterly Defeated, the Third 
(which conliſted almolt all of Foot) being Charged, 
and fearing to be Incompalied, threw down their Arms, 
and as many as could fled; but great Numbers who 
could not, fell on their Knees and begged Quarter, 
which was granted : Eut fatally to them, in the cloſe of 
the Fight, Kobinet of Bozwile with 600 of thoſe Horle- 
men which had firſt acquitted the Field, entered the 
Kings Camp, Guarded only by Lacquies and ScuJlons, 
and few many of thoſe weak Detendants, who railng 
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a doleful cry, the King verily ſuppoſed freſh Forces 
were come to Engage his weary Soldiers; and there 
being almoſt as many Priſoners as he had Men of his 
own, fearing they ſhoald Revolt, and do him great 
miſchief in a renewed Fight, he cauſed it to be Pro- 
claimed on pain of Death, That all ordinary Priſoners 


[hould immeaiatly be put to the Sword; Which was accor- 


dingly done to about 8009; but when the King knew 
the true cauſe of the new uproar, and had ſlain almoſt 
all thoſe 600 that rifled his Camp, he condemned him- 
ſelf of roo much Cruelty in putting the Priſoners to the 
Sword, when he had given them Quarter, bewailing it 
with Tears, and cauſed his Surgeons to lookafter ſuch 
as yet weltered in ther Blood, or there might be any 
hopes to recover, and ſome were recovered; for in ſo 
ſuddain an 'Execution, many received Wounds that 
were not Mortal. | 

This famous Victory obtained, the King fell on his 
Knees, and cauſed all the Army to do the like; and 
with up-lifted Hands ſay, Lord, Not unto us, not unto us, 
but to thy Name be Glory and Honour. 

In this Battel (which the King ſaid ſhould be called 
The Battel of Agincourt to all Poſterity, becauſe Fought 
near that Town) were ſlain of the French, Charles Lord 
Delabreth, Conſtable of France, Jaques Lord of Dampire, 
High Admiral, John Duke of Alanſon, Anthony Duke 
of Brabant, Edward Duke of Barre; The Ear!s of Marle, 
V audemont, Blawmount, Grand Pree, Ruſſey, Faulconbridg, 
Foys, and Zaſtrake, 25 Lords, 8000 Knights, Efquires, 
and Gentlemen, and about 10000 of the meaner forr. 

The Priſoners of Note were Charles Duke of Orlc- 
ance, Fohn Duke of Burboa, The Lords Donuart, Foſſeux, 
Humiers, Roy, Cawny, Hemcourt, Noell, Bonciqualt, and 
ſome others; and on King Henry's part of Note were 
lain Edward Duke of York, and the Earl of Worceſter : 

Cc Some 
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Some Hiſtorians vw1ll have the latter to be the Earl of 
Suffolk, and not above 6500 others of all Ranks. The 
King who before the Battel had Vowed to Dye or 
Conquer, and that England ſhould never be at a Pen 
charge for his Ranſom, was informed by ſome of his 
Noble Priſoners, That the French were ſo confident of 
the Victory, that they had not only diſpoſed of his 
Perſon, and the ſpoil of his Camp before hand, but 
alſo of Places and Offices in England : But when Man 
propoſes, God diſpoſes. 

The Dead being Honourably Buricd, and the Sol- 
diers Inriched with the Spoil, the King Marched to 
Calhs, without any interuption ; and having ſettled 
his Affuirs, paſſed into England, where he was received 
by his Subjects with unſpeakable Joy. 

Soon after this, the Duke of Exeter, Captain of Fare- 
flew, Ravaged the Countries, and Overthrew the Earl 
of Arminiack, the new Conſtable of France, with con- 
ſiderable ſlaughter ; taking many Priſoners, for which 
he had large Ranſoms: And S:giſmund the Emperorof 
Germany coming into England, laboured to conclude a 
Peace between the two Kings; but nor being able to 
effect it, he made one for himſelf ; and bcing konour- 
ably attended by the King and his Nobles to his Ships, 
he returned home, highly fatisfied with his Entertain- 
ment : Shortly after the Duke of Purgundy made a 
Peace with King Henry only for the Countics of Flat- 
ders and 21rthois, tor which he was ſuſpected as an Ene- 
my to the Crown of France, 

In the Kings ab{cnce, the French Belicged Hareflew 
by Sea and L and ; but their Fleet, Commanded by Jrbs 
Viſcount Narboi, was utterly deſtroyed by John Duke 
of Bedſord;, whereupon the Conſtable raiſed the Siege 
by Land, and haſted to Paris 3 upon which rhe French 
Nobility Quarclled among themſelves, about the _

had Succeſſes, charging the Miſcarriage upon one a- 
nother, which made for King Hemry's Intereſt; fo that 
he called a Parliament at Weſtminſter, declaring pub- 
lickly his Right and undoubted Title to the Crown of 
France, and the many wronzs the French had done the 
Enzliſh Nation, which now they had an opportunity to 
repair, In giving him Supplies to enable him in the 
proſecution of his Wars, which they liberally Granted 
him; and it was ratſed without any murmurings of the 
People, as in other Reigns had happened on the like 
occalion: In the mean while John Holland Earl or Hn- 
tinzton, after a ſharp Engagement, took three Carracks 
of Genoa, and ſunk other 11x, that were going to Aid 
the French; and in the Prizes found great ſtore cf 
Treaſure; and early in the Spring the King Landcd a 
ſtrong Army in Normandy, took the Caſtle of Torque, 
whereupon the Villagers of that Dutchy fled into their 
Walled-Towns, and he laid Siege to the City of Caen, 
which after many fierce Aſſaults, he took, putting to 
Dezth the moſt obſtinate, who had too long refuſed his 
proffered Mercy, in holding out againft him; and the 
more Wealthy Citizens he put to Fines and Ranſoms, 

And now a Quarrel happened between the Queen 
of France and the Dauphin her Son, for ſhe having raked 
together great ſtore of Treaſure, he forcibly ferzcd it 
for the uſe of the War; which ſo enragcd her, that ſhe 
vowed Revenge, and procured J:hn Duke of Burgundy 
to be Protector of the Kings Perion and oi the King- 
dome; ſo that an irreconcileable Quarrel continued 
among them : The Conſtable and Dauphin labouring to 
weaken his Intereſt, and he on the other hand ſuppor- 
ted by the Kings Favour, was not wanting to do the 
like for them. Whilſt King Henry was Warring in 
Normandy, and took in about 50 {trong Towns and 
Caſtles, reducing the Normans for the molt part to his

hinder any Succours coming by Water, keeping like- 
wiſe that Paſſage blocked up with a ſtrong SJuadron, 
under the Command of the Earl of I} arwick ; ard 
whilſt he lay at this Siege, the Lord Kilmay with 160c0 
p 4{hmen, came to him Ar -med with Darts and Coats of 
Mail, being joytally recelved, and proved very ſervi- 
cable. But the King finding his violent Aſſavlts were 
- "vie the Garriſon being very Numerons, incom- 
paſſed the place to the L andw; ard, with a wide and deep 
Treac h, impailed at the bottom with ſharp Stakes, and 
fo weil guar ded&, with Archers, that they durſt not ap- 
proach it; ſo there being Multitudes of uſeleſs People 
19 the City, the Famine encreaſed fo ſore among them, 


that nothing Uuclean was left uneaten ; nor were þ 


thoſe they turned out ſuffercd to pals the Engliſh Camp, 
ſo that many Hundreds with piteons cries lay and died 
under the Walls; and the Siege having contiaued from 
{Lamas 11d, tn] Chriſ 745, 0n New-Tears Day they de- 
ſired ſafe. Condutt for their Commiſſioners to pals to 

the King, which was allowed, bur to little purpoſe; for 
a bold Frenchman 10 angect cd him with his Vaunting 
ſpecch (wherein he raxed him __ ogy go dege- 
neratenelſs, and. m: :annels oi Courage, for Cloiſtering 
un tne Garriſon to 5 rarve them.

Satled for England, where he was Joyfully received; 
and the February following Queen Catharine was Crow 
ned at Weſtminſter, with great Solemnity. 

The Dauphin upon King Henry's departure, begil 
to look vp a little, and having made the Young Duke 
of Alanſon his Lieutenant ; the Duke of Clarence ws

Blangy:; yet the French loſt 1 200 of their choiceſt Men; 
and of the Engliſh were ſlain the Duke of Clarence, the 
Earl of Tankervile, Sir Gilbert Umpherwite, the Lord 
Roſs, and near 2500 ot leſs Note ; and taken Priſoners 
the Earls of Suffolk, Sommerſet, and Perch; the Lord 
Fitz-Walter, and others: Burt upon the approach of Sir 
Thomas Beaufort with a Band -of Archers, the French 
haſted out of the Field with their Priſoners and Spoil, 
as having had hot work on 1t already, and not willing 
to try a ſecond Encounter. 

The King was much troubled at this Overthrow, 
and the death of his Brother ; but reſolving Revenge, 
he ſent the Earl of Aſfouiitagre to ſucceed him 1n the 
Command of the Provinces, and aſſembling a Parlia- 
ment, cauſed to be laid betore them the State of both 
Nations; whereupon to enable him in his Wars, the 
Temporality gave him one Fifteenth, and the Clergy 
two; and for Expedition, the Biſhop of Wincheſter Ad- 
vanced 20000), and received it again out of the Tax 
Granted by Parliament ; whereupon an Army conliſt- 
ing of 24000 Men was Tranſported under the Com- 
mand of Fobn Duke of Bedford, the King's Brother, 
driving the Dauphin from the Siege of Chartieres, from 
thence the Duke Marched to Parts, and was ſoon joyn- 
ed by the Duke of Burgundy with 4000 Horſe; nor 
was the King flow in following his Army, having with 
him James the Young King of Scots, who with his own 
People Beſieged and "Took Direux, and delivered it to 
King Henry, and ſo they chaſed the Dauphin out of all 
his ſtrong Holds, compelling him to take Refuge in 
Berry, whither the King thought not fir to tire his 
Army in following him ; but having taken in a great 
many places, repaſled the Lorre. 

About this time Queen Catharine was delivered of a

Soon aiter this, the King having Reduced the lfles of 


France, and almoſt a!l other Places, fel} Sick, and unable 


to Travel: whereupon he committed the charge of 
the Army to his Brother John Duke of Bedford. Then 
calling together his Nobles, and ſending for the Queen, 
he appointed the Duke of Bedford Regent of France, 
and Licutenant General of Normandy; and his other 
Brother Humplry Duke of Gloceſter, Regent of England, 
dr Protector of his Son's Perſon ; Exhor ting the No- 
Hles to maintain the Friendſhip with the Duke of Bur- 
gundy, and always to be at Union among themſelves; 
to be faithful to his Son and Queen, and never to con- 
clude a Peace with the Dauphin till he ſubmitted to his 
Son - Soon after this, he Dyed, Auguſt 31ſt Anno 1422 
at Boice Le Vincenois in France, of a Burning Feavour, 
and Flux, in the 3oth Year of his Age, when he had 
Reigned | 9 Years, 5 Months, and 10 Days; and his 
Body being broucht over, was Buried among his No- - 
ble Anceſtors at Weſi minſter, with extraordinary So- 
iemnity. 

In this Kings Reign thoſe that held Wickliffe s Doct- 
rine were ſharply Perſccuted, at the Inſtigarion of the 
Roman Clergy; 73 languiſhed i in Priſon, and Lawrence 
Redman, David Sawtree, William Jones, Thomas Bright- 
wel. W1 liam Hawbam, Ralph Greenhurſt, and John Schute, 
were 
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were Burnt and Strangled in St. Giles Fields. And Sir 
4hn Old Caſtle, ſtiled Lord Cobham, being Condemned 
in Parliament, tho' he produced the Articles of his 
Belief, and offered to Prove them by his Sword in 
iingle Combate, according to the Word of God ; nei- 
ther that, nor the great Services he had done, could 
Prote&t him againſt the Clergy's Mallice;z for being 
hung up in an Iron Frame, he was Burnt Alive in Sr. 
Giles Fields, being a Man truly Religious, Virtuous, and 
Valiant.

Arundel 2, 
Bramber 2,Chicheſter 2, Eaſt Grinſtead 2, Horeſham 2, 
Lewis 2, Midhurſt 2, New Shoreham 2, Steyning 2 ; 
and 2, Knights of the Shire : Beſades the Cinque Ports, viz. 
Haſtings 2, Rye 2, Seaford 2, and Winchelſea 2. 

Chicheſter in this County is beld to be Founded by Ciſſa 
a South Saxon, and the Byhoprick was Tranſlated thither 
from Seſley by William the Conqueror ; at Lewis King 
Ethelſton Corned bis Money, and a ſtrong Caſtle was Built 
there by Ear] Warren, and a Bloody Battel fought near it 
between King Henry and bis Barons ; at Penſey or _ 
oy 
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ſey the Conqueror Landed when he won England ; and near 
Haſtings the great Fight was fought between William ang 
King Harold for the Kingdom, and the place is calledty 
this day Battel-Ficld ; at Buckſtead the firſt Great Iron 
Guns im England were Caſt: The Waters in this County 
produce the beſt Carp in the Iſland, and on the Sea Coaſt 
ſtore of Lobſters are taken, Near Walfal are ſtore of Lime 
Pits; Seiley 1s famed for Cockles;, near Tenderden 
Steeple 75 a 3tone that ſen/1bly appears to Grow by the falliag 
of the Rain.

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The Reienof HENRY the Sixth (com- 
monly called Henry of Windior.) 


H E N RY the Sixth, being at the Death of his Father 
not above three Months Old, a Parliament was 
ſoon after called, and he Crowned at Weſtminſeer, 2t 
five Months Old, the Queen holding him in her La 
whilſt the Ceremony was performed, and likew! 
brought into the Parliament-Houſe, where the Lords 
paid Homage to him as their Rightful Soreralgn, 4 
Speech on his behalf being made to them by the Queen, 


*Exhorting them to be {tedtalt and Unanimous 1a 1 } 
CUria | 
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curing his Right, and oppoſing his Enemies, &'c. which 

they promiſed to be, and endeavour to the utmoſt. 
Not long after this, King Chartes the Sixth Dying, 
the French Nobles began to bethink themſelves, that it 
{tood little with their Honour to be ſubject to a Prince 
of another Nation, whillt they had a Son of their King 
amongſt them ; and forgeting their Oaths and Fealty, 
they began on a ſuddain to grow cold towards the 
Engliſh, and ſeemed deſirous to ſhake off their Yoak ; 
of which the Regent giving notice to his Brother in 
England, care was taken continually to ſend him over 
Men and Money, to compell them, it neceſſity required 
it, to their Obedience; but firlt he uſed all manner of 
fiir Means, minding them if they pertſevered in their 
Loyalty, the happy concluſion would make them Rich 
and Fortunate, win to them the Love and Favour of 
their Young King, as he grew up and increaſed in 
Wiſdom and Years, ©c. . However the Dauphin got 
himſelf Crowned by his Party, under .the Title of 
Charles the Seventh; and with his ſmall Army took 
the Field, ſending the Lord Grandval to Belicge Pont- 
Melance on the River Serne, which he had the fortune 
to ſurprize before the Eugliſh Garriſon was aware of 
his coming,putting moſt he iound therein to the Sword; 
but 1t was ſoon regained by the Earl of Salisbury, and 
the Lord Grandval ſwore Allegiance for his Ranſom, 
to King Henry, but baſely revolted as ſoon 25 he was 
Enlarged : Then the Earl took Senes 3 whereupon the 
Pariſians ſued to the New French King to afl:iſt them 
underhand, tho' at the ſame time they had for a colour 
ſent ſome of their Citizens to King Henry, promiling a 
continued Duty and Loyalty, for yet they found nor 
matters ripe for an open Revolt: Bur whilſt the Re- 
gent was Magnthcently Celebrating his Nuptials with 
the Lady nn Siſter to the Duke of Burgundy, they 
{ecretiy 
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ſecretly ſent to Charles, Advertiſing him, That if he 
came ſpeedily with any conſiderable Power, 
y would over-maſter the Engliſh Garriſon, and deliver 
the City into his hands. , 
F This greatly Rejoyced him ; but whilſt his Prep. 
rations were ſlow, the Conſpiracy was made known to 
the Regent, who {ſwiftly Marched his Army 1n at their 
I Gates, ſeized on the chief Conſpirators, and canſed 
NF then! to be Executed in ſundry places of the City, 
: placing a greater Garriſon, which very much curbed 
them, bridling them more with the Caſtle of Pacy and 
Corrſay, not far from thence, which he took, and 
ſtrongly Fortified ; and to prevent the Scots Aiding 
the French, James their King was ſent home, who had 
been taken on the Seas, and a Priſoner at Large to the 
Faeliſh many Years; yet the Engliſh Intereſt was ſome- 
thing, weakened by the Revolt of the Duke of Britamy, 
who fearing the Regent growing Powerful might bring 
him into ſubjcction, joyned with the Dauphmr, as dl 
his Brother Arthur Earl of Yorie, cauſing that Townin 
Normandy of which King Henry the Fifth had made 
him Cantain, to Rebel; yet that and Yernoille, which 
had likewiſe Revolted, were ſoon Regained, and the 
French Armies that came to Relieve them, were Over- 
| thrown. | 
wu | S291 after, the defeated Governour of Yvrie, whom 
| the Dauphin hid unworthily made Conſtable of France, 
Belieged St. James Town In Bayon, with 4coo Men; 
but the Peſiezed iſſuing out with nideous cries of St. 
George and the Earl Salisbury, who by his Martial deeds 
was grown Terrible to the French, that Army being 
ſeized with a fear that the Earl was entered with his 
Army on the other ſide, and about to breax-1n upon 
them, all in confuſion threw away their Arms and fled; 
ſo 1 handful of Men purſuing, a great many - them 
| ca 
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leaped into the River and were Drowned, others were 
lain, and all the Rich Plunder of the Camp fell to the 
Engliſh. But whilſt we thus Triumphed in France, a 
Miſchief had like to have marred all at home, by a diſ- 
cord that happened between the Duke of Glouceſter and 
his Unkle the Biſhop of Wincheſter : But the Regent 
leaving the Earl of Warwick his Lieutenant General in 
France, came timely over, and made them Friends in a 
Parliament he called ; in honour of which Reconcilia- 
tion, the Young King held a ſolemn Feaſt, and the Re- 
gent Dubbed him a Knight ; after which, the King 
made Richard,.Son to the late Earl of Cambrilze, Duke 
of Tork, and Reſtored John Mowbray Earl Marſhal, to 
his Fathers Dutchy of Norfolk; and the Biſhop of /in- 
cheſter going to Calls, met the Popes Bull which In- 
veſted him with the Dignity of a Cardinal, which higl1- 
ly pleaſed him ; and new Forces being Levied in Enz- 
land, were ſent to ſtrengthen the Armies in Frazce ; {© 
that a great number of Towns that had Revolted, 
were Regained, and many French Nobles pat to their 
Ranſoms, which raiſed Money to maintain the War, 
Orleance being, now the ſtrongeſt place the French. 
held, the Earl of Saksbury laid Siege to it ; but after 
two Months lying before it, the Earl from a Watch- 
Tower taking a view of the Town wherc it was eaſieſt 
to be Aſſaulted, was ſlain by a ſhot from a Culverin ; 
being the firſt Noble Engliſhman ever known to be 
k11'd by a Great Shot ; and with his Death,the Courage 
of the Engliſh much abated. However, the Earl of 
Suffolk ſucceeded him in the Command, who ſending 
out Sir Joby Falſtaff to procure Proviſions for the 
Camp, the Lord Delabreth in his return intending, to- 
ſurpriſe him with a great Power, was beaten by his 
imall Party, as being catched again with the Agincourt 
Trap, by Goaring their Horſes on Irons Pointed, 
whilſt 
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whilſt the Engh/b retired ſate behind them, and wiz 
their Arrows made a miſerable Slaughter of 2500 
his Men, taking 11000 Priſoners, and a great Booy; 
whereupon the Beſieged in Orleance offered to deling 
up tke City to the Duke of Burgundy, if he wonld tak 
them into his immediate Protection, which he conſe. 
ted to do, if the Regent would Agree to it : But whe 
he propoſed it, the Regent told him, He could not, fu 
fance King Henry had been at ſuch great Charge to redue 
it to Extreamity, and at a point to Tield, it was altogether 
reaſcnable it ſi:culd obey no other Soveraign but him. This 
much perplexed the Duke, and made him ever after | 
leſſen his Aſfections to the Engli/h, till hequite fell off, 
and to their great det1iment joyned with the adverſe 
arty, : 
4 1 he Citizens of Orlcance finding their Propoſal fruit 
leſs, ſent to the Dauphin for ſpeedy Succour, reſolving 
to hold out to the lait Extreamity, and the Watchesof 
the Engliſh Camp being careleſs, as expecting every 
day it would Surrender, in the depth of Night they 
thruſt ſeveral Thouſand Men in, with ſtore of Provi- 
ſions; ſo that within a few days they boldly Sallied 
with their main Strength, won a ſtrong Paſs, and flew 
600 Engliſh that Guarded it, but Aſlaulting a Baſtile 
where the Lord Talbot lay, be fell on them with ſuch 
fury, that leaving half their Number Dead, the relt 
fled fearful into the Town. Bur the next day the Earl 
of Suffolk, by reaſon of the new Supplies, ſeeing no pro- 
bability of winning the Place, raiſed the Sirge, and pu 
the greater part of his Army into 'Garriſons ; but 
whillt himſelf lay at Jargeaux, the French won it, and 
took him Priſoner, and many Noble Priſoners were 
Slain, becauſe the French hotly contended among them- 
ſelves to whom they rightly belonged; and about 
25009 French under the Earl of Yendoſm and others, 
. meeting

meeting with the Lords Scales, Talbot, and Hungerford 
who Fought with them deſperately ; but not having 
above 5000 Engliſh, they were Overthrown, and the 


| Lords taken Priſoners ; yet the French magnifying their 


Victory, many ſmall Towns and Caſtles Revolted to 
them,as Trois, Rhemes, Challons, and many others; which 
made the Regent reſolve to give Charles Batrel, ſending 
to defie him as a Uſurper and Traytor to hisggord and 
Maſter; and tho' he drew out his Army atd made 
ſame ſemblance as if he accepted the Challenge, yet he 
ſhifted and fled from place to place, and could not be 


| brought toa fair Field ; and the Towns ſtill Revolrting, ' 


it was thought Expedient to ſend for King Henry over, 
thinking his Preſence might keep the reſt in Obedi- 
ence ; and accordingly coming to Parts, he was Crown- 
ed there King of France, with much Royal Pomp and 
Solemnity : © Yet this ſtopped not the current of the 
Revolt; whereupon no ſooner was the King returned 
to England, but the Regent haſtned into Normandy to 
ſecure his Intereſt there ; for things run ſo ſtrongly, 
he knew not whom he might truſt. 

Whilſt theſe things were doing, Charles who had 
been likewiſe Crowned King of France, with many 
Flatteries and large Promiſes of Honour, Riches, and 
Promotion, laboured to withdraw the Duke of Bur- 
gundy from King Henry's Intereſt; yet at this time, 
tho' he was not well affeted to the Enzlyh, by reaſon 
of the diſtaſte he conceived at the Siege of Orleance, he 
refuſed his offers, and acquainted the Regent with the 
whole Intrigne; ſo that when Charles perceived this 
device was fruitleſs, he drew down his whole Army 
before Pais, but after many Aſſaults, he was beaten off; 
with a great ſlaughter of his Men, by the Engliſh in 
Gariſon there, and ſome few Citizens as were well 
allected-to King Henry; for which the Regent at his 
Dd return 
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return fave them many. Thanks and Rewards, 
which they ſeemed greatly to rejoyce, promiting muth, 
bur in the ſequel performing little. 

Theſe troubleſome Wars having held a long time 
the Princes of Furope mediated for Peace, which only 
came to a fix Years 1 ruce, ard yet that was broke 
much ſooner, upon the death of Ann, the Regents 
Dutchg&5.Silter to the I>uke ot Brirgundy, and his Mar. 
Tying the Lady Jaguet, Dan -i1ter tO the Earl of St. Payl. 
For as munch as hereupon the Duke of Burgundy's Loye 
to the Eng1ijh more and more declined, and the bond of 
Affnity that tied him more {trictiy to the Regent, he. 
ing ſundercd by the Death of his Siiter; and now the 
French taking, all advantages, ſecretly conveyed 209 
Men into the Caſtle of Roan in Normandy ; butt 


were Alliulted by the Garriſon with ſuch timely Coy- 


rage (for they had been Introduced by the Treachery 
of the Deputy-Governour, as Friends) that they were 
beaten into the Dungeon, from whence they were 
ſentenced ſome to the Gallows, others to a different 
manner of Death, by Cruel Torments; and thoſe that 
ſpcd belt, were put to great Ranſoms, 

Herenpon the Regent took the Field, and being Re- 
inforced by 800 Men at Arms, brought over by the 
Lord Talb:t, who had ſometime before, by his Ranſom 
being paid, been ſct ar liberty ; and often urged the 
French to a Battel, which they declined - In the mean 
while, the Boors in Normandy roſe in a tumultuous Re- 
bellion, but being Overthrown by the Earl of Arunae, 
about 1cc0 of them Slain, and ſeveral of. their-Ripgle- 


ders Exccuted, this diſturbance was quieted. Bbt as 


the Earl went to recover St. Rue, which had Revolted, 
attempting to take in by the way Greborie Caſtle, be 
was ſhot in the Ancle witha Culverin Ball, and being 
taken Priſoner, ſoon after Dycd of his Wound. The 


Duke 
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Duke of Bourbon, who had been taken Priſoner at the _ 
Battel of Agincourt, after fifteen Years Impriſonmentr, 

paid his Ranſom; but the day he intended to Imbarke 
for France, Dyed at London, And now after many 
Jealouſies between the Regent-and Duke of Burgundy, 
their Friends Jaboured to Reconcile them, and they 
ſeemingly were again united in ſtrict Amity ; But go- 
ing together into the Town of St. Omer's, thMegent 
expected the firſt Viſit, as due to his Character and 
Dignity, bnt the Duke being Soveraign Lord of that 
Town, ſuppoſed he ſhovld be Checked by his Subjects 
for ſuch a diſhonourable condeſention ; thereupon they 
declined the Vilſits, and both left the Town in much 
Anger, and forthwith the Duke of Burgundy entered 
into a ſtrit League with Charles, who had taken on him 
the ſtile of King of Frence. After this, St. Deanis,and 
other Towns were Surpriſed, or otherways Taken by 
the French, but many of them again Retaken; and 
thoſe that were not looked on as Teneable,Diſmantled: 
And now the Regent by reaſon of his unwearied Toll, 
falling into a deſperate Languiſhment, Dyed; and was 
Buried in a ſtately Monument, erected for him in our 
Lady's Church in Zoan; and Richard Duke of York ap- 
pointed Regent in his ſtead, againſt the Mind of the 
Kings neareſt Friends and beſt Counſellours, who were 
not Ignorant of. his Aſpiring and pretenſions- to the 
Crown: Soon after Paris Revolted, and another Re- 
belſion was raiſed. in Normandy, but ſoon ſuppreſſed 
by the Lords Talbot, Scales, and others, and the Dake of 
I laid Siege to Calls, but was compelled to 
raiſe it and fly by Night, upon notice the Protector 
was ſending great Forces from England to Relieve it ; 
and 20000 Men ſoon after Landed, Burning and Waſt- 
ing the Dukes Countries of Flanders, and Arthors, But 
now the French began to deal with the Scots, the better

However tho” the Parley was diſlolved, yet the 
Duke of Orleance being brought to Calice, tho' King 
Henry the Fifth on his Death-Bed had commanded he 
ſhould nor be Ranſomed, he was Ranſomed by the 
Iuke of Zurguidy, and Honourably convey'd to the 
French Cert. And now to make way for Calamities

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French King) Marricd the Lady Margaret, whom he 
received by Suffolk his A mba lador at the Hands of the 
French King, and Reyner hier Father, Duke of <Anjou, 
Titular King of Src!ly, DVapics, and Jeruj alem, tho" with 
her he had little or n> Dowry; which 'made the 
Match be much dittiked by the Nobles: and Commons. 
Vet for this Service the Earl was created Duke of 


Suffolk, and {tood high in the Queen's tavour, and they 


ſoon found means to dilinifs the 200d Duke of Glou- 
ceſter from his ProteQtorſhip, after he had a long time 
faithfully Served the King and Kingdom. And ſoon 
after, the depoſed Protcctor, by the contrivance of his 
Grand Enemies, Was Accuſed (in a Parliament aſſem- 
bled by the Queen in the King's Name at Bury) of 
High Treaſon, and committed to the Tower ; where 
the next day he was found dead in his Bed, to the great 
Grief of almoſt all the Kingdom, as being a Pious, 
Valliant, and Virtuous Prince; 1t was generally con= 
cluded he was Smothered, for no Wound was found 
about him : But. God was not flow in requiring his 
Blood at the hands of thoſe that were undoubtedly the 
contrivers of his fall; for upon the removal of this 
great and beloved Stateſman, Richard Duke of York 
tound an open way to thrult in, and ſet up his preten- 
lions of Title to the Crown, making himſelf ſtrong in 
Friends and Treaſure, the better to carry 0n his de- 
_fgns. So that being now Intent on his own Advance- 
ment, he grew carleſs of his Command, which tur- 
_ greatly to the advantage of the French; for the 
Truce no {ooner expired, but they came ſtrongly pre- 
pared into the Field, and making three Armies, took 
In divers little Towns; and this ſucceſs emboldened 
them, that holding ſecret correſpondence with the In- 
habitanrs of Roan in Normandy, they drew an Army 
before that City , whereupon the Citizens compelled 
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the Earls of Sommerſct and Shrewsbury to Surrender the 
place; having leave to depart to Caen with all their 
Goods: Soon after Hareflew, and divers other places 
were loſt. 

A Rebellion abqut this time breaking out in Ireland, 
the Duke of Sommerſet was made Regent or Lieutenant 
in Normandy, and the Duke of York ſent over to quell 
the Iriſh Rebells, which he eaſily effe&ted. But this 
dividing, weakening the Fngliſh Strength, the Kings 
Army, in Normandy was Overthrown, and Caen Loft, 
and ſoon aftcr all Normandy ; and now Diviſions ha 
pencd at Home; for the Doke of Suffolk the Queens - 
Favourite, bcing Envied by the People, they were In- 
{tigated by the Duke of York, and his Faction, to make 
many grievous Complaints againſt him, upon the mif- 
carriages in Government; whereupon he was (to 
pleaſe them) colourably committed to the Tower, yet 
had his Liberty at will; which fo Incenſed them, that 
making a Fellow their Captain, nicknamed Blewbeard 
they fell into Rebellion ; but were ſoon Quelled, and 
{ome of their Rinzlcaders Executed, the reſt were Par- 
doned. Hecreupon the King and Queen thinking to 
reconcile all Differences, a Parliament was called ; bnt 
contrary to their expectation, the Commons craved 
Juſtice on the Duke of Suffolk, and upon his Aﬀociates, 
| Wiz. James Fines, Lord Say, and Treaſurer of England, 

I Toba Biſhop of Salisbury, and fome others; whereupon 
} he was Baniſhcd for Five Years; but as he Sailed for 
| Er moe, being waylaid, he was taken by an Engliſh Man 
of War, brought to Dover, and had his Head Choped 
W off on the ſite of rhe Ship's Boat ; ſuppoſed to be done 
Fil by the Duke of York's contrivance; 'yet he was not 

| if Lmentcd by any bur the King and Queen, becaufe It 
| was verily ſyppoſed he had hand in the Duke of Glo- 

| ce/{r*s death. And now the Duke'of York (though In 
7 | | Ireland) 
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Treland) did by his Agents here ſtir up a Rebellion 
among the Plebeans, whoſe Ringleader was Jack Cade, 
who fatfly Named himfelf John Mortimer right Heir to 
the Crown; but the King's Forces diſperſed them, 
many being-Slain, and Cade being Profcribed, and a 
Thouſand Marks ſet on his Head, it was ſoon after 
brought to the King. | 

. The: Duke of York being defeated in this, by the: 
Advice of his Friends returned out of 7reland withour 
the King's leave, and conſulting with the Earls of War- . 
wick, Devonſhire, Saltsbury, and others, they reſolved to 
complain in Parliament of the Queen's Miſgovernment; 
who by reaſon of the Kings Weakneſsand Imbecility, 
did what ſhe pleaſed, as aMfo did her Favourits.the chief 
of which now was the Duke of Sommerſet ; but his 
complaints not taking ſuch effect as he ſnppoſed, upon 
new Counſels he took other Meaſures, railing an Army 
under pretence of removing Evil Counſellonrs from the 
King, charging the Duke of Sommerſet with oppreſſing 
the People, and the many Miſcarriages m France during 
his Regency, occaſioning, the loſs of Normaniy and 
Aquitain, with many other things. The King upon 
this fearing the worft, raiſed likewiſe an Army ; 
whereupon the Dnke of Tork ſent a ſubmiſſive Meſſage 
and Letter to him, That he intended nothing againſt 
his Royal Perſon, nor againſt the State, but only craved, 
"That in Parhament the Duke of Sommerſet might be 
Tryed, and cauſed to Anſwer to ſuch Crimes as would 
be Objedted againſt him; and the Duke of Sommer ſet 
vpon this, being for ſhew ſake, committed to the 
Tower, the Duke of York diſſolved his Army, and 
came to the King ; where contrary to his expeCtation, 
he met with the Duke of Somerſet, who Accuſed hint 
of Treaſon, for that without the Kings Leave or Com- 
mandment, he had raiſed an Army. with which he =_ 
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tended to have Murthered his Soveraign, and made 
himſelf Inheritor and Poſleſſor of the Crown: W here. 
upon the Duke was Arreſted, but in a few days Re. 
leaſed. | | 

W bilſt theſe things happened in England, the Lords 
of Guyan and Aquitain threw off their Subjection to 
France, and ſent ſecret Meſſages to King Henry, That 
if he would furniſh an Army to Protect them, they 
would re-deliver thoſe Provinces into his Poſſeſlion ; 
upon which, the Earl of Shrewsbury was ſent with 3000 
Men, who received them into the Kings Protetctian : 
But ſoon after, being fought with by 20200 French, he 
was Overthrown and Slain, with almoſt all his follow- 
crs; and thereupon theſe Provinces were utterly Loſt, 
In the mean while the Queen was delivered of a Son, 
whom ſhe cauſed to be Named Edward. 

The Duke of York having ſtrengthened his FaCtion, 
made prievous Complaints to the Lords in Parliament 
againſt the Duke of Sommerſet, ſo that in the Queen's 
Chamber he was Arreſtcd tor High Treaſon, and con- 
veyed to the Tower. But the Parliament being fſud- 
dainly Adjourned, and the King by many proteſtations 
faithfully promiſing, that at ſome other time he ſhould 
Anſwer thoſe Accuſations, he was ſet at Liberty, and 
made Captain of the Caſtle and Town of Callice, which 
made the Duke of York Leavy another Army, and 
fought with the King at St. Albans, and fo prevailed, 
that the Duke of Sommerſet, the Earls of Nortbumber- 
land and Stafford, the Lord Clifford, and about 8000 
others, were Slain; the King was alſo hurt in the Neck 
with an Arrow, and taken Priſoner ; but uſed with 
much diſſembled Civility, and brought to London; 
where at the Duke of York's entreaty he called a Par- 
liament,and the Earl of Salzsbury was made Chancellour 
The Earl of Warwick Captain of Callice; The Dee r 
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York was likewiſe appointed Prote&or of the Kings 
Perſon, and of the Realm; but the Queen being per- 
faded he Aimed at the Crown, they were ſoon dif-. 
, Whilſt theſe Differences continued, many diſorders 
happened ; The Houſes of Merchant-Strangers were 
Rifled'and Robbed in London, and the French greatly 
Annoy'd our Merchants on the Seas, which compelled 
the Queen (who was Wiſe, Politick, and of a Maſcu- 
line Spirit) to uſe a Stratagem, which was to get the 
King to retire into the North for his Pleaſure, and 
ſent Letters to the Three Lords 1mmediatly to come 
and Confer with him, who delay'd not to do it; but 
having ſecret notice their deſtruction was intended, 
they timely Fled, and prevented their Ruin. Yet the 
King adviſed by his grave Counſellours, laboured for 
an Accommodation of matters, appointing for this 
purpoſe a General Meeting of all his Lords at London, 
who came ſtrongly Guarded with Friends and Servants, 
where the Arch Biſhop of Canterbury, and other great 
Clergymen, uſed ſuch Perſwaſions and Arguments, 
T hat the King, Queen, and al the Lords, were pleaſed 
in friendly and in kind ſort to conſent that all Jars and 
Diſcontents ſhould be laid afide; and by Inſtrumeats 
in Writing a Reconciliation was outwardly Confirmed, 
but not with any hearty goodwill on either ſide; yer 
It greatly Rejoyced the People, who thought it Real. 
After this, the King rod through rhe City with the 
Crown on his Head, the Duke of York conducted the 
Queen, and the Lords of either Faction rod two and 
two together. 

Not long after this, one of the Kings Servants was 
Wounded in the Court by a Gentleman belonging to 
the Earl of #/arwick, who eſcaping, the reſt of the Kings 
Scrvants fell upon the Earl as he came from the Commer 
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Table, but he Eſcaped by: Water, and was ſtarcheg 
after in London in order'to he'ſent to the Tower, yet 
he was not there but fled into Yorkſbwre,*complaining 
to his Father the Earl of Sal:sbury, of the Injury that 
had been done” to him; who Adviſed-lum immediatly 
to repare to his Government of Callice. and then the 
Earl of Salisbury raiſed an Army, and Marched towards 
London, of Which the Queen had no ſooner notice, but 
ſhe ſent the Lord Audley to oppole him-;- fo that the 
Battel being joyned, after a ſharp Fight the Lord Audley 
and 2200 of his Men was Slain, 'the reſt flying, and 
leaving Sa/tbury Mafter of the Field ; upon this ſucceſs, 
the Duke of Tork conceiving he ſhould gain what ke 
aimed at, raifed an Army on the Marches of Wales, and 
Joyning with Saksbury near Ludiow, the King's Army 
came in 2 it of them ; but the Lords fearing they were 
Betrayed by one Andrew Trollop and Fob» Blunt, two 
tamous Captains, trained up in the French Wars, who 
had been brought over by the Earl of Warwick, becauſe 
atter they had ſhewed them advantazeouſly how to At- 
tack the Kings Army, they had on ſcruple of Conſci- 
ence deſerted and gone over to him; raiſed their 
Camp in the Night, and ſecretly Retiring, disbanded 
their Army, and ſhifted for themſelves; yet ſeveral of 
Their Captains being Taken, were Executed, but rhe 
common Soldiers Pardoned, and the flying Lords Pro- 
claimed Arch Traytors to the King and Kingdom; 
their Goods, Offices, and Lands Sequeſtered to tne 
Kings Uſe, &c. And the King made Henry, Son to 
the Duke of Sommerſct, Slain in the Battel of St. Albans, 
Captain of Callice; and now the King on good Advice 
Aſſembled a Parhamenr, in which the Lords of the 
Yorkiſt's Faction were Attainted of High Treaſon; 
and to prevent the Returning of ſuch as were Fled be- 
yond the Seas, the Ports were Fortified, and ſtrictly 
Guarded ; 
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Guarded ;; yet they rettrned, took S4ndwieb, and in 4 
ſhort time raiſed an Army of 2 25000 Men ; with which 
they Marched towards Londen ;, to ſecure which, the 
Lord Scales was fent by the King : but the Lord Mayor 
refuſed him admittance, ſaying, He was-able to de fend 
the City, and, would do it, ſeermg the King bad committed 
it to his charge; ſo that aſter many Countermarches, 
the Army the King had raiſed, and that of the Lords, 
met near. Northampton, - where the King was Over- 
thrown and; taken Prifoner, 2000 of his. Men were 
Slain, and'of Note Humpbery Duke of Bucktagham, Tobtt 
Earl of Shrewsbury, Thomas Lord Egremont, and Joby 
Viſcount Beamont ; whereupon. the Queen, with the 
_ Pririce and Duke of Sommerſet,, tied into Scot- 
and were kindly received ; the: King was con- 
—— to the 'Lower, and the Lord Sealss attempting, 
to 'paſs the River in diſguiſe, was diſcovered by the 
Wherryman, who cut .off ' his C Head ayd-left- his Body 
on the Sands; and Thomas Thorp, the'Second Baron -/ 
the Exchequer, ſhaving his Crown, . and putting him- 
ſelf inthe Habit of a Monk, was taken flymg to the 
Queen, and bethg- brought to the Eatl of Warwick he 
conmitted him to the Tower, where-he rem: alned a 
long time after. 

The Duke of York: formal of this Viaory, haſted 
from tvelard, and:procyred a Parliament to be Aſſem- 
bled in the. 'Kings Name-/at. London, where placing 
himſelf ty the Throne, he declared his Right to the 
Crown, ve. 

That.-he: was Son and Heir: of thn, Daughter to 
Roger Mortimer Earl of March, who was Son and Heir 
to Phikppa, ſole Daughter and. Heireſs r9 Liozel Duke 
of Clarence, Elder Brother to Fobhn Duke of Lancaſter, 
Great Grandfather to-the preſent  #enry .the Sixth; 
and then ee: to'lay before thenvthe Miſchiets 
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and Lofles that had befallen the Kingdom by miſpla- 
cing the Succeſſion, by reaſon God was Angry with 
them for ſo doing; and to prevent many more he de. 
fired it might be reſtored in the Dire® Line. 

When the Lords and Commons had deliberated 
upon this weighty Afﬀair, the contrary Party ( more 
out of fear than conſcience, goodwill, or affeCtion) 
agreed with the Duke's Faction; and it was Enatted, 
That King Henry auring bis Natural Life ſhould retain 
the Name and Honour of a King ;, and that the Duke of 
York ſheuld be Proclaimed Heir apparent to the Crown 
and be Protettor of the Kings Perſon and of the Realm, and 
ſhould bave the preſent poſſeſhon of the Crown delivered to 
him, if at any time King Henry, his Friends, Allies, or 
Fawvorites, on bis behalf attempted to infringe this AG, which 
was Azreed to and Confirmed by their Oaths. 

The Duke of York by this means being got near to 
whas he aimed at, required the Queen, the Dukes of 
Sommerſet and Exeter, the Earl of Devonſhire, the Lords 
Clifford, Roſs, and others, immediatly to repair from 
the North, whither they were fled, and confer with 
the King; but inſtead of ſo doing, being much dif- 
plcaſed with the Proceedings of the Parliament, they 
Levied an Army and with it advanced towards London: 
"The Duke of York had ſoon notice of it, and Marched 
with all ſpeed to oppole them, leaving the King inthe 
cuſtody of the Duke of Norfolk and Earl of Warwick; 
and the two Armies met near Wakefield: Where the 
Duke being too weak, was perſwaded to ſtay for the 
arrival of Edward Earl of March, his Son, who was ad- 
vancing from. the borders of Wales with an Army to 
Joyn him; bur being carried headlong by his forward 
Deſtiny, which deſigned him not to be a King, though 
he wanted bur one ſtep to the Throne, he forthwith 
gave the onſet; but within an Hours ſpace,almoſt three 
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Thouſand of his Companions were Slain, together 
with himſelf, and his Youngeſt Son the Earl of Rutland, 
not exceeding 12 Years, who kneeling on his Knees 
deſired Mercy, but was cruelly Stahbed to the Heart 
by the Lord Clifford; who horribly Swore, By that Att 
he would: be Revenged for his Fathers Death: So that up- 
on this the reſt of the Army Fled : The Duke of York's 
Head being cut off by thoſe that found him dead in the 
Field, was preſented to the Queen, who cauſed a Pa- 

r Crown to be ſer on It in derifion, and placed it on 
the \Walls of the City of York, Behceading, the Earl of 
Salisbury, and others of his Favorites, wio were taken 
Priſoners, and placing their Heads with his to bear 
him company. 

The Queen ſuppoſing now her fears were over by 
the laughter of her Capital Enemies, Advanced to- 
wards London, overthrowing the Earl of Warwick, and 
ſuch Forces as he had gathered to oppoſe her, by which 
meanz King Henry was {et at Liberty, and Joyfully 
received by her : But then News came that the Earl 
of March, who hearing of his Fathers death, had taken 
on him the Title of Duke of York, had Overthrown the 
Earls of Pembrook, Ormond, and Wiltſhire, Beheaded 
Owen Tutbey, the King's Father-in-Law , who had 
Married his Mother the Queen Dowager, and divers 
others, whoſe Heads he placed in the Room of his 
Fathers, and other Heads of his Friends, which the 
Queen had cauſed to be ſet on the Walls of Tork. «#94 

This ſuddain Turn of Fortune made the Queen 
draw out her Army and haſten towards him, having 
raiſed an Army of 60000 Men, and near a Town 
called Towton, the New Duke of York and Earl of Woar- 
wick met her with near 50000; ſo that a cruel and 
bloody Battel enſued, wherein on both tides about 
36000 were flain, among whom were the Earls of 
Nortbum- 
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Northumbcrland, Weſtmorland, the Lords Dacres, Wells 
Clifford, &c. The Dukes of Sommer ſet and Exeter fave] 
themſelves by flight, but the Earl of Dewonſtire with 
ſundry others of Note were made Priſoners. 

Upon this great Overthrow ( for it fell on the 
Kings ſide, who was always Unfortunate in the Field ) 
he with the Queen and Prince fled into Scotland, where 
they were favourably received, and in lieu of their 
kind Extertainment delivered Berwick to the Scots, 
which they much deſired, and attempted often times 


_ to gain, tho* beaten off with great loſs; fo that the 


Duke of York being every where Received as Ring, 
may be ſaid here to put an-end to Henry's Reign (tho 
he Lived much longer) when he had Reigned'38 Years, 
6 Months, and 3 Days, and was after 'Stabbed in the 


"Tower by Richard Duke of Gloceſter, King Edward the 


Fourths Brother, Amo 1471 1n the 49th Year of his 
Age as will appear more largely tn the Reign of that 
Kinz: His Body was firſt Buried in the Abby of |

F PW ARD Duke of York having prevailed over 

the Laicaſtrians, and pot to death many of his 
great. Enemics, Marched Trinmphantly to Lonoon, 
where he was by the Citizens joytfully received, and 
Proclaimed King on the 4th of Afarch Anno 1461,and 
the 19th of J::c following he was Crowned at Wej- 
minſter ; but his carriage towards the Citizens after- 
ward made them repent their forwardneſs to take paſt 
with him againſt King Hwy, who had always loved 
them, and been their conſtant Friend. Soon after his 
Coronation, he called a Parliament, and laboured theres 


in to ſettle the Afﬀaires of the Kingdom which were 


much 


much diſordered by the Civil War. And all former 
Statutes made 19 the Reign of Henry, which Attainted 
him and his Adherents of High Treaſon, were Can- 
celled and made void. The Earl of Oxford, and Sir 
Awbrey Vere his Son, were in this Parliament Attain- 
ted of ſundry Treaſons, and loſt their Heads; and to 
ſtrengthen his Intercit, he conferred Titles of Honour 
on a great many of his Friends. Whereupon ſeeing 
little hopes left of King Henry's Recovering his Crown, 
the Duke of Sommerſet, Sir Ralph Piercey, and others, 
ſubmitted themſclves to Edward's Mercy, and were 
received into favour ; but upon notice the Qucen was 
arrived from France in the North, and by the Aid of 
the Scots had raiſed a conſiderable Army, they ſecretly 
fled to her. | 
Edward had ſoon notice of theſe Proceedings, and 
ſent the Lord Montacute before him with a conſiderable 
Force, himſelf followed with the reſt of the Army ; 
and this Lord with ſuch reſolution and bravery ie 
upon the Lords Hungerford and Roſs, that at the begin- 
ing of the Fight they Cowardly fled away ; but Sir 


Þ Ralph Piercey, and other ſtout Commanders, who pre- 


terred an honourable death before a ſhameful deſertion 
of their Men, fought it out bravely till they loſt their 
Lives in the Field, and lefr the Victory to their Ad+ 
rerſary. 

The Lord Montacute fluſhed with this ſucceſs, and 
thurſting after fame, without ſtaying for the King, ſet 
upon Queen Aargaret's Army, and atiter a bloody Fight 
put her to the Rout; and Herry Duke of Summer :7, 
William Tallboies (who ſtiled himſelf Earl of Kent, che 
Lords Roſs, Mollines and Hungerford, Sir Heiiry New, 
Sir Thomas Wentworth, and Sir Kicoard Tw:jt 4, being 
Taken, were in ſeveral places Beheaded, and 27 others 


were ſhortly after Executed in divers manners. But 
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aſter this Overthrow, Henry Eſcaped to Scotland with 
his half-Brother Jaſper Earl of Pembrook, Sir Ralph Grey 
and others, and hereupon all the Caſtles in the North 
fe!l into King, Edward's hands, 

for this Service done by the Lord Montacute, the 
King would have given him the Earldom of Northum- 
terland; but upon that Earls ſubmitting, though he had 
fought againſt him, he reſtored him to his Lands and 
Honours, giving AMontacute in lieu of his Reſiznatio 
the Title of a 2Zarqueſs; and to encourage his. Soldiers, 
and ſuch as had deſerved well, he beſtowed on them 
great Bountics out of the confiſcated Eſtates of his Ene- 


mies, cauſing many advantagious Laws to be Enacted 


the hetter to ſettle him on the Throne, by gaining the 


affection of the People. Soon after this, King Hey 


returning diſguiſed into Fngland,was diſcovered, taken þ 


Priſoner, and ſent to Edward, who committed himto 
cloſe ward in the Tower, 

King Edward now thinking himſelf firmly fixed in 
the Throne, by the advice of the Eſtates, after the pro- 
poſals of ſeveral Matches, concluded to ſend his great 
Friend Richard Nevill, Earl of Warwick, to require the 
Lady Bona, Daughter to Lewis Duke of Savoy, and 
Siſter to Charete Queen to Lewis the Eleventh King of 
France, in Marriage ; the Earl was ſent over witha yer 
ſplended Equipage, and with many Rich preſents to the 
Lady; and was fo proſperous in his Negotiation, that 
all things he had in Commiſſion were ſoon agreedto, 
the Portion aſſigned, and the Inſtruments for ſettling 
her Dowry ratified ; but this wrought much miſchiet 
toKing Edward; For going to Recrcate himſelf at bs 
Mannor of Grajton, hc there caſt his Eyes on the Beat- 
1iful Elizabith, Widow to Sir Jobz Grey, ſlain in King 


Henry's cauſe at the Battel of St. Albans; and by 00 
perſwaiions being able to gain her tor his Concubins, 
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though he had treely granted her her Hnsbands Eſtate, 
which ſhe Petitioned to him for, ſo enflamed was he 
with the deſire of Enjoying her, (and-ſhe plainly telling 
him, As ſhe thou þt ber ſelf of too mean a condition to be his 
}ife ; ſo ſhe thous bt b:r ſelf much above bis demans of be=- 
ing his Concubine ;, and tho* ber Life might be at bis diſpoſe, 
ber Chaſtity was not to be violated but with that Cumpulſzon 
that would pull down vengance on bis Heal) that laying 
aide the thoughts of any other, he Married her; pro- 
moting all her Kindred to Dignities and Honours, cre- 
ating the Lord vers her Father Farl Rivers, and High 
Conitable of England ; her Son Sir T»omas Grey, Mar- 
queſs of Dorſet, and preferred him and others to Rich 
Heireſles of Noblemen, and did many other things for 
them, that diripleaſed his neareſt Friends: For nao- 
ſooner the Duke of Clarence his Brother heard of the 
Earl of Warwick's being greatly diſpleaſed at the Kings 
having put that affront on him, but they met and con- 
{alred which way to conſtrain the King to lay alide 
theſe new Favourites ; and ſo great was the Earl of 
Warwick's Anger for the diſgrace the King had made 
him incur in Foreign Courts, by this Marriage, which 
utterly diſannulled that which he had treated abour, 
that he caſt nothing in his mind more, than how he 
might Depoſe him, and Reſtore King Henry; and ſe- 
veral Conſults with the Marqueſs 7/ontacute his Bro- 
ther, and others, were held, to further his purpoſe. 
The King (who feared Warwick's Greatneſs and 

Popularity). was not altogether ignorant ot his diſcon- 
tents, tho' he outwardly difſembled it as well as he 
could; and therefore the betrer to weather the Storm 
he ſaw coming, tho” as yet at a diſtance, he concluded 
a Truce for 'Fifteen Years with the King of Scots, to 
weaken the Earl on that-ſide; and to Henry King of 
Caſtile and John King of Arragon he ſent (as a Preſent 
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to make Friends with them) about a Hundred Cotſhall- 
Sheep, a thing they never before, nor any of their Pre. 
deceſiors, upon any Intreaty, or tor large ſums offered, 
could obtain from the Kings of England; from which 
ſmall Number ſuch Multitudes have {ince Encreaſed, 
as in the Woollen-Trade has turned greatly to our 
damage. And that he might be the better able to 
deal with Lewws the French King, if War by him ſhould 
be Proclaimed, or he ſhould underhand afliſt the Earl 
of [Warwick in any attempt, he made a League with 
Charics the Hardy, Duke of Burgundy, and gave him his 
Siſter Margaret in Marriage, and two other Siſters, to 
the Dukes of Fxctcr and Suffolk. 

But tor all this, Warwick's delign was cloſely carried 
on, and it was Agrecd among them, Tharz he and the 


Puke of C:zrence ſhould go to Callicez and there to 


ſtrenoythen the Alliance, the Duke ſhould Marry 1ſabells 
cle Earls Daughter ; and in their Abſence, as if with- 
out their knowledge or conſent, the Marqueſs Menta- 


cute and Arch Biſhop of Yerk Brothers to Warwick, 


ſhould with the help ot their Friends raiſe a Rebellion 
in Teri/ire; vhich they did, by inciting the Ruſticks 
not to pay I ribute ot Corn to the Hoſpital of St. 
Lermard in the City of Tore, which upon refuſal being 
exacted by the Collectors, commotions aroſe, and at 
I2:gth about 15000 came before the City with an in- 
tention T0 Plunder and Demoliſh that Hoſpital, &c. 
but by aSally of the Cirizens, they were beaten off, and 
ſo Marcked away towards Northampton, Headed by Sir 
Toun Conyers 422 Exycrienced Soldier, but were met by 
Wiltam Earl of Pcnbrook, and Humphry Lord Stafford, 
who by the Kings Command had raiſed Forces in Wales, 
2nd after they had overthrown 2000 Archers that the 
Lords had Jaid ir: Ambuſh to fall on their Rear, upon 
a WHenton ariling beeween Pembrook and Safes the 
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latter withdrew his Forces, ſo that the former with 
much courage, tho' few in Number,giving the Ruſticks 
Battel in Banbury Field, having near gaiacd the Victory, 
the Scale of ſucceſs was fuddainly turned in a ſurpriſing, 
manner, viz. One John Claybam, a Servant to the Earl 
of Warwick, having got his Maſters Standard, in which 
was Portraied the White Bear, coming in with a ſmail 
Troop, and crying A Warwick, a}Farwick; fo dauntcd 
the Kings Men (who thovght the Earl had been there 
with a freſh ſupply) that they threw down their Arms 
and fled; and being hotly Purſued, more than $000 
were ſlain: Sir &ichard Herbert, and Eight others of 
Note, being taken Priſoners, were Beheaded at Ban- 
bury by the Ruſticks. Updga this Succeſs, their Army 
greatly encreaſed, and a ſeparate Party making one 
Robin of Risdale their Captain, Plundered the Kings 
Mannor-Houle at &6rafton, and finding there the Earl of 
Rivers, Father to the Queen, and his Son Joby, they 
carried them to Northampton and Behcaded them ; and 
ſome of the Kings Forces having Taken the Lord 
Stafford, he loſt his Head at Pridgmater for Deſerting 
the Earl of Pembrosk at Banbury Field. 

'The Duke of Clarence and Earl of Warwick taking 
the advantage of theſe "Troubles, Landed; and with 
conſiderable Forces put themſelves art the head ot the 
Ruſticks ; ſo that by this addition,and Warwirk's Great 
Name in War, they became fo formidable to the King, 
that (at the earneſt requeſt of ſome Nobles, who fear'd 
the deſolation of their Country by ſuch a cruel War 
as Was threatened) he conſented to a Treaty ; during 
which, the King being more. careleſs than he ovght to 
have been of his Perſon, the Earl of Warwick with a 
ſtrong Band entered his Camp by Night, and having 
killed the Watch, carried him Priſoner from his Tent 
to the Caſtle of Adidadlebam in Yorkſbire ; Committing 
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him to the ward of the Arch Biſhop; but ſoon after, 
having liberty to go a Hunting, he was Reſcued by Sir 
WVillam Standley and Sir Thomas Burgh, who upon Driz 
yate notice lay in Ambuſh behind the Wood with a 
Troop of Horſe, and immediatly Poſted to London, 
This inwardly vexed the Earl of Warwick, who thought 
to draw great Advantages from his Impriſonment: 
However the Truce continued, and a meeting of both 
iides was appointed in the great Hall at Weſtminſter, 
where nevertheleſs the objections of good Deſerts and 
unthankful Requitals, were with ſuch vehement ex- 
preſſions repeated and maintained by the Earl of War- 
wick, that the King being highly diſpleaſed, with 
Threats and Fury they parted from each other : The 
King taking his way to Canterbury, and the Confederate 
Lords into Linco/nſhire ; where they raiſed an Army, 
and placed Sir Robert Wells, Son to the Lord Wells, in 
chief Command over it, as being very expert in Milli- 
tary Afrairs. | 

King Edward had no ſooner notice of this, but he 
ſent for the Lord Wells and Sir Thomas Dymock his 
Brother-1n-1.aw, commanding, them to uſe their en- 
deavours to bring over Sir Robert to his Intereſt ; but 
thoyu%h they very much laboured to do it, it proved 
without effet ; which ſo angered the King, that con- 


 trary to his ſollemn promiſe, he cauſed the Heads of 


the Lord Wells and Sir Thomas Dymock to be ſtricken 


off; which gained him much difpleafure of the Nobles. 


and Commons, and haſtned Sir Rebert Wells to give him 
Battel cre the Confederate Lords (who wanted but a 
days March) came up, with the Lincolnſtire-Men he 
commandcd ; fo that the King oppreſling him with his 
Number, thongh he fought Valiantly to revenge his 
Fathers and Urikles Death, his Soldiers at laſt tired out 
for want of freſh ſupplies, gave way, and ſoon o 
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fell into a general Rout, throwing away their Coats to 
run the nimbler; for which reaſon it is to this day 
called the Battel of Zooſe Coat Field; and in ir were 
lain about 10000; Sir Robert and ſome other of Note 
being taken Priſoners, loſt their Heads. 

The Earl of Warwick, Duke of Clarence, and other 
Lords, hearing of this fatal Overthrow, diſtruſting the 
fidelity of the Army they Commanded, letr it ſecretly 
by Night, and with a ſmall Train took Shipping ar 
Dartmouth, and Sailed till they came before Callice ; bur 
was denied Enterance by Monſieur J"aucier, whom rhe 
Earl had left as his Deputy there; for which he was 
made Captain of the place by King Edward, and had a 
Thonſand Pounds a Year Penlion from the Duke of 
Burgundy. And here on Shipboard the Dutcheſs of 
Clarence was brought to bed of a Son, to whom Yauclear 
would not ſend any Neceſlaries, nor ſuffer the Child to 
be brought on Shore to be Chriſtened ; yet Sayling 
| hence toDiep,they took by the way a Rich Prize belon- 
ging to Burgundy, and Landing were met by the French 
King at the Caſtle of Amboys on the River Loyer, and 
highly welcomed, with promiſes of Aſliſtance ; and be- 
ing conducted to the French Court, they found there 
Queen Margaret, Prince Edward her Son, and Jaſper 
ſometimes Earl of Pembrook, who had eſcaped a little 
before out of the Tower of London, with others; where 
they entered into new Conferences in order to Depoſe 
King Edward and Reſtore King Henry; and the Earl 
| of Warwick to make his own Party the Stronger, gave 
his Second Daughter in Marriage to Prince Edward, 
and ſoon after the French King Reading them with 
Shipping, Men, and ſuch Neceſſaries as they required, 
leaving Queen Margaret and the Prince her Son at the 
French Court, to attend their ſucceſs; they put to Sea, 
and Landed at. Dortmoutb in- Devonſhire; where _ 
ar 
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Earl Marjhalled his Forces, then few in Number, but 
quickly encreaſed by the Pcoples flowing to his Stan- 
cdlard from all tides, upon his putting out a Proclama- 
tion in King Henry's Name, requiring them to repair 
to his Aid with Money, Victuals, and all things Ne. 
ceſſary for the War, and valiantly to fight againſt the 
Duke of York, whom he ſtiled a Uſurper, and bloody 
| Tyrant, untruly and falily calling himſelf Xing. 
| Having by this time muſtered a powerful Army, he 
| Marched it towards London: The King was not idle 
at this juncture, but with what Army he could gather 
on the !uddain, Marched to give the Earl Battel; yet 
on the way hearing that in all the places where his 
Enemies cane, the People applauded them, and no cry 
was heard but King Henry and a Warwick, and having 
I:ttle confidence 1n his own Soldiers, by the wavering 
he found in them; notwithitanding his wonted courage, 
his Heart now failed him: Whereupon in the Night 
taking with him about 800. of his Friends he could re- 
ly on, he left the Army, and poſted into Lincolnſhire; 
but finding nothing there in a readineſs to advantage 
him, he took Shipping and Sayied for Holland, and 6 
paſſed to Burgundy, where he was kindly received by 
the Duke his Brother-in-Law. 
Upon this the Earl of Warwick came to London, and 
King Henry was taken out of the Tower, and carried 
*in Triumph to St. Paul's Church, where having paid 
his Devotions, and made his Offerings, he was convey 
co the Biſhop of London's Palace, where he kept hs 
Court, with much Bounty and Magnificence; and 
Parliament being aſſembled at Weſtminſter, in his Name, 
in it Edward and all his principal Adherents, were At- 
tainted of High Treaſon, their Goods and Poſſeſſion 
Confiſcated vo King Henry ; and by the ſame Authorit) 


the Duke of Clarence was declared to be the next ar 
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to Richard Duke of York, tho? his Second Son, and rhe 
Dutchy of York was ſetled on him and his Hcirs: Alſo 
the Crown entailed to King Herry and the Heirs Male 
of his Body ; and for want of ſuch Iſſne, to the Duke of 
Clarence and his Heirs Male ; and ſuch as had been dil 
poſſeſſed for Henry's Cauſe, were reſtored to their 
Titles and Eſtates: Clarence and Warwick were tiled 
the Kings beſt Friends, Patriots of their Country, and 
made chief Rulers in all things under Fenry. 

Upon notice of this great Revolution, Qneen /ar- 
garet and her Son came over; but long they h2d nor 
been here, ere Edward turniſhed by the Duke of Bur- 
gundy with Ships, Men, and Warlike Stores, Landed at 
Ravenſpurg 1n Torkſhire;, declaring he came nor now 
for the Kingdom, bur to poſleſs himſelf of the Dnrc!;y 
of York, his Rightfal Inheritance, on which he intended 
as a Subjett to live Peaceably ; which drew many to fa- 
vour his Caufe; but having got admittance into that 
City, he ſoon diſcovered other Intentions: For tho? 
a little before he had Sworn the contrary to the Citi- 
zens, he Gariſoned it with his own Soldiers, and exact- 
ed Money of them to raiſe more Forces, and ſo Mar- 
ching towards London, the Marqueſs Aontacute, who. 
was ſent to oppoſe him, let him paſs; whereupon he. 
cauſed himſelf to be Proclaimed King, ſetting up the 
Royal Standard : This obliged the Earls of Warwick, 
Oxford, and divers other Nobles, to raiſe an Army, and 
advance to give him Battel, but the Duke of Clarence 
Marching another way, with a ſeparate Army, being 
reconciled to his Brother Edward, and joyning his 
Army with him, the Earl thought fit at that time ro 
take other meaſures, not harkening to any fair Words 
or large Promiſes, to draw him from King Henry's ſide, 
but bitterly inveighed againſt the Duke of Clarence, 
laying, He had always rather be an Earl firm to bis mos 
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and Oath, than a Perjured Duke, tho" in hopes of a Kingdom, 
Eqgward being now very much ſtrengthened, Mar- 
ched to London, whilſt Warwick was raiſing more For- 
ces; and being with ſome difficulty received by the 
Citizens, he ſent King Henry again to the Tower; yet 
having continual News of Warwick's approach, he drew 
out. his Forces, and Encamped near Barnet, about Ten 
Miles from London, having King Henry as a pledg 
vith him, tearing 1t he had left him in the Tower, the 
Londoners in his Abſence would have ſet him at Liberty; 
and the next Morning the Earl of }/arwick refolving to 


_ throw all on the fortune of a Bartel, drew up in Battel 


Array, viz. The Right Wing he gaveto the Marqueſs 
his Brother, and the Earl of Oxford; the Main Battel 
to the Duke of Sommerſet and others ; the Left Wing 
was Commanded by himſelf and the Duke of Exeter; 
the Vant-Guard of King Edward's Army was comman- 
ded by the Duke of Glouceſter, the Main Battel by him- 
{elf and the Duke of Clarence, in which was King Hewry 
the 6th; the Rear-Guard by the Lord Haſiings; and 
after they had confronted each other a little ſpace, 
and both Generals made moving Orations to animate 
their Soldiers, the Trumpets ſounded the Charge, and 
they ruſhed together with great fury, fighting five or 
{ix Hours ſo deſperately, that Victory ſeemed to en- 
cline to no ſide, whilſt the City of London was greatly 
amazed and terrified with various Reports of the dit- 
ferent ſucceſs: Bur at length the Earl perceiving freſh 
ſupplies continually preſs on his weary Soldiers, thin- 
king by his Example to give them new Courage, he 


. diſmounted ; and with his Sword in his Hand: prelled 


into the Front of his Enemies, making miſerable 
ſlaughter: But breaking in too far,and not being timely 
ſuccoured, he was ſlain; together with the Marquels his 


Brother, who threw himſelf into the opening; Jaws of. 


Death, in hopes to bring the Earl off. Theſe 
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Theſe great Commanders ſlain, the Army grew 
faint. and giving way by degrees, at length fell into a 
total rout, about 10000 being ſlain; and of King Ed- 
ward's Part, of Note, only Sir Humphry Bourcher Son to 
the Lord Barns ; and the dead Bodies of the Earl and 
Marqueſs being brought toSt. Paul's, were expoſed to 
view three Days,and then Honourably Interred among 
their Anceſtors in the Priory of Biſſam. Queen Mar- 
garet having notice of this Defeat, fled with her Son 
10 the Abbey of Bewley in Hampfhire, whither divers 
Lords reſorted to her, and agreed to raiſe new Forces, 
and try the fortune of another Field, which they did. 
and were Overthrown at Tewxbury; about 3000 be- 
ing ſlain, and of Note the Dake of Sommerſet, Sir Jobn 
Lewkner, Sir John Delves, @c. The Priſoners of Nore 
were the Queen and Prince, the Prior of St. Joby's, 
Sir Jervis Cliffton, Sir Thomas Triſtram, and Twelve 
others of Note; all but the two firſt being Beheaded 
the next day; and ſoon after Prince Edward being 
preſented to the King by Sir Richard Crofts who took 

him Priſoner, was piteouſly Murthered in his ſight, by 
the Dukes of Clarence, Glouceſter, and others, on the 
ſignal given by the King, in ſtriking him on the Month 
with his Gantlet ; nor was it long after, that Innocent 
King Henry was Murthered in the Tower by the fame 
Duke of Glouceſter, who ſtruck a Dagger to his Heart ; 
his Body being afterward expoſed to view 1n St. PauP's, 
three days, that the People might be ſure he was Dead ; 
however theſe Proceedings cauſed the King much 
hatred among the People ; when ſomewhat to fatisfie 
them, he conſented to Ranſome the Queen, to pay 
which the poor Prince her Father ſold his Titles to 
Jeruſalem, Naples, and Sicily ; and returning home ſhe 
Lived a Melancholy and Diſconſolate Lite, which laſted 
not lopg ers ſhg ded of Griet, parugplarly = = 
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Death of the Prince her Son, whom ſhe dearly Loved. 
King Edward by Bloodſhed being rid of his gres. 


and thought his Killes well Sold, 


teſt oppoſers, took ſollace in Pleaſures, being very 
Luſtful,and was rarely without two or threeConcubins 
tho” his Queen was Young and Beautiful ; and among 
them Jane Shoar, Wite to Matbew Shoar, a Goldſmith in 
Grace-church-ſtreet, was moſt pleating to him; though 
in the end it brought her to ſhame and miſery. But 
to paſs this over, : 


- The King being now as I may term it Eſtabliſhed in 


the Throne, the-Duke of Burgundy vehemently incited 
him to War on France, and recover it as his Antient 
Right and Inheritance ; upon which condition himſelf 
promiſed to do great matters towards aſliſting him. 
The King was not {low in liſtening to it, for many 
reaſons urged by his Council; as, The French having 
frequently afliſted his Enemies, @'c. Yet Money being 
wanting, it ſeemed difficult. But to ſurmount this, he 


reſolved without a Parliament to ask It of his Subjedts, 


as a Free Gift, which many indeed complied with, 
tho” with an ill will, But one thing 1n this is Remar- 
kable, The King to oblige them to bring in more free- 
ly, if not for Love, yet tor fear of after-claps, on Pe- 
nal Laws, ſeeing many that were Rich had engaged 
their Perſons or Purſes in the War againſt him, he ſat 
ſundry Hours in a Day to receive it himſelf ; when a- 
monz others, a Rich yet Nigardly old Widow brought 
Twenty Pounds, this ſo highly pleaſed him, "That he 
not only returned her thanks, but told her For ber kimg- 
neſs ſhe ſhould Kiſs a King; and having performed it 
once, the Oid Woman pulF'd out another Bag, crying 
Udsbodikins, if Kin;s Sell their Kiſſes ſo Cheap, give me 
tother Touch on the Lips, and here is another Twenty Pound 
for yo: The King ſmiledar this, took her at her word; 


With 
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With this Benevolence of his SubjeRs, and his own 
Treaſure, he Tranſported a fair Army over Sea, but 
found the Duke of Burgundy altogether unprovided 
even of the promiſed Neceſſaries for the ſupport of the 


Engliſh, who Lying without the Towns on the cold 
Ground, ſoon began to murmur ; however toemploy 


them, he Marched with the Duke towards St. Quintins, 


which was ſecretly promiſed to be delivered to him 
by Lewis of Luxemburg, great Unkle to King Edward's 
Queen; but on their approaching its Walls, the Can- 
non not only plaid fiercely. on them, but the Gariſon 
made great Sallics ; ſo that finding no good to be done, 
they were conſtrained to draw off; and ſoon after the 
Duke (without taking leave) went to raiſe Forces, 
leaving only word, That he would come again with an 
Army as ſoon as be was able: Thele Procecdings made 
| the King begin to repent he had come over upon his 
account; and the French King making large offers to 
obtain a Peace, it was after ſome debate Agreed to 
without the Dukes conſent, viz. 1, In conſaderation: 
the French King Paid Edward 65000 Crowns towards 
bis Charge, and 500001. per Annum for bis Life, 2. That 
im one Tear be ſhould ſend for the Lady Elizabeth, King 
Edward's Eldeſt Daughter, and Marry her to the Dauphin, 
allowing them for Nine Tears ſpace Annually gocoo 


Crowns, and then the Peaceable poſſeſſion of the Dutchy of 


Guyan; and in conſideration of this, Hoſtages ſhould be 
pa till the Engliſh had quitted France, and were returnees 
ome. 

This being Agreed on, tho' the Marriage was never 
performed, the Duke of Burgundy haſtened to the 
Kings Camp, and in a bluſtering and ſtorming manner 
greatly inveighed againſt what he had done, and was 
as ſharply Anſwered by him ; whereupon he rod away 
in much diſcontent, and the French King came to an 
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' Pain of Death to re-poſſeſs him of his Perſon ; wi 
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Enterview with King Edward, highly Feaſting hin an, 
his whole Army, giving Money to the Officers and 
Soldiers, and commanding all his SubjeRs to uſe they 
with much Bounty and Civility;z which done, Kin | 
Edward Marched to Callice, and there paſled over t/ 
England; and then the Lord Howard and Sir Ju} 
Cheney, the Hoſtages, were ſent after him with 
Rewards. The Duke of Burgundy however contuy 
the War, and was thrice Qverthrown in one Year ; ; 
in the laſt, at Nancy, he was ſlain, 

King Edward being now at leaſure to look if 
were (after ſo many flaughters) any that could lay 

Claim to his Crown, or Interrupt by ſuch a pretend 
the Peace of him or his Heirs; for by this time he 
two Sons and five Daughters, he at laſt thought 
#Jcnry Earl of Richmond, who remained with the Duje

That be wiſhed the Horns in hu 
Belly; the Judges ſoon conſtrued it that thereby he 
wiſhed the King's Death ; who with thoſe Horns 1n his 
Belly could by no means Live ; and fo t::2 poor-Gentle- 
man, in lieu of the great Entertainment. he had given 
the King and his Nobles at his Houfe, loſt lus Lite at 
Tyburn, being: there Beheaded. - 5 36 
The King in the latter-end. of his Reign, cantrary 
to his former Generous humour, grew exceeding Co. 
vetous, and Nigardly, ſo that to encreaſe hrs Treaſure; 
he extorted much Money fron! his People, by vexing 
them with the execution of Penal-Laws, whichquen- 
ched their Lave and AﬀeCtions very much ; with this 
Money he propoſed to Mateh his Daughters, and ſent 
to the French 7:ings to mind him of his Oath ſworn to 
in the Articles that he ſhould ſend over for the:Lady 
Elizabeth, and Marry her to the Dauphin ; but he never 
intenQing it, excuſed it only with fair promiſes that he 
would do ir ſpeedily; and whillt this was on foot, 
James the Third,. King of Scots, required the Lady 
Cicilia, another of the Kings Daughters, in Marriage 
with his Son arid Hetr apparent, which was agrcet to, 
and parr of her Portion paid before hand ; bur inſtead 
of hc- being ſent tor, and a Friendly Allyance conclu- 
Jed. the Ring of Scots with this Money raiſed Forces 
no /ptand, committing many cruel ourrages 
1, The Duke of Glouceſicy was ſent with a 
: Ynuy, tuicing lis way into the Town of 
bz I Berwick 
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Bermick and Beſieging the Caſtle, defended -by Earl 
Bothwel; but purpoling to March into Scotland, he lefr 
the Lord 'Standly with 4000 Men-to maintain the Siege, 
and purſued the Scots King, waſting his Country with 
Fire and Sword: Till the Nobility perceiving the 
miſerable eſtate of the Realm, himbly ſued to the Duke 
for Peace ; which was granted on theſe Conditions,viz. 
That full Reſtitution ſhould be made to King Edward's 
Subjets for the Injuries done them : That the Scots King 
ſhould Reftore his Brother the Duke of Albany, who was 
in the Engliſh Army, to his Honours, &c. That the Caſtle 
of Berwick ſhould be Yeilded, or not Reſcued from the pre- 
ſent Siege, and the Marriage Money Re-paid. © 
The Firſt of theſe they performed not, as being un- 
able ; but the other were obſerved, and the Caſtle of 
Berwick ſoon Surrendered. But the French King utterly 
broke all Frindſhip with King Edward, by denying the: 
Yearly Penſion, and Marrying the Dauphin to the Lady 
Margaret, Daughter to Maximillian Son of ' Frederick 
the Emperour ; which Afront had certainly :cauſed a 
War, had King Edward lived to have proſecuted what 
he had projected; but falling Sick of a Surfeit with 
Eating too exceſſively at a Banquet, he grew daily 
weaker and weaker, and a viſible decay of Nature ap- 
pearing in him, he called his Nobles about him, and 
laboured to make Friendſhip between his Wives kind- 
red and his own, cauſing them to Embrace and give 
Solemn aſſurances of it in his preſence ; ther recom- 
mending to them the care of his Queen and Children, 
earneſtly Exhorrting them to live in Unity, he gave up 
the Ghoſt at Weſtminſter, on the ninth of April 1483, 
In the 4oth Year of his Age, and 234 of his Reign. 
His Body being buried in a Chappel of bis own foun- 
dation at Windſor. 
I this Kings Reign Jobn Huſt was Burnt on Tower- 
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Hill for the profeſſion of a good Conſcience. A Roſe- 
Tree in the beginning of the calamitous Wars between 
the two Houſes, Bore on one Branch a White and a 


Red Roſe, the Cognizances of York and Lancafter ; anq 


a Spring of Blood guſhed out near Lencaſter. Amazing 
Voices were heard in the Air, Firey Meteors and Bla- 
Zing-Stars, &c. appeared; as alſo Fiery Armies 
Fighting furiouſly.

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The Reign of King EDWARD the Fifth. 


K ING Edward the Fourth being Dead, and leaving 
the Crown to Edward his Son, being about Twelve 
Years of Age, who kept his Court at Z:diow in the ' 
Marches of Hales, the better to Ingratiate himielf with 
the Welſh, and continue them firm to the Engli/h Inte- 
reſt : That Prince upon notice of his Fathers Death, 
prepared for his Journey to London, in order to be 
Crowned; being then under the tuition of Anthony 
Earl Rivers, the Queens Brother ; but whilſt great pre- 
parations were making in order to his Reception, 
Richard Duke of Glouteſter was contriving how he might 
defraud hjs Nephew, and place the Crown on his own 
Head, drawing into his Confederacy Edward Duke of 
Buckingham, Richard Lord Haftings, and others : And 
< having laid the ProjeQ, in the gext place they praceed- 
ed to remove all Obſtructions; and hearing that the 
Lords of the Queens Blood intend<d to bring the King 
up with an Armed Power, the Duke of Glouceſter-wrote 
diſſembling Letters to the Queen, puttiag her in mind 
of the Friendſhip the deceaſed King her Husband had 
made between thoſe ot jiis own Blood aud hers, on his 
Death-bed ; Intreating her ſhe would noc give any 
cauſe of diſtruſt ia that matter ; and delired ſhe would 
Ft 3 Write 
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Write to the Lords to diſmiſs thoſe Forces, for ſaving 
Charges, and quieting the Peoples minds, who might 
draw conjectures from it that there was Miſunderſtan- 
dings among the Nobles,tending to another C:2il War ; 
T hat as for himſelf, he Proteſted and Swore, That his 
humble Duty to his Soveraign, his unfeigned Love to 
her, her Children and Kinsfolks, had incited him thus 
ſeriouſly to Counſel and Adviſe her and them in fo 
weighty a matter, as might be for the good of them all, 
with much more to the ſame purpoſe ; which prevailed 


v'ith her to believe it Sincere; that ſhe Writ to her - 


Brother and Son, who were principally the Young 
Kings Conductors, to diſmiſs their Armed Attendants 
and come to London by eaſie Journies, with a ſmall 
Number of his ſele& Friends: ' 'I is however they 
had ſome ſcruple to do, before Glouceſter wrote to them 
very obliging Letters, proteſting an Eternal friendſhip 
and kindneſs: So in an unlucky hour, contrary to the 
minds of many with them, and of the Young King him- 
ſelf, the Guards was ſent every Man to his Habitation, 
and with a ſlender Tram they kept on their Journey. 
. The Duke of Gloucefter having gained this main Point, 
delayed not to haſten his meeting the King, taking 
with him the Duke of Buckingham and a ſtrong Guard, 
and by this time the Earl Xwvers had brovght the King 


Eo Stoney-Stratford; but becauſe that little Town could 


not accommodate his Train, the Earl took up his Quar- 
fers at ' Northampton, about ten Miles from thence; 
where unlooked-for, the Dukes of Buckingham and 
Gloxceſter came into their Inn, and courteouſly ſaluted 
them ; but the Scene was ſoon changed ; for they were 
no ſooner in their Beds, but the two Dukes ſeized on 
the Keys of the Inn, cauſing the Ways between the 
two Towns to be ſtopped, and ſtrongly Guarded ; 


pretending for excuſe, that no Man before them ſhould 
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in the Morning pay his humble Duty to the King : 
Earl Rrvers having notice of this, perceived he was 
over-reached and inſnared by Glowceſter's Policy ; and 
reſolving to make the beſt of it, diſlembling his fears, 
came to the two Dnkes, and demanded in a forced 
Jocoſe way, Why they had ſo done ? But in ſtead of 
giving any ſatisfactory Anſwer, they fell into a need- 
le Quarrel with him ; and cavling him to be Arreſted, 
and put under ſtrict Ward, haſtaed early the next 
Morning to Storey-S!ratford,and ina ſubmiſlive manner 
preſented their humble Duty to the King, who recetved 
them with much kindneſs and affection, as being igno- 
rant of what hid paſſed : But this Scene was likewiſe 
changed, upon their Arreſting the Lord R:c:d Grey, 
the Kings halt Brother, and Sir Thomas YVaug/fan in his 
preſence; of which uſage when he complained, they 
told him all ſhould be well; and what they did, was 
for the beſt; proteſting abundance of Love and Loyalty. . 
However, they ſent the Lords and Knights to Pomfret 
Caſtle in the North, under a ſtrong Guard, out of 
Which they came not Alive: Then they removed from 
the King all his Officers, and placed Creatures of their 
own abour him, giving out that thoſe of the Queens Blood 
intended to deſtroy all the Kings neareſt Relations,and 
to Rulz both Him and the Kingdom at their pleaſure. 

The Queen who lay at Weſtminſter, hearing this un- 
expected News, greatly grieved that ſhe had been over- 
- Teachcd by Glouceſter's cunning to Write to the Lords 
to diſmiſs their Strength; and fearing the worlk, rc- 
tired with her Son Richard Duke of York, and her five 
Davghters, into the Sanctuary, In the mean while 
they brought the much diſcontented King to Lonavy, 
Waere he was received by the Lord Mayor and 509 
Citizens in their Formalities : In whoſe preſence Glo- 
ceſter, plaid his part ſo cunningly, that not only they 
Ff4 bus 
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but the Nobility were won to believe him ſincere ; and 
thereupon he was appointed Protector of the Kings 
Perſon and Kingdom : Which Truft he moſt paſlio. 
nately deſired, to further his main Deſign, which now 
he queſtioned not to bring abont, if he tould get the 
Duke of York into his poſſeſſion; and in order to it, 
calling a Council of Nobles and Prelates, he-laid be- 
jiore them how diſgraceful it was that the Queen in 
her perverſneſs ſhould keep an Innocent Priace in 
SanQuary, which was looked on as a place ſuitable ta 
protect rhe Guilty; that it would cauſe them to be 
ſpoke evil of abroad, and therefore deſired them to ad- 
viſe how they might get him out of her hands, to ſolace 
and ſport in the company of the King his Brother, who 
wis Melancholy for his abſence, and paſſionately de- 
fired ro fre him. 

T his, and much more to the ſame effe&t, made them 
think the Dukes' words Reaſonable, and thereupon 


azree to ſend ſuch as had greateſt Intereſt with the _ 
Queen, to perſwade her to deliver him; of whom the 


Arch Biſhop of Canterbury was to be Spokeſman, who 
laid many Reaſons before her of the Neceſlity at that 
juncture which required her conſent: But with Sighs 
and Tears ſhe Replied, That the Duke being Sickly and 
Weak, none was more* fit than his own Motber to look to 
him th :t Brothers (when together) rarely ſo well agreed as 
with thoſe that wire not ſo near a kin. But the main 1s, 


ſaid ſhe, my Lord, it is dangerous that theſe Princes, as 


Aff airs ſtand, [hould be together ;, ſance aſunder they ars 


ench others ſ.jcty. And if the one of them do well, the 


other c.:um0t be in Peril or Danger ;, and tbere 1s notbing 
arnore hazardous than to keep them m one place; ſince the 
Life of the one ſcparate, is maintained in the Body of the 
o8her. 


| But for all theſe Reaſons, perceiving he would be - 


forced 
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forced from her, if ſhe conſented not willingly to de- 
liver him, after many tender Kiſſes and falling Tears, _ 
praying Almighty God to preſerve and defend him 
fromall dangers, ſhe delivered him bitterly Weeping 
to the Arch Biſhop, ſaying, That before the High Ma- 
jeſty of Heaven, ſhe ſhould requsre that poor Innocent Infand 
at bis Hands. 

The Protector, who with many Nobles waited in 
the Star-Chamber, was over-joyed when he ſaw the 
Arch-Biſhop return with what he ſo paſlionately de- 
ſired, and taking the Young Duke in his' Arms, he 
kiſſed him, and faid, Welcom, my Lord, with all my Heart: 
no ſo great a love to him, that moſt believed 
at real. 

Thus having gotten the Prize he aimed at, the bet- 
ter to ſecure 1t, he conveyed both him and the King in 
great State through the City of Londen to the Tower, 
in order as he pretended to the Coronation when 
things were ſetled; tho' indeed there was nothing 
out of frame but what himſelf had diſordered ; where 
having placed them under ſuch as he confided in, he 
began more openly to tamper with the Duke of Buc- 
kingham whom he knew was Popular and Powerful, 
offering to Marry his Son to his Daughter, and give 
him the Earldom of Hartford (which the Duke claimed 
in King Edward's time as his Right, but could not ob- 
tain) if he would to the utmoſt endeavour to place the 
Crown on his Head; and by this means he won him 
entirely to his Intereſt, tho' it afterward proved to his 
deſtruction : For Glouceſter being made King, perfor- 
med nothing of his promiſe. | 

The next thing he had todo, was to gaine the Lord 
Haſtings, who had been ik high favour with Edward 
the Fourth, and was now Lord Chamberlain to the 
Young Kipg ; bus fearing to diſcloſe his mind openly 
bo

to him, for great Rewards he procured one Cateshy, 2 
Favourite of Heſtings, ſecretly with dark diſcourſe to 
ſound bim : This Man,tho” he had been maintained by 
that Lord, and had his Fortunes raiſed to what he was 
by him, proved ſo Treacherous, that having done 
what he could, and finding that Lord no ways incliq- 
able to favour Glouceſter's deſign, he not only told him 
of it, but encouraged him to remove him out of the 
World, if he intended to compaſs his deſires: Which 
being Reſolved on, he called a Grand Council of Lords 
at the Tower, to conſider of ſuitable preparations for 
the Coronation ; and when they had ſat a conliderable 
time, he came in and took his Chair, Jeſtin= w1*!: ſome 
of them,after he had excuſed his too long ſt: requeſt 
ing of Door Morton Biſhop of Ely foie St 1:4 ihorries 
that grew in his Garden at Hoibourn ; whic!: 18 1th ee 
diatly ſent for, and took it as a favour thai the " tes 
ctor was ſo kind to him, as to punt 1t in his {owe: to 
oblige him in any thing; tor thexe hat! been torieily 
no good underſtanding between them. Then mak: 17 
excuſe for a ſhort. Abſence, he deſired them to proceed 
in the method propoſe4; when about ar. honr after, 
coming in, he took his Chair, frowning, biiino hi. Lip, 
and rubbing his Fiſt; which tokens © wanplcoture 
ſtrangely amazed them, 1o that they kept + protound 
lilence ; which the Protector perceiving, demarued 
what puniſhment they deſerved who had wictecly 
procured his deſtruction, he being Uukle and Protector 
of the King ? This amuſed them more than b:tore; 
but knowing themſelves Innocent of any fiich intention, 
the.Lord Haſtings, who by reaſon of the antient Friend- 
ſhip that had been between them, thinking þe n:1;.2t 
make bold, Replied, My Lord, ſuch as have ſo 5r.::j- 
greſſed, deſerve the ſevereſt Puniſhment the Law can 11. /\:t7: 
To which the other Lords Aſſented: Then, (2:.. 2 
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that Sorcereſs (meaning the Queen) and Shoars Wife, 
having Conſpired by Witchcraft to deſtroy me : So draw- 
ing up his Sleeve, he ſhewed his Arm, which had been 
waſted from his Infancy, as they all knew, as a Teſti- 
mony of what he had ſaid; biding them behold how 
their Charms had begun already to take effe& on him. 
Hereupon the Lord Haſtings, who had taken Jan 
Shoar to his Bed, upon the Death of King Edward, 
thinking to excuſe her, ſaid, My Lord, if they have done 
| oo, they deſerve puniſhment: Thou Traytor, Replyed the 
Protector, Serveſt thou me with Iffs and Ands?” I tell 
thee they have done it ;, and that I will make good upon thy 
Body : And fo ſtriking his Fiſt upon the Table, the 
Room was preſently filled with Armed Men, one of - 
which ſtruck at the Lord Standley, and as nimble as he 
was to ſink nander the Table, grievouſly Wounded him 
in the Head, and himſelf Arreſted the Lord Haſtmgs ; 
biding him make haſt to ſhrive himſelf ; For by St. Paul 
(which was his uſnal Oath) he would* neither Eat nor 
Drink tiH bis Head was off : And accordingly he was 
Beheaded on a Log on the Green within the Tower ; 
and the ſame day by the Protectors order, the Lords, 
and Sir Thomas Vaughan were Beheaded at Pomfret ; 
to whoſe Death this Lord had conſented, as appears 
by his own Story to one Haſtings a Prieſt, whom he 
met on Tower- Hill, as he was going to the Council, v:z. 
That he ſhould ſoon hear that Snare they had laid for him in 
Edward the Fourths time, which cauſed him much trouble, 
would now take themſelves. 

One thing more is remarkable, The Lord Stanley, 
the Night preceding, Dreamed That he and Haſtings 
were Wounded by a Boar, that the Blood run about his 
Ears; and ſeeing the ProteQtor had the White Boar 
for his Cognizance, he truly Interpreted it, deiiring 
be would accompany him in Flying, ere they could be 

| miſſed, 
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miſſed, out of his reach; but he made ſlight of it, de- 


firing the Meſſenger to tell his Lord, That Dreams 
were Fables and Fancies; yet at his Death he repented 


he had not taken this warning as ſent from Heaven, 


The Protector having Impriſoned the Lord Staley, 
Arch-Biſhop of York, Cardinal, Biſhop of Ely, and ſe- 
veral others, put himſelf and the Duke of Buckingham 
into old Armour, as if firſt come to hand, in ſome 
great danger; and ſending for the Lord Mayor, and 
many of the chief Citizens, movingly told them, That 


himſelf and the Duke of Buckingham were by Conſpiracy of 


Haſtings and his Accomplices to have been Murthered at 
the Council T able, had he not by force prevented it ; deſg- 
rmg them to make that report to their Neighbours ;, and that 
this was all that had occaſioned the Diſturbance and Exe- 
cution in the Tower ; Nor had Haſtings been dead above 
two Hours ere a large Proclamation, with the Broad 
Seal to it, was read in divers parts of the City by a 


Herauld at Arms; ſo that it was plain to the Pcople, 


that this matter was not ſuddajn, but premeditated. 
Theſe Advances coming near the Throne, the 


Citizens were Aſſembled at Guild- Hall, and the matter F 
openly propoſed to them by the Duke of Buckingham, | 
who uſed many Arguments to induce their conſent to | 
the Proclaiming Richard Duke of Glouceſter King, and F 
lay aſide King Edwards Line; but they appeared little 
znclinable to it.

he was delivered to the Duke of Buckingbam, who ſenx 
him to his Caſtle of Brecnock in Wales, as a-Priſoner at 
large; for he had his Liberty of the Parks, and 
Grounds lying about it. - | 

King Richard knowing, his Title to be bad, laboured 


by Favours and Intereſt to ſtrengthen'it : He Created. 


his Son about Ten Years of Age, Prince of Wales, and 
John Howard (a Man of great Experience in feats of 


Arms) Duke of Norfolk ; and Sir Thomas Howard, his 


Eldeſt- Son, Earl of Surry: The Lord William Barkley 
was Advanced to the Earldom of Notingham ; and 
Francis Lord Lovel, his great Crony and Favourite,was 
made Viſcount Lowel. 

And thus, as he immagined, having ſettled his Eſtate 
ſecurely at Home, he ſent Ambaſſadors: to Lewts the 
French King, to conclude a Peace with him ; thereby to 
prevent Storms from Abroad : But that Prince ſo far 
deteſted his proceedings with his Nephews, That he 
would not admit his Ambaſſadors to his Preſence, nor 
own him for a King: This much perplexed him, and 
as is thought put him upon the Projet of Murthering 
the Young Innocent Princes, as ſuppoſing by what had 
paſſed at« the French Court, he could never be Reputed 
and truly Honoured as a King, whillt they Lived ; and 
that their Murther might not be imputed to him, he 
purpoſely took a Progreſs to viſit the City of Glouceſter, 
trom whence he ſometimes took his Title; and from 
thence ſent his Letters to Sir Robert Brakenbury Lieute- 
nant of the Tower, whom he had raiſed from a Low 
Degree to a conkdcrable Fortune, expreſsly Comman- 
ding him to make away the two Princes : But either 
fear of after-claps, or his abhorrence of ſo villanous a 
Deed, made him abſolutely refuſe it ; Upon notice 
whereot &ichard ſtormed, ang appeared much perpiet 
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ed in Mind; retiring himſelf for ſome Hours to con- 
{ſider how 1t might be done'; and then remembering 
there was one Str James Terril, a retainer to the Tower, 
whom he knew to be very Indigent and Neceſſitous, 
this Man he doubted riot-to prevail .on for the Execu- 
tion of his wicked purpoſe ; and therefore ſent him a 
ſupply of Money, with large promiſes of preferment, if 
he Executcd his pleaſure ;' and' withal .his' Commands 
to the Lieutenantto deliver him the Keys of the-Towex. 
This wicked wretch not weighing the Guilt, clbſed 
with the Golden .offers, and had the Keys dclivered'to 
him, tho' not withour regret, byiSIr Rubcrt Brakenbury; 
and the ſame Evening-he hired two deſperate Ruftians, 
viz. John Dighton and Ales Forreſt, to Smother the 
rrinces in their- Beds, which they as wickedly perfor- 
med, by claping Pillows or their Faces, and lying on 
them with all their force, till'by their no longer ſtryg- 
ling, they found they had bereaved them of Life. * * + 
This cruel Murther being-committed, the next thing 
was to conſider how-to diſpoſeof their Bodies; which 
after ſome . conſults about it, they Buried under the 
Stairs, from- whence they were removed, and Buried 
none knows:where: Thus King Edward the Fourth's 
Male Iſſue,” became extinct ; which ſome looked on as 
a Judgment, for his conſenting to the Murther of Pious 
King Henry, and Innocent Prince Edward his 'Son. 
However it alleviates not 'the Guilt of thoſe that dipt 
their hands in this Blood ; for all that were concerned 
In it, came to untimely ends ; fo juſt and ſevere is God 
In puniſhing Murther, even in this Life; for rarely 
wee find his vengance ſtays till the ſhedders of Inno- 
cent Blood drop into a timely Grave.

with the People) many good Laws were made, Which

Biſhop Merton, as is ſaid, being commutted to the 
Duke of Buckingham's Cuſtody, that ſagacious Prelate 
ſo wound himſelf into his favour and good opinto!

nothing to encreaſe his aſpiring thoughts to that height, 
as to make him look with envions Eyes on King Rich- 


ard's Crown, and fancy it would fit more comely on 


his own Head: He was indeed of the Royal Blood 
by the Female ſide, but at a conſiderable diſtance; 


However King Richard having broke Promiſe with him 


by detaining the Earldom of Hartford, tho? he had been 
chicfly inſtrumental in Advancing him to the Royal 
Diznity ; That for many Reaſons the Biſhop nrged, 
he began to hate him; which more and more encrea- 
ſing, trom new diſapointments, and distavours; and 
in hine,the Duke however ſeemed to decline the Crown 
it was urged by the Biſhop he might be loſrumarl 
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to do good to his Country, and gain Immortal Fam e by 


Uniting the Houſes of York and Lancaſter, in promoting 


a Match between the Lady E!:zabeth, Eldeſt Daughter 
to Edward the Fourth, and Henry Earl of Richmond, 
Son and Heir to Margaret Counteſs of Richmond, Daugh- 
ter and Heir to Joby Duke of Sommerſet his great Unkle, 
Son to Jobn of Gaunt Duke of Lancaſter, Fourth Son to 
Edward the Third. This he attentively harkened to, 
and thereupon the Biſhop deſired to go into the Ifle of 
Ely, and there he would raiſe Men and Money to for- 
ward this matter. But the Duke conſidering his Ab- 
ſence would be charged on him, and be a means to dil- 
cover the Intrigue, and that alſo he ſhould want his 
Counſel at need, refufed to conſent; however the 
Biſhop in diſguiſe ſoon atter got away, and clcaped to 
the Earl of Richmond, Counſelling and Animating him 
to proſecute the Project laid in England. - 

King Richard hearing, there were ſecret Cabhals held 
againſt him 1n Britany by the Earl of Richmond and 0+ 
thers, renewed his Brothers Stratagem to get him into 
his hands: But tho” it coſt him much Money, yet his 
Counſels being revealed, he alſo was fruſtrated in his 
expectations : But by this time having not.ce of Buck- 
mgham's diſcontents, he by Friendly invitations entrea-

This Storm that threatened Ruine ro the Uſurper, 
rouſed him to Arms; ſo that Levying a conſiderable 
Army,he Marckecd 19, ainſt the Duxe, to give him Battel 
ere he joyned his Þ riends ſuppoſing ?f he could rout 
him, ti1e reſt would iron be Subabed : T he Duke was 
as retlute as ho , a1 al incended to pals the Severn at a 
low Ford near Gicue7er, to meet him; but that Night 
and for Ten Uays aſter, fuch abundance of Rain fell, 
that the River over-f10! xed its Banks, drowning all the 
Meadows, {5 that he conld not pals; and by lingering 
his Victuals pr owing ſcanty, moſt of his Forces left him; 

which unc: «pected misfortune-made him fhitt for him- 
{ef when coming, to the Houſe of one Humphery Bani- 
fler near Sh:cwsbury, who had been his Steward, and got 


- a good Eſtate under him, he was there ſheltered for 2 


time; but King Arcnard Proſe ib6kg him, and ſetting a 
Thouſand Pounds on his HeaG, That Treacherous Ser- 
vant diſcovorcd him to the Sherif of Shrotſhire, who 


apprehended him in poor Apparel,digging in the Gar- 


den, and conveyed him 16 the King at Salisbury, where 
in h/ 5pes of favour, he made an ample confeſſion, but it 
availed not; for without t any Legal Proccedings he was 
Beheadcd \ Upan which the reſt diſperſed.

Yet 
ſoon after he Sailed for Ireland, where he was received 
with Promiſe of large Aſſiſtance; bur not finding it 
according to his expeQation, he paſſed thence into 
Scotland,and was highly welcomed by James the Fourth, 
who efteeming him (by reaſon of his Courtly Beha- 
viour) as the True Prince he repreſented, Married 
tim to Catherine Gourdon his Neice; and then with a 
Puiſant Army Invaded Evgland, which miſerably 
waſted the Northern Borders, and compelled King 
Henry to ſet forward with all the Forces he on the 
ſuddain could raiſe, under the Command of Gzles Lord 
Dawbeny ; but was ſoon recalled upon an Inſurre- 
tion in Corawal, occaſioned by the Levying a Tax to 
{ſupport the War : They ſtrongly charging the fault 
on John Aforton Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury and SIr 
Reynold Bray, who (as they ſaid) to Inrich themſelves 
had adviſed the King to oppreſs his Subjects; detiring 
they might be removed from their Diguities & Offices, 
and Puniſhed as Enemics to the Common Weale ; - 
chole 
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choſe for their Captains Thomas Flammock a Lawyer, 
and one Joſeph a Blackſmith; and gathering as they 
Marched, brought a great Terrour on the City of 
London, being joyned by the Lord Audley, and many 
Thouſands he brought to their aſſiſtance ; and found 
a free paſſage till they came into Xent, where the Ken- 
ti/hmen oppoſed them ; and now the King thinking it 
his time to ſet upon them, gave them Batrel at Black- 
heath near Greenwich, and totally Ronted them, {laying 
2000, and taking their Ringleaders with many others 
Priſoners, who were moſt of them Executed : Joſevb 
the Blackſmith glorying in his way to Execution, that” 
for this deed he ſhould he Recorded in Hiſtory ; and 
indeed he miſſed not of his Expettation. 

The King being now at leaſure to revenge the 
wrongs the Scots had done in the North, ordered the 
Earl of Surry and Richard Fox Biſhop of Durham, to 
raiſe ſuch Forces as they could, and oppoſe their Rava- 
ges till he ſent a greater Strength ; but thefe two active 
Men raiſed ſuch a Power, that the Scots upon their ap- 
proach immediatly retired into their own Country, 
and were followed by the Englih, who retaliated in a 
fearful manner the injuries done within the Engliſh Pale, 
winning and razing many ſtrong Caſtles, Towns, and 
Fortreſles; and though the Scots King made ſhew he 
would give Battcl, and Challenged the Field, yet 1n the 
Night he Decamped and gave his Army free leave to 
diſperſe it ſe!f; fo that for ſeverr Days the Englyh 
hunted them in Woods and Mournaines, tho? to little 
purpoſe; for Winter approachirig, the Barrenneſs of 
the Country conſtrained them to return to Berwick, ta 
receive King Henry's Orders. But in the mean while 
Peter Hyalus, Ambaſſador from Ferdinand King of Ca- 
file, arrived to Mediate a Pea':e betw cen England and 
SHtland ; yet it, came to no 'aorc than a Truce for 
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Certain Years, on condition the Scots King Baniſhed 
Perkin, and all his Adherents out of his Dominion, 
and about the ſame time the French King ſent to Ratify 
the Peace that had been concluded between King Hemy 
and himſelf, which was Accorded; and Maximilliay 
perceiving his Country of Flanders, &c. much Impove- 
riſhed for want of the Englif Trade, with many En- 
treaties procurcd it to be Reſtored, and our Merchants 
coming to Aatwerp, were received by the Inhabitants 
with {c!cmn Proccſlions, Feaſtings, and all demonſtra- 
tions of ]cy im 1ginable. 

Perkin i/a-beck by means of the Truce being Expelld

viſtering his own, and the Names of ſome few of his 
Companions, who had got thither with him ; the grea- 
ter part of his Train being Taken by the King's 
Light-Horſe-Men, who cloſely Purſued : And the 
Multitude Submitting,and throwing down their Arms, 
were received into the Kings ProteCtion, unleſs ſome 
of the Chief, who being Taken were Executed in di- 
vers places. 

The King after this coming to Exeter, highly com- 
mended the Citizens for their Loyalty and Courage, 
rewarding the Meaner ſort with Money, and thoſe of 
Note with Knighthood and profitable Places of Truſt 
giving his own Sword to the Mayor, with a Priviledge 
that it ſhould always be born before him. And the 
Sanctuary where Perkin was, being, incompaſled with 
Armed Men, and he perceiving their orders were to 
take him thence by force, he Surrendered himſelf to 
the, Abbor of Shcen, Intreating him to procure the 
Kings Pardon for him ; whereupon he was brought to 
Weſtminſter, and publickly declared his mean Birth and 
Parrentage, and that he had been perſwaded to this 
Undertaking chiefly by the Dutcheſs Dowager of Bur- 
zundy ; whereupon with a Paper of all the Intreague 
Pinned on his Back, he was ſcr upon a Scaftold, faſtned 
ina pair of Stocks a whole Day before the Palace at 
Weſtminſter, and the following day in like manner at 
Cheap/ade-Croſs, and then made a cloſe Priſoner in the 
Tower, where Bribing the Keepers, and practicing 
to Eſcape into Flanders, tho' he had been Pardoned be- 
fore, he was for this Executed at Tyburn; and the King 
laying hold on this ro rid him of the fears he had of the 
True Earl of Varwick's being one day advanced to the 
Throne, was not wanting of Evidence who Accuſed 
lin to have attempted his Eſcape with Perkin, and tho? 
Wring been kept in Priſon from his lafancy, io _ he 
New 
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knew not a Gooſe from a Hen, that poor Prince was 
wrongfully Condemned of High Treaſon, and Behez. 
ded on the Tower-#ill, whoſe Innocent Blood fixed a 
ſtain on King Henry to all Poſterity; his Death being | 
rather looked on as a State-Policy, than any ways Juſt; 
and that in this he had done that Crime, for which he 
had ſo vehemently accuſed Richard the Third; only 
with this difference, That 'he made lis Courts of 
Juſtice Guilty of a Crime not inferiour to what the 0. 
ther had impoſed on private Aſſaſlins: For this E9- 
ward Earl of Warwick was Son to George Duke of Cl 
rence, ſecond Brother to Edward the Fourth, and the 
laſt of the Male Line of the Plantagenets, who had 
ſway'd the Scepter from Henry the Second. 

King Henry by this Bloodſhed having more firmly 
Eſtabliſhed his Throne, or at leaſt himſelf, from thoſe 
fears that he apprehended from mutable Fortune, 
whilſt this Young Prince Lived, Married Arthur Princes 
of Wales. his Eldeſt Son, to the Lady Catbarine, Daugh- 
ter to Ferdinand King of Spain, with great Maegnifi- 
cence, in St. Paul's. But that Young Prince ſoon after 
Dying, ſhe was Married to Henry his Second Son, who 
Succeeded : But upon ſome pretended ſcruples, Di- 
vorced ; as will appear at large 1m the Hiſtory of his 
Reign. « And James the Fourth, King of Scots, ſuing 
for the Lady 7Zzrarct the Kings Eldeſt Daughter, the 
Match was concluded, tho” the French King and others 
had requircd her, but could not obtain their Suits; for 
in this Hexry wiſely contidered, That if his Sons lilue 
ſhould fail, it would be a means to unite Scotland to 
England ;, when if he had Married her to a more Power- 
ful Kingdom, this muſt have been Subjected to that, 
which he concluded wonld prove very d:ſhonourabk 
to the Enzliſh Nation; and the Lady being ſent to Ecer- 
bourcugh, was there Married with great $olemnuity. 
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The King in the latter end of his Reign growing 
exceeding Covetous, contrived how he might extort 
Money from his Subjects; and for this, as his chiet In- 
ſrument, he uſed Sir Richard Empſon and Edmund 
Dudley two Lawyers, whom he appointed to put the 
Penal Laws ia execution with great Rigor ; which 
they ſpared not to do, to the utmoſt, tho? in the next 
Reign it colt them their Lives ; nor was the complaints 
of the oppreiled People minded, tho? exceeding great 
and many, from all parts of England, which encouraged 
a whole ſwarm of Locuſts, as under Officers, to pill 
and pole them 1a every Shire, which cauſed the King 
much hatred. 

After this, Philip Duke of Auſtria, in Right of his 
Wite, coming to be King of Spain was in his Voyaze 
thither driven by a Tempeſt into Weymouth Harbour in 
Dorſetſkire, where with his Queen he was Entertained 
by Sir Thomas Trenchard, and after Invited to the King's 
Court at Windſor ; where, for the Entertainment he 
gave him, he procured the Duke of Suffolk, fled into 
Avſtria, to be' put into his hands, on condition he 
ſhould have no violence oifered him; and indeed du- 
ring this Kings Reign he was only kept a Priſoner ; 
but 12 the next loſt his Head. King Henry ſoon after 
falling Sick of a languiſhing Diſeaſe, which was looked 
on as a Judgment: for oppreſling, his Subjects, remitted 
all offences againſt his Penal Laws, cnlarged all Prifo- 
ners, except for Treaſon & Murther, reitored Moneys 
to thoſe that had been Ruined, relieved the Poor, and 
did many good Ads. And having Reigned 23 Years 


and 8 Months, he Dyed, and was Buried at Weſtminſter, 
In the famous Chappel of his own founding, by El:za-: 
beth his Qncen, (who Dyed not long before) in the

2 Bridges, 1 Caſtle, 1 Chace, and 2 Parks, 
The River Avon branches its Southern parts, and Wilby-Bourn ex- 
rends to the Weſt; as alſo docs a part of Avon ;, and in other parts 
It is pleaſantly Warered ; the Caſile 1s that of Caſtlecomb, 

It ſends Members to Parliament 34, viz. Bedwin 2, Caln 2, 
Chipenham 2, Cricklade 2, Devizes 2, Downton 2, Hensbury 2, Hin- 
don 2, Luneavſale », Dalmsyury 2, Marleborough 2, New Sarum 2, Old 
Sarim 2, \Wejtbury 2, Hilton 2, Wooten Baſſet 2, and 2 Knights of 
the Shire. 

Ar Wilt, Egbert King of the Weſt Saxons Overthrew and Slew 
Bernulf King of Merciz, bur afrerward the Dazxes gave him there a 
great Overchrow: Ar Earngton Ring Alfred Defeared the Danes :; At 
Bradford a great Bartel was Fought among the Sax:n Comperitors:

Floor, whilſt his Chair remained fixed. Brokenbridge and Coſ-awi 
were (ears of the Romans, and of ſome Saxon Kings. Creiclade is held 
ro be the firſt Univerſity, and thence removed to Oxford. At Malms- 
bury were Born William, thence Sirnamed Malmsbwry, a famous Hi- 
ſtorian 3 and Thomas Hobbs of this Ape. Ir took its Name from Ma- 
dulphus, who Erected a Monaftery there. Caln is noted for 1ts fair 
Church. Salts5bury for its ſtupendious Minſter and Cathedral. 

On Salisbury Plain, is che memorable Wonder called Stone Henge, 
ſuppoſed: ro be EreQed as a Monument to Hingeſt the firſt Saxon 
Inyader ; 1ts Stones are of a prodigious bigneſs, ſome 28 Foor long, 
and 9 broad, Morriced one within another z tho' waſted by time 
ſome are falln. Near S.:werth are Cockle-ſtones, and thoſe called 
the Grey Weathers near Marlborough. On the Borders of this Coun- 
ty, between Great Bedwin and Lockington, are ccrrain deep Holes 
_ called the Giants Caves; The Water breaking our of cerrain Srones 
near Knet, '1s accounted a preſage of Dearth, Ar Lackingion is a 
Well whoſe Virtue is to Cure Sore Eyes. At Aubury is caſt up a 
Ditch of a prodigious depth, near Circular, ſet, round with large 
Srones, ſuppoſed once a ſtrong Encampment of the Romans, as Tarn- 
borough Caſtle on Salibury Plain 1s ſuppoſed to have been one of 
their Fortreſles. 

The Seats of the Nobility are Mar leborough-Houſe, and Afingtor- 
Houſe, belonging to the Duke of Somerſet ; Wilton and Falſtone, alias 
F allerdown, to the Earl of Pembrook ;, Clarlton, ro the Earl of Bark- 
ſhire ;_ Stawton-Caſtle, to the Lord Stowurton; Wardour-Caſtle, ro the 
Lord Arundel of Wardour ; Long Leats, co the Viſcount Weymouth, 
Earon of Warmizſter ; the Biſhops Seat in Salrsbury. 
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The Reizn of Kinz HENRY the Eighth. 


H E N RY the Eighth, being Eighteen Years old, be- 

gan his Reign the 22d of April, Anno Dom. 1 509. 
and was Crowned at W:ſtminſter by William Warham, 
Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury. His firſt Policy was to 
wind himſelf into the Aﬀections of his Subjects; and 
ſoon found out a way to do it by ilJuing out. Prochama- 
tions That ſuch as had been Injured by Extortions and 
Oppreſlions of evil Perſons in his Fathers Reign, ag" 
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be favourably heard, and receive SatisfaQtion for the 
wrongs done them : W hereupon great Numbers came 
with grievons Complaints; thoſe that had received the 
leaſt Injury, being the moſt clamorous; and having 
recompenced many, to pleaſe the reſt, Empſon and 
Dudliey the two corrupt Judges, were Convxited of 
High Treaſon, and Beheaded on Tewer- Hill; and di- 
vers imployed under them were Difgraced by Piflories, 
Stocks, and W hipping-Poſts, tho” theſe Catterpillars 
had exceedingly Enricked the Kings Treaſury, as well 
as their own Coffers. For his Father left behind him 
the arcatcſt Maſs of Money that any King of Enzland 
b-fore him nad done. 
Things being a little ſettled, Ferdinand the King's 
Fatier-in-Law, craved Aid of him againit the Aoors 
who infeſted his Kingdom, which he obtained, and 
drove them by that means out of Spain; but the War 
cealing, he ſent home the Engliſh poor and i] rewarded 
for tiicir Scrvice, which much offended the King ;, and 
\Vars arriling between ' Pope Fulins the Second, and 
Lewis the French King, 1n Italy, where the latter ſcized 
on the ſtrong Towns of Bologna and La Gaſſe, and be- 
came very Forimivable, King Hcnry became a friendly 
Mediator between them. But the French King retu- 
ling ro yeild to Propoſals of Peace, purſuing his Con- 
queits, he required him by bis Amballadors to re!tore 
him the Peaccabvle polteſlion of Guyan and Normandy, 
with his Antent Inheritance of aye and 24:jou, un- 
juſtly detained from his Anceſtors and himſelt ; which 
being refuſed, he Prociaimed War and for this, and 
\Vriting a Book in deience of the Roman Pontifiiate, 2+ 
gat Martin Lither, the Pope (on whoſe account inis 
Quarrel was efpouled) ſtiled him Defcader of the Faito 
which Tir! has ever lince been retataed by the Kings 
end Queens of Englan:. 
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The King was not flow in raiſing an Army, and 
King Ferdinand of Spain having notice of his prepara- 
tions, ſens to offer his Service if ke would Land " 
Forces in Biſcay, a part of his Country, and from then: 
March into Guyan, which was agreed to, and Wa un, 
der the Leading of Thomas Grey Ma arqueſ; of Derſit: 
But the crafry Spaniard intending ncthine but his own 


advantage by this, after the Fnslfh had luffered many 


hardſhips in h1s Country, he joy yned them, and fell un- 


expectedly on the Kingdom of Nay. re, which he 
ſcized ina ſhort time; the Natives being ſo amazcd at 
the ſuddainneſs of the Invaſion, that they made little 
or no reſiſtance. But after this ſucceſs, he aliorded 
them no ſubſiſtance, or any part of the ſpeil : which 
made the Soldiers Disband of their own accord, and 
come ſtraglingly into England, Poor and almolt Naked: 

But Sir Edward Howard, Youngeſt Son to the Earl of 
Surry, being Lord Admiral of Enzland, many times 
Landed in the French Territories, and ereatly endama- 
ged them, and at Sea overthrew their N: avy; In which 
Fight Sir John Carew of Devonſhire, in the Regent, grap- 
ling with a great Carrick of Breſt, both Ships in the 
conteſt fell on Fire, and in them (on both ſides) about 
800 Men periſhed. This diſtreſs on his Coaſt, made 
the French King augment his Fleet, and Fortily his Har 
bours: However the Admiral entered that of Lreſt 
with Boats and armed Barges, and al/ailzd three great 
Galleys of Rhodes , brought to the aſſiſtance of the French 
K19g, by Prior John, theie they ſoon Roarded , but the 
Boats and Barges then returning, and Jeaving them 
well Manned, to be brought oFar high Tide; by this 
overiight the French regained them; and in the cont: {t, 

the Admiral was born overboard by r 2 Pike, and Drow- 
ned, Bur in few days his Elder "Pro ther was made 
Admiral, and two Land Armies prepared, one under 
Hh 3 the 
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the Leading of George T albot Earl of Shrewsbury, and the 
other by Charles Somerſet Lord Herbert, Chamberlain 
to the King : Theſe had not long been Landed but the 
King leaving the publick mannagement of Afaires to 
the Queen, and directing the Earl of Surry to Guard 
the North againſt the Scots Incurſion, he Sailed to Callice 
and cauſed his Army to March to Terwyn, which he 
Beſieged ; and upon the overthrow of the French Army 
that came to its Relief, had it put into his poſſeſſion, 
which he raſed, and conſumed by Fire, except the Ca- 
thedral and Biſhops Palace. During this Siege, /axt- 
milian the Emperour, with 3o Nobles and Gentlemen, 
repared to King Henry's Camp ; where, to the Honour 
of England, they Enrolled themſelves in the King's 
Pay, and were Nobly entertained. 

The next Place that oppoſed him in his intended 
Conqueſt, was Tournay, Which deſpairing of ſuccour, 
after many fierce Aſlaults, yielded ; and on condition of 
their paying 100col. the Citizens were received into 
Henry's Protettion, and Wolſey his Almoner, took an 
Oath of Allegiance of them, to be True to him, as his 
own Subje&ts. However, 1n his Abſence the Scots In- 
vaded England with $000 Men, under the Command of 
tie Lord Humes, and did great miſchief; but as they 
were returning with their Plunder, Sir William Bulmer 
who lay in watt with 1000 Archers, put them to the 


 Ront in a ſharp Fight, ſlew 500, and took 400 Priſo- 


ners, and recovered all the Booty; ſo that thoſe who 
had the luck to Eſcape returned Poor and Beggarly in- 
(9 Scotland, But King James the Fourth, to revenge 
this diſgrace, raiſed the Power of his Kingdom, and 
come beltore the Caſtle of Norham, (ſome Hiſtorians fay 
with 1c00co Fighting Men) which he Took, by reafon 
the Captain being prodigal of his Powder, too ſoon 
{ſpent it, But the Earl of Surry Marching againſt the 
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Scots with 26080 Fighting Men, Anno 1513 the fatal 
Battel of Floden Field was Fought, September 9, in which 
the Victory fell to the Engliſh; the Scots King, 2 Bi- 
ſhops, 12 Earls, 14 Lords, and 1 2000 others of leſler 
note, being ſlain. For this good Service the Earl of 
Surry was Created Duke of Norfolk, Charles Brandon 
Viſcount Ly/le, Duke of Suffolk, and Woolſey was made 
Biſhop of Lincoln, and after ſome Bickerings with the 
French on the Coaſt of Normandy, King Lewis, ſtricken 
much in Years, ſued for Peace; and the better to con- 
firm it, Married the Lady ary, Second Silter to King 
Henry, a Young and very Bcautitvl Lady, at whoſe 
Wedding and Coronation many brave feats of Chival- 
ry were performed by the Engliſh Nobility and Gen- 
try, who waited on her: But Lew the 12th Dying 
three Months after this Marriage, ſhe returned again 
for England, and with the King's private conſent was 
Married to Charles Brandon Duke of Suff8l/k, who had 
a long time been her Lover. 

Woolſey, who was a Butchers Son at Ipſwich, now be- 
gan to riſe a pace; for Doctor Bambr:idge dying, he 
was made Arch-Biſhop, (and aiter, by the Pope, Cardi- 
nal) of York, which puffed him up with ſo much Pride, 
that he undertook to Rule the King and Kingdom, 
doing for a time, without controul, what he liſted, 
Placing and diſplacing Officers, and meddling in all 
Aﬀairs where there was Advantage or Homage to be 
gained: Eſpecially when made Lord Chancelour, and 
Counſellour of State; demanding Accounts of the 
Treaſurers, Captains, and other Officers that had been 
in the Wars; by which he got much Money out of 
ſome that were Rich; and thoſe that could not furniſh 
him, he Puniſhed and Impriſoned ; EreCting Courts of 
his own head, and by ſubtilty got himſelf to be made 
the Popes Legat; and to Build gwo Colledges, by the 
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Popes permiſſion, ſuppreſſed and ſeized on the Lands & 


Effects of many i\cligious Houſes, which gave an inlet 


to King Henry's ſuppreſſing the teſt ſome time after , 
who concluded if 1t were not Sacriledge in the Pope, 


but he could alow of it at pleaſure, 1t would be none 


in him. However. this Cardinal was ſent on ſeveral 
Honourable Embaſſies, wherein he behaved himſelf fo 
Proudly, Naming the King but in the Second place, as 
Exoet Kex meus, I and my King; That Forreligners 
admired how ſuch Arrogancy covld be ſuffered by any 
Prince in his Subject; bur bis Fal; was fvitter than his 
Riſez ſo that whar he chiefly aime'1 at, (wz. to be 
Flected Pope, in making, intereit toi which promotion 
at Fome, ard in other Courts, it had coſt England vaſt 
ſums of Moncy) he never attained to. 

For King Henry growing, into a dillice of the Mar- 
TIzge between him -and the Lady C tharine, of Spain, 
becauſe ſhe had been his brother Arthur's Wie, tho! 
indeed (as it aficr appeared) rather by a Divorce to 
make way for a freſh Beauty, che Cardinals delays and 
crofling the Kings haſte 11 this purpoſe, made hin: fall 
into diſgrace, which bruvght him to bis End ; as will 
by and by Le inanvieſted, 

The Kirg by Rictous Living at home, and Expences 
in Forrcign Courts, where Ambatadors ( eſpecially 
IWoolſey) vier - attended v.ith ſuch State that they rather 
ſeemed the King hiraſch, than 13 Repreſentattves; 
hid now pretty wel; cmpticd h1:Coffers, which put him 


Into ſome diiconteiit : But Hcolſey, both to Ent. the 


King and himfelf, laid hold of his !\clanchoiy and 
Wants, as a favourable opporturity, of his c77n Au- 
thotity grantcd out Comnuſſions under the Great Seal 
tor Levying a Tax all over England and Wales, accor- 
ding to tho true value of every Mans Eſtate, 21iz. Of 
every Fiity Pound value, and upwards, Four Shillings 

in 
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in the Pound ; and for every Pound above Twenty, 
and under Fifty, two Shillings; and all vader Twenty, 
Twelve Pence in the Pound; and in London he a 

poiated himſelf chief Commiſſioner : And by another 
Commiſſion the Clergy, without exception, were Tax- 


ed Four Shillings in the Pound for their Livings. 


This ſeemed ſo grievous to all ſorts of People, fo 
great a Tax never having been laid on them before, 
and this done without Authority of Parliament, thar 
the Meaner ſort grievouſlyCurſed theAnthor and Con- 
triver of their Miſeries; and thoſe more diſcreet, 1a- 
boured for theſe Reaſons to have the Commiſſion Re- 
voked. | 

1, Becauſe the Commiſſions were not eſtabliſhed or groun- 
ded on th: Laws of the Kingdom. 

2. Becauſe the Execution of them would be a dangerous 
Preſident againſt the Liberty and Freedom of the People of | 
England 1# trme to come, 

3. Becauſe Mens Credits many times exceeded their 
Eſtates, and to bring them upon Oath, or otber ways to diſ- 
cover that, it would prove their Rum. 

And Laſtly, That not one in ten had the value deman- 
ded mm Plate or Ready Money ;, and if they parted with ſo 
much, Trade muſt ceaſe for want of Coin to Trade with, 

But theſe and many more Reaſons prevailed not, 
till the King perceived the Peoples diſcontents every 
where ſo great, that he feared a general InſurreQtion ; 
and then he ſent his Letters to countermand the Com- 
miſſion, diſſembling that he knew any thing of thoſe 
Commiſſions that had been given out to Levy the Tax; 
and the Cardinal ſeeing his Project fruſtrated, and 
fawningly to excuſe himſelf to the People, he certified 
in all Counties by his Letters, viz, That becauſe he 
law thoſe Taxes were too grievous for them to hear, 
tie had in compaſſion to them, kneeled to the Bing, 
an 
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and prevailed with him to Revoke the Commiſſions; 
Yet few believed him, for the greater part were ſatiſ. 
fied that ir was done againſt his mind, and that he in- 
wardly fretred at the diſappointment, it being the firſt 
rub that had checked his Arbitrary WH Whea to 
ſpend his Gaul on ſome body, and eaſe his Anger, he 
after he had given the King Hampton Court, and all his 
fine Buildings there, in exchange tor his Palace of Rich- 
201d, prevailed to have the ordering the King's Hoy. 
ſhould ; which was no ſooner granted, but he turned 
out all worthy deſerving Perſons, and Sold their Places 
and Offices to ſuch as would be more obedient to him, 
About this time the French King requeſted the Lady 
Mary, King Henry's Daughter, to be givenin Marruge 
to the Dauphin his Son; but whilſt this Match was f0- 
licited, and by ſome liked, and by others diſapproved, 
a Scruple was caſt in the way (as moſt thought upon 
the ſecret intimation of Woolſey, in deſpight to the En 
perour, becauſe by Strength he had not made him Pope, 
when by his Money and Policy he had failed to obtan 
it) by the Preſident of Paris, who Queſtioned Whethe 
the Lady was Legitimate, as Born in Lawful Matrimony, 
ſeeing ſhe was Begotter; on the Body of the Lady Catharine 
who had been hs Brather Arthur's Wife. This madetht 
L.awfulneſs of the King's Marriage be called in Que 
ſtian, and himſelf fo averſe to it, that (by the Counſd 
of DoQtor Longland his Confeſſor, who told him tt 
had Lived Inceſtuouſly almoſt twenty Years)he forſook 
the Queen's Bed, to her great grief and diſcontent: 
And however, tho' upon this pretence the Match ws 
broken off, yet Woolſey was ſent over, who concludeda 
Peace with the French King. 


The Legality of the King's Marriage, after this, 


__ coming hotly to be Diſputed, to determine which, they i 


Pope {ent Campeius with a power Legantine, which : 
av 
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s!fo granted tolVoolſey; and ſo the two Legat es reparing 
ro the Queen.to Inform her of their Power and Autho- 
rity,which ſhe took very uneaſy, ſharply telling Woolſey, 
He was the firſt cauſer of this ſcruple, to be Revenged on her 
Nephew, becauſe he had not made him Pope ;, and on htr, 
becauſe ſhe had ſecretly m a loving and gentle manner, 
often times Admoniſhed bim of bis Coveteouſneſs and Ty- 
rany, bis Extortions and Oppreſſions, bis Pride and Lechery. 
But with proteſtations he laboured to excuſe it, as if he 
had been altogether Ignorant of the matter, and pro- 
ceeded to erect a ſtately Court for himſelf and his Bro- 
ther Cardinal, in the Black Fryars in London, where the 
King and Queen were Cited and Appeared : The King 
proteſted, That nothing but bus trouble of Conſcience could 
make him part with ſo Tender and Loving « Wife ; and 1; 
with the removal of that ſcruple he could Cohabit with ber, 
be ſhould be exceeding Joyful. But thoſe that knew what 
little Scruples this King made in other weighty mat- 
ters, did not lean greatly on the truth of what he ſaid ; 
however the Queen, adviſed by her Councel, appealed 
to the Court of Rome, But her Appeal was not allowed; 
and tho' the King deſired a quick diſpatch, the buſineſs 
was delayed : Yet they proceeded to fit Weckly, and 
hear Learned Diſputes on the matter. 

At length the King being informed, That after the 
Laſt day of July the Legates would fit no more till the 
Fourth of O&ober ; in a great paſlion he ſent the Dukes 
of Norfolk, Suffolk, and other Lords, to demand a diſ- 
'K patch to the Judicial Sentence, one way or the other. 
Campeius Anſwered, It could not be done ſo ſoon, for by 
the Yearly Cuſtom of the Court of Rome, they were bound to 
i 44journ; and if any Sentence in the interim was given, it 
was utterly void in Law, At this the Duke of Suffolk, 
UN IN a Rage ſtruck his Fiſt on the Table, ſaying, That 

news Cardinal nor Legate did any good in England ; =_ 
whi 
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was an ordinary Pedagogue, or Schoolmaſter. But at the 
ſight of Sir Wiliam King ſtone, Conſtable of the Tower, 
with a Guard of Yeomen, to convey him Priſoner thi. 
ther, his fears ſo encreaſed, that he fell Sick at Leiceſter 
Abby, and taking a ſtrong Confeqion, which ſome 
ſuppoſe he did purpoſely to Poiſon himſelf, he breathed 
his laſt ; ſaying a little before he Dyed, If he had Ser. 
ved bis God ſo faithfully as be had done his King, he would 
not at that time have caſt him off. And thus fell that 
Pageant of ſuddain Greatneſs, unpitied by all, Inrich- 
ing fome by his Death, tho” in his Life-time he had 
Ruined many more. He Built White- Hall, a ſtately 
Colledge at Oxford, another at Ipſwich, and many other 
ſtately Buildings; leaving much Money, Plate, and 
Rich Furniture, which was ſeized to the Kings uſe, 
who diſtributed part of it, and his Lands, among ſuch 
as had well deſerved. | 

The Krng by this time having gotten it under the 
Seals of molt of the Univerſities in Chriſtendom, That 
his Marriage was Unlawful, procured a Divorce with- 
out the Popes Diſpenſation ; and ſoon after he Marn- 
ed Anna Bullen, whom he had Created Marchioneſs of 
Pembrook, a Proteſtant Lady, Daughter to the Lord 
Rochford, afterwards Earl of Wiltſhire. 

Elizabeth Barton, ſtiled the Holy Maid of Kent, for 
Prophecying That if King Henry proceeded to the Di- 
vorce, and Married another, he ſhould not be King d& 
England one Month after, was Hanged, together with 
Seven of her Deſciples, at Tyburn for Treaſon. 

A Parliament being called, the Clergy therein totally 
ſ1bmitted themſelves to the Xing touching their Spt- 
Titual and Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀaires, and the Pope was by 
Parliament utterly deprived of all Annates and Firf 
Fruits of Biſhopricks, and other Spiritual Promotions:

and Sir Thomas Arundel, Beheaded for Conſpiring with 
Somerſet to 'Kill Northumberland, the latter of which 


declared bis: Blood ſhould be a' Bolſter for the Duke of 


Northumberland as long as be Lived; (intimating there- 
by he ſhould have a troubled Conſcience) and all of 


them profeſſed their Innocency to the laſt, as to the 
-Crimes they were charged with. 


- DoQor Ridley, Piſhop of London, Preaching before 
the Young 'King of the excellency of Charity and Alm- 
deeds, he. was 10 affected with his Sermon, that thin- 
king he directly pointed at him, who was in the higheſt 
Station, after the Sermon was ended, he held a private 


- Conferrence with him how he might effectually beſtow 
his Charity 


| ; Who adviſcd him to ſend for the Mayor 
and Aldermen of London, who would give him fatisfa- 
ction in that matter, as being moſt acquainted with 
the needs of the Poor; which he did; and after con- 
ſulting with them, allotted them Chriſts Hojpital (for- 
merly the Grey Fryars of St. Francis Order) St. Tbomas's 
Fiaſpital, and Bridewel, dividing the Poor into three 
Ranks, 1. Poor - by Imyotency. 2. The Poor by Caſualty. 
And ſoon after this, the King 
tell Sick of a Langumiſhing Diſeaſe, which began with a 
HeQick Feaver, and by degrees inclined to a Conſump- 
tron: When Northumberland who had gotten the 
power into his hands, was Plotting how (it the King 


Dyed) he might ger the Crown into his Family, and 
at laſt concluded to lay his Proje& with the Duke of 


Suffolk, ' vrhich - was, That his Youngeſt Son Dudley 
Lord GzIford, ſhould Marry the Duke of Sffolk's Eldeſt 
Daughter, the I.ady Janc, who was of the Blood Royal ; 
and that they. would prevail with the King to Diſin- 
herit 'his two Siſters, and by his Will appoint her 
Queen, if the Dutcheſs of $ufo!k would be ſo conn, 
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whoſe Right was before Her Daughter. - And indeed, 
this Northumberland prevailed with the Landviſhing 


King to do, under a ſpecious pretznce uf ſecuring the 


Reformed Religion ; on which, to ſerve his ends, he 
laid' a mighty ſtreſs, tho' himſelf was not mnch cof- 
ccrn'd for any, as will appear in the next Reign. 

Upon this account divers Marriages were contra- 
cted, and the Nuprials celebrated, viz. The Pious:and 
Virtuous Lady Jane, Eldeſt Daughter to the Duke of 
Suffolk, in a fatal hour was Married to the Lord Guilford 
Dudley, Fourth Son to the Earl of Northumberland, for 
all his other Sons were Matched before : Catharine, 
another Daughter of the Earl of Suffolk's, was Mary. 
ed to. the Earl of Pembrooks eldeſt Son; and Mary a 
third Daughter, ſome what deformed, to Cates, the 
Kings Maſter Porter ; and the Dukeof Northumberlond 
gave Catharine, his youngeſt Daughter, - to the Lord 
Haſtings, Son to the Earl of Huntington. 

Whilſt theſe things were doing, the Kings Sickneſs 
much encreaſed ; for Northumberland had diſplaced his 
Phylitians, and Put him into the hands of a Woman to 
cure, who 1t 1s thought haſtened him to his Grave ; for 
no ſooner had they procured him by his Will, which 
was read in the hearing of the Counſelors, Judges, CC, 
And confirmed by their Aſlents, to Diſinherit Mary 
and Fl:zabeth his Siſters, whoſe Intereſt ( as Northunt- 
berla':d (21d ) was {0 cloſely Joyned, that if the Crown 


fell to cither of them, it muſt firſt come to the Lady 


Mary, who was a profeſſed Papiſt;-and not by any ett- 
treaties to be brought over to the Reformed Religion, 
and by his ſaid Wul to appoint the Lady Fane his 
Succelior; bur plain Symptoms of Death "appeatel 
And not above Three Hours before he Dyed, thinking 
no boily had been near he thus Piouſly Prayed.

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Lord God deliver me out of this Miſerable and Wretche:; 
Life ;, Take me amongſt thy Choſen; howbeit not my will, 
but thy will be done. Lord I Commit my Spirit to Thee ;, O

The Reign of Queen MARY the Firſl. 


ING Edward was no ſooner Dead, but the Lords 

of the Duke of Northumberland's party haſted to 
Proclaim the Lady Jane Queen; and in order to do ir, 
ſent for the Lord Mayor of London, ſix Aldermen, and 
fix of the Common Council, to Greenwich, where the 
King lay dead; and declared to them his death, which 
before was kept as ſecret as poſſible. Moreover ſhew- 
ing them his Will, and the Letters Pattents with the 
Great Seal made fourteen Days before, cauſing them to 
KR K 4 SWear 
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Swear Allegiance to theakaldy

A while after, the Duke of Suffolk being Impriſoned, 
was Condemned for having a hand in Wiat's Rebellion, 
and attempting to raiſe others, as it was Charged a- 
gainſt him on his Tryal; tho' on very lender proof; 
Being brought to the Scaffold 'he thrult trom him the 
Popiſh Prieſts, who were buſy and troubleſome in en- 
deavouring to perſwade him to change his Religion, 
and Praying fervently, he among other Expreſltions 
De/zred the Queen to forgive him as he for gave all that had 
offended hjm : At which Dr. Weſon, who had been car- 
neſt with him to change his Religion, ſaid aloud to the 
people, The Queen had forgiven him : W hereupon ſome 
Reply'd, ſuch forgiveneſs God ſend you, And then pre- 
paring for the Stroke, he underwent it with much con- 
ſtancy and courage, not varying from what the ſerics 
of his Life had expreſſed him. 

Divers taken in Wiat's Rebellion being about. this 
ume Executed, and ſoine Pardoned, W/:t (in hopes of 
Life) was wrought on to Accuſe the Marqueſs of Ex- 
ceter, and the Lady Elizabeth, the Queens Siſter ; but 
being nevertheleſs brought ro Execution, he heartily 
begged both their pardons with Tears, exculing them 
from having any hand in his Rebellion; tor which, 
tho' he dyed by the Ax, his Body was Quartered, and 
*t upon ſeveral Gates in the City ; and within a while, 
Themas Lord Grey, Brother to the Duke of Suffolk, was 
Beheaded : For this Queen ſeemed to have learned 
ker Fathers way, #z. To ſparc aong Lat ltood in her 
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way. or from whom ſhe 2pprehended 'any danper, 
The Qneca calling a Parhamenr, propounded torhe

of reltoring the Popes Supremacy ; but to the latter 
at this time ihe could not ger their Conſents, the Ng. 
bles 1magnlug they mult reſtore the Church-Lands, if 
the Pore once came to alume a power over the Eccle. 
ttaſtical State, Bur the former, upon ſeveral advants. 
Cons additional Articles, they allowed ; and King Phily 
witha great rain of the Nobility of Span, and other 
Nations, Came to H7achefter where the Queen ftay'dto 
T:CELVE him ; and on St. James's Day they were Mar- 
ricd there, with great pomp and ſolemnity, and their 
Siitvs pronounced in Latin, French, and Engliſh: 
Whereupon Jeb F1zuora, the Emperours Ambaſſador, 
reltgned to them (in his Maſters name) the Kingdom 
of Naples; and the rejoycing being a little over, they 
came to London; where they were received in much 
ſplendor ; and going to Windſor, the King was Inſtalled 
Knight of the Garter, and Cardinal Pool ſent for over 
to {etile the affairs of the Church, being appointed the 
'Fopes Legate; and in Parliament his Attainder ws 


taken ofi, and he reſtored to all his Honours and Dis-i 


nities; and making a moving Oration to both Hovſez 
won upon them to be Abſolved by him, as in Formie 
did after the whole Kingdom ; and in the end procurd 
Popery to be reſtored ; but not the Lands of the 
Church : For tho* they ſet light by Religton, thoſk 
were too iweet morſels to be parted with.

Many Perſons now were advanced to Diguitics, to 
ballance in the Houle of Pcers; and the Earl of Suvy 
and Predmont coming to ſce En land, was highly wel- 
comed, and Lodged at White- Hall: but after a ſhort 
ſtay he departed to his own Countr; y; and the Pritons 
being in a manner f1'd many were Pardoned, others 
without it ſet at Liberty; and Sir Nicbolas Throckmor- 
tou's Head being aimed ar, the Jury for Acquitting him 
upon, Tryal, were ſeverely Fined, and Puniſhcd, to the, 
Ruin of the greateſt part of them.

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Know then, That when the Puriry of the Primirive Churches was 
Clouded, and almoſt Obſcured by the Remiſb Traditions, Error, 
and Superſtitions, tro make Iodlineſs in the Litteral worldly fenſc, 
a Gain, by Ieading People mma Ignorance and blind Devorion jn 
keeping the Word of God from their Knowle dee, and in irs ſtead, 
impoſing the Doftrine of Men, not agreeable wich ir,God in his grear 
Mercy was pleated to raife up (ſuch inſtruments, as labourcd to re- 
kindle char Light, wicked and deſigning Rome had near extinguiſhed; 
who for the fake of Gods Holv Truch, expoſed themſelves to the 
fury of the Adverſary ; and as in other Nations there were many, 
ſo in England faithful Witneſſes were nor wanting, very early to 
lay down their Lives. I ſhall nor look back fo far as the Per /2cuti- 
0s under the Heathen Roman Emperours, Saxony, and Danes, for 
cho* they were very grievous, yer more Cruel enſued under the 
Tyranny of that which caves it ſelf Chriſtian Rome, or the Rome 
Catholick Church. For after John Wicl liff, William Wickham Pifhop 
of Wincheſter, and many other Learned ven, had Lighted the Candle, 
as I may term 1r, and opened the Eyes of many in this and the 
Neighboring Narions, to diſcern Truch from Falfſhood (ard of this 
we have juſt cauſe ro Glory, ſince the Reformation in all Churches 
was grounded on it) True Religion ſoon raiſed her Head; and tho” 
Cruel Adverſaries made her Profelites few for a rime, their Conſ}ancy 
and Zeal was very great. | 

In che Tear 1380 Uter Bolton ard John Afſherly were ſeverly Per- 
ſecuted 3 and ſoon afrer Walter Bruce, Fohn Aſhton, Join Pateſcul, 
and divers more, ſome of which are mentioned in che Hiſtory ; buc 
as yet it began not to grow up to Flames, but by degrees 1t did 
for William Swinderly was Burnt in Smithfield ; alſo William Thorp, 
and divers others, Stigmarized, Baniſhed, Whipped, and Starved 
in Goalszthe Popes in whoſe time they Lived, Inciting and Encou- 
raging their Clergy here, to purſue chem with all Violence and 
urmoſt Rigor. So that in the Year 1417, the Lord Cobham was 
Burnt Hanging on a Gallows, in St Gzlfe's Fields, and ſoon after 
Wilkam White, Fohn Purrey and Richard White, confefſfing cheir Zaith, 
and Dying with Courage and Chriſtian bravery, for the ſake of a 

od Conſcience; and Perer Clark being forced ro fly for mainrain- 
ivg- Wickliff's Doctrine, from Scripture and Fathers, was taxen be- 
yond the Seas and put ro Death by exquifir Torment*, viz. His 
Tongue cur our, then Hanged by the Heels, and a flow Fire made 
under him till he Dyed. Roger Overly, for ſpeaking againit the 
Maſs, and other Superſtitions, and offering to prove them nor con- 
ſonant to the Word of God, was Execured. And to pur a Scandal 
on the Profefſors of 1he Truth, rhey Nick-Named ttiem _—_— 
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and their common Priſon was called the Lolſards Tower. But Pex- 
{ecution rather encreaſed than diminiſhed their Number, as ap 

by the largneſs of their Aſſemblies, ſome to Teach and others tg 
Hear: For one of theſe Meetings being ſurpriſed in St. Gilſes Fields, 
Arno 1415, by Armed Force, and wrongfully charged as a Riotoyy 
or Tumultuous Meeting, tending to Inſurreftion and Rebellion, j; 
was by Popiſh Judges conſtrued a Treaſonable AR; and hereupon

Drawn, Ranged and Quartered, in the Place where they met; and 


7Zohn Claydon and Benidi& Ulman Burned ; and abour 100 others. 
 Lavguiſhed in Priſon, till moſt of them Dyed. 


In //en'y the Sixth's time, William Taylor, for embracing the 
Potrine Wickliff had Tanght, was Burnt 1n' Smithfield ; Henry Web 
and Henry Fhyence Scourged vp wn and 120 Impriſoned 
and Tortured divers ways and ſome ſugered the Flames, amo 
whom !Villiam White and Richard Hovellen were Burnt. Soon w; 
rer this, Thomas Baly and Richard Wichc, both Miniſters, were burne 
one in Smithficll, and the other on Tower- Hill. | 

'In Edward the Fourth's Reign, John Huſs, or Gooſe, was burnt; 
and in Henry the Seventh's, Fane Boughton, a Woman of Fourſcore 
3 ears of Age, was burnt in Norfolk, another in Smithfield, ſeveral 
Eranded, and others did Pennance, going in their Shirts, with Ropes 
3our their Necks, and carrying Faggots on their Backs; and Will,

Gueft at Salibury z and a Woman at Che 
ping Sudbury ; and in this Reign ſeveral other Perſons 1n divers Places, 
ſome againſt whom there were no colourable Accuſations, after 
ſevere Rackings and Torturings, were found Murthered in Goals, 
and Hundreds fied into Germany, (Fc. 

- Cardinal Wolſey in che beginning of Henry the Eighth's Reign, do- 
ing all under him, or rather above him, (for he did only whar he 
pleaſed) to ingratiare himſelf with the Courc of Rome, as aiming at 
:5 Ponrificate, looſed the Reins of Perſecution againſt thoſe _ 
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had . ſeparated themſelves from the Rwmiſh Churches; for indeed * 
1bour this rime two things mainly encreaſed the Goſpel Profeſſors 
in England and other Nations, viz, One, The appearauce of Martin 
Luther in Germany, who 9penly with all his might oppoſe it, and 
had gained fome Princes ro his fide 3 and the other, the Noble 
Myſtery of Printing, which began co be much uicd, whereby good 
Books were more cafily Promyligated, and Diſpericd through di- 
vers Nations, in their proper Languages, Theſe alarmed the 
Pope and his Clergy, fearful of rhejr Diane, Profit, to raiſe dread- 
ful Perſecutions againft the Profeilors of che Goſpel, raging againſt 
them cven to Madneſs; and of this England now had a ſmarting 
fhare, For in the Year 1g11, John Brewſter and William $weeting 
were Burnt in Smithfie/d, and alſo Robert Harrijon, Willlam Carder, 
and Agneſe Greble, the Husband and Daughter being forced in as 
Witneſles ro take away the Life of the latter; and one Mr. Ste, for - 
having the Book of Revelations in Engliſh, was Purnt with char and 
other good Books hanging abour his Neck ina String, inthe faſhion 
of Popifh Beads ; and five Perſons for Reading the four Kkyengeliſis 
in Enghſh, were Accuſed for having in their poſleſſion and Reading 
Hererical Books, containing many.Damnable Opinions ; and-in the 
Year 1514, Richard Hun was faund Murthered in tne Loilards Caſite, 
aſter many Torments and much Cruelty had been cxcerciſed to- 
wards him. However, their Mallice extended to his dead Body, 
for it was commirxed to the Flames; and about this time John 
Stile, John Brown and Thomas Man, were Burnt in Smithfield ; Robert 
Couſens at Bucking bam, Chriftopher Shormaher at Newbury, Robert and 
Richard Bartlet and Fohn Scrivener likewiſe ſufter'd che Flames aſter 
all ways had been in vain aſed to make them Renounce rheir Pro» 
feſfion 3 and thinking to terrify the lacter, his Children were com- 
pelled to fer Fire to rhe. pile rhar burn. him. 

In the Year 1519, Six Perſons were Burnt at Caventry, and ſoon 


S after them Thomas Harding and Robert Silkeb. And the Eody of 


William Tracy Eſq; 12 Gleuceſterflire, becauſe his Exccurors refuſed 
ro Pay for Singing his Soul out of Purgatory, was dug up and burnt, 
being Charged (for the fore-mentioned reaſon) ro have dyed a 
Hererick: One Richard Brayfield who had been a onk ar Pary in 
Suffolk, but left ir, upon ſeeing the Debauched and Diſiolute Lives 
of the other Monaſticks, was accuſed of Herefy, hurry'd ro a Dun- 
peon, Bound, Gagg'd, and Whiprt, and then ſtanding ro his Pro- 
feſlion of char Truth Recorded in Holy Writ, oppofite co the Rermiſh 
Tenents,' he was Degraded and Condemned; when veing Burnt 1n 
Londrn, the Fire was on purpoſe made ſo ſcanty thiar he continued 
| 11 it half an Hour Alive, wichour Complaining ; and 11s baſe Arm 
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| being burac, he cherfully rubbed it with his Righr Hand, fo that i; 
tell into the Fire 3 and fo in Prayers, withour moving his Eody, he 
cherfully ended his days in a bed of flames. 
Some that were Impriſoned they fed with Sawduft, ſome were 
kept continually 1n the Stocks with great Waights on their Leg 
tome with Manacles and bars of iron fixed about their Necks, and 
many Rack d nll they were Lamed and Diſtorced in Body. Jamey 
Bainham, fohn Tewsbury, Valentine Sbeaf, and his Wife, Fohn 3m, 
and Mr. Trapnel ſuffered the Flames; three Perſons were Hanged 
:1n Chains, and Starved ro Deach, tor burning a Wooden Iirape catled 
rene Rnd, at Dover Court; Andrew Honor, Fm Frith, Thomas Benet, 
John Lambert, William Tindal, William Leighton and Mr. Colizer, a 
{awyer, ſuffered the Flames, accuſed for Lwherans ; for fo now 
they termed the Profeſſors of the Goſpel Truths. And a little 
while attcr, Dr. Barns, William tieron, Thomas Garret, made their 
paſſage from this co a better World, through the Fire in Smithfield, 
Antony Parker, Henry Filmer, and R6bert Teſtwood, were Burnt at 
Windjor, and many Dyed in Priſon, ſoine Natural Deaths, others 
ſuipected ro be Murthered. In the Year 541, Kerb; and Clarke 
were Burnt at Tpſwich, and Bury, and Anno 1546 Mis. Ann ket > 
Gentlewoman belonging ro Queen Catharine Par, becauſe ſhe w 
not accule the Queen and other great Ladies, of favouring the x 
*beran Tenents) was put upon the Rack : Wrzithſley rhe © hancellor 
playing the parc of rhe Hangman, in Torturing and Strerching her

Seven were Burnt in one Fire in Smithfield, four 
in Canterbury z A Woman as ſhe was Burning in the Iſle of Gaernſey, 
had a ©hild ſprung out of her Womb, which the Cruel Torturers 
threw again into the Flames. To be briefand nor rire your Patience, 
in drawing fo Tragical a Scere roo wide, There were in this ſhore 
Raign conſumed 1D the Flames, for the Confeſſion of a Good Faith, 
217 of ali ages and Sexes, zz. Five Biſhops, 21 Divices, 8 Ger- 
tlemcny 4 Tradeſmen, 100 Husbardmen, Servants and Labourers, 
25 Wives, 20 Widows and Virgins, 2 Boys, and 1 Infare. Eeciides 
theſe, 5 were Whipped, one to Dearh; 16 periſhed in Fnſons, 12 
were 3uricd 1n Dunghills, and many lay Condemned in Expetiation 
of the Firey Tryal, and ſome tiundreds Hed beyond the Scat ; but 
the death of cius Queen, who gave way ro ſo much Cruelry, pur ati 
end to the Verſecurion, the ſtream of Blood being thereby itopped- 
And before this rime, and ſoon after, moſt of rhe Perſecurors were 

zerraken by Gods judgments, and came to Miſcrable and Derefied 
Ends. Some were Executed for ſcycral heinious Crimes, others 
wandered beyond the Seas, till rhey Periſhed 3 and tome wore 
Eacen up by Vermin. 

And thus, Reader, have I heicherro made pocd my Promilc 
and now paſſing over this Acaldama, or Field of Blood, Ilcad you

Pai 8, er ; of Marrizve with her , counting the Dil- 
Pen f:t19n he promiled to procure at the Popes hands 
Unlawful and Wicked; fhe ſet her mind to contrive 
the moſt calic and inot-nity c ways how to reſtore the 
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proteftant Religion, conſulting with thoſe of the 
greateſt underitanding in Aﬀairs of Churchand State : 
3nd coming to ſome rcſulr, ſhe placed in the Courts ot 
ſudicature, and Offices of greareit Truſt, ſuch Pexfons 
25 were of that Profeſſion, or well enclined to it: And 
having wiſely weighed all ci cumſtances, ſhe matle pro- 
yilion againſt the encouragement and g1owth of Po- 
pery, by reſtraining the Nobles and others from ſen- 
ding their Cniidren to be Educated beyond the Scas : 
and cauſcd many Ceremonies in Divine Worſhip, uſe 
ig the tormer Relgn, to be laid alide. And Þ, aicer 
the Funeral of her viſter, prepared for her Coronation; 
and was in order to it, conducted (with extraordinary 
Pomp and Triumph) from the Towcr, through rhe 
City, ro Weſtmiaſter, where ſhe was Inveſted with the 
Regal Orn«ments; and was Crowned by the Biſhop 
of Carlile, the other Biſhops refuling to perform that 
Office, as fearing the Poyes diſpleaſure, or iutþer the 
fall of the Remiſh Aelrgion In this Kingdom, to Which 
Alteration if rhey conſented nor, they forefaw they 
muſt loſe their Biſhopr icks. 

And now People differing much in Points of Reli- 
g10n, it was ordered by Proclamation, That none 
ſhould unrevercutly ſpeak of the Sacrament; and it was 
alowed to be received in. both kinds; vet a Confter- 
rence was appointed to be held at Weſtminſter between 
the Papi/ts and the Proteſtants, upon thele Conudera- 
tions, 21z.

- But the Papitts in this would come to nothing With- 
out the Popes Licenſe; and ſoine of the Biſhops threat- 
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ning theQueen and herNobles withExcommunication if 
they proceeded to make alterations; for their male. 
pertneſs ſome of them were committed to Priſon. The 
Queen appeinted a Form of Common Prayer in Engliſh, 
and fettled the Reformed Religion, entirely throwing off 
the Romais Yoalk, and began to apply herſelf to other 
weighty Aﬀars, ſending to demand the Reſtitution of 
Callice, Loſt in the preceding Reign; and after many 
Debates It was agreed, That the French King ſhould 
Enjoy it for the Termof Eight Years, and that then it 
ſhovid be reſtored to the Queen of Enzland,*or in re- 
fuiſal be Paid 500009 Crowns; and hereupon a Peace 
was ATrecd and Proclaimed between the two Nations, 


as alſo between the Dauphin and the Queen of Scots his 


Wife; whereby Scotland was Included. 

Whilft theſe things were tranſacting, the Parliament 
Adviſed the Qneen to Marry, leaving her entirely 
therein to her own Choice that Children might be Born 
to Succecd her. To which the Qneen made thrs reply, 
ThÞ:t ſhe was already Wedded, which was, to her Kingdom 
and People; and having promiſed to take a Husband, if 
{o the yood of the State ſhould require it, ſhe diſmiſſed 
thoſe that were ſent to her by both Houles, on this 
Meitlige: And ſoon after came an Ambaſſador from 
the King, of Sweden, to propoſe a Marriage between 
her and Prince Fricus the Kings Eldeſt Son; but after 
he had been ſumptuouſly Treated, he was diimiſſed 
with a modeſt Dental; and tho' the Duke of Aj, 
the Arch Dvke of Auſtria, and others, ſued for her 
Favour, ſhe only gave them her Eſteem, initead of her 
T ove; and put them off with fair words. In the meat- 
Lime tho Scots deſtroyed in molt parts of that Kingdom, 
the Relicious Houſes, Altars, lmages, @c. declaring 
tor a Reformat!on, which was againſt their Queens 
mind: Whercupon the French, on her Husbangs 
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her part, raiſed Forces to oppole them, which made 
them ſend their Complaints to Queen Flizabeth, and 
implore her aſſiſtance for the ſpeedy driving ont the 
Frenchmes:, whom they ſaid (through their Queens f2- 
vour) had engroſſed all the Places of Truſt, Honour, 
and Profit, into their Hands. This Queen Elizabeth 
communicating to her Council, after many Debares, to 
prevent the French getting an 1alzt into England by the 
way of Scotland, it was agreed Aſſiſtance ſhould be 
given to the Reformers : And the Duke of Norfolk veas 
appointed Lieutenant General of the North, to ſecure 
the Borders; and on certain Articles agreed, an Army 
was ſent into Scotland under the Command of the 1Lord 
Grey, and Ships to Edenborough Frith, who diſlodged the 
French Men of War that lay there. This made the 
French King ſue for Peace to the Queen; but his fuir 
was rejected on many weighty Conliderations, tho” he 
promiſed at this time to deliver upCallice in lieu there- 
of, However a Treaty was held at Edenborough; but 
it came to little, upon the French King's declining, t9 
Sign the Articles agreed on. And now the Pope a 
Second time laboured to perſwade the Queen to own 


his Supremacy, and not ſeparate England irom the 


Body of the Roman Catholick Church, but the Queen 
refuſing to harken to the Popes Letters, retolved firm- 
ly to adhere to the Proteſtant Religion. 

And now the Queen of Scots returning into that 
Kingdom, her Husband being Dead, ſent a Letter 0 
Queen Elizabeth, full of kind exprefſions, to deiire that 
a ſincere Friendfhip might be maintamed between 
them; and the Envoy that brought ir, had Commilſion 
to deal with the Queen to declare her Heir Apparent 
to the Kingdom ; which was inſinuated as the ſatet: 
way to continue Peace between the two Crowns, But 
the Queen Anſwered, She would do nothing to the pre- 
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judice of her Title, but as to this matter, ſhe would refer it 
al the Perſonal Conferrence that was to be held ſhortly at 
York, Bur that Interview was broken off by the Pa- 
Pitts contiivance, leaſt it might be a means towards 
creating the Que en of Scots an inclination to the Re. 
formed. Religion; whereupon the Queen, the betterto 
ſtr: *nethen her Hand. , builr ſeveral Sail of ſtout Ships, 
Cit a great many Ordnance, and the Art of Gun-pow- 
der-making in England, was firſt by her Encourage. 
ment found Ur ; o that having a great Fleet always 


' at Sea, ſhe was by Forreigners ſtiled The Orecy of the 


Morth Seas, Cauſing the Afilitia readily to be provided 
F1th Arms,and fr equently Exerciſed. And the Guiſean 


Faction labourin Z to deſtroy the Hugonots, or Proteſtant 


Party in France, conſtrained them for the ſafety of their 
Lives to fall 1 into a C''21l War, T he Queen afliſted the 
latter, and had Haverdegrace and New Haven put into 
her Hands as Cautionary Towns for the reimburſment 
of her Charges, when things ſhould be ſettled ; and to 
keep them firm to her Interelt, {o that they ſhould not 
make a Peice' without her conſent ; and hereupon ſhe 
ſent them 6000 Men under the Command of the Lord 
Ambroſs Dudley, and kept the Seas with a coniiderable 
Nary. 

Wilt matters went thus Abroad, Deſigns were 
CArrY/1NG « ON againlt ti;e Queen at Home - Whereupon 
divers of \ l2Ore, eſnecially thoſe > deſcended of the Blood 
Royal by hc _ - ughters of Henry the Scventh, 
were Imprifoned, And the calling' a Parliament, at 
Att paſſed tor Any ance of the Queens Royal Powa 
and Author ity over all Ettates ard Subjects within ir 
Dowiniors: Andfurther Fnacted, Thar the Cath of 
SuUPremicy ſhould be adminiſtered to all Perſons, fot 
the better di{covery of {uch as !ided with the Pope 


gainſt her; which much ttartled the Papiſts, and _ 
the 
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them quiet for a time. In the mean while the Prince 
of Conde, one of the chief Leaders of the French Prote- 
ftants, being Overthrown at the Patrel of Derix, was 
taken Priſoner ; as likewiſe Sir Nicholas Trockmortor, 
who paying his Ranſom was ſet at Liberty. Bnt the 
Admiral Chaſti|h-n took fo many Places, as ſtartled the 
Guiſes, inſoruch that they conſented to an Edit of 
Pactfhication ; whereby the Princes were to be reſtored 
to the French Kings Favour. Conde, alured with the 
hopes of the Lientenancy of France, and a Marriage 
with the Queen of Scots, the Hvgonets to enjoy the 
freedom of thcir Religion, &c. The Agreement was 
ſ{uddainly made, and the Engliſh not only treachcrouſly 
Abandoned, but they Joyned with the Papiſts ts drive 
them out of the places they held, and ſtraightly Belicg- 
ed New Haven, Which by reaſon of the Plague raged 
grievoully in it, they had Surrendered to them. 

But the Spaniſh Greatneſs threatning England, and 
the French offering reaſonable Term, a Peace was con- 
cluded between the two Crowns, and Ratified upon. 
their delivering Hoſtages to pay the Queen at a ſet: 
time a large Sum of Money; upon which the French 
King was Inveſted with the Order of the Garter = 
Hereupon the Spaniard in a fret prohibitcd all Com-. 
merce between the Engliſh and his Subjects, which 
made the Queen remove the Wooll- Mart from Antwerp 
to Ems in Frizlend, but the Low Countries being, much 


 Impoveriſhed thereby, the Edict was Repealed ; and 


now the Queen made her great Favourite Sir Kobers 
Dudley Lord Denbigh, Earl of Leiceſter, Knight of the 
Garter, Chancellor of Oxford, and Maſter of the Horſe, 
and this ſhe ſeemed to do the better to quality him for 
a Husband for the Queen of Scots; but it ſwelled him 
to that Ambition that he ſoon aſpired to make preten- 


tions to herſelf; and the Queen of Scots ſoon aiter 
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?larried the Lord Darnly Son to the Duke of Lenox of 
the Royal Blood, and of this Marriage was botn James 
the Sixth of Scotland, and firſt of Fugland. This not 
only dilpleaſed Queen Elizab:th,but the greater part of 
te Scots Nobility, becauſe he was ſcarce 20 Years of 
Ape, and ealie to be \way'd any way. However he was 
{ollemnly Crowned King, but by the contrivance of 
A7urray the Queen of Scots Baſtard Brother, and others, 
he tome time after was Blown-up in his Lodging, and 
iis mangled Body thrown by the to1ce of the Pouder 
into the Garden. 

"The Parliament of Fnglend meeting again, humbly 
beſought the Queen to Marry, but ſhe ſtill declined it, 
Shortly after the Queen of Scots falling into a Languiſhs 
ig condition, Recommended her. Son to the Prote- 
fljon of Qreen Flizabeth; yet Recovering, Earl Bcth« 
wil, ii; cted to be one with Aurray in deſtroying 
Darley, was forced to fly the Kingdom, and 7Aurray 
Talicd a Party againſt the Queen to Depoſe her ; when 
attcr ſome conteſting, being over-powered, ſhe fled in- 
to Enzland, and craved Queen Fl:zabeth's Protection; 
but by the Advice of ſome Counſelours bribed by 
Aturray's Fattion, in ſtead of allowing her (tho' near 
in Bluod) that favour, ſhe was committed a Priſoner in 
the cuſtody of the Earl of Sbrewsbury, and after 20 
Years Ccnfinement, loſt her Head, for holding Cor- 
reſpondencies with the Papiſts, to take away the Life 
of the Qucen. 

A Paſſage having been diſcovered by the Engliſh to 
Fujſia, and great Privileges granted to the Merchants, 
The Czar or Emperour of Moſcouy and Ruſſia ſent bs 
Ambaſſkidors to Queen Elizabeth, with Rich preſents 
of Furrs, ard ſuch other Commodities as his Country 
yielded; and with them one Anthony Jenkinſon, an Eng- 
li/bznan, who had firſt Sailed the Caſpian Sea; his & 
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mands was to make a 1 cague Offenlive and Defeniive 
with her ; but by reaſon of rhe Ultance of the place, 
the Queen agreed not to the former, but left the latter 
indifierent ; and fothe Ambaſſadors i having been high 
ly Treated, were ditmiiſed with a return of Preſents.

Haven, But the Duke of Alva, the }fing of Sparns 
General, making fierce War in the Low Countries, is 
brought i in the Inquilition to Extirpate the Pretc; PLoms 
Religion. TT here, there happened an Accident thar 
opened a Breach between England and Spain, viz, Vait 
Sums of Money being ſent in a Spaniſh Ship by Jtalt.iiz 
Merchants, to be Imployed in the Bank in the Low 
Countries tor the ruin of the Pr oteſtants there, thoie 
Veſſells were Chaſed upon the Eng!i/h Coaſt , ſoine 
French Men of War, and the Money being, brougat on 
Shoar, the Queen was Adviied by her Privy Council 
to ſtay It; and give the Acrchants Owners Seer ity for 
the Repaiment of it: Whereupon the Duke of Aly.:

he promicd rever to think of the Marriage, Or any 
thing derovatory to Qucen Eliz.hcth's Authority, he 
was diſchared. "Aud a great many of the Engiyh for 
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ſundry crimes being fled into Scotland, upon refuſal of 
delivering them vp, the Earl of Suſſex and the Lord 
Scr.0p entered that Kingdom with an Army, and com- 
pelicd the Scots of the Queens party to abſtain from 
Foſtility, and utterly forſake the Engli/h Rebells. 
And a Rebellion being raiſed in Ireland by the Earl of 
Thumond and his adherents, the Earl fled into France, 
for fear of being delivered to the Lord Deputy by his 
Friends, but upon his humble ſnbmiſſion was reſtored 
to his Eſtate and Dignity ; and the Duke of Norfolk 
being again Impriſoned was brought to his Tryal for 
High Treaſon; and was thereupon Condemncd and loft 
his Head ; and ſoon after Dr. John Storey a great Per- 
ſecutor in Queen Mary's Reign, who was decoyed on 
Board an Engliſh Ship under pretence of ſeazing Pro- 
hibited Goods, as being made the Duke of Alva's chicf 
Searcher, being Tryed for Treaſon, was found Guilty, 
and Executed at Tyburn. And Matthew Stewart Earl 
of Lenox the Young King of Scotland's Grand-Father, 
and Regent of , Scotland, being ſurprized by the con- 
trary Faction, was Murthered, and the Earl of arr 
choſen Regent, who Dyed within 13 Months after, 
And divers about this time ſuffered for conſpiring the 
Queens Death. And a League was concluded with 
France ;, and ſoon after at the celebration of the Mar- 
riage between the King of Nawvar and the Lady Mar- 
garet, the French Kings Siſter, happened the cruel 
Maſſacre at Parts, and by the French King's command 
the Proteſtants were Maſſacred in all the Provinces of 
that Kingdom to the Number of 300000; among them 
fell the Admiral Chaſtiion, and divers other Nobles; 
yet God delay'd not to Revenge their Innocent Blood; 
for the King Dyed a while after with Blood iſſuing 
from all his Vents: The Duke of Guiſc, who had 
contrived at one blow to cut off all the Proteſtants in 
France, 
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France, was Murthered 1n his Palace by the Succecding 
King's ; command, and moſt of the reſt that had con. 
trived this Trazedy came to untimely Ends. 

The Earl of Northumberland, who lince his Rebellion 
had ſheltered in Scotla;:d, was by the Earl of Mort 
delivered to the Lord 1J4nſaon tor a Sum of Money, 
and ſoon after Beheaded at Tork, And Walter Devereux 
Earl of Eſſex, whom the Queen held in high tayour, 
being ſent with Forces into Ireland to depreſs the Re- 
belion, and being envied by ſome Great Men at Court, 
in his Abſcnce they made Parties againft hun. Char- 
ging many Mitcarriages In his ConduR;, ſo that the 
Qucen was conltrained to call him home with a com- 
mand to rchzn up his Authority in Vlſter ; but the 
Earl of Leiceſter being Jealous of his preſence at Court, 
as imagining he was not indifferent to the Queen, ſoon 
procured him to be ſent back again with the empty 
Title of Marſhal of Jreland, which he took {o much to 
Heart, that in a ſhort time he Dyed. 

The Princeof Orange Heading the Flemings, and they 
Jupplicating the Queen for Aid, ”after matureclelibers- 
tion with her Council, and the States of the Low Coun- 
tries putting, Cautionary Towns into her Hands for 
Security, ſhe {ent over Forces and permitted as many 
Voluntiers as - would to go, and Caſimire Son to the 
Ele&or Palatine, at the Queens charge brought 1n a 
conliderable Number of Horſe and Foot. T heſe Forces 
were unexpectedly Attacked by Don Jom of Auſiri 


and the Prince of Parma with a Numerous Army of 
the Spaniards beſt Forces, but ſo fiercely Encountered, 


that after an obſtinate Fight they were forced to re- 
treat, leaving ſome Thouſands Slain ; vrhich Victory 

was attributed to the Valour of the Engliſh and Scots, 
The' Duke of Alanzon, the French Rings Younge 
Brother, now made earneſt Suit to the Queen, and yr 
/ 
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by the means of one Simmer a French Courtier, he ſo far 
inauated into the Queens favour as to be admitted to 
come over Incogwuito, and hold a private Conference 
with her, yet by reaſon of his Youth, and ſome other 
Obſtacles, this Treaty of Marriage (as well as the reſt 
had done) came to nothing ; yet the Earl of Leiceſter, 
for enveighing againſt it, ſo far as to refle& on the 
Queen, was for a time confined to Greenwich-Caſile, 


and the Queen being on the Themes In her Barge, a 


young Fellow fired a Plece which Shot one of the Row- 
ers through the Arm; for which being Sentenced to 
be Hanged, the Queen then underſtanding it was done 
Accidentally, and not out of any Delign againſt her, 
Pardoned him. And the Queen having procured of 
the Grand Signior a liberty of free Trade in all his 
Dominions, a Company of Turkey Merchants was firſt 
ſet up. The Pope having beſtowed Ireland on the 
King of Spain, a Rebellion was raiſed there, but the 
Lord Grey being made Deputy, the Iriſh, Spaniſh and 
Italians were totally routed and put to the Sword. 
Captain Francis Drake, a Native of Plymouth in De- 
vonſtire, adventuring to America with a few ' Ships, 
Diſcovered divers Coaſts before unknown, and is re- 
puted to Sail about the World, becanſe he ſhot the 
Gulfof Aagelan,returning brought home go Riches; 
and after being Knighted, he made ſeveral advantagi- 
ous Voyages with greater Force, and became ſuch a 
Terror to the Spantards, in thoſe parts, that they ſtar- 
ted to hear him Named. Alſo Hawkins, Forbuſher and 
others, purſuing that Voyage, not only greatly endam- 
ed the Spaniard, but greatly enriched England with 
Gold and Silver ; ſo that the Queen having called 1n 
the bad Money, the Land ſoon abounded with plenty 
of her own Coin. 
The Earl of Deſmond being routed in 1rcland, was after 
a 
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a great Search made for him, found, and flain by a com: 
mon Soldier, which gave much quiet to that King. 
dom: And now the Papiſts uſing ſecret Practices x. 
Fainſt the Qneen, among other Expedients to prevent 
the threatned milchicf, a number of Perſons Headed by 
the Earl of Lerceſter, of all Ranks, bound themſelves 
mutually to each other, by their Oaths and Subſcripti. 
ons, to purſue all thoſe to Death and final Deſtruction 
that ſhould attempt any thing againſt the Queens Life, 
and this Combining was called the Afloctation, And 
one Parry a Member of the Houſe of Commons, was 
Accuſed by Edward Nevel for having held Secret Con- 
ſultations about taking away the Queens Lite; which 
he confefing, was condemned and executed ; and the 
Earls of Aurundel and Northumberland were committed 
to the Tower on ſuſpicion of the like Practice ; and in 
a little time the Latter was found Shottn his Head with 
rarce Bullets, which was concluded to be done by him- 
ſelf, becauſe the Chamber Door was barred on the in- 
ſide, and fo the Corroners Inqueſt found ir. 

And now the States of Holland being brought ver 
Low, ſued to the Queen to take them into Protection, 
yielding the Soveraignty of the Provinces into her 
Hands; whereupon taking Sluice as a Cautionary I own, 
ſhe ſent the Earl of Leiceſter with 5000 Foot and 100 
Horſe, to whom, for the Queens uſe, the abſolute Ar 
thority over the Provinces was committed, by an It- 
itrument in Writing, and he Inveſted with the Title 
51 Governour and Captain General of Holland, Zealand, 
the Unitcd and Confederate Provinces, which he Ac 
cepted, as allo the Stile of Excellency z which mud 
ofended tie Queen, tho” he appeaſed her Anger mitt 
Submiſſive Letters: But he Governing with a hp 
Hand,and Impotng unuſual Cuſtoms on the Merchant, 
they ſoon grew weary of him ; However to createll 
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thoſe people a better oppinion of his Actions, he un- 
| dertook to Rehteve the Greve, a Town In Brabant, Be- 


fieged by the Prince of Parma; Hut the Cawardice of 
the Governour prevented it, by too ſuddain a Surren- 
der 3 for which he was Executed. Yet ſeveral ſmall 
places were taken in by the Valour of the - Engliſh, and 
Princes of the Houſe of Naſſaw ; but in a Rencounter 
before Zutphen, Sir Philip Sidney received a Mortal 
Wound of which he Dyed, being for Learning and 
Valour the Honour of his Time; but the Earl not able 
to win this place, left it Block'd up, and came to the 
Hague ;, where he was entertained with complaints of 
his Conduct, and the 1}} circomſitances it had brought 
their State into, which ſo Angered him, that he took 
away the Juriſdiction of the States Council and Preſi- 
dents of Provinces, and thereupon came for England 
to excuſe his proceedings to the Queen. 

The Spaniard having received much damage from 
Drake, Hawkins, Cavendiſh, Forbuſher, and other Eng- 
1b Adventurers in the Weſt Indies, was now ſtudying 
how to revenge it, and although there was a ſeeming 
Treaty carricd on, he was making all imaginable pre- 
parations in the Netherlands, and in his own Ports, of 
which the French King gave the Queen Secret notice; 
whereupon with all dilligence a Fleet was fet ont, ſome 
by the Queen, others by Private Perſons, tho' much 
Inferiour in Number and Bigneſs to the Invaders: For 
belides the Popes Bleſſing and promiſe of Succeſs, for 
their Fleet, called the Inwincible Armado, which con- 
liſted of 1 3o Sail, wherein were 19209 Land Soldiers, 
8550 Marriners, 2080 Galley-Slaves, and 2630 picces 
of Canon, with ſmall Arms and proportionable Stores; 
beſides they were to be Joyned by Forces the Prince ot 
P:r1:2 was providing in Flanders. 
1hefleet being ready to pur to Sea,theQueen appol » 
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ted the Lord Howard of Effingham Admiral, Sir Fran 
Drake Vice Admiral, and the Lord Seymour, With an 
Engliſh and Dutch Squadron, to lie on the Flemyſh Coof, 
and hinder Parma's ſending the intended Succours, and 
by Land having made the Earl of Leiceſter, who had re. 
ligncd his Authority in the Low Countries, General ; he 
ordered an Encampment at Tilbury of 1 000 Horſe, and 
22000 Foot, and raiſed another Army for the Guard 
of her Perſon; but the Spanzards were ſo handled at Sea 
by the Admiral, That after ſeveral Days Fighting, they 
were utterly Defeated; fo that what were Taken, 
Sunk, Stranded, and Periſhed in thetr return, they loſt 
the greater part of their Fleet with abour 1 3500 Men; 
and ſcarce a Noble- Family in Spain, but loſt in this 
Expedition one Relation or other ; which blow Spain 
has not Recovered to this day : For which Succeſs, the 
Oucen canſed publick Thanks to be given; and after- 
ward greatly moleſted the Spantard,by Warring in Pwr 
tugal, and ſending Adventurers to the Weft Indves; in 
one of which Expeditions the famous Sir Francts Drake 
Dyed. - But Sir Walter Rawleigh took a great Carrick, 
the Prize being valued at 150009), and others did very 
tamous Exploits. 

W hilſt theſe things were doing, Lopez a Jew, and 
Phyſitian to the Queen, was hired to Poiſon her; a 
alſo one Patrick Cullen, an Iriſhman, to Stab her; but 
theſe Deligns being timely diſcovered, divers Conſpt- 
rators were Condemned and Executed. This being 
found to be a Spaniſh Intreague, ſo incenſed the Queen, 
that ſhe ſent the Earl of E//ex, Sir Walter Rawleigh, and 
other brave Commanders, to Anoy his Coaſt Towns 
who putting in at Cales, Took and Sacked that Rich 
Town, and Burnt a Fleet of Merchants and Men of 

Var, Valued at Twenty Millions of Duckets, And 
now the Earl of Eſſex, who had done many gren 
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and brave things in Ireland, the Low Cormntvies, Spain, 
Portugal, and France, and had all along ſtood high 
in favour with the Queen, was much Ditzuſted at 
the Advancement of ſome Upſtarts, which made them 
his Enemies, and labour all they conld for his De- 
fruRion ; ſo that being ſent into Jreland againſt the 
Earl of T;rowen who was in Rebellion, they procured 
him to be Recalled, and laid divers Miſcarriages to 
his charge; ſo that he was brought to a private Tryal; 
but vpon his Submiſſion, Acquitted by the Queens fta- 
your, and ſet at Liberty. However, being a Man of 
2 high Spirit, he fo reſented the Afﬀronr, That he 
concluded to remove his Encmics from the Qucen by 
force; whereupon, being Aſſiſted by the Farl of 
Southampton, and others, he Fortified his Honſe, Im- + 
prifoned her Counſellours ſent to him to Adviſe him 
to ſubmir, and going into London thought to have 
made an Inſurrection in favour of him; bur though 
he was very Popular, they at this time failed him; 
and at laſt Surrendering himſelf, he with the Earl of 
Scuthkempton and others was found Guilty of High 
Treaſon,and the Queen ( over-perſwaded ) Signed the 
Warrant for his Death, and he was Beheeded, but 
Southampton Reprieved; Sir Charles Dorves, Sir Chriſto- 
ther Blunt, one Cuff, and Merrick, likewiſe ſuffered 
Death, on tits account. But the Earls Death fo 
erieved the Queen, that ſhe 1aid a bitter Curſe on thoſe 
that adviſed her to conſent to it ; and growing Me- 
lancholy, ſhe ſoon after retired to Richmond, where on 
the 24th of AZarch 1602, ſhe died; when ihe had 
Retzned 4.4 Years, 4 Months, avd 7 Days, iatie 67th 
Year of her Arc, and was buried art Welt minſter, being 
the laſt of the Name of the Teudors of the 1koyal Race. 
In this Queens Reign a Mare brought forth a Foal 
With two Heads, and a long Tail growing berween 
them,

them. A Sow furrowed Piggs with Arms and Hands 
fingered as a Child, inſtead of Legs. And many g 
ther Creatures produced Monſtrous Births. A Plagye 
likewiſe happened, whereof Dyed in $ Months 2 366, 
The Thames was 10 hard Frozen that Waines and Carts 
pailed it, Markets and divers ſorts of Exerciſes were 
kept and uſed on it. Great Floods and Tenipeſt 
happened, ſpoiling much Corn, and demoliſhing magy 
Buildings. In Yorkſhire a Tempelt .over-threw a 
Church called Patrick Burton, and laid many Villages 


in Ruins. And many fearful Sights appeared in the 
Alr.

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The Reion of King JAMES the Firſt. 


Ueen Elizabeth, a little before ſhe died, having de- 
clarcd King James the Sixth of Scotland her Suc- 
ceſlor, as indecd he was the next Allied to the Crown 
of England, as being great Grand-Son to the Lady 
Margaret, Eldeſt Daughter to Henry the Seventh he 
was, upon that Queens death, Proclaimed by Secretary 
Cecill and others, and ſolemnly Invited to fili the va- 
cant 1 hrone; when having diſpoſed Afﬀairs 1n Scotlahnd, 
for the preſerving the Peace of that Kingdom, he 
forward with a very ſplendid Equipage : And- his firſt 
AQ: was to Eſtabliſh and Continue Religion as it had 
been Setled by the deceaſed Queen ; cauſing the Old 
and New Teſtaments to be Trartlated from the On- 
einal; and fet many at liberty who were Impriſoned 


on ſundry occaſions by the Que*n deceaſed. But 


whilſt thele things were doing, there wanted not ſome 
who envicd hisAcceſlion to the Throne; and ſecret col- 


trivances were laid to Depoſe hum,and ſer up the _ 
Ar abebs, 
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H#rabella, a Branch ſprung fromthe ſame Stem by ano- 
ther Branch ; but it being timely diſcovered, divers 
were Apprehended, Tryed and Condemn'd ; yet only 
George Brook, Brother to the Lord Cobham, and two 
Popiſh Prieſts, ſuffered Death, Sir Walter Rawleigh and 
divers others, being Pardoned and on the 25th of 
Fuly 1603, the King and Ann his Queen were Crowned 
at Weſtminſter in the Marble Chaire brought out of 
Scotiand by Edward the Firſt, which fullfilled the Pro- 
phecy Infcribed on it, and mentioned in that Kings 
Reign; and Prince Henry the Kings Eldeſt Son, was 
made Knight of the Garter, and ſtiled Prince of Wales ;, 
and Honours were conferred on divers Perſons. 

The next thing the King proceeded to do, was to 
decide the Controverſy between the Church of Eng- 
land and the Party that then ſtiled themſclves Puritans, 
and a Conference to that purpoſe was appointed ar 
Hampton-Court, where the King fo Learnedly Argued, 
that the former carried the day. And the Jeſuits pro- 
ving over-hot, in ſtirring up the People to change in 
opinions (thereby to work their own ends) were Ba- 
niſhed the Kingdom, and a Proclamation put out tor - 
Uniformity in the Church. 

Soon after this the King Aſſembled a Parliament, 
recommending to them the care of the Nation, and a 
laſting ſettlement of Peace and Tranquility, and there- 
bpon reſtored the Antient Name of this ///and, cauſing 
himſelf ro be Proclaimed King of Great Britain. And 
whilſt he and the Parliament happily accorded, a pri- 
vate deſign was carried on to deſtroy them both, for 
the Popiſh Party being denied the Tolleration they had 
petitioned for, contrived one of the moſt Stupendious 
Miſchiefs that ever entered into the Hearts of Men, for 
their heat of Mallice would not be quenched with the 
Royal Blood, bur that of che Nobility and Gentry, the 

| Nn ' Tepſe- 
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repreſentative body of the whole Kingdom united x 
Weſtminſter, was to have been ſhattered 1n pieces ang 
diſmembered by a blaſt of 36 Barrells of Gunpowder, 
which they had placed in a Cellar under the Parliament 
Houſe ; but it was Diſcovered by a Letter to the Lord 
Monteas le the Morning before it was to have been put 
in execvtio:n, The principal Conſptrators were Robert 
Catesby, T bomas Piercy, Robert Winter, Thomas Winter, 
John Garnet, Ambroſe Rookmwyod, John Wright, Frantis 
Freſtam, Sir Everard Digbby, and Guido Faux. This 
Latter w as to have ſet Fire to the Train, and was taken 
with his Dark-Lanthorn at the Enterance of the Cel 
on the 5th of November, 1605. Which day by Parlia- 
ment was appolated Annually a Day of — 
tor that memorable Deliverance. =» 
tpon this Diſcovery, the Confſpirators that eſca 

by tiying, were divers of them ſlain by Forces raiſed 
by the High-Sheriff of Warwickſhire ; Faux upon Exa- 
mination b<tore the Covncil, confeſſed the whole mat- 
ter, ſaying, God would have bad it proſper, but the Devi 
Diſcover er it ; expreſling himſelt forry that it had not 
taken effect. Garnet the Jeſuite, and others, were 
Executed on tliis account, and ſome Lords who were 
abſent from Parliament, and were ſuſpected to have 
notice of the Detign, were committed to the Tower, 
but after tome confinement were releaſed again, and 
ſoon after this a rumour was ſpread, without. any cet- 
tain Author, That the King was Stabbed and Slain 


with an Impoiſoned Enite, as he was Hunting nee 
Ockingham, which for a time much troubled the People; 
nor could their feays be allayed, beiore a Proclamation 
came out to fatisfie them of the contrary ; and the 
King of Denmark, the Queens Brother, coming 
Hnte- Hall, was Magnificently - Entertained ; and hx 
vios {tay d about a Month, departed bighly ſatihod. 
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The Kingdoms of England and Scotland, that had 
long continued in bloody Wars, were now United by 
both their conſents in their Repreſentatives, on a foun- 
dation advantagions to either Nation, and fo it has e- 
yer ſince continued, 

| The Duke: of Jukers about this time dying, the 
Dukes of Newburg and Brandenburg ſtrove for that 
Dutchey, but whilſt - they weakly contended, Spain 
(more powerful) reſolved to take it from them both, 
ſeizing on the City of Julzers,the principal place of the 


' Province ; which obliged King James at the States of 


the Netherlands ſupplication, to ſend 4000 Engliſh un- 
der-the Command of Sir Edward Cecill and Sir Hatton 
Check, by whoſe Valour it was chiefly Reduced. 
Soon after Henry the Fourth of France was Stabbed in 
his Coach by one Ravilliack, paſſing the Ironmongers- 
ſtreet in Paris, for which the Murtherer was pulled to 
pieces with Burning Pincers, yet could not be com- 
pelled to tell who ſet him on that wicked Enterprize ; 
and King Fames ſtartled with this untimely Death, 
put ont a Second Proclamation to Baniſh the Jeſuits 
out of the Kingdom, and all Poptſh Recuſants Ten 
Mites from the Courr. 

The Lord Sanguire, a Scotsſh Baron, having his Eyc 
put out by one Turner,a Fencing-maſter in }hite-Fryars, 
In-revenge hired two Perſons to Murther him; for 
Which he was Hanged before Weſtminſter- Hall-Gate, in 
the Palace-Yard, and Dyed very penitently, tho' great 
mterceſſion was made to {ave him. And the Queen of 
Scats, (Beheaded in the foregoing Reign) was by the 
Kings order removed from Peterborough ro Weſtminſter, 
and there magnificently Interred 3 and ſoon after the 
Eletor Palatine of the Rhine came into England, and 
Married the Lady Elizabeth, the Kings Daughter, 

'But the ſplendour of the Nuptials were kclipſed by

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the Death of Prince Henry the Kings Eldeſt Son ; which 
happened a little before the Weding, not without. ſ@. 
ipicion of Poiſon, as ſome have it, by the Scent of Pers 
famed Gloves, others by eating a Bunch of Grapes, 
hut the Diſeaſe affecting moltly the Brain, 1t: carried 
him off in Five Days, tho' the Phyliitians gave out he 
dyed of a Malignant Fever. Whatever his Diſeaſe was, 
it carried him off on the 6th of Nowember, 1610. in the 
bloſſom of his Youth, he being 18 Years, 8 Months ang: 
17 Days Old : He was a Prince of Extraordinary 
Wiſdom and Piety much above his Years : Of ſtrength 
and ability of Body equal to molt Men, of a Noble agd; 
Heroick Diſpoſition; and an hater of Flattery and:Flat-, 
rerers : He had an high Eſteem of Sir Walter Rawjeigh,; 
and uſed to fay, No other King but bts Father would keep 
ſuch a Man as Sir Walter in ſuch a Cage, meaning the 
Tower. He kept his Court at St. James's, which was 
much frequented by the moſt ſober of both the Nobili- 
ty and Gentry, Something of the gravity of the 
Prince's temper, may be known by the followmg 
ſtory : Once when the Prince was hunting, the,Stagg; 
it Chanced thar the Stagg being ſpent, croſſed the;:Road 
where a Butcher and his Dog were travelling, and the 

3utchers Dog killed the Stag, which was ſo great, that 
the Butcher could not carry him oft : When the Huntk 
men and Company came up, they fell at odds withthe 
Butcher,and endeavoured to incenle the Prince againſt 
him; to whom the Prince ſoberly Anſwered, What. 
tbe Butcher's Dog killed the Stagg, what could the Butcher 
help it 2 They Replyed, If his Father had been ſerved ſo, 
he would bave Sworn at that rate,. That no Man could have 
entured it, Away, replyed the Prince, All the Pleaſure 
:n the World 15 not worth an Oath, In the time of his 
Sicknets, a Perion whom he lov'd, and who had. beeft 
the Companion of his Diverſons, coming to eetbiny

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ING James dying at Theobalds, 'on the 27th of 
March, 1625. The ſame Day'his only Surviving 
Son, . Prince Charies, was Proclaimed King of Great 
Britain, France, and Ireland. On the 7th of ay fol- 
lowing - were Celebrated the Funerals of the DeceaſeJ4 
King ; . whoſe Body being brought from Sommmerſer-Houſe, 
was Interred in the Abbey at Weſtmnouſter with preat 
Magnificence, the King himſelf being the chief Mourner. 
The next thing after the Celebration of the Funeral, was 
to haſten the coming over of the Queen, Henriette 
Maria, youngeſt Daughter of Henry the Fourth of France 
Deceaſed, and Siſter to Lewzs the 13th, (then Reigning, 
who had by the King's Proxy, the Duke of Chevereax, 
been Eſpouſed to him on the firſt of Aday, at our Ladies 
Church in Parss. Upon Trinity-Sunday at Night, ſhe 
arriv'd at Dover,. where being met by the King the next 
Morning, they went from thence to Canterbury, where 
they were Married, which the third Day after was 
Declar'd at Whire- Hall with great Rejoicing. 

On the 18th of Jae following, the King Summon'd 
a Parltament to meet at Weſtmnſter, where he urged 
them for Supplies for the carrying on the War a,ainſt 
Spain, for the Recovery of the FPalatmate ; upon which 
the Commons gave two Subſidies, and the Clergy three. 
In this Parliament Dr. 2ountague, the King's Chaplain, 
was Queſtioned for certain Tenents, in his Anſwer to & 
Book called the Romſh Gagger, and his Defence there- 
of, Intituled, Apelio ad Ceſarem: and he being brought 
defore the Ear of the Houle, the Speaker declare. their 
Meaſure, That they would refer his Cenſure tall their next 
Meeting; and in the mean time he ſhowd ſtand Com- 
nytted to the Serjeans's-Ward, till Twy T hguſand Pounds 
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Bail could be procure.{ for his {ppearance next Seffjons, 
and tho' the King (by Biſhop Laus's weans )..took bin 
int» his Protection, as his Servant, yet his Bond remain- 
ed Uncaneelyd. : Divers -Laws were Enacted: in this Par. 
liamznt ; and a Bill for T1nage and Poundzge paſſed the 
Houle of Commons, but it Miſcarried in the Lords Houſe, 
becauſe it was Limitted to a Yezr ;. whereas it had 
ben Grante4: to 'the King's Predeceſſors during, their 
Lives. And then (the Plague graatly encreafing ) the 
Parliament was Adjourn'd to- Oxford ,, where: the King 
#gain Soliciting for wore Money, in order to the {tting 
out the Fleer, the Commons entred into. a; Debate about 
Grievances, and were about drawing up a Remonſtrance 
to preſent to the King ; but it bearing, ttaxd upon Buck. 
72gbam, tle King's great Favourite, they were 1mmediatel 
Diffolved : And ſoon after a Fleet was fitted our, wy 
{-nt againſt Spatn , but having ſtaxd Conſtdering what 
to do, till they loſt the Opportunity of Deſtroying the 
Spaniſh Fleet m Cad/z, which at firſt might have been 
ealily done, they Sailed to the Sortherr Cape, in exPe-

Ana now - the War growing very Chargeable, fince 
Parliainentary Aids fail'd, the. King (as advis'd by bis 
Council) rewlved upon raiſing Money by way of 1 an, 
by Letters of Privy-Scal, tent to the. Abteſt Perſons m 
the Kingdom, in eac'i of which Letters the King prom 
{ed in the Name of Him, and his Heirs and Succeſfſors, 
to re-pay the Monay m Eighteen Months after the Pay: 
ment thcereot to the Cotictor, and the Collectors welt 


' Ordcre to pay the Suns received into the Exchequer, 


and 
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and'to return the Names of fuch as went about to 


Delay, or Excuſe the Payment of the 'Money required 
of them. This manner of Proceedings was by all Wiſe 
Men thought very wmproper ; for, by the Law no Man 
was bound to lend the King Money ; & this, inſtead of 
Supplying the King; only tended to Alienate the Af- 
fetions of his Snbjedts from him, and rendet things more 
Difficult in the next' Parliament. Which after the Co- 
ronation was over, met the 6th of February ; but with 
no better Succeſs than the laſt ; For the Houſe of 
Commons began ( where they left off at Oxford ) with 
matters of Religion, and publick Grievances ; viz.

and Poundage was Levied, tho' by no Ac of Parliamen 
and the Guard of the Seas negleted. In this Parlia- 
ment alſo, five particular Articles were drawn up againſt 
Mr. Richard Mountague, wherein he had broken the 
Laws and. Statutes of the Realm, and diſturbed the 
Peace both of the Church and Common-wealth. Upor 
all which, the Houſe of Commons Ordered he ſhould 
be brought to Exemplary Puniſhment, and all his Books 
Burnt. Nor do 1 hear that ever he made any Defence 
or Anſwer to thoſt Articles that were brought againſt 
him.

ſtroyed by a ' Forreign Enemy, than to be Deſpiſed at 
Home The Commons in Anjwer to this, Frelented the 
Akmg with a very Dutiful Remonſtrance, 2cquainting hum, 
That they gratefully Acknowledged his Majeſty's Expreſ- 
ſtars of Afﬀfettion to his People (md Parliaments, that 
they bad taken; Mr, Cook's and Dr. Turner's Words into 
Conſtderation,” nnl might havze given a g00o4 Account 
thereof by this time, if Bs Mareſiys DAcſage had not 
[rerrupted them :, That they bad the Preſidents of for 
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mer Parliaments for Searching Letters of his Majeſty, 
and bis Secretary of State, the Signet-Office, and othe; 
Records upon the like Occaſions: That it was the un- 
queſtionable Priviledge of Parliaments to Complain of any 
Perſon of any Degree ; and their Proceedings mn Relation 
zo the Nuke ſhould not Prejudice either Crown or King. 


dom. That they were willing to Supply' his Neceſſities 


Liberally and Faithfully, if Additions might be mad of 
other things which concerned his Service, and were now 
in Conſultation amongit them. The King having receiy- 
ed this Remonſtrance, returned this Anſwer to it, That 
he would have them in the fir place Canſult about mat- 
zers of the greate* Importance, and they ſhould have 
time enough fer other things afterwards. 

Not long after this, the Earl of Briſtol ( being Or- 
dered by the King to be Examined by a Commitgee of 
Lords, about his Negotiations in Spayr, and having been 
in Priſon, and prohtbitted acceſs to his Majeſty ever 
fince his Reurn) Petition'd the Houſe of Lords for his 
Liberty, or to come' ty a Tryat; who applying them- 
ſelves to the King, ke granted, a Writ for the Earl's 
coming, to Parliament, but with a Proviſo, That his Per- 
ſonal attendance ſhuul4 be-4orborn : Whereupon the 
Earl fent another Petitton tc the Lords, that he might 
be heard, beih. as to his Reſtraint, and, of what he 
had to lay againſt the Duke. * . At this the King was 
much conccrnd, and let the Lords. know, That, 1,6 
bis Royal Pleaſure that the Earl of ,Bridtol- SE 
fent for as a Delinquent, to anſwer - his. Offences, ta,:thy 
Houſe, and his Scania'izing the Duke of Buckingham, 
and the K:ing likewiſe, by Tp 0028 Upon this the Earl 


was brought to the Bar, and being ready to be Impeachal, 


of High-Treafon by the Attorney-General, the Earl ſaid, 
Ly Lords, I am a Freeman and Peer of the Realm 
Onattainted :;, T have ſomething to ſay of high C onſequence 


to' His 7. Lieſty's Service, and I beſcech your Lorajlnps 
gve 2e ieive to Speak, The Lords thereupon bid hum 
go oil. Then, ſaid he, 1 accuſe that Man, the Duke 
of Buckingham, of High-Treazlyn, Ard immediately Ne 

ns ; preicnted 
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preſented Twelve Articles againſt him. This unexpeRed 
procedure. of the Earl's, cauſ;d the Attorney-General to 
draw .up a Charge a:ainſt him, conſiftins - of Eleven 
Articles of matters of divers Natures. And beſide theſe 
Articles againſt the Duke, the Earl of Bri/to/, exhibited 
Eleven others againſt the Lord Cormway. The Farl like- 
wiſe gave in his Anſwer to each particular Article of his 
Impeachment. And now whilſt theſe two Peers were thus 
Conteſting, the Houſe of Commons preſented an Impeach: 
ment agamit the Duke, confifting of twelve Articles, to 
each of which the Duke. made Replies : Burt 'that nor 
Satisfying the Commons, they drew up another Decla- 


ration of Grievances againſt the Duke, whora they re- 


ſolved by all means to bring down ; which Declaration 
was read before the Bill of ' Subſidies : Which fo In- 
cenſed the King, that he Diffolved the Parlianent the 
very next Day, and thereby loft Four Subſt.iics and Three 
Fifteenths, rather than the Duke ſhould be farther Que- 
ſtzon'd by the Parliament, tho' one of the Articles azainſt 
tae Duke, was for a {irong Preſumption of his having Poiſon- 
ed the King's Father. And tlius ended this King's S2cond 
Parliament. After this Diſſolution, the King Committed 
the Earl of Briſtol to the Tower, and Publiſhed firſt 
2 Proclamation for Burning all Copies of the Commons 
Declaration, and then a Declaration ſhewing the Grounds 
and Reaſons of his Diffolving this and the former Par- 
lament. 

There were ſeveral Occaſions at this time whica re- 
quired conſiderable Sums of Money ; for beſides the Pa- 
latinate, there was great Likelihood of a War with France, 
upon occaſion of the French King's uſing the Vaunt-Grard 
(one of the King's Men of War, lent to the French King 
to go againſt Genoa ) with ſix other Merchants Ships, 
(turn'd into Men of War) againſt the French Prote- 
iiants in Rochel, expreſly contrary to Agreement ; and 
the King being extreamly Troubled at it, demanded Sa- 
tifaRtion of the French King 5 who Deterring to vive 
it, the King ſeized a rich French Ship, and the Freach 
King Arreſted the Goods of the Fraghſ Merchants m 
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France, tothe: Value of about 3oooco!. tho' afterwards 
Reſtoration was made on both -{ides. But the Inſolent 
Practices of ' the PriefFs and. Feſaits belonging tothe 
Queen, eſpecially her Confefſor, loon cauſed another -Ry- 
pture, for he 1umpoſed upon ' her as a Pennance, to wait 
upon his Servants at their Dinner, and to walk on Foot 
in a rainy Morning from Sommerſet- Houſe to St. Famess, 
and from thence to Tyburn, to offer up her Prayers for 
the Souls of the Romiſh Martyrs, z. ec. Traytors, or Je- 
/rits, that had been Executed there, himſelf the meyn 
while riding by her m his Coach. But theſe Arrogan- 
cies being unſutferable, the Queens French Domelſticks 
were Pat oft, - and ſent tiome. Hereupon the French 
King ( tho' this was no more than what himſelf had done 
betore, in ſending back all the Spaniſh Courtiers that 
came with his Qucen)) Arreſted all the\'Emgh(h Merchants 
Ships that lay in tbe River of Boxrdeaux ; this was { 
ill reſented by the King, that the Peace ſo lately patch'd 
np, was now turn'd into an open War : And the Ki 
therenpon made ule of thole faves againſt the Fred 
which were deſigned againit the Spamard; compiying 
now with tie Deſires of the Rechelers, who nad hanbl 
Suzd to hun for Aid and Protection. But the Fleet de- 
Ign'd for their Relicf, not gomg out till after Michael- 
mas, (a ver; mproper Seaton to ſend out a Fleet of 
great Ships. to Sea) encountred only with Storms and 
Te:pelts, and returnd Home again without doing any 
thing, leaving the poor Rackellers in a worle Condition 
than they were bctore. 

The AflutIment of the Tow (again fet on Foot ſince 
the Parliaments Dulolation) being generally Oppoſed, the 
People of lowcr Rank were Ordered to appear. in the 
Milnary-Yar near St. Afar in the Fields, to be Liſted 
tor ouldicrs; it being thought fit, that thoſe who could 
not with tizir Pur:'es, ſhould afliit the King with their 
Perſons. But ſeveral Gentlemen and others of Ability, 
for refuimg the Loan, were Committed Pritoners, to the 
Fleet, Mari aifce, Cate Houſe, and other Prifons : Sir 
0: Eiljot, who Petitiond his Majeity, aeclering pat 
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he could prove by wany Prefidents, That all manner of 
Aids and Taxes in former Kings Reigns, were never 
Levied but the general Conſent of the Nobility and 
Commons Aſſembled in Parliament : Notwithſtanding 
which, he was Committed to the Gate-Houſe. 

Dr. Sybthorp, and Manwaring, two Emineyt Preachers 
at Court, inſtead of Preaching the Goſpel, Preach'd up 


the Neceſſity and Duty of the Lox; one of them All 


ſerting, That the Prince hath power ta Dire&t his Coun- 
ſel, and make Laws ; nd that SubjeRts, if taey cannot 
exhibit Active Obedience, in caſe the thing Commanded 
ſhould be againſt the Law of Go4 or Nature, ' yet 
ought + to yield Paflive Obedience; and in all ottigr 
Caſes they were bound to Ative Obedience. The-o- 
ther was more expre{s to the Purpole, and affirired, 
That the King's Royal Command in impoſing --of Loazs 
and T axes, though without Confent in Partazent; did 
Oblige the Subjets Conſcience, 'vpon pain of Eternal 
Damnation. Which Poſition berg highly Applauded: at. 
Court, the Sermon of Dr. Sybrhorp, call, Aptolick 
Obedience, was approved by Dr. Lard, ( tien Biſhop 
of London) and an Expreſs ſent from th2 King to Arch- 
biſhop Abbot to Licenſe it, which he retuſing, the King 
ſuſpended him from his Archiepiſcopal See, and a Com- 
mutton was Granted to five Biſhops, to execute * his 
Otfice. 

And now the D. of Brckingham to clcar lis Reputa- 
tion and ſhew his Diligence in his Adiniral-thip, with 
{cm2 difficulty compleated his Naval Forces, confiftin;; 
of 6000 Horſe and Foot, in Ten Royal Ships, aud 
Nmety Merchant-Nlen, with which he ſet Sail from Poriſ- 
mouth, Fune 27th, 1627. and Publiſhed a Aſamfeſia of 
the King's Atection to the Retormed Churches wn 
France, and his Dilpleaſnre for the laſt Miſ employing 
of his Ships againtt the Rochellers, But after all, through 
the Duke's ill Conduct, or Obſtinacy ( in gots, before 
Nt, Afartia's Caſtle, in the Ile of Rhee, aguintt which 
tis Council 6iffwaded him, rather than againtt the Aſede, 
another Caſtle 42 that Jfjad, which thev tight - = 
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likelihood have carried, and would have been a ſafe place 
of Retreat in caſe cf Neceſlity ) this great Deſign M{ 
Carried, with the Death of near Two Thouſand common 
Souldiers, Tuirty Pritoners of Note, and Forty four Co- 
fouis taken. Yet to irake ſome Amends for this Mi 
carriage, a great Freach Slip was taken upon the 
Coatis of Hollind, Laden with all forts of Ammunition 
to a wreat Value. Alſo Sir John Pennington took 34 rich 
French Mzrchant-mcn hom:ward-bound, and brought 'em 
all lafe mto Encland. 

The loxns of the Exchequer, the late Miſcarriage 
at the Iſle of REce, and the preſent diſtreſſed Condition 
of tlic Rochellers, being laid before the 1 ords of the Coun- 
cll, it was there:pon revolved to call another Parliament, 
and. Writs were forthwitl: iſſued ont accordingly. And 
the Parliament met the 27th of Xdarch, and the King 
tells them, ” That thz greatneſs of the Danger requires a 
” ſpeedy Supply, and hopes they will youve fuch true Pa- 
” triots, as not to deceive his Exp2Qtatious. TI he firſt 
thing the Commons went upon, was the  Grievarces of 
the Nation ; and therein the chief thing inſiſtcd- on, wa 
the Caſe of thoſ2 Gentlemen unpriſoned for refaſing the 
ZToan ; and who, notwithſtanding their ZZabcas Corpm, 
were remanded to Friſon : Afﬀter the Debating where- 
of, the Commons reſolved, Nemize Contragicente, 1.

ter ; Felton was ſoon Apprehended by the Servants, and

Eowever the deſig::ed Fleet ſet Sail under the Command 
of the Earl of Linzjcy, and came to 'Rochel- Haven, white 
there wasa Barricado of 1400 Yards crofs'the Channel; 
rotwithitanding which, the Eartatventured mn, pailing the 
Forts and Out-works ; but the Wind changing, drove the 
Sh msfoul upon each other : Whith, unhappy Accident made 
the Pockellers veſpair of Relief, and preſently Snrrendred 
the Town.

reft, and not cry againft them;, declaring he Dycd in the 
Communion of the Church of England, for whoſe Proſperity 
he Prayed ; and concluded with a Deſire that the Spettators 
would pray for kim. And then had his Heal ſtricken off, 
There having been about this tive {ome T umults made 
about IWhite-Hall ani Weſtminſter, and the King being in- 
form'd they were encouraged by the Lord K:mbelton and 
five Niembers of the Houle of Commons, the King demand- 
ed thoſe five Members, whom he accuſed ot Hizh-Treaſon, 
as alſo the Lord Kimboltorr, a Member of the Houle of Peers; 
but they were refuſed to be delivered : Whereupon he 
came with about 5co armed Men to the Houſe of Commons, 
where the Speaker refigned the Chair to him ; but looking 
about, and nor ſecing thoie he expected, ( tor upon Notice, 
they were withdrawn) he declared his good Intentions to 
the Parliament, ſaving, He hoped they would ſend him theſe 
AMembers againſt whom he had matters of high Concern. 
But they were lo far from doing it, that they put the City 
of Lono: m Ars, and Ad'ourned their fitting tor five days; 
forbidding the Citizens to help the King to find out any of 
tac accuſed Members ; and ſo far were they from it; that 
the Parliament fitting again, they carry'd them nn 
Triumph, and placed them in their S-ats, ſhouting and threat- 
nirg as tacy pailed by White-hall ;, and to lefien — 
oW<cT, 
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Power, the Parliament ſent Letters to the adjacent Coun: 
ties, commanding the Militia to draw up in Aris: Where- 
upon they found that upon occaſion, more than 20000 Men 
could be got in a Readineſs. Theſe proceedinss made the 
Kings withdraw to Fpton-Corrt, whoſe abſence much en- 
crealed the Parliaments Authority among the People : and 
ro endear them to the Citizens, they adjourncd from Weſt 
minſter to London ; and fent th:ir Mandates to the Gover- 
nors of Sea-port I owns, {trictly forbidding them tv Obe 
any of the King's Orders unl:fs they were confirmed þb 
them, This more weaken' his Power than all their former 
Proceedings ; which the King, by an early precaution in 
Gariſoning thoſe parts, might have prevented. 

The Kinz conl1dering that things were likely to go 1ll,and 
that hz had given away his Power, and could not diffolve 
this Parliament, he en{cavoured by mild Terms to win 
them to his Intereit, and Writ from Wizdſor, proteſting 
hi!s good meaning towar. 's both Houſes, and that he would 
be ready to any thing that might be tor the goo of his 
Pcople : whereupon they ſent MelJengers to Gdelire him to 
return to London; but fur lo:ne Reaſons he reſuſed it. Here- 
upon the Commons drew up an humble Remonſtrance, 
which ſeemed fo unreaſonable to the Peers, as to what 
therein they propoſed, that they rejected it, till they ſaw 
the Commons uniting againit then, an4 then Meſſengers 
were ſent to the King with it, who with ſome Reſervation 
vielled to part cf it, and denyel4 the reſt; which not ſ@- 
ufying them, they proceeded to Petition the King, That 
the accuſed Members might be freed from all imputation 
of Guilt, which was Granted. 

During the King's being butie in Scotland, a horrid Con- 
piracy and Rebellion broke ont in Treland, which was dif- 
covered but the Night before it began to the 1 ords-Jultices, 
by Owen O Conally ;, by which means Dublin, ard ſo:ne other 
places, were ſecured, and divers of the Confpirators appre- 
hended : However it was carrv'd on with fuck a Rage 
and Fury, by the Encouragement of the Populh Prieſts, 
Monks, and Fryars, that nothing for a time but Slaughter 
and miſerable Cruelties on the Englihh and Scors were to be 
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Fc in mot of the Provinces > the Romiſh Prieſt; loudly 
declaring that they were Hereticks, ard ought to be Fx. 
tirpated from. the Earth; that 1t it was no more Sin to 
kill them, than Dogs, and a mortal one to Relieve and Pro- 
ret them ;, giving the Sacrament to divers, on condition 
that they ſhould ſpare neither Man, Woman, nor Child, 
ſaving, Ir did them a great (eccl of Good to walh their Hand; 
'#n their Blood ;, and they were told, If any of the Murther. 
ers in thi; Attempt were ſlain, they ſhould immediately gg 
to Heaven; 1o that nothing but Blood-ſhed and piteous 
Cries were to be ſeen and heard in moſt parts, of that 
Kingauu, Th? King to Recreſs this, Solicited the Scorg 
Parl:ament to jen: ov.r Forces but they refuſed, Alledg. 
ing, It was a dependant Kingdom on England ; and if the 
Englih Parliarent woul:! make uſe of, and pay any of their 
Men, they might raiſe them ; or otherwiſe they would not 
intermeddle: And the Parliament of England being flow 
in ſending over Succours, avont 200000 of all ſorts fell 
in this unparrallel'd Maſſacre ; bat Forces going over, the 
Cut-throats were every where Routed, many Slain, and the 
reit betzok themſelves to their Faftnefſes ; and the ſtate 
of Aﬀairs were reſtored to ſome god Order. 

The Contendings between the Xing and Parliament in 
England, continuing to increaſe, many that feared the fad 
Events, left the Land 3 others retired to lead private Lives, 
AMary, the King's Eldeſt Daughter, being Married to the 
Prince of O-2nge, by Approbation of Parliament, the Queen 
went over with her, and tiz King cauſed all Popith Priefts 
to be banifl'd the Kingdom, and the Penal Statutes to þe 
put in Execation agaimit PapiFs, Yet the Parliament pro- 
cecded to Tax the Kwwg about hertning to the Change of 
Religion, and that he had given caulz to the Redellion mn 
Treland, caiting many Reficetions on the Queen, which 
conſtraine.! him to publiſh his Deciaration to wipe off theſe 
Impurations ; bat this do.ng little goud, he retired with 
Prince Charies his Son, the Palſs-:ve of the Rhine, the 
Duke of Richmoud, and others, to Tvzk Summoning the 
Nobles, Knights ot the Garter, and all ſuch as, held Te- 
purg of the Croivn, by Lands of Szrvice. But the Parks 
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ment ſiriftly forbid it - Yet many went, and among them 
ſeveral Members of Parliament. | 
The King ſeeing no good by fair means to be done, he 
Commanded all the Yorkſhire Men to meet him at Howard- 
Moor near York, where there appeared about 6cooo ; and 
with about 20000 he returned to Tork, Commanding, the 


reſt to return to their Reſpective Homes. In the mean 
while the Parliament was borrowing Money of the Low- 
daners on the Publick Faith ; and railing 10000 Foot, and 
2600 Horſe, they ſent them towards 1ork ; of which the 
King had no ſooner Notice, bat with a {lender Force he re- 
paired to Hull, and demanded enterance ; but Sir Jobr: 
Hotham, the Governour, appearing on the Walls, fell on 
his Xnees, and entreated his Majeſty not to delire thai of 
him which he could not Grant, by reafon of the Truſt un- 
poſed in him by the Parliament ,, whereupon be was pro- 
claimed I raytor ; and the King ſent to the Parliwurent to 
corplain of this Aﬀront, and require a Treaty tending to 
a Reconciliation, promiſing to repair to them if they would 
leave Londen, and make choice of ſome other fitting place z 
but they refuſ-d it. Whereupon he Proclaimed all thoſe 
Guilty of Treaſon that atliſted them either with Money or 
Supplies ; and threatned to deprive the Londoners of their 
Charter, if they offended herein. Then he Fortified NVew- 

ark and Barwick, and ſought to gain Hu!! by Force, but 
failed in the Attempt : And the Parliament having pro- 
claimed the Ear] of Eſſex their General, the King repaired 
to Notingharn, and there ſet up his Standard, and gather- 
ed a conſiderable Army ; fo that now to the great Trouble 


of inolt People, War was prepared for on both ſides, with 


mcch Vigor and Reſolution ; in which many Gallant Men 
loft their Lives. And Prince Chazles ſecing his Father's 
Afairs in a deſperate Condition, Sailed for the Scillys, 
from whence he was Invited by the Parliament to return for 
Lendon :, but not thinking 1t ſafe, he went to twe Hague, 
ant . continued with his Siſter the Princeſs of Orargpe till he 
heard the fail News of his Father's Death. In the m:an 
while Prince Rupert and Prince Aſzurice, the King's Ne- 
phews, Sons to lis Sifter the Queen of Ponmemia, came 
PRI OVCL 
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over, and were Graced with Commands in the Army, 

Atter ſeveral Skirmiſhes, and the taking ſome Towns on 
both tides, the two Armies drew near each other, and the 
King perceiving himſelf Strong, upon the Earl of Wore. 


fter's coming in with a conſiderable Force of Welch, reſolved 


to out-march Fſſ-, and reach London, and to that endgot 
a days March before him ; but Scorning to be purſu'd by a 
SubjeR, he changed his Mcaſures, Faced about, and both 
Parties Facin,, between Keinton and Eage-hi' in Warwick 
ſhire, on the 234 of Octob. 1642, a ſharp Battel was Fought 
between them, in which on both tides were ſlain between 5 
and 6000 Mn ; and the Slaughter had been much greater, 
had not Night come on and part:d them. After this the 
King took in the Town and Calile of Banbury, and ſome 
other places. The Parliament to ſtrengthen their Army, 
Voted, That all Apprentices that would Liſt, ſhould be 
Free from their Maitcrs, and afterward received into Ser- 
vice again ; whereupon they gained conſiderable Recruits, 
Then ſolemnly invited the Scors to their Aſſiſtance 5, which 
the King, by his Letters to the Privy-Council of Scerland, 
Jaboured to prevent, but in vin : Yet ſeveral of the I ords 
and Commons preſented a Petition to him at Cole-brook, 
and had anſwer, He would expect them at Wirdſor Caſtle, 
and defirel them to haſten the Treaty : But this they did 
to gain time till Efſex was Recruited, which made the King 
haiten to Secure. 5rainford, where happened a ſharp En- 
counter, tho' at lair he forced his way ; but upon #fſex's 
haſtening with his Regular Forces, and the London-Mil- 
71a, he retired, for fear of being hemmed in, to O-x/ord; 
and becauſe this happened 1n a time of Treaty, the Parlia- 
ment Voted to have no fccommedartion ; yet after allowed 
it, if he wovld leave his Army and come to them : But 
this was Fejected, and the War waxed fierce, fo 
that with virions Succeſs Towns were taken, and Farties 
routed on both fides, by turns, whilſt the Coupties of Nor- 
felk, S: folk, Efſcx, Hartford, Cambridge, le of Ely, 
and the City of Norwich, were Authorized by the Far- 
lameut to Aﬀ4ociate under the Lord Gray of Wark. And 
the Queen arriving with Officers, Ammunition, and Money 
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from Ho!land,was received at York by the Earls of New caſtle 
and Cumberland. And theſe Diſturbances at Home, gave 
the 1riſþ an Opportunity to Rebel again at the Inltigation 
of the Pope, who to that Purpoſe ſent two Letters, one to 
Owen O Neal, an4 the other to all the Arch-biſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, Nobles, ard People of the Kingdom ; Commanding 
thole who had _—_ appeared in the Quarrel, and Ex- 
horting others to take Arms ; wickedly approving the 
Maflacre, and beſtowing on them his Benediction, with 
plenary Pardons and Ablolutions for whatever they ſhould 
act ; fo that much Blood was again ſhed, which cauſed ( by 
the Mediation of thoſe that were Peaceably inclin'd) ſeveral 
new Treaties to be ſet on Foot between the King and Par- 
lament ; but they came to nothing, beinz ſtill croſſed by thoſe 
that hoped for Advantages by the Diſtractions of the times. 
And the Lord Brook befieging L'rckfiel!-Cloſe, was there 
Slain ; but his Soldiers took it, and the Earl of Cheſter 
Priſoner. And now they proceededto draw upArticles of high 
Treaſon againſt the Queen, fone of which were, That ſhe 
pawned the Crown- Jewels in Holand; That ſhe endea- 
voured to raiſe a Party in Scotland againſt the Parliament ; 
and that ſhe was in the Head of a Popiſh Army in Ergland. 
This was carried to the Lords by Py, who ſeemed at firit 
to be Surprized,: but after agreed to it. 

About this time Rohert Veomans and George Boucher, 


were Hang'd at Briſtol, on pretence they defigned to betray ' 


the City to the King ; and on the like pretence Mr. T o-- 
kins and Mr. Challonor were Executed on the Account of 
London- And during theſe Heats, Arch-biſhop Laud was 
Artainted of High-Treaſon, and loſt his Head. And the 
Queen meeting the King at Edpe-hz//, went with him to 
Oxford, where having KRecruited his Army, he marched 
to Glouceſter, which he Beſteged. And Prince Kupert ha- 
ving taken. Briſtol, and gained ſome other advantages, came 
to him. In the mean while Eſſex haſted away with the 
City Trained-FPands, and Auxiliaries added to his Army, 
and between the King and him a great Battel was Fought 
on Newbury-heath ſoon after , for upon his coming, ha- 
ving raiſed the Siege, he followed the King ; and having

'view'd his Army, preſently Engag'd 3 and after a ſhary 


Fight, the King's Party had the worſt : And now the 
Parliament getting the Fleet from Sir John Penningt 
made the Earl of Warwick Admiral, and watched the 
Coalt to preveut the I anding of Foreign Forces : and Sir 
Jn Hotham and hs Son being Tryed for intending tg 
deliver Hull to the King, on fome Difgult tafen, were 
Condemned and Beheaded ; and the Farliament proclaim- 
cd all Traytors that ſhould affiit the Xing again{t them 
with Horſe, Arms, or Money; and Treafon for any Mem- 
ber of their Houſe to Deſert them, and go to him. 7nd 
ſoon att.r, the ſecond Newbery Fight <cnſued, in which the 
Kwmng w:s wortted, and between 4 or 5coo Men Slain on 
both ſides ; after which the Uxbridge Treaty began : But 
the Parliamec.ots Demands were ſuch, that 1t broke off with- 
out coming to any Agreement. ;

Pr; - better Fortifying all the Sea-ports ; for the King very much 


reſentirig ſome new- Aﬀronts put upon him by the States- 
General of the United Netherlands, a ſecond War begau 
to Threaten ; but Money being wanting, which is the 
main Engine and Sinews of War, the Exchequer was 
ſhut up, which cauſed a general Murmurring, and much 
Loſs to many People. To palliate this, the King decla- 
red, That nothing could have moved him to it, but only 
the looking upon his Government under the T hreatning 
of the States-General and other Neighbouring Princes, 
without his appearing in the ſame Poſture; but ſeeing the 
Neceſlity was inevitable, lt was needful that ſome extra- 
ordinary Courſe ſhould be taken till Money could be o- 
therways procured.

the French King {till went on with his Conqueiis, King 
Charles delayed not to ſend ſeveral Regiments to the Aid 
of tligonicderates in £l.z7ders, and laid a Prokibition 
on Frgch Gocds. Hereat rhe French King being ſomie- 
what Martled, hoping to break the Meaiures of England, 


made Propoſals of Peace to the Darch; and they Under-

their Fears and Jealoafies removed ; and not thinking for 
this Canſe fit to rely on England, ſince the Miſunderſtand- 
ings rendred it no longer it ſelf, did clap up a Peace in a 
very ſhort time ;, and the reſt of the Confederates follow- 
ed their Example. However, before the Peace could be 
Ratified, the French took ſeveral Towns, and at laſt Be-

T hings being thus ſettled Abroad, greater Diſturbances 
threatned at Home ;, for about this time a wicked deſign 
was diſcovered to take away the King's Life, and involve 
the whole Nation in Blood and Rum, which was carried 
on for a conliderable time by the Papiits. The firſt Dif 
coverer Was Titus Oats, but his Evidence was little Cre- 
dited till ſuch time as Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, who had 
taken Oars's Depolitions, was found Murthered at Prim- 
roſe-Hill with a Sword run through his Body, tho' by a 
viſible Mark about his Neck, it appeared he had beets 
Strangled : So that this giving a ſufficient Ground of 
Belief, ( Oats's Evidence being alſo further Corroborated, 
by-Letters found in the Cuſtody of Edw. Coleman, Secre- 
tary to the Duke of Tork ) the Parliament proceeded ſtrictly 
to Enquire into the matter ; ſo that the mons often ſat

And this appear'd plainly, not only 11 S:otlana, where the 
Duke reigr'd as Hizh-Commiilioner, and by whoſe Mcans 
the Earl of Arezyle was Try'd, Conderan'd and defign'd 
to be Executed, had he not Providentially made his E. 
ſcape, bit in F gland alſo; as appzar'd by Dangrrfeld's 
Evidence: arit, and afterwards by Fitz-Harris his Plot : 
For aſter ſeveral Prorozations of the- Parliament before 
they ſat, viz. fron the 17th of Octover 1 
of October, 1589; they then ſat z but found things had been 
carxied on fo high againſt the Intereſt of the Nation, by 
a fort of Men that were called Tories, and that joyn'd 
with the Foviſh Party to itifle the Popiſh-Plot, and in 
advancing Arbitrary Power, dcClaring their Abhorrence 
of Petitionivg the King for the ſitting of the Parhament, 
that they refoulved to niake Examples of ſome of them, 
Votinz againt Sir George Jefferies, Sir Frances Withens, 
ard fone otlicts , who were preferr'd by the Court, for 
being ayzzinit the Intereſt of the People : In this Parlia- 
went, attzr a fail Hearing by the Houſe of Lords, the 
Loid ©:4f0-4, one oi the Popiſh Lords in the Tower, was 
foind Guilty of High-Treaſon, Condemn'd and Execy- 
t-d, Bar the Parliament being high for the Bill of Excl 
fi, it raving Paſſed the Houſe of Commons, the King firſt 
Proro, ut, and foon after Diſſolved them. But pretent

VAnd now the Partiament met at Oxford, where one of 
firft things they Debated was the Buſineſs of Fiez- 
Harris, who was Tmpearhed by the Commons ; bur the 
Lords refuſed to jon in the Impeachment ;- which the 
Commons look'd upon as a D-nyal of Juſtice.z and fnd- 


ing the Defign was to ftifte Firz-Harrr's Evidence, in 


whoſe Ptot ſome Perſons of the higheſt Rank were Con- 
cetn'd, they Yoted againſt the Tryal of Firs- Harris by 
afy ,infefiour Conrt whatſoever. This being the Poſture 
of Aﬀaits; the King on the 28:þ of March Difſolves the 
Parſiametit, and immediately took Coach and went to 


Windſor, leaving both Houſes in Amaze, and the City of 


Oxford in great Confufion, as was the whole Nation 
foon after upon the' News of it. This Difſolution 
was follow'd by a Declaration,” as his Father haq done 
before him. This being done, the Buſineſs was to bring

made them uncaſie, and reſolve to have better for their pur- 
oſe next Year ; but were therein again Diſappointed, 
or the Citizens choſe Thomas Pilkington, and Samuel 
Shute Eſquires, two very honeſt Gentlemen 3 and this 
was the Reaſon that when they _ to introduce 
their Proteſtant Plot by the Tryal of Stephen Colledge, 


( a Joyner by Trade, but an aRive Man in the Diſcovery 


of the Popiſh-pſot, and therefore -maſt commonly known 
Name of the Proteſtant -Foyner ) ra, were _ Int 
by the Grand-Jury's bringing in the Bill -againſt, him 1g- 
rorams, it being only ſworn to. by ſome Witneſſes of 
the Popiſh Plot in Treland, who. being Diſcountenanced 
were reduc'd to extream Foverty, and now agHe' the 
Tories hir'd to Swear for. Bread. But the Popiſh Faction, 


reſolv'd to go on with their. Show ; and therefore Colleage 


was Committed Priſoner to the Tower, and fogn after 
a Pill preſer”d againſt him at Oxford, where they had 
a Jury to their Mind; who fuund it Billa vera, where- 
upon he was had down to Oxford,.and Tryed for a 
Deſign to Seiz the King there at the fitting of the Par: 
Liament; and tho' he wade an excellent Defence, not- 
withſitanting all the- Foul play that. was offered- him, 
vet lic was brought m Guiity, and ſoon after Execus 
tea, declaring his Innocericy, and that he was the firſt 
but (ould not be the laſt, that- fuiter'd for his Zeal a- 
gut Popery,. in which he was a true: Prophet. The 
Ezrl of Shaftsbrry was next Indictea of High-T reaſon, but 
the Evidence againlt him being only fome of thoſe BatHed 
Winez:|s, ard other Profligate Perſons, whom the Grand- 
_ Jury con!d not b<lieve, ani therefore brovght 11 tie Bill 
Tong; amis. This was a great, Mortihcation to the Fopiſh 
arty, Who acid nothing more then to take off this 
Noblz Lord ; and therctore finding the great Obſtacle to 
their Deligns were juries, it was reſolved by the Faction 
to takc away the City Charter, and thereby their Power 
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of chuling Sheriffs: And accordin 
was brought againit the Charter of London, which was 
Profſccuted with that Zarneſtnefs, that notwithit2;wling the 
[ earned Pleating of the- City Councilijn the belialf of the 
Charter, Jadgment was given againlt it; ancl their Liber- 
ties and Franchiſes jeized into the King's Hand. And the 
_ and Sh-riſts were appointed by the King, and aR- 
ed by 'Commiition fro: him, durivg his Pleaſure. . About 
this time the Duke .t York going by Sea (into Scotlang, 
to fetch back his Dutcheſs whom he had left there.) inthe 
Glouceſter Frigat, ſhe was unhappiy; caſt away upon the 
Lemon-Sanas, aud many Worthy.. Gentlemen were Loſt 
mn her ; but" the Duke, þ the aſſiſtance of a Yache come 
to help them, got off Wi as the Ship .was ſinking, be- 
ing, reſerv'd by Divine Providerce as: a further Scourge to 
theſe Nations. About this time. alſo two Famous Eimbal- 
tadors came into England from Princes never known to 
have ſent Embaſſadors hcre before, the one from the Em- 
peror of Fez, and forocco, whoſe Buſineſs was to eſtabliſh: 
a Peace in relation to T angzer, and the other was from the 
King of | Bantam. in the' Ea#t-Indies, who - prelented 
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the King with ſeveral Diamonds, and other things of | 


great Value. , . | 

And now the World began to ſee the Cauſe of the 
City Charter's being taken away ; for the Duke of York 
and his -Party, that now ruled all things at their own 
Pleaſure, were reſolved to take off all thoſe Gentlemen 
that were moſt Zealous for the Proteſtant Religion, and 
that in Parliament had been moſt forward for the Bill of 
Excluſion. And this was to be dane by Pretence of a Plot 
to take away the Life of the King and the Duke, and alter 
the Government ;z and this was pretended to be. exccuted 
2t the Rye-Houſe in Hartfor-(hire, as the King ſhould come 
back from New-market, and was ſaid to be prevented by 
a Fire happening at NVew- Market, which cauled the King 


to come away ſooner than he intended, and fo hciore the 


Conſpirators were ready. This Plot was Sworn by one 
Keeling, who bad been converſant ainong the Dillenters. 
For this pretended Plot the Earl of Efex, the Lord Rs/-

fel, lord Howard of Eſcrick, Collonel Sidney, and My: 
Hambaen of Bnckingham-ſhire, were taken up ; and ſeve- 
ral others of leſs Note, among whom were Walcor, Rouſe, 
and Hone ;, which were firſt Tryed and found Guilty; 
and toon efter Executed at Tyburn 3 Walcor declared 
himſe!f !nvocent of any deſign againſt the King, or his 
knowledge of any Plot ; ſome Words he Confefſed had 
been ſpoken in h:s Company by thoſe that were Witnef 
ſes agair{t' him, and which he did not diſcover 3 Pray- 
ing Gud to forgive thoſe who had Cauſleſhy brought him 
to that undeferved Deith. Roxſe ſpake much to the ſame 
Purpore, that he. had heard Worgls about the Feaſibleneſs 
of fetzing the Tower, but knew of no ſuch Deſign : But 
theſ2 were but Prolognes to the more fatal Tragedies that 
were afcer to be afted. For the Lord Ruſſel was next 
6-o-:2hr to his Tryal; where the Lord Howard of E- 
ſe-11% and Coll. Ramſey were the principal Witneſſes + 
2114 Jum, the Lord Howard told a ſtory of a Counſel 
-d1x for carrying on the Deſign, confifting of himſelf, 
Coll.' 5: -»ey, Mr. HambAlen, the Lord Roſe, the Eatf 
of 7 fſcx, and the Dnke of Manmonth ;, and Rurſey gave 
at! Account of a Dec'aration taken ont of Fergxſor's Boe 
ſor, .and read at Shepheards : The Lord Ryſſel anſwer'd 
rery aricolar, and declared his own Inoocency ; but 
white he w:., at his Tryal, there was News bronght that 
the Ear! of £fſex in the Tower, ſtruck with the Horrour 
of a Guilty Conſcience, had cut fris 'own Throat 3 and 


this was iniprov'd by the King's Connſel as an Argument | 
of the 1 or. Rſſel's Guilt, (as it is believ'd the Plot hat 


been laid before-hand) and accordingly the Jury bronght 
him in (-vitty ; and he was therenpon Condemned, ant 
ſoon after Feheaded in Lincolns-Im-Fields ; whoſe ex- 
cellent Spe:ch and Behaviour at his Death, declaring his 
Innocency to the very laſt, made very few of the Nutne- 
rous Spet:itors, ( unlels it were thoſe of the Duke of 
York's tation ) go away with dry Eyes. This Noble 
Lord was the eldeit. ſurviving Son of William Farl of 
Bedford ;, and vas a Perſon of grear Hononr and Inte- 
grity, and Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion ; which (what

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ever was pretended) was his true Crime, he bein the 
Perſon that carried up the *i!1 of Exrl»/i:z to the Houſe | 
of Lords; and laying in th2 HorR of Commons, 'when 
Popery began to be Rampant, 7 1 car: Live a Pro 
reſtart, I am reſo!ſ/d to Dye 717. |\he Procecdings a- 
gainft him appear'd fo Unjaft, and his Invocency {o clear, 
that the Parliament fmce this lait Revolution took off the 
Attainder againſt him ; and his preſent Maicſty las, ſince 
his coming in, Created his Noble Fatu.r Duke of B:d- 
ford, as ſome Compenlatio:: for the loſs cf fo Incomport- 
ble a*Son, as the very Words of the Patent has it. Ha- 
ving told you how the News of the Ear! of {/ſex's ha- 
ying cut his Throat in the Tower, it wilt be conve- 
nient to give fome Brief Account of it. That Noble Lord 
was taken out of his own Houſe at Caiſho-Berry near Wat- 
ford, and Committed to the Tower npon this Plot, where 
he ſent for his own Setyants to atteid him, and bis own 
Cook to dreſs his Meat ( being Jealous perhaps of Sir 
Tho. Overburies Fate). ahd alſo ſent for his own Wine for 
hs Drinking ; and hearing that the Lord Riſe! was fo 
be Try'd that Zay, ordex'd one of liis Servants to go 
and t1ke Notes of the'Lord Rufſeſs Tryal, .and bring to 
him 3 but. fo it was, 'that that Morning that the Lord 
Ryſſel was Tryed, the King, and the Duke went to the 
Tower, where they had not been fot {veral Years be- 
fore ; whilſt they were there, the Duke was for ſome 
time abſent from the King ; and foon after he was come 
to the King again, there was News trought to his Maje- 
fiy whilſt he was in the Tower wirh his Brother, that 
the Ear} of EFfex had cut his own Throat ; The King 
was extreamly Surpriz'd at the News, and immediately 
eave Order to the Lord Allington the Conſiable of the 
Tower, that his Lodgings d be ſhnt up, and no one 
ſaffered to -go in, till the Coroners Inqueſt had fate up- 
on tke Body : But notwithſtanding this Order of the 
King's by the DireQion of Some Body elſe, the Boly 
was ſtript and wafh'd, and ſo was the Room allo, be- 
fore the Coroners Inqueſt came, and his Cloathes taken 
away, which when the Coroners [nq!e/7 defir'd mizht be 

brought 
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brought to - them that they might ſee them, were t 
They were to fit upon the Body, and not upon the Cloaths 
and fo were deny'd th2 fizht of them. And when they 
were about adjourninz till the next Day,before they gave 
in their Verdict, they were told, they muſt give it in 
preſently, and not ſtir ti!l they had done it, becauſe 
the King flay'd for it - And fo they were hurried int» 
a Verdi& of the Earl's being Felg-de-ſe : And when 
from ſome Information of a Raſor thrawn out of the 
Wiudovy of the Earls Cloſet, and ſome other Concur- 
rent Circumſtances, one Mr. Lawrence Braddon went 
bout to Dilfover that thz Earl was Marder'd, and did 
not Ki!l. limſc]f, he was proſecuted for it with the great- 
eſt Vie!2:c2 pnazinable, as if the Diſcovery of the Earls 
Murilcr, hail been the Arraignment of the Government : 
After this the Honourable Algernoon Sidney was alfo 
Try'd as one of the Council of, Six, and for Writing 
and Publiſting a Libel, (tho' it was only found in Wrt 
ting in his own Cloſet) and not proy'd to be his own 
Writing neither, but by the Similitude of Hands ; which 
Writiug (had it been prov'd his) was only an Anſwer 
to Sir Robert Filmer's Treatiſe of Abſolute Monarchy, 
(which had been the Deſign not only of this, but of the 
two preceding Reigns) yet this Evidence (ſuch as it was) 
was {ufficient with ſuch Jurjes as then were pack'd for 
their Parpoſ?, to find the Collonel Guilty, notwith{tand- 
inz the Learned Defence he made far. himſelf - So that 
he was Condemned and Beheaded, dying with a Great- 
neſs of Mind worthy of himſelf. The Duke of Aormouth, 
(v ho was alfo one of the Lord Howard's Council of Six) 
had for ome time abiconded, but now upon iis Submillton 
to his Father and his Unkle, was admitted to Court ; but 
being urg'd to make a fuller Diſcovery and Confellion of 
the Plot, which he affirm*d he knzw nothing of, he fil 
again mto his Unkle's Diſpleaſure, and conſequently into 
his Father's, and fo vas Bauilhed from the Royal Prefence. 
Several ethers wio were {ail to: be concerned jm ths 
Plot, fied beyond ozas, and were Out-lawed for not. ap- 
pzaring here in Court ; among whom was one Hollowsj 
a 
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2 Briftol- Merchant, who was taken at News in the We#t- 
Indies, and brought over hither : He was wrought vu 


on by ſome of the Duke's Creatures to mak e a Confeſli-- 
on, and he ſhould have his Pardon ; and wtien he had" 


own'd enough to' Hang himſelf, he was offered the Be- 


nefit - of a Tryal, which he refuſed, an& flung himſelf up- - 
on the King's Mercy, and fo was Executed. And not 


long after Sir Thomas Armſtrong, Maſter of Horſe to 
the Duke of Afonmouth, ( who upon the Proclamation put 


out for apprehending hmm) had fled into Holland, was 
taken out of Leyden by Surprize, and brought to Lon- 
60m, and Committed* to Newgate, and it being Term- 


time, was ſoon after carried to Weſtminſter ;, where that 
infamous Wretch, Sir George Fefferies, being at that 
time Lord Chief Juſtice, order'd him to be Executed 
the Friday following, he bcing already Qut-lawed. But 
Sir Thomas boldly Demanded the benefit of the Law, 
which was on his ſide, for by a Statute of the Cth of 
Eqdw. 6. it was Enacted, That if any Perſon Om-law'd 
for Treaſen being beyond the Sea, ſhall within one Tear 
atter /uch Out-lawry render himſelf to the chief Juſtice of 
England, he ſhould Reverſe his Out-lawry and take a Tryal 
which Sir Thomas then defir'd, it being his Caſe. But 
the Cheif Juſtice over-rul'd it, and would not admit of 
his Plea, nor let him have Counſel to Argne it : But 
gave a Rule of Court for his Execution the Friday fol- 
lowing ; the Impudent Chiet Juſtice charging Richard- 
wake a Jeering manner, to ice that Sir T homas had the full 

nefit of the Law then : An accordingly he wasdrawn up 


| on a Sledge to 7ybrurr, and there Executed, Denying his 


Knowledge of any Pl>t whatloever againitthe King.But Sir 
Thomas's Death was Vot:d Aurther by the Parliament ſmce 
this happy Revolution. T he pretence of this Plot gave them 
a ſpecivus Ground to Perſecute the Diſſenters, the Goals 
throughout Englana,being at this time filied with them,and 
Multitodes Cited to, and Excommunicated by the Spiritual 
Courts, for Nonconjermity ; Executing upon them all the 
Vengeance that was poſlible : Soine being paniſii'd as 
Kjoters ; fore for Treaſonable Werds, and _ _ 
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Attions of Scandalum Maznatum, and Fined Exorhj. 
tantly, d all Law or Reaſon ; of which laft Sir The 


mas Pilkington and Dr. Oats, were Severe inſtances,each 


being -Fined 100000. to the Duke. 

But-a little before this time, the Vertnous Lady Arne, 
youngeſt Danghter to the Duke, was Married to Prince 
Geo: ge, the King of Denmari's Brother ; the Match being 
generally liked by the - People, he being a Proteſtant 
Prince, And the Hamborouch Company, in Gratitude 
for Favours receiv'd from the King in Relation to their 
Charter, erected his Statue of grey Marble, in the midft 
of the Royal-Exchange, in the tiabit of a Roman Ceſar. 

This was the State of the Nation, when upon Monday 
the ſecond of February, 1685, the King was taken with 
an Apoplettick Fit, which 1f it carried him not out of 
the Wot1ld then, 'tis certain it did the Friday follow- 
ing; Dymgin the 54+ Year o: his Age, having Reign- 
ed 36 Years, and ſome f:w Days. 

He was a Prince that very much. indulg'd himſelf in 
taking his Pleaſure ; and was very unlike his Father in 
This, That he was a great Lover of Woren, and kept 
variety of them, as the Dutchels of Cleaveland, Nell 
Gwyn, and the Dutcheſs of Portſmouth ; the lait of which 
was made uſe of by his Brother, to make the King do 
whatever he had a mind to have done ; for fo mach was 


the King taken with her French Charms, that he could 
* deny her nothing 


- And therefore advancing of Favour- 
ites, was done by her Mediation; and even Parliaments 
themſelves Prorogu'd or Diffolv'd, if ſhe had a Mind to 
have it fo: He was not a Prince Bloody or Cruel in 
his own Nature ; yet by the Aſcendant his Brother had 
over him, many worthy Periors loſt their Lives 1 his 
Reign. He was a Frince of - very good Natural Parts, 
had they not been Vitiated by giving himſelf up fo much 
to the ſatisfaRtion of his Luſts. His mating War with the 
Dutch, and joyning with France agamit them, weaken'd 


the Protettant Intereſt, and has made the French lo For- 


midable to Exrope. And having carry'd on his Brother's 
Defigns in Maſquerade, as long as he thought Convent 


ent, 
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ent, he dyed of a ſudden; but whether Naturallv, or by 
ſome Foul Play, I will not deter:vine, tho' the latter 
was much Suſpected. However, the Nation bad a real 
Kindneis for him, and the News of his Death flli'd 
all Eyes with Tears, and all Hearts with Sadnels, ( ex- 
cept thoſe of the Papiſts, and ſume Tories that were 
worſe than they) Bur this proceeded chiefly from the 
Fears and diſmal Apprehenſions the People: had: of the 
enſuing Reign. | 

In the Eleventh Year of this Kings Reign, a Prodigious 
Whale came up to Greenwich, and run it felt on ſhore there; 
ſoon after which Oliver Cro-myel ( then Proteflar ) died. 

In his 17th Year 3 Blazing Stars appearcd, of diflerent 
ſhapes and colours, which were look'd on to be the Degur- 
tiators of enſuing Judgements. 

In his 18r4Year, was a great Plague in Longer, of which 
dicd far more than ever did in any-i1ague before, and in the 
next Year the greatc{t part of the City 'of London was 
Conlumed by Fire. 

In the 33d Year of his Reign, on the 18th of Aay,1680, - 
a great {iorm of Hail fell in London and tie parts adjacent, 
the Hazl-ſtones being of an extraordinary Þigaeſs, ſume of 
them nine inches about, ant generally as big as Pullets Eggs, 
with the figures of Stars,an.i otter curious works upon them, 
bang allo very hard ; Several Kooks in the 7 emple-garden 
| being kill'd by them ;, and inany Sky-lighis in Londen bro- 
ken to pieces by their violent failing upon them. Soon af- 
ter which a Prodigious Flazing-Star appeared in the Weſfs 
for ſeveral Weeks together. | | 

In the 37th Year of his Reign there was a great Froſt, 
that continued from the beginning of December to the end of | 
Febrnary ;, in which time the T#ames was irozen 1o hard,

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| The Reign of Kine JAMES the Second. 


| ING Charles the Second _ Dead, on the ſame 
day in the afternoon, being February the 6th. 168%, 
his Brother James Duke of Terk was Preclaimed King. And 
upon his corring to the Council, He declared, that fince it 
had pleaſed God to place him in that ſtation, to ſacced fo 
good a King, as well as fo kind a Brother, he thought it fit 
to declare his Endeavours to follow his Brothers Exampl 
more eſpecially in that of his great Clemency and Tenderne 
to his People; and nake it his Endavour to preferve-the Go/ 
vernment both in Church and State, as it is by Law Eſtab- 
liſhed - And then comends the Church of Ergland's Prin- 
ciples and Members ; telling them, He knows likewiſe 
ti:at the I aws of England are ſufficient to make the King 
as Great a Monarch as he can wiſh : And therefore as he 


will never depart from the juſt Rights and Prerogatives of 


the Crown, ſo he will never invade any Mans Property, 

This Speech of the Kings to his CounciL, was forthwith 
Printed and Publiſhed,and received every where with great 
Applauſe ; many hoping their fears were greater than there 
was occaſion for, But how he kept to this Declariation, 
( which had he done, he might have been happy ) the (e 
quel of his Reign will thew. 

There was now no longer Occaſion for the King to 
Diſſemble what he was: and therefore what his Brother 
King Charles had acted in Ma:iquerad-, King James re 
{olved to do bare-fac'd ; an4 accordingly the next Sunday 
after his acceſlion to the Crown, he went publickly to

But how true ſoever Ozt;'s Teſtimony was,he was found 
guilty of Per jury, upon both Points, before Jefferies his Col- 
leagues, and had Sentence to be Whipt from.

Newzate on the Wedze/day, and on the #riday from 
Newgate to Tyburn, Which was ſo ſeverely Executed, 
that he received at his two, Whippings 13000 Stripes;

Iy encreasd, fo that in a few Davs he was ſeveral { how 
ſan.is- ſtrong ; fo that leaving Lime he - went to T aztor, 
encrealng {i1il as he went. King James in the mean 
tice having his Parliament by him, firſt puts out a 
Preclamition for apprehending of A19outh, and offers 
$oo9!. as a Reward for any that ſhonld take him ; and 
the Parliamert to ſhew their Lovalty ma ie an Act at:

Whilſt theſe things paſſed a very ereat | ic.t of Trey

Sr. George Rook, and im the Srreig'ts un:xpetteciy tell in 


with the French Flcer : But though our Ships tel mto this 
Ambuth, yet ours and the Durch Men of War, behaved 
themſelves wh {uch Corfduct and Courage, as alio did the 
Merch:ntmei,chat whilit the / 7czch were raking up and the 
Diſpute laſted, moft the latter by running along the Shore 
got into Larbours, and others came back again with Sir 
George, Who made a very good Retreat, fo that the French 
got but little ; though had they not been over haſty in 
appearing,in probability the greater part of them might have 
been Encompaſſed by their wiole Fleet. 

The King, as is ſaid, being returned, atter Congratulati- 
ons, a day of Thanksgiving was appointed f.r Gods lingular 
Providence that had protected lim in the greateft dangers 
to which he had expoſed his Royal Perlon for our vatety. 
The Winter was ſpent in makin; Levies by Land and great 
reparations at Sea. The Parlia nent cheartully giving tuch 
Oupplies as were ncceffary to cirry on the War. 

EGrLY in the Spring the Strerghts and T key Fiect put a- 
gain to Sea, but entering the Srre:grte mouth, tuck a viol;nt 
Storm aroſe, as blew rany of the Ships cleaverly out of it, 
and divers were Loit and much damaged, yet many goc 
ſafe to their proper Ports. # ; : 

In March the King paſſed over ts'bailen an early Cau- 
paign and the Ele&tor of Bavaria, being appointea C over- 
nour of Flanders ſent the Duke of co to Complettevt 
him on his arrival ; and Parties being abroad, divers >t1;- 
mithes and Bickerings happened with various Succeſs 1 2 
village cailed alrerne 100 Newburgizers took 60 Frere, 


and Baggage to the general Rendeivouz. However they lent 
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an Army to Ravage the Palatinate, and burnt divers pla- 
ces of note ; and to divert the Spani{h Forces in Flanders, a 
vigorous War was puſhed on in Catalonia, the Duke D' 

Nouailies Commanding in chief ; but met there with man 
Diſapointments by our nam Fleet's appearing on the Coaſt, 
et drawmy, off a part of the Army for that Se:vice, The 
Duke of Wirtemunrg with a conſtderable Cody of Horſe and 
Foot forced the Enemies Lines, and Entering &rench Flan- 
ders, for ſeveral Miles put the Country under Contributi- 
on, railing a Million of Zivres taking in divers ſmall places, 
and much Booty. This Conſtrained the Duke of Lnxem- 
bury, General tor the French King, to Endeavour by one 
Exvlott or other to draw him back, and firſt with 5o Squa- 
drons of torſe and ten Battalliohs of Foot, and fome Field- 
Pieces, he aitempted to fa'i ona part of the Garifon of Liege 
an iM:eſtricn,beins about 18 ſquadrons of Horſe and fome 
Regir ents of Foot Commanded by CountT z/!y,but upon no- 
tice retired over the River Sare, Leaving three Squadrons 
to {_cure his Retreat, which beat back the French advan- 
ced parties. But ih's was only as a Forerunner to greater 
Action ; for the king Marching ro releive Huy, had notice 
in his way of it's {urrender, and thereupon Strengthening 
the Carifon of Licge Marched near Heſpai, and halted to 
oct Intelligence of th2 Enemies farther defign;and ſome hours 
aitcy had uotice they appeared from tae high Grounds of 
Se. Gertrnden £147 5, 10 that upon notice from the Scouts 
Har it was the Vaunct-Guard of their Army, all things 
vere orilercii to Receive then, it they adventured to make 
2:7 attempt ; wh'ch they foon after did, and a terrible fight 
exived, wincu lafted from Sun-riting to Sun ſetting ; m this 
Rattel che {ns was in al parts, giving the necefſary Or- 
ders, airl acted the part not only of a brave General, but 
lid of 2 Couucagious Captain ; but in the Concluſton, the 
Comteleat: frmy, being over-powered by Numbers, the 
F-ench beinz $0009 and the Confederate but 42000; they 
we:e forced to recire, and left the French Maſters of the 
F:o!14, tho? their 1o{s was more than that of the Confederates. 
Such another Encounter the French made in Savoy, whets 
Muniwzor Ca: Caommanded for France, n _— _ 
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Duke of Schomberg fighting Valiantly at the Head of his
